ANTI JEWISH THEATRE 
RIOT STHiS BUCHAREST 



Bucharest, Feb. 4; 
Jews of Bucharest are boycotting 
the National Theatre and' studio as 
a result of students' demonstration 
against Leria Caier, talented actress 
and guest star, at the house in Rob- 
ert De Fler's and Caillavet's French 
pilay, here called "Die Liebe Er- 
wateht." 

Riot was staged because Miss 
Caler is a Jewess, although her tal- 
ent as an actress is acknowledged. 
The play was presented as part of 
a DieFler memorial, the French 

dramatist having always been a 
great friend of the Roumanian 
people. 

Being a French work, the entire 
French embassy attended officially, 
but the party was forced to retire 
as a formal protest against the 
demonstration, which included 
throwing of ill-smelling bombs. 

The police refused to interfere, 
and the audience itself ejected the 
disorderly students. Jewish resentr 
ment is heightened against the the- 
atre management by the cancella- 
tion of Miss Caler's contract and 
the aban.donment of the play after 
Livius Rebreaun, manager of the 
house, was advised by Home Min- 
iister loanitszescu to Withdraw the 
piece, at the SJime time refusing pb- 
lice protection. 

French Minister Pauxs presented 
a protest to the Roumanian premier 
and the play was resumed three 
days later. During the interval Vic- 
tor Eftimlus had .been appointed 
manager of the National, although 
it was he whom the newspapers ac- 
cused of inspiring the student out- 
break. Upon circulation of reports 
that the students intended to repeat 
their riots, Eftimlus took the play 
off again Instead of calling for po- 
lice protection. 

Now the prospect is that the play 
will become a problem in Franco- 
Roumanian relations, as the author 
DeFlers is an eminent French au- 
thor and was a lifelong friend of the 
Roumanian people. ' 

Jewish nationals are demanding 
the removal of Eftimius as Xutional 
theatre's manager.

Pathe-Natan firm op- 
erates 72 theatres, 20 of which are 
wired by RCA with the exception 
of two .houses (in Paris) which are 
W.E. Three more theatres are at 
present under construction, two in 
Paris and one iii the provinces.

Natan claims to have on hand

grossing about $4,000,000 a year. 

He expects to produce 15 to 20 
French talkers in. 1930 At an aver- 
age cost of $100,000. This is more 
than twice what pictures bring here 
with the exception, of a few hits. 
Talkers may gross more than silents 
used to, but the profit margin, after 
taxes and operating expenses have 
been paid, hardly make for safety. 
If French banks really want to con- 
solidate the French picture Inter- 
e.Tta, they are not likely to allow 
such a large unit as Pathe-Natan 
to remain independent. . ' 

Everything is in abeyance for the 
moment until the end of February 
by which time certain legal formali- 
ties must be gone through with at 
the board meetings.

French finances being more close- 
ly allied and concerned in so many 
different interlocking interests, it Is 
obvious what subtle (and yet legiti- 
mate enough) propaganda on behalf 
of French perfumes, or sartorial 
creations, or wines, or anything else 
that is essentially French in "s 
origin, could do to bolster the allied 
French interests. But first, the 
basic product must b© self-auppprt- 
ing, according to the bankers dis- 
passionate business judgment, ■ _ 

Producers of talkers now, and for 
the future, say that they must never 
think of America as a market; it 
could be only by luck "if we make 
something you can distribute In 
your country." That goes even more 
for talkers, recognizing how far 
ahead America now Is with its 
sound product. 

Hollywood cannot he as insou- 
ciant about It all, as France Is un- 
concerned as to America as a mar- 
ket but Hollywood has always haa 
at least a 40% eye to the foreign 
market.

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Russia So Severe on Its Writers 
liiat Bull and Cow Form the 

in Oiie Picture

Moscow. Jan. 23. . 
Lilfe is !iio. bed of roses for Soviet 
playwrights and filmwrfghts. They 
work always iinder the menacing 
shadow of the niiiltiple pfflcial cen- 
sorship. For every play or film that 
is produced tliere are at least half 
a dozen which have been sup- 
. -Pres§ed_a3_. j)pIXticaj2y un desira ble. 
And ^or every piece submitted to 
the mercies of the censorship a 
dozen are suppressed by tlieir own 
autliors at the birth of ^h idea, or 
somewhere. in the course of its elab- 
oration, because they know that the 
chances of production' !are exactly 
nil. 

The Soviet government makes no 
bones about hs policy; toward the 
theatre and other arts. It does not 
indulge in any hypocritical pre-, 
tenses of freedom of >tiie stage, any 
more than of the press or other 
means, of expressiion.' The films, the 
theatre and the radio are just part 
of the heavy , artillery .-of the Soviets 
in <& desperate, ilght .against the 
remnants ; of capitalism, and -for the 
establishment eventually of social- 
ism. No production can survive if 
by sin of commission, or .omission 
it clashes in s.ny^:respect with the' 
basic ideas of the Soviet system. 
More thajfi that, '^ts chahces for sur- 
vival are mighty slim unless It defl- 
nitely helps that 'Ostein; hiiless It 
serVes ' to promote the plans and. 
drives of . the government or helps 
to hammer the new ideas into the 
hea'd's of spectators. 

All Propaganda 

X»imits ,wlthih \vhlch writers must 
work, are iSij?refore- pretty narrow. 
It speaks volumes for' the vitality 
•of the Russian theatrical folk, that 
they ha.ye succeeded In doing flrst- 
rate things, despite- these handi- 
caps. The. age-bl'd themes of dra-. 
matic writers— love, romance. Jeal- 
ousy, adventure,, personal ambition, 
etc.— are' rule^ out as "putrid leav- 
ings. .Qf boxirgcois sentimentality.'' 
. Su'ch tilings may flgvu'e .occasionally 
as incidental material., ' siiice .^even 
Soviet citizens still love and hate 
and dream of power and thrillsi But 
they cannot figure as ends in them- 
selves; tlieiy must serve in some wa,y 
to underline a propagandist moral 
^ of some sort. 

Think, for instance, of a clever 
Hollywood scenario writer put to 
woirk. hatching , plots on the basis of 
the folloying advice to. scenarists 
by .Sovklno, the largest film com 
pany here: 

"The authors must, of course, 
take as basis for their work such 
^l&ments as socialist competition, 
the uninterrupted working- week, 
the new forms of industrial activ- 
ity, the collectivization of agri- 
culture, increase in the tempo of 
industriali^atian,' problem of pre- 
paring new squadrons of work-, 
ers, etc." 

Advice adds that these subjects 
must be 'Reflected in a lively and 
artistic manner." "Wtlat couldn't 
Anita lL>oos do with this guiding line 
from Sovklno! What about a lively 
and artistic piec^ abpAt the col 
lectlvization .of 'farmis for Doug or 
Hoot' or Clara in ^'Bigger and Bet- 
ter Tractors?" 

Extraordinary 'part of it, how"- 
ever, . Is that first-rate films have 
been made here on jtist ' those 
themes. Berlin is just how -wit- 
nessing the foreign premiere of a 
film caiUed "Turk-Sib," based on the 
building '.of the still • tincoinplcted 
• raih-t>ad fconnecting Turkestan with 
Siberia. The director, M. Turin, has 
taken the inert materials— wild un- 
tamed nature, awed Asiatic folk, lo- 
comotives, airplanes anif tractors — ■ 
and has welded them Into a continu- 
ity that Is- really .exciting. . Only 
plot in it is the miie-by-mile prog- 
ress of the r^illroad tracks. Climax 
is the arrival of the first locomotive 
. to Alma-Ata, capital of Kazakstt^n; 
^^o§tly newsreel stuff cleverly edit- 
ed. Yet We-whole"perf ormance-has 
a tempo of its own. 

Love Interest 
Serge I^lsensteln, too, known In 
America for his "Potemkln,'* "Ten 
Says That Shook the Wovld," etc., 
has used such materials to make 
a good film shown here Under the 
title "Old and New.'- He worked 
on It itttertnlttently for over three 
3rear« and is .BfdH to- have* &q«ani4- 
ered, barrels- of- money on footage 
Which ended la thd waste 'basket. 



But a,t least he. had something to 
show for it in the end. 
. Tract;ors, dairy machines, .a. prize 
bullj a simple farmhand and the 
like aire his heroes and heroines. 
The love interest is provided by 
the public mating pf the said prize 
bull with a modest cow. The tragic' 
complication is afforded by a 
dastardly band which poisons the 
bull. Unpromising stufCvthink you? 
Wait till it hits New York. 'The 
Sovlet-bull-mary-not-be-ajs..good3n; 
actor as Bull Montana, but In 
Elsenstein's. hands he does all right. 

In. Legit 

On the legitimate stage the same 
type of material must serve as the 
foundation for drama. The Moscow 
Art Theatre, the Mall Theatre and 
a few other of the^ pre-reyolution- 
ary. groups continue, to draiw upon 
their classic repertoires. The pro- 
grams which New York exclaimied 
over when Stanislavsky's -theatre 
was there are ■ still beliig- played. 
But with few exceptions the new 
plays, even those put .on by. the 
cliasslc theatres, deal with objects 
which to those unfamiliar, with life 
under the Soviets sound like, un- 
mitigated glbberlish. : . 

Of the new ^plays of the current 
season, one . recounts the /^lass 
struggle between the' richer and 
poorer stratas of the.' peasantry . in 
a Soviet ■village; the poor , triumph 
and - live iiappily ever > . after jn a 
sovkhoz (co-operative farm). An- 
other portrays the struggle" of an 
over ambitious but unworthy citizen 
who schemes to enter the ComUn- 
ist Party; he Is foiled and the 
Party , is never polluted by his base 
membership. 'A third, in verse, tells 
the sad tale of an ofl[icer in the 
Red Army whe exceeded the orders 
of his commander and is eventually 
shot for his sins, haying recited 
mil^s "of poetry enroute. The list 
could be extended. ^ 
. Most of these plays are excellent 
ly produfeed arid' riiany of them, 
with ' some explanatory footnotes 
on the- program, could ..be put ■ on 
for Theatre Guild audiences. 
Difficulties 

But. the plight of writers obliged 
to create almost exclusively on such 
material is npit enviable. Before a 
production can ,be staged, it must 
be okayed by . Glavlit, the. censor- 
ship department attached to the 
Commissariat of Edncation. ~ That, 
how:ever, is npt the last of the 
troubles. The initial okay is no 
^gn that the play wll ' reach the 
public. AU through the rehearsals, 
commissions and delegations inspect 
the work and may blackball the 
procee.'.iings. In a good percentage 
of cases the dress- rehearsal is the 
funeral performance. Those that 
escape may be choked off after the 
premiere — or merely postponed for 
corrections and revisions, never to 
open again. 

Several promising plays were 
taken off the boards this season 
after runs of some weeks because 
the press, _ or some other Soviet 
orga:n, fouhd them "ideologically 
deficient." A few of them, in fact, 
were ■written- by members of , the 
Communist Party In good standing, 
but that, tnade no'dilference. Mo- 
tion pictures are subject to ap-r 
proximately the same hazards. • 

What Russian . wjriters have, to 
say on the . feiibject could not be 
printed, here or elsewhere. . Yet, 
notwithstanding these official diffi- 
culties, the Russian theatre and 
Russian iJlrtis are . not stagnant: 
Skill, frequently touching on genius, 
makes up the margin created by 
censorship.

Villaoei-^Seenes by Panels' . 

Mo/scow, Jan. - 23. ^ 
A portable folding stage has been 
worked out by students of the Su-i 
preme Technical Art Institute. A 
model has been constructed under;-' 
direction of the well known Russian 
scenic artist, 1. Rablnowitch, some 
of whose work Is familiar to NeW 
York theatre-goers through the 
visit of the Moscow Art Studio. 

Stage is described as an extreme- 
ly sinaplifled affair, suitable for both 
Indoor and outdoor use. The stage, 
walls and ceiling are so made that 
a maxinium number of effects can 
be obtained merely by rearranging 
colored blocks and panels. Indeed, 
M. Rablnowitch claims that with 
Only a few minor accessories ob- 
tainable .anywhere, this stage can 
be set up to represent almost any 
of the scenes which might be needed 
for an ordinary play. 

It's an effort to bring the theatre 
to the provincial towns and far 
Rung villages of Russia, thousands 
of which do riot possess anything 
resembling a Ibeatre. Scenic ef- 
fects are obtained by a series, of 
wooden prisms, panels, ladders, etc. 
—of the^kind used in the so-called 
constructivlst eetting.s — ^which can 
readily be shifted and regrouped* 
very much in the way .that chil- 
dren's toy blocks can be arranged. . .

Time Is the most expensive part 
of the production budget, Marcus 
observed. Four foreign languages 
would multiply the. studio duration 
on one programer at least 10 times 

Anyhow, reminds. Marcus, It's 
tough enough to get good English 
diction on the tiny sound track 
without bothering about a good part 
of the rest of the world.

First big break was the "Sunday 
Despatch" (London)* This papier 
played up a btory about all night 
gambling, queues of 5,000 people 
daily, one week's takings of 60,000,- 
000 francs, and otherwise went the 
whole hog on hooey. The "Conti- 
nental Daily Mail," owned by the 
sanie Northcliffe outfit, reprinted 
the story for a front page spjread, 
crediting the "Despatch" and thus 
giving itself an "out" when sub- 
scribers from Nice wrote In saying 
the story was all wrong. 

Undercover Battle 

All this indicates that not only 
the players but the Casinos are fol-. 
lowing a reckless technique to haul 
themselves out of the red. There 
Is, in fact, a war raging between 
the Casinos. But it's all under the 
surface. 

Up to two years ago things were 
breaking so big for Monte Carlo 
that the syndicate was sagging with 
the weight of its .'own jack. It de- 
cided to unload for Its. own good. 
So It chucked $1,000;000 Into a rub- 
ber beach and $2,000,000 -into a 
bunch of terraced tennis courts.

San Remo, on the Italian 
Riviera, had been closed for years, 
but last year Mussolini not only 
lifted the ban but allowed no limit 
stakes to be played, thus topping 
Monte Carlo, This put these two 
into genuine rivalry, and things 
were not helped by Frank Gould 
opening his $5,000,000 Nice Casino 
a few months later. Thus, Monte 
Carlo was being clouted on both 
ears.

Carlo's attractions are how under 
one syndicate with Sir Basil Zacha- 
roff, the Greek multi-mllllonalre, 
determined to wipe out Gould'o 
string, Gould now has three Ca- 
sinos, Thie ones at Juan-les-PIns 
and ReauUeu pay, but this Nice 
site is a thing of beauty and a 
headache forever. It neyer will pay 
on the present investment.

Argentine

Buenos Aires, Jan. 14. 

Last year saw talking pictures 
foir the first time In the Argentine 
Republic, and In South America 
as a whole. The public responded 
to the innovation, though It might 
have been thought that Spanlsl/ 
and Portugueise-speaklng audiences 
would not tak«) kindly to Engli$h 
on the screen.. The result proved 
that screen revue and musical com- 
edies are to the taste of people In 
this part of the world. Minor suc- 
cesses, though ^nevertheless suc- 
cesses; were registered by sure 
piirely English vehicles as "Trial of 
Mary Dugan," "Madame X.," and 
"Doctor's Secret," demonstrate the 
importance to the business of the 
English- speaking colonic!^, in this 
and other Latin-American lands. - 

Argentina's first taste of the 
synchronized film was "Divine. 
Lady," which scored an instant suc- 
cess. In the same field of art was 
"Wedding March," which rather 
alarmed the religious feelings of 
this essentially Catholic country. 
And following It came "Four Devils," 
and "Show Boat," all seen here In 
the synchronized version. Later In 
the year "The Patriot" proved to 
be the most finished production of 
the season, while "King of Kings" 
SHared'^n^the^appreciatlonr 

"Broadway Melody" opened a new 
field to Argentine, this film break- 
ing records. Locally, M-G-M must 
be conceded the palm for super- 
imposing titles in Spanish by run- 
ning a second film over the parts 
where the English dialogue called 
for explanation, thus enabling au- 
diences to follow the action with- 
out having the picture interrupted. 



Unfortunately, the same process 
was not able to be carried out In 
the case of the Fox "Follies," the 
continuity of the picture being 
broken to insert titles. This caused 
protests from jthe. first night au- 
dience and wilhdra.wal after that 
perfOJfmance. Next day an expa- 
natlon was shot on the screen prior 
to the picture, and local audiences 
followed the plot as best they could. 
Last big effort of the year -was 
"Hollywood Revue," now In Its 
third month at the Palace, and 
which topped all . previous records 
in the city. Opening prices of $3 
($1,20 In the U. S.) being, main- 
tained for over six weeks, . 



There Is a lack of confidence here 
by theatre owners In Spanish dialog 
pictures. In making Spanish pic- 
tures—dialog — It Is; evident that the 
difficulty to be faced Is the ' ap 
pllcablllty of the Castlllan tongue 
to Argentina, seeing that this "coun- 
try Is stated to be the biggest quota 
in that tongue 

If producers Insist on making 
pictures with academically-correct 
dialog, they must run the risk of 
losing the best part Of the Argen 
tine market. In spite of Spain be 
inff--the:^motheE-.coiintry^Arge.ntlnai 
as a. whole. Is entirely out 6f sym- 
pathy with her. 

This market. If it Is valuable 
from a dialog point of view, must 
be guided by Indications from a 
local source. Unless money Is to 
be wasted In loads, the most care 
ful co-operation Is desirable be- 
tween Argentine branches and 
their principals up north.

That the figures recently publish- 
ed In "Variety" covering th6 11 
months' period on exports, would 
find no appreciable change for the 
full year period.- . Combining nega- 
tive, positive and raw fllrh footage, 
the Increase runs to 60,000,000 feet 
over 1928 and In addition runs 
9,000,000 feet over the peak year of 
all pr6vIous records, 1919. 

Figures covering Europe disclose 
In excess of 110,000,000 feet for the 
year as against 69,000,000 the year 
preceding. Four of the 10 leading 
film using, countries of the world 
are located In Europe: United King- 
dom, France, Germany, and Spain. 

Of the remainder three are In 
South America, namely, Argentina, 
third In the entire list; Brazil, 
fourth, and Mexico eighth on the 
same comparative basis for the 
year, 

Golden's figures disclose the fol- . 
lowing changes In the list of lead- 
ing countries: 

United kingdom first this year, 
fourth last; Australia, second, last 
year first; Argentina, third, last 
second; Brazil fourth, last year 
third; Canada, fifth this year, sixth 
last; Germany,, seventh. In 1928 
elghUi; : Mexico, el^rhth this' year, 
seventh' last; Spain held tO the ninth 
position; Japan did likewise for b6th 
years in tenth position in the use 
of American produced pictures. 

On imports Mr. Golden discloses 
an ever Increasing market In thifl 
country for the foreign made raw 
film the. footage In . this cIa.S8 in- 
creasing approximately 97,00p,()66 
feet. In contrast. Imports of finish- 
ed foreign productions (Ih th6 form 
of positives) still further declined. 
This entire footage dwindled to un- 
der 6,000,000 feet.

Admitted by exhibitor and pro- 
ducer to be more drastic tlian antic- 
ipated, the Federal Court's abolish- 
ment of 'the Hays system of arbi- 
tration is causing' chanj^es in the 
indu8ti*y which are literally revolu- 
tionary. Hiffhlightins the situation, 
already are: 

A Dun and Bradstreet rating for 
filmdom in the person of the 32 Film 
Boards of Trade. ; 

ExhibitofTfeader '-clain-is--that--bc=_ 
tween 170,000,000 and $80,000,000 in 
l)Iay dates are at slake in view of 
ilie Federal Court decree. 

Exliibitbrs, jubilant over arbitra- 
tion's downfall, fomenting the next ; 
step — elimination of . all theatre pro- 
tection and getting the_sale of film 
down to shoe ai.hd drug, store basis, 

Paramoiint's claim that 80% of 
Its new production schedule is al- 
ready sold and that new contract 
formula, while slated for printers in 
two weeks, will proba.bly not be put 
into circulation until after the sales 
convention in June. 

Belief of the biggest producing in- 
terests that the earlier the exhibitor 
gets a taste of expensive court liti- 
gation the! quicker he will want re- 
turn of arbitratiohj and that arbitra- 
tion will be back in the industry at 
the exhibitor's own behest within 
another 60 days. 

Paramount taking initiative in 
new contract form and several- pro- 
ducing companies making secret ef- 
forts to get an early copy. 

Producer angle, tliat arbitration 
is obligatory in 12 states and that 
in others, a more fair trial can be 
secured in actions Involving over 
$3,000 by going direct to F^eral 
court 

Fear of smaller companies that 
exchanges will have to hold the bag 
for product not wanted by the ex 
hibiton That as a result runs, and 
valuations of pictures will be 6cram<- 
bled. 

Gradual enlijghtenment of tlie 
smaller exhibitor expressing Itself 
In apprehension already regarding 
fees in open court. 

Confidence of big producing firms 
that the indies, will not cut them 
selves off from major illm sources. 

Indignation of leaders that indies 
represent only 15% of country^s box 
offices and are considered merely 
from political angle. Claim Greater 
New York, as an illustration, has 
C0% of its box offices under slmon 
pure indie control. 

And so It goes. 

$S!SO/KX) for Boards 

While it is gleaned from official 
sources that the yearly maintenance 
of the Film Boards of Trade costs 
members of the Hays organization 
around $250,000, each one of the 
boards aggregating in salaries and 
running expenses a little over $5,000 
it is also gathered that the boai'ds 
are more valuable than ever to the 
produciers since the Thacher decree. 

As a Bradstreet the Film Boards, 
to a certain extent, it is explained 
by the authorities, can now circum- 
vent the illegality portions founded 
In Tliacher's latest decision. Be» 
cause the court eai*lier sustained 
credit committees, as a necessary 
producer protection, and while it 
later prohibited the demand of cash 
before delivery, the boards, while 
obsolete as executors of arbitral rul- 
ings, can now investigate the status 
of exhibitors. Those, it is claimed, 
who are not according to Hoyle can 
be legally compelled to make the 
advance deposit oh film. 

On the .other hand arbitration of 
a! kind will always exist in some 
states where it is the law. These, 
and the outcome economically, are 
bound to reflect themselves in other 
parts of the country. 

In the showdown Paramount 
proves itself far in the lead for 
l)reparedncss. Anticipating an ad- 
verse decision, it is now learned of- 
ficially, Paramount weeks before 
Thacher revealed his findings, used 
k^riibJieXL,5tanijg^j3p clauses Nos. 1 
and 18, which Thacher br\I^W3 Tout: 
The stamp read that arbitration was 
not compulsory but optional with 
the signer of the standard exhibition 
contract. 

Since the decree Par. has dis- 
pensed ■^[ith the rubber stamp. Its 
legal staff a few days ago had as- 
.sembjed for the pWnter a contract 
formula reducing the oi'Jglnal to 
less than one half. All of thos^ 
"wliereas's" are eliminated, it is 
learned. What protection Par. is

Referring to disputes during the 
past year Paramount men also point 
but that their company had less, for 
the amount of business transacted, 
than any other in the field. 

Indies Divided Again 

Intimations .from exhibitor lead- 
ers that the Government's next job 
will be at protection fi.nds a di- 
vision in the indie ranks. This; 
they also ga,uge, "will follow enforce- 
ment of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion's antiquated ruling against 
block booking. That protection is 
even more obnoxious than Hays ari- 
bitratloii, and that runs should 
be simultaneous in all - houses, is. 
th6' propaganda one of America's 
most prominent agitators com- 
menced spreading a few' days ago. 

Any place where the indies con- 
gregate, however, finds many pro's 
and con's. On the letdown of pro- 
tection, should such be legitima- 
tized, ^e con's find rentals, far. ex- 
ceeding^ any 'earnings which the 
smaller house might aspire to re- 
alize on a first run break with a 
deluxe house. Producers, they fig 
ure, are entitled to protection of 
product In their own houses. The 
opposing Bide works in the cake of 
soap, angle, that everybody can buy 
and use at the same time. 

Significant, even in the short 
time arbitration boards have been 
closed, is til© reminiscing habit the 
indie men have already developed. 
Where before most of them were too 
busy attacking the system, it Is now 
common to hear one say to a 
group: 

"A contract doesn't mean a thing 
to a man who pays his bills. Check 
over the disputes and you'll find 
that few with clean hands ever had 
to give the arbitration courts a 
thought. Producers have got to pro- 
tect themselves against the double 
croBSers in this business." 

Realization that they will now 
have to take their disputes to a 
court, pay dough and wait, possibly 
until the picture in question hsm 
run itself back to the shelf, is be- 
ginning to seepi through. One 
leader^ . crpsfSr examined dot\-n . the 
line, finally blamed It on film politics 
and the lawyers, declaring that the 
latter dug up angles to k«ep -the 
business in a turmoil to hold their 
jobs straightening it out.

David O. Selzniclc, Assistant gen- 
eral manager of the Paramount 
coast studio, lost his suit against the 
estate of Hyman Winik and others 
to recover nearly' $200,000 on an. as- 
signed claim of his mother, Mrs.. 
Lewis J. Selznick, for the valUe of 
jewelry.' Gems wer-e alleged to have 
been sold in behalf of Winik for 
$5,000 after it liad been depbsited as 
security "on a judgment for $35,000. 
Jury, before Justice tJntermyeri 
gave a verdict for the defendants. 

Testimony showed that in 1923, 
when Selznick was reorganizing his 
film business,. Wiriik, who made 
loans to theatrical arid film enter- 
prises, loaned $35,000, and later got 
a default judgment foi* the amount 
Lewis Selznick testified that the 
jewelry, which he bought at varioufs 
times for his wife, included enierald 
bracelet worth $58,000; diamond 
bracelet, $66,000; rings worth $40,- 
000, and $25,000, and lorgnette, 
$8,000. 

Winik estate insisted it had a 
right to sell the jewelry for what it 
would bring to raise sonie cash on 
the judgment, and denied collusion 
in the sale. 

In a second suit of Selznick 
against the estate of Hyman Winik 
to recover the value of a pearl 
necklace. Justice Gavegan directed 
a judgment tor Selzniok of $3,750.

start, and ^hat if this should, not 
work out they could get a 4» hour 
week, but they explained that this 
time would not apply to players 
who were under contract to studios 
for long periods or run of produc- 
tion. .

calendar. It's oiie of the most com- 
prehensive reminder diarida in ex- 
istence and the first of its kind to 
be introduced in show business. 

Calendar covers every , day In 
1930 VP to Dec. 31 for thei^guldance 
of the Publix manager who with its 
aid can be on the alert for signifi- 
cant; holidays, tie-tips, seasonal ex- 
ploitation ideas, etc. 

With the completion of the cal- 
endar and its framing, one has been 
-sent'to-each-o£4he more than 1,200 
Publix theatres. Copyrighted by 
Publix Theatres Corp., the chain is 
protected against the "lifting" or 
devising of similar calendars by 
competing theatrical organizations, 
Ben H, Serkowich concelyed and 
devised the entire calendar. 

It has a sheet, about 24x14 Inches 
in size, for each nionth, with every 
day laid out as in reguliir date cal- 
endars. At the left hand side is a 
marginal space for program plots 
and on the right for remarks for 
the convenience of the manager. 
At the top is various information 
gathered by Publix forces as opera- 
tion reminders.

For February, as. an example, at 
the top under the head "Screen 
Check" is listed various items de- 
signed to keep fjhe manager in-

spread light on apron.

Studio hints of toning 
down are said, to ' Ha Ve' been rejected 
by the opera singer. ' Result was 
quite some experimenting- until the 
sound boys finally finished up with 
the mikes 15 feet back, the orches- 
tra anchored, everybody grabbing 
hold of something, and Barrymore 
dictating^ "^*lre when ready, Larry." 

To get the full force of it, the 
booth men are apparently under 
orders to leave the faderq -alone 
Summation is like listening to Tlb- 
bett on. a piarlor orfhophonic With 
the volume full on. The power is 
tremendous, and those who go from 
the Astor to the Meti*opolitari to 
hear him are going to be surprised 
at the difCerence. in volume on the 
big auditorium hearing. That's 
what that mikd can db. 

The melodies Tlbbett Is singing 
must be like the tidbits he warms 
up on in the dressing room or tub, 
Yet there are two high spots — ^when 
he sings while being lashed and at 
the finale, where he goes for a.- high 
note, and holds It, while the male 
chorus Is catching xift on the final 
few bars. That ■ flair for giving 
numbers a climax, Inherent with all 
opera singers, makes the finish of 
this picture something to wait for. 
And in his favor Is that he's hot a 
tenor. Almost two hours of a high 
register, via wire, and with ho-ijon- 
trastlng vocal callsthentics from 
other/- principal sources might be a 
strain on the ear. But this mascu- 
line rumble that comes from the 
boots is always interesting. 

Barrymore, in directing, hasn't 
done much with the story. Its lone 
voice, production and color is 
'Rogue Song." The dialog Is often 
nothing less than amateurish, both 
Tlbbett and Miss Owen repeating 
phrases until it becomes almost a 
gag. Which leads to the comedy 
that registers as If Barrymore had 
assigned an assistant director to 
send .Laurel and Hardy through 
some hoke sequences and then had' 
simply picked' the spots to cut them 
in. Those Laurel and Hardy names. 
will likely help as a draw^ but there 
can be.no question that the sup- 
posed laugh footage is awkward and 
deplorably weak. 

Prodhctionally the film Is rife 
with synthetic mountain exteriors, 
although at least two are superb 
examples of the art And the color 
is good throughout. Story is of a 
Russian bandit whq eventually kid- 
naps a princess after killing her 
brother for having betrayed his sis- 
ter. So much footage has been used 
in telling the tale, and pace Is so 
slow, that audience curiosity is apt 
to pall long before the'finlsh. So it 
becomes a matter of waiting for 
Tlbbett to sing. "When I'm Looking 
at You," by Stothart and Grey, will 
undoubtedly become the plug num- 
ber, and it Stands a nice chance. 

On performance there's only Tlb- 
bltt and. Miss Owen. Everybody else 
is but spasmodically important and 
not often seen. It's either\the love 
interest dUo or a crowd. Tlbbett, 
In opera, has always been very stiff 
In his acting. Taking that into con- 
,sldfiratiQn,.^the^studio.'.. deserves =nO; 
little credit in having warmed him 
up to the extent the screen reveals. 
But his dramatic ability^ as is natu- 
ral, reaches it.s highest point when 
he sings. Tlbbett, with the camera 
up close, can read a song and make 
you believe it. And, due to the 
proximity of the lens, It's an educa- 
tion for every vocal pupil ifl- the 
countrj* as their first chance to 
study breath control as practiced by 
members of the opera. They can't 
get this cIo.se la. a theatre. And 



.Tibbett's control, which Is what all 
singers strive for, is something to 
max'vel over. 

Miss Owen Is fair of face, but 
registers without fire. Tlbbett, at 
least, has that ingredient when he 
ocalizes. Remaining cast support 
Is adequate if lacking lustre because 
of a lack of opportunity. Nance 
O'Neil Is but briefly glimpsed 

An Interpolated and prettily cam- 
eraed Rasch ballet fails to excite, 
w'hich but emphasizes that the pic- 
ture Is Tlbbett singing before an 
expensive and sightly background. 

'Rogue Song," for $2, rests with 
the . femme reaction to the opera 
singer. In the program houses that 
oice will ^ave everything, but if 
they can cut it 1^500, or even 2,000 
feet, it ■\vill Impress as a much bet- 
ter picture when generally released, 
where it Avill Comparatively beat its 
2 attendance.

de Venloo for the Franco -iBelglque 
territorial rights alone. This gives 
them Switzerland, Tunisia, Morocco, 
etc, to play With for extra gravy, 
plus a . sizeable Teutonic market. 
What's more, they're counting heav- 
ily on England, Canada and South 
America's wired houses for the syn- 
chronized, negative. 

America isn't figured in these pos- 
sible revenue calculations, the dope, 
as with sa many other native pro- 
ducers, oniitting the American mar- 
ket. . ■ 

As. a picture, JudKing from the 
French version alone/\"La Nuit" is 
much better than its predecessor, 
"Trois Masques," at this same house, 
but not as good as "Le Mystere de 
la Villa Rose," apd presumably be 
low the standard of "Lra Route est 
Belle," The French press raved 
about "La, Nuit" because of its 
adaptation from Henry Kistemaeker's 
well known play. Anjcthlng from an 
established book or play is invari 
ably a local journalistic weakness. 

It holds a good leading girl, Marie 
Bell, of the Theatre Francalse; A 
good actress, sympathetic in the 
main, but at times screening poorly, 
Miss Bell impresses favorably as a 
possible French favorite 'for the fu- 
ture among dramatic femme leads. 
Jean Murat, opposite, is okay. He 
suggests a Hollywood-importation 
possibility for American made 
French dialog yerslons.

Henry Roussell, ' director of the 
French version, is self cast in a sym 
pathetic role. Jim^ Gerald does an 
indiifferent comedy assighment ks 
Miss Bell's father. Mary Costes 
(wife of the famous aviator, Costes), 
looks and does well In a minor role 
Ditto May Vincent and Kitty Kelly, 
latter presumably is an American 
who does dance speciaUies . in the 
cabaret, scenes. 

In the latter a girl band (presumed 
to be Babe Egan's Red Heads, who 
were in Germany at the time the. 
picture was made), plays okay while 
alternating with a male tango or- 
chestra. Too much muslc,^ though, 
the producers evidently figuring on 
getting, as much out of the musical 
investments as possible and accord- 
ing too much footage to it.

While no "Canary Murder Case," 
"The Mystery of the Pink Villa" is 
a good meller from A. E. W. Mason's 
story (English). Rather, neatly 
transcribed for the screen by iLouis 
Mercanton and Renee Hefvll, direc- 
tors of the French version, with 
Leslie Hiscott directing English ver- 
sion. For this latter, an alniost 
wholly different British cast wais 
utilized.- In France, trade opinion is 
that the English version is Inferior 
to the French, although why Mer- 
canton couldn't do both is problem- 
atical.

Newport,. Feb. 1. 
The amusement situation In New- 
port has undergone a ra.dlcal change 
during the past few years, and espe- 
cially during the past few months. 
For a greneratlon the only theatre In 
the city (a community dating from 
Colonial times) was the Opera 
House, but more than a decade ago 
traveling companies ceased visiting 
Newport. 

With the advent of pictures the 
Opera House turned to films. Pic- 
tures were presented at the Strand, 
while pictures and viaudeviUe held 
forth at the Colonial, the last nanied 
on busy but unfashlonaible Thames 
street. ■ 

DuHng many years a paradoxical 
sigh was afforded , by the summer 
audiences for, there beliig no- other 
theatrical diversions, ; Astors and 
Vanderbllts often came on from 
dinner partliss to the Strand or the 
Opera House, sitting side by side 
with unpretentious townspeople and 
sallors froni the battleships and the 
navs^l training station; 

Three, summers, ago the Newport 
Cadlno theatre wiis reopened after 
neglect of 20 years. With the 
backing of William H. Vanderbllt 
and other miiltl -millionaires, Includ- 
Irig Mrs. Moges Taylor (richer than 
any individual Vanderbllt), and 
Miss Edith Wetmore (who recently 
got a return of oyer $1,000,000 ex- 
cess tax fi-oni the Federal govern- 
ment), the venture became popular 
with the smart set. ' A change of 
bin each week for a season of eight 
weeks provided entertainment for 
society. But the rest of the popula 
tlon continued to patronize pic 
tures. 

Last summer the Opera House 
was being rebuilt and the new Para' 
mount was nearlng completion, so 
the Strand and the Colipnial got the 
town -and navy people, the Strand 
having the preferencie. • . Now the 
Colonial is closed, arid the three 
wired houses are in competition— 
the' new. Paramount, the rebuiU. 
Opera House and the old-f ashldiied 
but still popular Strand.

Like . the Paramount, the Made-^ 
leine, M-G-M's grand boulevard's 
house, reflects American shoman- 
sbip in its operation. TJnIike the 
Faramounti this house has those 
annoyingr "strapped -ons" (the sup- 
plementary and uncomfortable aisle 
seats), but does not encourage the 
tipping so rampant in evei'y othfer 
theatre abroad. Nor is there a 
charge tor programs, as Is the gen- 
eral practice. Check room seri^ice, 
as at the Pai'amou'nt, is likewise 
gratuitous. At other houses they 
exact the fees in advance, ranging 
from a £ranc to a franc, and a half 
for coat, and slightly less for each 
individual article, such as hat, sticky 
packages, etc. Little wonder, there- 
fore, that the Madeleine taxes -its 
capacity of 780. 

Only noticeable, riegative factor 
about the house is the general iia- 
tive champteristic of paucity of fire 
exits. With, the recent Glasgow 
cinema disaster fresh in nilnd, and 
noticing the Jamjning of the already 
narrow aisles with those "strapped- 
ons,-' you can't help being annoyed* 
at the lack of ready egress in case. 

"The Pagan" (M-G), billed here, 
after its therae song, as the "Chanr 
son Paienine," is the present heavy 
draw. The house ballyhoo is "Hear 
Novairrb Sing." They're doing that 
at iall. three show^ (two mats and 
the night perfbrmahce at nine) to 
a reserved seat scale of ?i- top, -^ith 
the 15-franc perches in the front 
orchestra. (Generally here the bal- 
cony iand rear-orchestra for pictures 
are regarded as the choicer' loca- 
tions.) 

\ in the L6ew-Metro houses in 
America, the Madeleine has now 
adopted the sheet niusiC' and phono- 
graph disk vending of the theme 
song in the lobby. Judging by the 
sales the Friench go for theme songs 
as strongly as in Aiiierica. 

Excellent and well-balanced pro- 
gram of shoits precede the feature. 
One short, "Doll Shop,^' Sammy 
Lee's Technicolor revuette, auguring 
exceptionally well for the chances of 
Metro's forthcoming "Hollvwood 
Bevue," which, al6ng with "Halle- 
lujah" (M-G) is penciled to follow 
"The Pagan." 

Music, plus Techhicolor and stag- 
ing effects, ^ire readily understand- 
able and do not rely on any plot or 
language to carry it. They ap- 
plauded a Pleyrot ballad in "Doll 
Shop," .even thoujjh the lyrics were 
indistinct to the American ear, but 
they fancied the manner In which it 
was done. 

Program leads off with Laurel 
and Hardy's "Angora Love," sound 
synchronized with organ musicq^l 
accompaniment and a. flOck of efr 
feats., Metrotone Journal, newsreel, 
next, displacing Fox Movietone 
News, in order to give its own soupd 
reel a breiak. U^s Oswald animated 
cartobn was another laugh inter- 
lude, and then "Doll Shop," rather 
darkly printed owing to the Tech- 
nicolor and running quite long. 
Could have beeh cut to advantage. 

Feature also ran overly long here, 
90 minutes. . Ahel. 



GRANADA 

(Presentation) 

Chicago, Jan. 31. 
Big business at the neighborhood 
spot at the supper show, with 
"Disraeli" (WB) rating the draw. 
Stage show was all right, but minus 
a punch. 

, Labelled "Jazz Serenade" the 
rostrum lacked stirring otuff, but 
satisfied. Big improvement here is 
the additional four girls to,, the 
chorus, putting an even dozen on 
the line. Girls work well. Benny 
MerofC retains his popularity as 
m.c. 

Three acts the first of which, 
Martin and Mai'tin, tumblers and 
balancers, went big, especially on 
their headstand work. Griffin and 
Greshen clowned for good, returno 
despite using a lot of old material 
evidently new to this mob.

Dennis King (New Acts) is the 
stage nanie here this week as a 
human trailer for Par's "The Vaga- 
bond King," in whjch he stars and 
which opens across 'the street at the 
Criterion shortlj'. lit was either 
King or Nbrmia Talmadge who did 
the drawing. House was packed 
«ii'ly Saturday afternoon. Miss

King works single before a "two" 
drop, delivering three songs. He 
niade them like him at the start and 
they continued under the spoil until 
he walked.

s EIGHTH AVENUE 

' New Tork, Jan. 31.. 

Running .parallel and separated 
by only a crosstown block from 
Broadway .there's as much differ- 
ence, between the theatres on the 
two lanes as dawn from dusk. It's 
not an one way, either. Quite a 
few Eighth avenue Bolognini manf- 
agers preview the big stem pictures 
and often decide they're too weak 
to satisfy the west siders without 
another feature in support^ 

That Bolognini is a Mussolini to 
his eniployees. They're celebrating 
his 25 years as a showman next 
March, iand those who have been 
drawing pay from his treasury for 
the past decade or so are positive 
that he'd be a heddliner . in the in- 
dustry if it weren't for a hobby to 
be independent. . 

What does Broadway do to 
Eighth avenue? Well, not so much. 
Business is fair and that means 
the Eighth avenue . joints, of which 
Bolognini is the czar (from 42nd. to 
59th, anyhow), are making money. 
Some of the better hbuses, strange 
enough, blame the Roxy and Para- 
mount more than any condition on 
the next street east for cutting into 
home trade. The Times, alone, fig- 
ures that these two palaces copped 
25% of its trade. 

A look into any of them In the 
specified area,- which . adds the 
Tivoli, Columbus and Ideal to the 
Times, will show house to be 
comfortably filled. Enough, any- 
how, at 20r26-30 in the evenings to 
pay for the rental. Ninth and 
Tenth avenue residents are depend- 
ed upon for the regular draw. And 
these customers do . their film shop- 
ping in such a way that at least 
40% always stick to one Bolognini 
theatre or the other, including the 
Arena just below 42nd and the Gem, 
oldest of tlie chain, down in the 
middle 30's. . The Morningside, way 
up at 116th street, is another 
sequel to this story. 

Fans with the Broadway manner 
Ignore the chain, there's no argu- 
ment about that. Regardless of 
how economically inclined they may 
be the mat cuts on a Broadway 
afternoon mean just another nickel 
or so over, what Eighth avenue 
charges for the same product weeks 
and months later at night. And 
it's a long block over at that. 

These houses probably had a.S 
much gl'Ief experimenting with 
indie sound equipment as any of 
their kind in other parts of the 
country. They're all talking now. 
The Tivoli, first run of the street, 
has RCA; Arena and Times, have 
RCA and PsLcent, respectively, while 
th6 Ideal, One Of the tiniest* with 
under 600 seats, boasts W. E. wire; 

While the 1,600-seat Tivoli is the 
biggest money maker, the Times 
has the peculiar complex of being 
the only house along this boulevard 
which can do a -maximum gross 
with a sex picture. But it has to 
be well made. One such as this 
beats all the westerns, and society 
dramas on the industry's regular 
docket.: . 

' Since ."Qund hit the ArenaV one bf 
the toughest houses, acoustloally, in 
the city, it has been catching up 
on the Times in business.. Arena 
fooled with Bfistolphone and- a lot 
of others before it began getting 
some real service, out of a Photb- 
-phone---€qui pment.:. :^.^cvr_^..=^.=^^ ^.^^^ 
Warners' office building in', this 
section is partly credited for start- 
ing what is getting to be an office 
accommodation place on the ex- 
cobble .stone thoroughfare. When 
the 9ubway opens up — well that's 
another angle; one which the 
Bolognini interests partly welcome. 
It is said they owii the property on 
which most of their hou.ses repose, 
nnd a couple of additional parrels 
bc-.«idfis. ^yaly. 



STANLEY, J. C. 

("Take-a-Chance Week") 

Jersey City, Feb. 3. 
For the second straight year this 
Warner presentation theatre^ Jersey 
City stand for Publix stage units, 
has a "Take-a-Chance Week," 
without prograna billing, for a 
change and business getter. Up to 
Monday, third day of the week, it 
looked like two straight hits for the 
idea. Stanley is about two years 
old. ■ .■ 

To be able to sell a grab-bag show 
to a town like Jersey City, where 
downtown theatre competition is 
pretty keen, a theatre must have 
established itself as . extremely rer 
liable and instilled a strong feeliiiig 
of confidence in its patrons. For 
"Take-a-.Chance Week" is strictly a 
blind package, Avith no billing out- 
side to let them know what's in- 
side. And, once they are inside, tliey 
are requested via trailers not to re- 
veal the nature of the bill to friends. 
These blind weeks are not new any 
more in the picture houses, but they 
retain the ability to create curi- 
osity. 

As a matter of fact, the shoWs of 
the otlier 51 weeks in the year, with 
a possible, exception in the pictures, 
are blinder than the bill in "Take-a- 
Chance Week." Most picture house 
stage presentations today are more 
Or less alike. Unless there happens 
to be a name in the talent list, folks 
don't know what they're going to 
get. What they dp know is that 
whatever it is, it can't be very bad. 
And what they, probably suspect is 
that when a theatre like. the. Stan- 
ley, with a local .reputation as a 
showhouse, in a "Take-a-^Chance 
Week" is going to go out of its way 
to avoid disappointing. 

There Isn't much dynamite in the 
screen end of the Stanley's veiled 
program. Some laughs in FN's 
talker, "Loose Ankles." What is 
important la that it won't disap- 
point. . ■ 

Stage show is what counted. 
"Jazz Preferred" is the Publix unit 
used, l)Ut extremely doubtful that 
the producer would recognize his 
brain-child after the Stanley fin- 
ished rebuilding. Added material 
seemed more coi^tly than, the unit 
proper. In normal weeks at the 
Stanley, there are no additions. For 
"Take-a-Chance Week" the stage 
nut was apparently doubled. It's 
good- will- -money well spent. They 
should take a chance on anything 
after this one. 

Excepting the Une-of girls. Caper- 
ton and' Biddle, adagio team, and 
the scenery, "Jazz Preferred" is an 
entirely different unit than, the one 
at the Paramount, New York, two 
weeks ago. Tvette Rugel, Smith and 
Hadley and Ray Kiel are no longer 
present. 

Herb the replacements were Joe 
Penner, Kendall Capps, Baby Rose 
Marie, Benny J'alrbanks, Miller and 
Bryan and Billy and Charlie. Also 
Benny Ross, -house m. c.; theatre's 
own line of girls °(10) and the 10- 
jiece stage and pit band. 

Altogether, about 45 people on the 
stage, with considerable strength in 
the line-up; 

"Jazz Preferred" opened as it did 
in previous stands, but in few fol- 
lowing moments wAs it recognizable. 
Ross worked with the house pony 
troupe to start it off and the unit 
commenced as per origii^al pattern 
with its own girls and i. stair dance. 
Miss Hall :is the new prima, in 
iTvette Rugel's place. She's a big 
lady with a big voice and holds a 
note longer than Camera's set-ups 
stay on their feet Penner had three 
entrances before the_ traveler with 
Ross, and prodded them into laugh- 
ing each time. His own specialty, 
strong enough to follow all that had 
preceded, was spotted under the 
finale. . 

Kendall Capps also was before the 
drdpes for his specialty. He has 
added a saxophone sblo to his tap 
and acrobatic dancing and opens 
with it. Sax does little aside from 
establishing • versatility. When he 
gets into his leg work Capps always 
lands. They wouldn't let him go 
after getting a load of the dancing 
and he returned with th6 sax. When 
they saw the sax again they were 
willing to let him go. 

Baby Ro$e , Marie, credited by Ross 
as a Warner picture starlet, sang 
two numbers In the formal poo-poo- 
pa- doop way of modern stage chil- 
dren, with assistance from Ross. 
This little girl depei.Js a lot on the 
m. c.'s foiling. Kids are easily ad- 
dicted to habits. If Baby Rose 
Marie's folks or ttiahagers wish to 
see her do as well on a vaudeville 
stage alone, they should let her do 
a few moments alone in the picture 
houses. Unless Baby Marie is very, 
very smart and has iwo routines. 
She says she's five years old (five 
at home and three on trains), sings 
as a cute baby should and uses her 
hands like a veteran. 

Benny Fairbanks was Introduced 
bx.JBiJSSL^s,.a^i?ItInf^ m.^c^^ In- 
troduction including inforrnaCIbh" 
that Fairbanks is a well known 
Warner stage employee. Fairbanks 
took the baton to conduct a hpt 
band number and doubled on the 
clarinet him.self. Then ushered in 
two contrasting dance teams which, 
he stated, he brought with him. 
First, Miller and Bryan, long-legged 
tap danoer.s. Second, Billy and 
ChavUe, pair of small colored kids' 
in eccentric t-tuff. Ro.is preceded 



Penner's specialty with a ballad of 
his own. 

Stage show ran 63 minutes, almost 
twice the average length. 

Novel organ and pit orchestra 
combination number with Leon Van 
Gelder, pit conductor, and Hy C. 
Gels, organist, doing a Gq,llagher and 
Shean. Slides accompanied by the 
G. & S. melody, Coi.ipetltion idea 
between the organ and orchestra 
until the finish when they teamed 
for some blasting.

CAPITOL 

("Venetian Carnival"- Unit) 

New York, Jan. 31. 

When the presentation title is 
"Venetian Carnival," need the stage 
end be further identified? Can't you 
just see the gondola sliding into 
view with the prima; the snappily 
striped barber poles, and the bal- 
let gliding around with long-necked 
mandolins? This particular Ital- 
ian hey -hey was produced by Ar- 
thur "Knorr, and makes a pleasantly 
unsensational interliide. 

Its acts are .Zelaya, the Mexican 
pianist who uses a sense of humor 
to ridi6ule. jazz; the Mangeans, a 
five-person tumbling and spring- 
board troupe of distinction; Teii 
Claire as an off and on m. c. of mod- 
erate talking ability and similar 
hoofing merit; four colored dancers 
minus billing, and singing and danc- 
ing spebiaUsts who are listed, but 
not Identified, as Nita Oginska, Toin 
Fulnier and Kathryn Lewis. A 
Chester Hale ballet fills that part 
of the stage left unoccupied by the 
stage band. 

In the pit for its overture the Or- 
chestra becomes finely emotional 
with Tschaikowsky'a "Marche Slav," 
as interpreted and directed by 
Bunchuki Screaming for mention 
once more is the combined perform- 
ance of the orchestra's percussion 
department. This trio Is imbued 
with .an . almost passionate sense of 
the . dramatic, and puts a rip-roar- 
ing spirit into any man's climaJi.

LOEWS NEW YORK 

New York, Feb. 3. 

In no theatre have regular* patrons 
been so consistent in their enthus- 
iasm of sound as those of Loew's 
upper and lower decks. 

Up on the roof the owls still blink 
and soda and cigars continue to be 
dispensed from that part of 'the 
house- where years ago Zieggy's 
beauts flashed their symmetry. But 
sound has wrought a decided change. 

It was a tough job, acoustically, 
getting things wired in this upper 
berth. Western Electric a couple 
of times suggested to the manage- 
ment that it renovate the place for 
a garage. Show after show was 
blurred and raspy. But now they've 
got things so talkerfied that a payee 
can pick the farthest corner and get 
every line, if the print is half fair. 

Downstairs the most noticeable 
feature is the substituting of ap- 
plause for snores. The boys, espe- 
cially those in the smoking section 
during the old silent diys, ^Pe a 
little self-conscious about applaud- 
ing a western hero; if for nothing 
more than, that while he threw up 
a lot of dust, everything was seen. 
With hearing okayed the loungers 
get a great kick out of joining In 
when the mob on the screen starts 
appllauding. Any soloist oh a short 
who winds up on a high note is 
bound to get the biggest demonstra- 
tion. 

While many of the old beards 
and ehbes are recognized, and while 
the same brands of tobacco are still 
being exhaled p sound seems to have 
toned down to a quasi-respectable 
basis the rough and ready atmos- 
phere that prevailed in this joint a 
year ago. There's not so much 
double featuring any more. 

But the buslnes.s. It's 50% mOre 
by the year than it was when sll- 
ents, doubles, an'l what-nots were 
the order of the day. Odd thing 
about this Locw site. While the 
roof is clo.sed in the daytime the 
take for breakfast and lunch shows 
IS from" 50""tb""75^%-m6rg" iir-BJijFl? 
over the evening when everything Ls' 
wide open. 

Less than an hour after the lower 
berth had opened at 9.20 this morn- 
ing the clock showed 700 persons 
had paid in.

AL JOLSON CONCERT 

New Orleians, Feb. 4. 
Just one Jolson! 

As a crowd of close, to 5,000 filed 
out of the new municipal auditoriurh 
after Al's local concert, an -entirely 
new field for him, there was not a 
dissenting note within earshot. Jol- 
son was always a. crack in vaude- 
ville, minstrielsy, musical comedy 
and, lately, in pictures. But few 
thought he could accomplish what 
he did here in concert. 

The New Orleans Auditorium is a 
glarit. Nothing like it in the coun- 
try. It is the last Word in enter- 
tainment construction, seating 12,- 
000 persons, 6,000 on each side of a 
sliding, lifting its stage in the cen- 
ter. Management used but one side^ 
but Jolson remarked before starting 
it was ie^sily the biggest thing he 
had ever tried. He was . then px*e- 
••gented * locally by William Morris, 
who was on hand with Mrs. Morris. 

With the perfect acoustics pf the 
building, Jolson's patter went for a 
" veritable wow. Huge throng didn't 
^miss a sally. And how he worked! 
Told them the new ones and the old 
ones, and ' they went for th^m all. 
And when he had them in his lap 
Al dared a few smoking room tales, 
just a bit I'isque, and those, too, 
- were IjuH's-eyes. 

He walked out on a bare stage 
with only his pianist, Arthur John- 
son, to aid. No evening- clothes or 
even a dinner jacket. Just a busi- 
ness suit and soft collar. And aft.er 
his first number he requested the 
spot be eliminated. Not a single 
theatrical trapping of any sort— and 
a panic! That's genius, nothing 
else. And you can't imitate genius. 



Jolson started with "Rainbow 
'Round My Shoulder," then "Little 
Pal," used "Let Me Sing and I'm 
Happy," from'his new picture; tore 
them asunder with ".Sonny Boy," 
and stupefied everybody on ''01' Man 
River," With the mob in great 
spirits he reached back for '-'Span- 
iard Who Blighted My Life" and 
"Rip Van Winkle," these old boys 
also clicking. Foa-. a finish there was 
"Mammyi" and as the mob stood up 
to applaud, he rushed out, threw up 



both hands to quiet ana to ihank 
them, and*" yelled in referee style, 
"The winner." 

And Jolson. was a winner. No 
doiibt of it. He's America's top.. 
When the picture gang think he's 
washed, lip. he can 'step right into 
the field where he has belonged for 
years without knowing it — concert.

It 
seats 12,000 comfortably, .each and 
every one seated with a perfect view 
of the stage, and. within hearing dis- 
tance. Its stage can be swung up, 
side, down, and back. .It is the big- 
gest and best equipped, mechanic-, 
ally, in the world. ..With "mikes" 
galore to draw upon, those in the 
uppermost reaches can hear per- 
fectly. .

tion for New York with Toscanlnl 
In charge. La Scala Is Italy's fore- 
most opera house. 

Recent fiasco of the Metropoli- 
tan's board of directors In falling 
to take advantage of the Hocke- 
feller ofter to create a new opera 
center is indicative of the situation 
prevailing between the two groups 
of millionaire patrons. Factions are 
reported headed by Otto H. Kahn 
and Clarence Mackay. 

Dissenting group is capitalizing 
criticisms hfi&rd during the past 
season of certain performances at 
the Metropolitan. Music critics of 
the New York dailies have not hesi- 
tated to slam the Metropolitan for 
being over-conservative, stereo- 
typed, and lacking in showmanship.

This 
likelihood approaches almost a cer- 
tainty hi its- dire import according 
to students of the French picture 
field. 

Reason is that it is inevitable that 
the 80-odd \ylred houses , now in 
France (of which 25 or, 30 are in 
Paris) will not have enough lihns 
to go around for tlie simple reason 
not enough French talkers are be- 
ing made either locally or by any- 
body elise to supply each , house. 

And while production is progress- 
ing very slowly, .more and more 
theatres are being wii'ed daily. West- 
ern Electric constantly has fulfllUed 
contracts. Gaumont's new equipment, 
a much cheaper device. Is bound 
to go into many theatres. RCA 
Photophone also is extending its 
activities now; ditto Tobls-Klang- 
iUm, Rariiaphone, Lutaphone. Radio- 
Cinema and a host of other inde- 
pendent sound recording and repro- 
,_ ducing devices.

Marseilles 
with '"La Route est Belle" did flvei 
weeks to an average gross of $12,- 
000 a week for the first four weeks. 
Picture woiild .still be th"?re hadn't 
Richlbe, the exhib, not anticipating 
that kind of wow biz, hooked in 
Paramoun't's "Innocent's of Paris'" 
with Par refusing to cancel. 

This can only result now in ex- 
liibs deferring future blanket book- 
jpgs for what will become the "out- 
side," i. e., American sound -syn- 
chronized product, leaving the rest 
of tlie distribution market up in 
the air and awaiting the plcasui-e 
of the pxliib who can play his pic- 
ture without restriction for as long 
as tlie run lasts.

T^ondon, Jan. 29, 

In'lTSO, or some 150 years ago,. It was enacted by- "IHs Most Excellent 
Majesty," King Cleorge the Third of England, "hy arid with the Advice 
and Consent of his Loi-ds Spiritual ^nd Temporal in Parliament as- 
semhled," that no person should, under !n, ponalty of 200 povuids for every 
offense, "keep" any premises for public entertainment on Sunddys; that 
every door-keeper or servant of such premises who should collect money 
should be liable to a fine of 50 pounds for every offense and that every 
peirson publishing any advertisement of any entertainment on the "Lord's 
Day" would also be liable to a penalty of 50 pounds for every offense. 

And this day Is the law of England In this Year of Grace, 1930, 



Dramatic theatres In London are licensed by the Lord Chamberlain of 
of the Royal Household; every vaudevii'le house and every cinema. 16 
licensed by the London County Council, and every license, whether of 
the Lord Chamberlain or the London County Council, bears upon it 
the words: "The- premisies shall not be opened, for public performances on 
Sundays, Christmas Day or Good Fi-iday." 

Notwithstanding this prohibition, over 250 cinema theatres in London 
aloiie are opened to the' public every Sunday, considerable sums of money 
are tiken foi' adinission, artd the performances ai'e duly advertised irt all 
the newspapers. No one, however, has ever been called on to pay any of 
the penalties provided, by the anciept act of GeovEP JIL 



Foreign observers, of Eng.lish lif<s .arid custom have frequently, and 
of course unjustly, acc\ispd the B^ftisher of hypocrisy, and they might 
justly assert Iflvas a good example that all these cinemas should be 
allowed to open on Sundays, notwithstanding the statutory and licensing 
prohibition and the. .loud protestations of our Sunday observance and 
other religious orders and societies. 

If, ■ however, the matter is examined a • little more closely. It would 
be found that this is not- an example of hypocrisy but of sound business 
allied .with a keen political instinct. The London County Council, having 
issued these 250 licenses, each with a prohibition against Sunday opening^ 
squares its corporate conscience by saying. "Notwithstanding that the 
licenses which we girant state as the law demands that you shall not open 
your-premises on Siindays; we will pef mit you to do so prpv^^pLtljSit you 
contribute a sum, .which wS^ill fix> to a charity "of which w6 shall ap- 
prove." And thus it is that the law of the land is broken on terms which 
enables the council to do what the public wants and at the same tlnie 
to keep peace -with all the religious bodle.s who object to entertainments 
on Sundays by telling them that it is all in the sacred cause of 
charity. 

©ut as regards the "legitimate" or dramatic houses, the Lord Chamber- 
lain, who ha3 a heart at least as charitable as that of the London County 
Council, has not so elastic a conscience and he does, not depend upon . the 
votes of the populace to secure or retain his office. He is the first 
Officer of the King's Household and performs many duties connected 
with the court as well as licensing all premises jfehere stage .plays are 
performed. He also is officially the censor o^j^aiT^lays submitted to him 
before production on the stage. 

It may, therefore, readily be understood that otte occupying an office 
of such great power and digrnity cannot encourage the law to be broken 
for a monetary consideration, even for charity. He has, therefore, Qe- 
creed that dramatic houses must remain shut on Sundaj's' as the law pi 
the'larid demands: ~ - . - - ^ .- — — -r- .- 

Thisj- praiseworthy regard for the law has, however, caused a fierce 
and considerable volume of complaint to be made by managers of dramatic 
theatres, aa opposed to managers of cinemas, as well as by actors, 
musicians, stage hands and all other persons who seek to earn an honest 
living in- connection with the presentation of the spokein play, and the 
pi-es3 of London has almost unanimously endorsed the complaint. 



THEATRE OPENINGS 



New Alhambra and Olympia Due 
Next Month 



Paris, Feb. 2. 

New production at the Folies 
Bergere, another revue by L. Le- 
marchand, will not open until mid- 
March, a month later than antlci- 
.pated. Work on the. new, Alhambra 
building Is progressing slowly. 

The OJympia; latest picture house, 
and former n>uslc hall, which the 
Jacques Halk's group controls, is 
expected to. open early next month. 
The new mixed theatre (pictures, 
vaudeville, legitimate), to be known 
as the Plaza; and under construc- 
tion for two years. Is almost com- 
pleted but nothing Is yet definite 
on an opening date, 

Work on the...Ambassadeurs is 
proceeding briskly, the old resort 
having been razed to the ground. 
New building is to be called Theatre 
de la Concorde, with the restaurant- 
night club adjoining to retain . the 
old name, Anibassadeurs. Two es- 
tablishjpents wiU be distinct, but 
with a revolving stage in the center 
to be visible to both audiences as 
required. Supposed to open in May, 
but doubtful. 



It Is an accepted fact that Sunday for entertainment purposes* Is one 
of the niost profitable and popular days of the week an4 .the cinemas 
•who open in breach of the law are packed to the doors. Thp receipts of 
these London cinemas on Sundays cannot fall far short of $7,000,000 per 
annum. 

Theatre njianagers naturally ask: If "The Gold Diggers of Broadway" 
or "The Taming of the Shrew" or "Sunnyside Up" or any other talkers 
for which much money is paid to Hollywood can be gbven on Sunday 
Why sliould performances of these or any other plays not be given on 
.Sundays and so increase employment and earnings, of actors and. others 
bV securing a. part of the large, sums spent by the public for Sunday 
evening entertainment? , 

The Society of West End Theatre Managers has approached the London 
County Council and asked them to, act in conjunction with the Lord 
. Chamberlain to secure legislation to remove the prohibition at present in 
force under the 150-year-old- act of King George the Third. 

The Lord Chamberlain, however, says that this is a matter for Parlia- 
ment and that there would undoubtedly be considerable opposition from 
chiu'ches and people of many religious denominations. The London 
County Council Is a popularly elected body and its members have to think 
of wliat this opposition of the churches and 'religious denominations -would 
mean at election- time. Fqr although the religious societies have done 
little or nothing to prevent the presentation of films as well as dancing 
and concerts in hotels and restaurants on Sunday nights, they are not 
going to miss an opportunity of making a demonstration which will serve 
to remind the great British public that the bigotry and intolerance of a 
mediaeval age are still alive. 



Result of all this Is that at the present time the theatre managers are 
taking steps to bring proceedings In the courts which. If successful, will 
paralyze, the. machinery of the London County Council under which per- 
mits are given to cinemas to open on Sundays. Consequently, the 250 
cinemas, the concerts and the dancing in the hotels and restaurants, may 
all be stopped unless, of course, the cinema owners, film renters, hotel 
keepers and the great British public all rise in their wrath and make 
common cause with the theatre managers to demand the abolition of a 
ludicrous, antiquated and out of date piece of legislation. 



So far as the actors, vaudeville artists, stnge hands and other cm 
ployees are concerned, they have formed a committee together with the 
managers In order that they may have a rounc\-'tabl.e conference to decide 
as to the terms and conditions upon which ^^^^^^ly performances might 
be given; for it is admitted on all hands that it Is Impossible to ask 
artists and' workers to labor on 365 days In the year without earning 
any more money than they do at the present time; in fact It Is not pos 
sible or rea,sonable to ask tliat they .should -work for 365 days in the year 
«t all. 

Preliminary conversations lead one to expect that an .locomniodation 
■will bo reached so that if legislation comes atout it will not be compli- 
cated -with questions of a purely domestic character between manascrs, 
artists and other persons working In the theatres. 

The most convincing rea.son advanced hitherto for Sunday opening In 
London Is perhaps that of the Actors' A.ssoclatlon (our embryo "Eqtiity"), 
whduhave Stated: "It Is morally desirable, as the theatre 'can provide 
inspiriting entei-tainment and true recreation to that vast mass of people 
which Is at present wont to find distraction in alcohol, lechery and In 
harmonious domesticity." 

What could be fairer than that?

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Devies Denies Monopoly Intentions; " 
Likes G-F-A Deal as Film-Radio Nucleus 



Paris, Feb. 2. 
Maurice Devies, vice-president of 
tlie Banque Nationale de Ccedit 
and wlio is tlie directing genius in 
tlie present French picture combi- 
nation, denies any intention of 
making a film monopoly of the pro- 
jected organization. He also dis- 
claims any intention of making it 
the occasion of the flotation of a 
huge stock issue. 

Having found, that for years the 
picture industry was held in such 
dl.srepute here that no financiers 
would touch it, but finding time 
ripe to put the business on a dlffer- 
«nt footing, he grouped a few 
friends to finance the present com- 
bine without using the resources of 
the bank itself. 
His idea is to use the Gaumont- 
, Franco -Aubert merger as the nuc- 
leus of a vast organization which 
will be based on the development 
of sound in both film and radio. 
This, when realized, would give the 
men in control . Immense propa- 
ganra and political power, so any 
development is being keenly watch- 
ed in official circles. 

It explains, apart from any other 
reason, why Francois-Poncet, Min- 
ister for Fine Arts, was present at 
.the demonstration of the new Gau- 
inont sound equipment at the Thea- 
tre des Champs Elysees, this epuip- 
ment admitted, capable of Inter- 
changeabillty. Gaumont equipment 
Is to form one of the main beams 
of the new structure, reseaches for 
pictures and radio being combined. 
Gaumont's Stock Increase 
Details of the Gaumont merger 
are arranged by Albert Kohan and 
an 'increase of the Gaumont capital 
.stock from $960,000 to $3,400,000 will 
absorb besides Aubert-Franco-Fllm, 
a laboratory company already Gau- 
mont controlled (G. M. Film), and 
an equipment manufacturing com- 
pany (Contisouza). Last named 
•firm had a fire two years ago which 
completely destroyed its plant but 
which - IS now -thoroughly moder-nr 
contrary to Gaumont's. 

Production of sound equipment 
will be sufficient to currently equip 
6 theatres weekly, 10 In March. 
Orders for 82 theatres were booked 
in January. This shows that French 
theatres using Gaumont equipment 
will soon be in the majority. This 
equipment now sells for $7,000 and a 
credit firm has been organized with 
the combine to extend facilities to 
exhibitors not only to install Gau- 
mont sound but also to remodel 
theatres, etc. 

This, together with the advantages 
In bookings of Frendlj^talkers, con- 
trolled by .the combine, 43 expected 
to' bring exhibitors under Its in- 
fluence without using financial- ties 
such as purchase, though a holding 
company will be formed in the dis- 
tant future. 

The flitancial structure of the new 
merger >^U^^ make pictures more 
reputabl6,_ibkn- heretofore in the 
financial world. CeCpital is small but 
*the present increased values of 
properties is not taken into account 
and the old book valuation is taken, 
thus causjpg large hidden surplus. 
Thls2<Tir'enable the new flrm to dis- 
count easily any paper it under- 
writes to finance exhibitors requir- 
ing equipment credit.

Tobis' short featuring Dora Stro- 
eva; "Toilers"^ (Tiff-RCA); "La 
Nuit est a Nous" (French talker; 
RCA); "Words and Music," Gau- 
mon't own short, and curiously 
enough the least favorably Impres- 
sive owing to poor photography and 
production quality, although okay 
on Its sound reproduction; a reel 
of "Broadway Melody" (W. B.)

Wilder and still wilder stories are 
getting into print here about the 
final payments from Fox on the 
Gaumont deal with the- syndicate 
which Arthur Blumenthal and the 
Ostrers formed here to hold the 
G.-B. common stock. 

Some of the dailies have discov- 
ered there has been a deal between 
Fox and the Ostlers and print the 
most comic figures. One says there 
is a balance due of $400,000 on a 
deal totaling $6,250,000, and the bal- 
ance is likely to be taken over by a 
British stockholder, this balance 
giving him control. 

As there are 5,000,000 common 
shares (which carry the voting 
power), and Fox bought at $6 a 
share, it wants some figuring out 
how less than 70,000 shares can 
give someone control. Story's so 
wrong even Variety wouldn't print 
it. 

But F. V. Sarvazsy, who promoted 
General Theatres Corp., Is a sub- 
stantial stockholder, and it's he who 
has been trying to make a deal. As 
the final Fox payment is not due till 
mid-February, it is rather premature 
anyhow to talk about someone else 
taking It over.

On or about March 1, from plans, 
Loew's may Introduce a new color 
lighting invention, known as Color- 
-ama, at the Capitol, New York. De- 
vice is described as an Innovation 
In decorative illumination conbist- 
ing of a scheme of coves and flutes, 
with lamps and color media so ar- 
ranged as to give mobile and over- 
lapping color and shadow effects. 

A demonstration was recently held 
for theatre executives in Brooklyn. 

Taken under exclusive contract 
from the Uatlonal Lamp Works, 
subsidiary of General Electric, 
Loew's is planning to introduce the 
new lighting process through a 
presentation stage unit especially 
built around und named for the de- 
vice. Under its agreement, Loew's 
has colorama for exclusive use in 
theatres. 

New lighting system has been 
installed at the St. George Hotel, 
Brooklyn, to illuminate its ballroom, 
at a cost of $150,000, but while de- 
clared to be costly to operate there. 
It is said it will be cheaper to handle 
in a theatre than the present system 
in vogue and that any regular house 
electrician can opefate. In adding 
Colorama to units for other Loew 
houses, a portable switchboard is 
carried. It will not be necessary, 
it. is said, to engage extra electrl 
clans. 

Glass Instead of Gelatins 

Louis K. Sidney, Loew's theatre 
— director; Is trying to 'work;OUt plans 
for the first unit" to be biiilt around 
Colorama. Claim is made that brown 
and sliver light hue^ -can be secured 
with fidelity and that even black 
and whites are made highly e£ 
fectlve. 

Colorama uses natural glass in 
stead of gelatine, doing away en 
tireiy^^wjth the use of the latter, 
often ff^ulsance because of burn- 
ing and breakirtg. Also the new In- 
vention eliminates necessity of 
•using boxes, overheads, towers and 
baby spots. Even foots and bord- 
ers are practically eliminated by 
It, 

Shades of the rainbow, the rising 
or , setting of the sun, plus an adr 
riiixtute of colors to form an aura, 
for example, around a singer; are 
possible It Is claimed. 

At the St. George hotel 60 electri- 
cians worked nine weeks to Install, 
using 6,132 lamps, over 190 dimmer 
plates and 600 " control * buttons. 
Loew's answers this by claiming the 
portable switchboard does the trick, 

Colorama does away entirely with 
the painting of scenery. The light 
Is thrown on plain drops of fabric 
or other texture that will take all 
colors, but whether a saving ' In 
scenery can be realized with the use 
of the new device Is not definitely 
indicated at this time. 



$4,000j000 in Disputes 



Slightly over 9,000 disputes, 
involving and aggregating ap- 
proximately $4,000,000, were 
settled during 1929 by the Film 
Boards of Trade. This is ac- 
cording to a report to be made 
known by the Hays organiza- 
tion. 

Had the Thacher ruling abol- 
Ishing^he arbitral media been 
effective during the past year 
it Is declared by producer 
counsel that the amount of 
settlement would have been 
eaten up by lawyers' fees and 
court costs before judgment 
could have been obtained. 

Individual amounts ran all 
the way from $15 to $5,000. 
Under the system prescribed 
by the iTederal Court exhlbYtors 
who do not arbitrate voluntar- 
ily will have to seek redress In 
the civil courts.

Emissaries sent out by the studio 
were told that the agency man had 
Informed Oakle the only way to 
bring Wesley Ruggles, director, to 
Whom he was under personal con- 
tract, to terms, was to walk out and 
the agency would see that he got 
a job for $3,500 a week under a term 
contract. Oakie fell for the conver- 
sation. . 

Meantime Paramount go^' to 
Oakie and Informed him they would 
see that some adjustment was made 
with Ruggles, .so that Oakle would 
get more than the $200 a week the 
presont contract called for. Oakle 
i-eturned to the studio Monday with 
the executives arranging to buy off 
hi.s contract with Buggies, who Is 
al.so the dlvector. 



Final decision in the Fox case will 
be rendered tomorrow (Thursday). 

The new banking group yesterday 
(Tuesday) told Judge Coleman In 
the U. S. Court that all but two of 
the Fox Film directors have agreed 
to their plan. Board meets early to- 
morrow, at which time It is hoped 
to make approval unanimous. That 
accomplished, the plan is expected 
to through. If Halsey Stuart 
and other creditors still Insist upon 
a receivership, the court will decide 
on that action ,at the postponed 
hearing tomorrow. 

Bankers' new plan calls for the 
issue of $65,000,000 in two kinds of 
securities — $40,000,000 in Fox Thea- 
tres 7% bonds to be underwritten 
at' 91, and $26,000,000 in convertible 
preferred stock. 

It developed that the proposed 
voting trust agreement with the 
new bankers would be for 10 years. 

The money from the new flota- 
tions would be ''used to 'take care 
of all necessary outstanding obliga- 
tions, including payments for Gau- 
mont British, loan of $15,000,000 by 
Western Electric, and $12,000,000 by 
Halsey Stuart, among other press- 
ing debts. Fox Theatres also owes 
Fox Films $18,000,000, it was re- 
vealed. 

At one stage of the hearing, coun- 
sel for Halsey Stuart and again at- 
torney for the "A" stockholders 
crashed the argument with a ges- 
ture to offer a financing plan of 
their own. Judge Coleman broke In 
brusquely with the statement that 
William Fox had made it plain he 
would have nothing to do with pro- 
posals from these parties and de- 
bate on the subject was futile. 

Samuel Untermyer, on this point, 
made It clear that Fox's position 
was immovable, and said that the 
head of the Fox concern had but 
recently refused to take $22,000,000 
for West Coast as a way out of the 
situation. 

Story in the trade is that, before 
the market crash, Fox refused ?33,- 
000,000 for himself and recently re- 
jected a $12,000,000 bid for his 
holdings. 



The Thatcher decree, Invalidating 
compulsory arbitration under a con- 
trao* used by all distributors, has 
sent exhibitors on a minor revolu- 
tion, Complaints are piling up for 
legal departments of film companies 
to be taken before the courts for 
recourse rather than to the film 
boards. Leading distrib sources, 
questioned concerning the com- 
plaints which are accumulating, 
say that these have Increased since 
the Thatcher decree and are to be 
taken to court. Where cases can be 
made out, exhibs will also be sued. 

While some saleis managers are 
reluctant to admit the worry over 
difficulties with exhibs, following 
the upset on arbitration, others are 
ready to disclose that notice of 
trouble In the field Is being experi- 
enced and that, thepo has been . an 
Increase "In~ the— number -of — valid 
complaints since the end of arbi- 
tration. Besides which It Is slowing 
up thet sale of product ^ind the 
damming of the outlet Js apt to 
cause a bad snarl.

for the shaping of a new contract,

(3) Getting every exhibitor who 
signs the petition for the return" of 
arbitration and a uniform contract 
to also sign a document giving the 
representative power of attorney to 
okay the move. 

(4) Assembling the 32 representa- 
tives in a trade practice conference 
hero and drawing up the single con- 
tract formula and arbitration code 
befoi-e disbandment. 

Proponents of this plan arc confi- 
dent that it win carry in all parts of 
the country except in extremist in- 
surgent centers. Michigan, Texas 
and Wisconsin are the only states 
now regarded dubWtisly. They are 
the H. M. Richey, Col. Cole arid Al 
Steftes strongholds, respectively. 

Despite these holdouts, producer 
wor'keps are confldfehl' that "their 
round robblns will bear more exhib- 
itor names than have ever, been re- 
corded as members In all of the na- 
tional organizations. 

It is pointed out that Judge - 
Thatcher, throughout the various . 
hearings and In several of his de- 
cisions, has stressed the lack of 
indie voice In moves' previously 
okayed by such Indie organizations. 
The petitions are for the purpose of 
rolling up signatures that will sat- 
isfy the court by their very volume 
that the approximate 20,000 houso.s 
in the United States are with the 
movement this time. Hundreds of 
theatre owners who have never 
Joined any association are expected 
to be represented, in the finale. 
Obaervea Edict 

The cumbersome proportions ad- 
mitted physically and financially, 
and In some instances Impossible, of 
getting personal appearances at 
such a meeting, are circumvented by 
the power of attorney angle. The 
feasibility of the plan Is In its ob-J^ 
servance of the Federal, court dic- 
tum and that It will bririg uniform- 
ity In contractual dealings and ad- 
justments back to Individual zones. 

Until the petitions have been cir- 
cularized, and tabulated Individual 
producers will watch the record and 
function as individuals Ip their, deal- 
ings with theatre owners. This 
means that each company will work 
up Its own contract and place it in 
execution, or hold It, until the zone 
collective method Is tested. 

Exhibitors who agree to tempo- 
rary arbitration, effective since the 
Thacher decree erased the compul- 
sory clause In the old contract, will 
either abide by Its ruling or else 
win suffer the loss of all booking 
privileges until amends are made. 
This without the enforcement of the 
Film Boards of trade, but simply by 
the right of the credit committee to 
continue to function for the financial 
welfare of picture makers. The 
committee ruling Is providing pro- 
ducers. Its Is gleaned officially, with 
the means of a list Just as far reach- 
ing. Indirectly, as the formerly act- 
ive administrative hands of the 
trade boards.

12-Hour Rest Period Assures 
Film Players Protection; 
Win Give This Plan 60-Day Trial 



Hollywood, Feb. 11. 
A revised standard contract, with 
one of Its outstanding features 1- 
hours of rest between all calls, wa.s 
agreed upon for all players In pic- 
ture studios operated by members 

• of the Association of Motion Pic- 
ture Producers here. There were 
several conferences indulged in be- 
fore the final meeting o£ tlie pro- 
ducei's and actors decided on the 
jiew- form of contract,; to go into 
effect immediately. 

' • The major changes in the agree- 
ment, which was. drafted by the pro- 
ducers and the. Academy of Motion 
Picture Acts a!nd Sciences two 
years ago, have a clause which does 
not provide for a maximum of 
working house for players engaged 
by the week or picture, or those 
under long-term contract to the 
studio. They will be entitled to the 
12-hour rest period regardless of 
circumstances, as will be the players 
engaged by the day. The day play- 
ers win be paid on the basis of an 
eight-hour working day and at the 
rate of one-eighth of a day for each 
hour of overtime, \ylth the^i'^st 
period appiying^o them if they^are 
called for additional working ses- 
fiions. 

Tlie rest period Is one of the big- 
'pest commercial and moral gains 
the film player has been able to get 
from' the producer. In the past 
players were compelled at times to- 
work 16 to 18 hours on a picture 
and then had a call for additional 
•work within six hours. The players 
were tired, their appearanc#was not 
right, nor their acting, with the re- 
sult performance lagged in these 
spots and the plaj'ers naturally suf- 
fered ■ from a future employment 
btandpolnt. With the guarantee of 

• a r2-liouF— rest between., calls, .th^ 
producer was convinced • that lie- 
could get' a. much better perform- 
ance from the player as well as 
having the actor appear fresh and 
alert. 

Some 250 of the foremost players 
•In the free-lance and contract group 
approved the working out of this 
plan by a committee of 10 who have 
been conferring with the producers 
on the question of adjusting studio 
working conditions, without inter- 
nal strife existing in the indi-.stry 
between the players and employers. 

Arbitration 

Other clauses In the contract, 
which win take the place of the 
1928.:amended contract of tihe Acad- 
eirty, provide that any dispute aris- 
ing under the contract will be re- 
ferred to a committee of five mem- 
bers of the actors' branch of the 
Academy for adjudication or arbi- 
tration. Either party to the com- 
plaint will have the privilege of 
appealing from the decision of the 
actors' committee to the concilia- 
tion committee of the Academy, 
composed of an actor, director, pro- 
<lucer, technician and writer. 

Other changes .provide that no 
double' .can be used except under 
exceptional conditions or unless for 
foreign versions, or when a player 
In a part is unable to meet certain 
requlrem.ents. 

A blank spaqe will be inserted In' 
.the. contract to be filled in with the 
Bpeclflciatlon of a definite period of 
employment. In case the space is 
not filled in, the gi-oducer will give 
the player a reasonable time notice 
for the conclusion of his employ- 
ment so as to enable him to seek 
a subsequent engagement. 

Salary Increase 

The paragraphs of the old con- 
tract calling for players to return 
to studios for retckes will remain 
•'tiie same with the exception of an 
addition that if, after a lapse of six 
months' . time, the player is called 
and should his salary have Increased 
from the rate paid for the original 
work, he will get the current re- 
muneration. 

Another stipulation Is that the 
.producer must afllx his signature to 
the contract within 24 hours after 
the player has signed It. ' However, 
this Is optional with the player. A 
px-ovlslon was made that the revi.«ed 
•contract will be subject to change 
. at any time the arbitration commit- 
tee sees that the new elements of 
the standard^ contract cannot be 
wprked but to the satisfaction of 
tlie. players and producers.

Publix has. started aftet" the handling of, its shorts from the theatre - 
end. Plug line seems to be "Sell Shorts With Intelligence," and -the 
opening salvo> Is 'fired by that chain's orgian, "Publix Opinion," with 
Bill Saal pulling the trigger. 

In fact, Saal got away two broadsides on tlie suhject. But the 
first time he applied the match the resultant flame caused the cir- 
cuit's oflUce sheet to turn on the cooling system, despite the calendar. 
Anyway, Publix Is out to demonsti'ate judgment In the booking -of, 
and program spotting of. the shorts it will screen. ■ - 

'That talking short?, regardless of merit, have been taking a tosS-. 
Ing around from all theatres and chains Is not and has not been a < 
hidden fact.. Fox West Coast has been struggling with the problenl 
for some time, and .was actually the first string to call upon Its execs 
to concentrate on the matter. That dates back to the summer, since 
which time the habit, of necessity, spread east because of the ob-. 
vious program discrepancies as concerned the one and two reelers. 

It is true that those studios maHIng talking shorts, have also had 
their trials and tribulations in trying to find a formula to follow.

Studio-Booker Friction 
Their complaint Is that they'v^been powerless after the print has • 
left the studio, and a continuous undercurreilt of friction has existed 
between the producing and booking factions due to the latter group 
sending the product along, sight unseen and letting the house man- ' 
ager lay out the running order. Result has been that not only the 
poor subjects have slipped by, but many a good one has been 
smothered, due to the similarity of accompanying shorts hap- 
hazardly booked. , The theatre chains eay that they can count on 
one hand' the house managers who know how ■to place ihorta: 
Therefore, the launching of educational campaigns In more than orie'

As far as Broadway Is "concerned 'there has been a recent and 
distinct move' to give more attention to the selection and placing of 
shorts In the major picture theatres by all operators. But the vaud- 
fllm houses are still prone to ' play down rather than up the news- 
reel, a vaude house's most important short. It took some of the 
picture chains a long while to' realize what they had In th'e newsreel,- 
that there was an actual clientele for the news events s^lone. One 
string had Just about made up Its mind that there was something In 
it when the Embassy, 'N. T., opened as an exclusive newsreel house, 
and, as far as this circuit's Broadway houses were concerned, that, 
seemed to be the convincer. And the order went down the line to 
spread the newsreel. ' 

Publix ha3 now deemed the talking short of sufficient Importance 
to formulate a plan for sending screen fare to its houses alr.eadfy 
laid out in the order in which It should run. This Includes both Its 
straight sound and stage .presentation sites. In other words, "canned 
scteen Units." It Is logical to suppose that other chains will foUo-w 
' the move- if they -find it Imposislble to -train the house staffs to lay 
■out programs for best results. All admit that the routining by the 
local manager is the most desirable solution; stm, If -this can't be 
done — then the "canned units." 

Vaude Parallel 

Few picture house resident ■ managers have any conception of 
vaudeville" and the shorts are that type of entertainment in reels. 
Hence, the job Is to teach them how to pick and place, open and 
close, . secure a sock, spot it, and balance according to the main 
screen feature. Billing is also Important, with not 15% of the pic-' 
^ ture houso managers or Independeht exhibitors In the country 
-fttmlllar with "names" from the legit stage and vaudeville being 
dritftfed to .make shorts. - Therefore, many a short which should 
draw to some extent on the people involved is passed up cold on; 
exterior billing. 

If the house managers pass the: buck to the division or district 
men; and the indie exhibs depend upon the exchanges to tell 'em, 
the 'tlieatres are going to be a long time solving the problem, for 
a vast majority of the' sectional and exchange chiefs are In the same 
boat with the house manager. To them pictures is show business. 
They're not Interested in anything else. But If pictures have 
swallowed show business. It's up to the film exhibiting end to find 
out about the menu the doctor has ordered. 

And that picture- men as a whole have only concerned themselves 
with pictures 'Is the basis of the kick-back now being felt on the 
talking short question; The tendency to never look over the fence 
Is what makes the title of "showman" so distinctive and Is responsi- 
ble for what are known as '^theatre operators" being the rarest 
species In sho^ business today. 

Because a microphone has so closely allied pictures with the other 
branches of show business, many film men have found that they 
must keep In touch with the other phases. The smart film man 
never lost track — even before sound. 

So the faster the rank and file of picture men learn what other 
-angles there are to show business besides celluloid, the quicker the 
talking shorts are going- to get a break.

"Dulcy" wa8 a corking stage com- 
edy In Its day and for tlie past eight 
years has begn popular in stock as 
a surefire bill. |t comes to the 
screen for the second time (Con- 
stance! Talmadge did it) and again 
punctures the bull's-eye as (i con- 
tinuously effective guffaw-lnducer 
and tummy vibrator. 

Verging well tow.ard farce, but 
still maintaining probabilities of 
story, It is thoroughly seasoned 
scene for scene and has been 
changed but little for Miss Davles. 
Dulcy Is the fiancee instead of the 
■wife of the anxious' young business 
man. Otherwise, things happen in 
their original sequence with devia- 
tions not of major importance. 

Dulcy Is an exasperating dumb- 
bell, full, of Pollyanna bromides and 
a fearful determination to run the 
party and her guests.

Cast Is of .jiniform excellence with 
Elliott Nugent and Rajonond Hack- 
ett getting featured billing. Julia 
Faye has one of her longest parts In 
some time, revealing competence 
and a slick wardrobe. Franklin 
Pangorn of L. A. stock fame.

Al Boyd, head of the new organi- 
zation, was for several years vice- 
president of the Stanley company.

At all events, Boyd Enterprises 
promises to break into the more or 
less solid Warner- Stanley control of 
Philadelphia and to offer the Indies 
a chance to assert themselves. • 

Plan also concerns the formation 
of a new distribution corporation 
here. Boyd's associates as an- 
nounced are Frank Buhler, former 
managing director of the Stanley 
outfit, and Louis Goldsmith, former 
assistant director of public welfare 
and also a former Stanley official. 

New corporation has been formed 
to buy, lease, build and operate the- 
atres in Pennsylvania, New'Jersfey, 
Delaware, Maryland, District of Cc- 
lumbla, Virginia and West Virginia. 
Some 30 Philadelphia theatres, isev- 
eral of them key nelgh*borhood 
houses, are reported to have joined 
the group. Since Boyd/i during his 
Stanley Company Association, was 
reported to have been favorable to- 
ward Paramount, those aforesaid 
conclusions are being drawn. 

Another rumor is that Boyd, who 
lias built several Philadelphia the- 
atres, is interested in a general 
movement which includes the estab- 
lishment of a chain of local houses, 
headed by one or two first-run the- 
atres in' the downtown section. This 
would be backed by a suburban 
showing such as not has been given 
to any organization In the Philadel- 
phia area- 



Hollywood, Feb. 8. 

Production on the coast for Janu- 
ary past has been the lowest for 
any other corresponding period for 
the past five years. Total units re- 
ported working in January, 192?, 
showed B5,,the same month for 1920 
had 62, while this January shows 
but 47. It's a total that doesfi'f 
come near to what producers had 
promised for the new yeai*. 

Many factors have entered into 
the case, yet these ntust be over- 
come in the near future if the vari- 
ous companies want to keep lip with 
releasing schedules. 

That the studios now declare they 
have 97 stories in final preparation 
for production means a brighter 
outlook for these depending upon 
the picture industry in the near fu- 
ture. First National, Paramount, 
M-G-M and- Warners, lagging be- 
hind in product for current releases, 
promise to double activity during 
February, while a large number of 
independent producers struggling to 
get bank-rolls seem to be closing in 
on the angels with their proposi- 
tions getting so close to closing 
that the casting and production 
schedules are behig laid out. 

In checking over the stories in 
final preparation for production, 
more than a scoi-e of big specials 
are being shaped up for an early 



starting date. A partial list of spe- 
cials has Fo.K preparing for "The 
Oregon Trail," expensive outdoor 
pictiirt-. followed by two big musical 
revues. Fox "Follies of 1930," and 
"The London Kcvue." Paramount'a 
forthcoming trio of specials include 
"The Spoilers." 'Tollow Thru," and 
"The Devil's Sunday;" Radio's duet 
lists "Dixlana." operetta of the old 
south, and "Radio Revels," stai-ted 
eai-ly in Feb. 

Barrymore's "Jew Suss" 

United Artists has two big pic- 
tures on the fire in "Abrah.im Lin- 
coln'* and "Whoopee," while War- 
ner Brothers are busily engaged in 
making the final story drafts on the 
remake "Sea Beast," "Captain 
Blood," and "Jew 'Suss," new story 
foi^ John Barrymore. 

Big productions now being lined 
up by M-G include "Madam Satan." 
to be produced by C. B. DeMllle, 
"Naughty Marietta," "New Moon," 
and "Rosalie." First National, like 
M-G, is planning many big musi- 
cals, including "Top Speed," "50 
Million Frenchmen," "The Fortune 
Teller," and "Mile. Modiste," latter 
of which started production early 
part of this month. 

Of all the 91 stories now In fined 
preparation, musicals predominate, 
while westerns follow a close sec- 
ond. Balance can be divided into 
underworld, society, comedy, air, 
prison, and sex stories.

for a studio In his home town. Company agreed to release the film on 
a 60-40 basis, but the son was to supply all prints and pay advertising 
costs. Although the company ordinarily used only two prints^ln the 
particular South American country aimed at, the distributors ordered 14 
prints, while the contract called for 60 more If the pictures were to be 
distributed elsewhere. •■ 

Picture flopped on Its first showing and company found Itself under 
contract to continue its distribution through the first country when 
someone in the oflQce had an Inspiration. The son was informed that the 
picture was to be released In other countries and asked for Its additional 
60 prints, as per contract. Young chap, out of cash, appealed to his 
father, but the old man had seen the picture and said "No," Releasing 
company then had an out and canceled the contract. But $100,000 had 
taken fvings. 



Attitude of British engineers is charged to be a great drawback of 
American made equipment in England, according to local recording au- 
thorities. Recent instance was that of one of the smaller American 
companies which had sent over Tank englne'ers to make reinstallation 
of equipment In certain theatres following complaint from over there 
When the Tanks arrived they couldn't even get a hearing despite the 
fact that the American manufacturer had agi-oed to scrap the first in- 
stallation and put In an entirely pew reproduction outfit for good will. 

Attitude of the Britishers Is that they don't need or want American 
help. This assumption, it is said, has even gone so far In certain in- 
stances as to change specifications on manufacturing equipment with the 
result that British exhibitors willing enough to install and use American 
made recording iequlpment are up against It. One recent group of Amer- 
ican engineers sent over to work out a plan for safeguarding installa- 
tion, and getting together on manufacture, were forced to return home 
v-'ith nothing accomplished.

Loew acquired the old Metropolis theatre property in the Bronx and 
converted it Into what Is known as Loew's Theatres Scenic Studios at a 
reported cost of $500,000, Previously this work had been jobbed. A.'S. 
Howard, art director. Is In charge and a department on unit production 
has also been developed in Loew's State building, with Frank Rohrenbeck 
as business manager. All musical, technical and other phases concerned 
with unit production are centered in this department. Arthur Knorr and 
Chester Hale remain the lone unit producers for Loew's.

H. L. Charhas, Warners' New York theatre head, has found out how 
to save on change-over signs for Incoming $2 pictures. With the average 
cost as high as $30,000 in the past, it is now down to a three figures. 

Electric sign contractors selling the big mazda letters have been bill 
ing the houses on an average of $110 for single letters and when shows 
are changed sell entire new sets, taking the old ones away. In other 
words,:. Warners was rebuying sign letters , for. every .new. picture . that 
arrived. - , 

Circumventing this high cost, circuit decided to take the old letters, 
some of which stand over a foot high, to store in the Warner studio 
for repair and repaint, so that they, could be used for new pictures. 
Result is that the total cost on changeover from "General Crack" to "Son 
of the Gods," at the Warner theatre, cost around $600. 



Foreign sales departments of American film companifes have been 
Investigating the matter of Spanish dialects as a factor in the making 
of talkers In that language. Result so far is to confirm and endorse 
pure Castillian, the highest form and academic parent of all Spanish 
dialects. 

For some time various persons of Mexican, Porto Rican and South 
American nationality, speaking the dialects of their native districts, have 
been conducting propaganda against pure Castillian and in favor of the 
various jargons. Axe grinding behind this propaganda was the desire 
of these persons to build themselves up and In with film companies. 
Sales departments have, however, come to the conclusion on the basis 
of experience to date that the Castillian is the common denominator to 
the entire Spanish market.

Publicity matter without identification as to Its origin has been recently 
disseminated against the attendance of children under 10 at picture the- 
atres. It states the results of a recent questionnaire conducted by 
"Parent's Magazine" among health authorities, probation' officers child 
welfare workers, etc. ' 

Out of 19 replies to this questionnaire 16 were against pictures for 
children under 10 on the grounds that films were unwholesome excite- 
ment, that theatres were poorly ventilatcfd and that time spent in them 
by children was time robbed from outdoor play, that the eyestrain was

trouble as a result of the decree." 
This trouble, according to Kent, Is 
already evident. 

Ned B. Deplnet, general sales 
manager- ol First National, was also 
willing to admit that exhlbs are 
trying to kick over the traces, aa- 
Eumlng that with the upset of ar- 
bitration they have an upper hand 
and can do anything they want 
with contracts. 

Kant's Statement 

Kent's attitude is summed up as 
follows; 

"Playing fast and loose with 
contracts brings its own penalty. 
If the exhibitors consider this an 
advantage they are welcome to it." 

Kent^has not had time since his 
return from Europe last week to 
thoroughly study the Thatcher de- 
cree, he said, and before having any 
comment to make directly concern- 
ing the decision Is waitng for mem- 
bers of the Par legal department to 
return to New York. 
. Consensus of opinion among Film 
Board and distributor sources Is 
that the credit committee system of 
the Film Boards of Trade, upheld 
last summer as legal by the courts, 
will be invoked Immediately, requir- 
ing exhibs who prefer to take ad- 
vantage of the present situation or 
are unreliable, to post deposits. The 
sales manager of one of the biggest 
producer-distributors ^In the busl- 
•ness declared 'that the Thatpher de- 
cree does not change the method <of 
selling pictures, and that they can 
even demand full payment for prod- 
uct in advance if they want to go 
that far. 

Par-M-G Clauses 

Par and M-G-M have a clause In 
their new contracts which leaves it 
optional with the exhlb whether he 
wants arbitration or not. If he 
doesn't, by signifying so in signing 
the contract. It is 'then optional with 
the distributor to decide 6n whether 
a deposit will be necessary and how 
much. 

One Film Board sdurce. Implying 
tJiis Is so, near compulsory -arbltra 
tij)hl that it Is llk^y a ll companies 
•will fall in line with similar clause 
or clauses, points out that the aver 
ag exhlb will probably agree to the 
arbitration. Many, It is claimed, 
cannot possibly afEord to post high 
deposits, distributor officials point- 
ing out that recent bad weather and 
the advent of sound have left cer 
tain exhibs with very narrow mar 
gins of profit if not actual loss. 

With respect to the Par contract, 
first to Include the optional arbitral 
clause, Kent said: 

"In spme cases we wUl arbitrate 
and in other cases we willed© the 
best we can. Our policy at the 
present time Is an Individual one." 
Play Dates 

The most serious drawback as a, 
result of the Thatcher decree con- 
cerns setting of play dates. Under 
the old system, if th,e exhibitor did 
not give the distributor play dates 
on product, becoming delinquent in 



this respect, the distrib set tlie dates 
and If violated the matter went to 
arbitration. How this will be over- 
come Is a question with arbitration 
now out. Some indie exchanges 
stipulate in contracts that pictures 
must be played certain dates after 
a' schedule has been made out, with 
deposits made on the last picture 
to be played to guarantee exhibi- 
tion of the entire block. Indies not 
belonging to local film boards also 
demand cash in advance of ship- 
ment of prints or send them out on 
a C. O. D. basis. 

Cancellation of applications for 
product have increased' and there 
have been numerous cises of exhibs 
refusing to live up to contracts after 
issued, distrlbs say. 

High Pressure 
Another practice reported is that 
of over-zealous salesmen talking 
gullible exhibs out of previous con- 
tracts with rival companies in an 
effort to make a sale. While dis- 
tributor heads point out that before 
arbitration this was flagrantly 
practiced by salesmen doing any- 
thing to get business, it is expected 
it may assume serious proportions 
now. 

Proposed combination of Allied 
and the M. P. T. O. A. for confer- 
ences with the distributors, looking 
to the shaping of a new coTitract, 
was arranged with the view In mind 
of formulating an agreement in 
which both exhibs and dlsijribs had 
a hand. . Thus, . according , to .legal 
lights, it woruld stand up as ton- 
stltutlonal. 

Kent is still hopeful of getting 
the indie exhib groups together. 

"Nothing has been done, in the 
way of getting together yet," he 
said, "arid I have nothing to say 
until after I have talked with a 
few people on both sides."^ 
Hays Angle 
The Hays office ofi Monday denied 
any knowledge of the nearness of 
a price cutting war, It was also 
declared there that individual ad- 
jijstments between its members and 
exhibitors had pr6gressed to a sat- 
isfactory' point in cases, where the 
ruling ha d been presented^ .as . an 
issue. 

Companies using the franchise 
system, particularly Tiffany, are 
untouched by the decree. The 
Abram Myers arrangement calls .for 
Its own kind ,of organization arbi- 
tration. Despite this, however, ex- 
ecutives for the company have sent 
out letters to all franchise holders 
advising them that In the case of 
a dispute they first communicate 
with the" Tiffany legal department. 
So far, and the letters have been 
out a week, not a complaint has 
been filed, it Is claimed. 
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All Working

One-Man Booking Reign Forces 




Keith's to Buy Up 
In Unwanted Act Contracts 



For the fii-st time on record a 
vaudeville circuit has signified wlll- 
IriErncsa to stand . a major . loss In 
settlements rather than play acts 
out undei* their contracts. Keith's 
cbnsidei-si it more ecenomical to pay 
than pluy a staggering amount of 
unwanted niiiterial. This Is the 
afteriiuuli oC the recently ended 
one-man general booking manager- 
ship o£ Keith's; It sliows a total 
debt of six figures— $200,000. 

Around $120,000 has been paid out 
to acta and productions which were 
booked during the solo regime of 
George Godfrey and which Keith's 
cannot play. It Is estimated the 
vaudeville circuit will be paying off 
the debt incurred during the term 
of the one-man booking head for at 
least another year. 

C. B. Maddock is said to have 
settled his ^16,000 claim against the 
booking office for \Slightly more 
than 50%. 

"Golf Fiends" unit has been 
,bi>oked for about 12 towns In lieu 
of 12, - weeks remaining on £. K. 
Nadel's contract, with the loss 
allocated among the theatres.. 

For 10 weeks the Marcus Show 
was charged up at $2^000 instead of 
the %i,250 stipulated in the contract, 
with the difference recorded as 
profit and loss against the theatres. 

Ruth Mia: Unit's claim ot around 
$6,000 settled for half. 

Jim McWIlIiam3> booked for 40 
weeks at $1,000^ settled tor 25 at a 
t mutually arranged ilgure. 

Max Hayes' "Doln* Things" unit 
represented an |ll,00O loss to the 
Keith ofilce.

Kelso Bros: unit disposed of at an 
.undisclosed amount. 

In feach instance the. unplayed; 
acts ^<'ere~lsiiue3'cbntracts^^y'^Ik^olc- 
evs under Godfrey's direction, and 
were later Informed that Keith's 
could not fulfill its agreements. 

The above ptentione'd losses and 
numerous others were taken for the 
most part by Keith's' western the 
atres, where the unplayable matC' 
rial was tossed In desperation when 
It was deemed dangerous to bttrde^ 
the eastern Keith theatres with it. 
Producers are claiming broken 
promises left and right and are 
waving contracts to prove their 
claims. 

Untold damages have wrought a 
change in the methods of the book 
.Ing oCflce. Producers are no longer 
encouraged by promises or guaran-" 
tees. They are now advised to pro 
duce at their own risk. Their acts, 
they are told,, will bo booked only 
If the booket^ want" them. 

The method of making promises 
that Keith's could not possibly live 
up to has passed out. In Ita wake 
Is a debt of $200,000 that must even- 
tually be paid. 

Pay-off was decided on to kill the 
risk of ruining the Keitli bills with 
costly but poor material. Managers' 
reports on several of the turns given 
settlements stated the stuff was 
driving regular customers out of the 
theatres.

When I recovered I 
didn't play New Orleans; I got 
Mian* and Oklahoma City. 

I called Shutan to my room and 
told him I would take him and his. 
wife, pay him $126 per week for two 
weeks, and If we had any more 
booking he would have to take a cut 
of |25. He said he would get a Job 
In a grocery, store before he would 
do that. I. begged him to consider, 
but he walked out of my room, 
called his wife, and that's the last 
I saw of him. 

I got another leading man.

NVA WEEK IN APRIL 



Los Angeles, Feb. 10. 
A tentative outline for the per- 
manent financing of the National 
Variety Artists and Vaudeville Man- 
agers' Association has been reached 
by Pat Casey, who has been out 
here for two weeks on behalf of 
both organizations, 

Casey ha.s been In consultation 
with Hiram S. Brown, head of 
Radio-Keith- Orpheum, who Is here 
for a visit. Browi) has^approved 
the Casey plan, which also has been 
submitted to the operators of the 
big theatre chains which are the 
money support of the >r\'A and 
VMA. 

Th6 Casey plan at once dispenses 
with all hat collections from the- 
atre patrons In every waj^ Its two 
prime factors are a midinght bene- 
fit performance. Once yearly . for 
the NVA and the taxing of 10 cents 
on theatre passes. The gross of the 
passes, with the 10-cent Impost, 
t.urii_py^r to_ th£_riyA fund. -.'Thig. 
has amounted to as much as $70,600 
annually, with RKO alone. 

Will H. Hays, now here on his 
usual business trip, is another with 
whom Casey has conferred. Hays, 
likewise, endorsed the Casey plan 
and so communicated to the pro- 
ducer members of the Hays organ- 
ization, although the Hays organiza- 
tion is distinct from that headed by 
Casey. Hays Is. on production web- 
fare, while Casey is the theatre end. 
With each division supporting Its 
own. 

Hays-Casey Spheres 

An outcome of the Casey-Hays 
conferences has been that each will 
remain witliln • his. . own ...division- 
eliminating any possibility of con- 
flict in direction by either. This 
will throw the entire . burden of 
stage unions relations with the the- 
atx-es upon Casey's VMA supervi- 
sion. 

' One of the first matters Casey will 
take up when his financing will have 
been completed is the flnishlnig of 
the NVA sanatorium at Saranac. 
The amount still required for that 
objective Is $300,000. It is estimated 
the total necdeid for the operation 
of the NVA Club in New York, with 
a pension list of over 225 profes- 
sionals weekly, and ihe Saranac 
sanatorium along with the VMA, 
which Is a minor expense, will ap- 
proximate nearly $1,000,000 a year. 
In return for the privilege of a 
.single midnight benefit NVA per- 
formance In every town where the 
Casey Tiembcr chains operate, the 
local houses will hold a special ex- 
ploitation and ballyhoo "NVA week." 
This will be during thc; period of the 
midnight performance for which all 
houses, actors, and staffs in town 
.will co-ope,rate. All profe.s.slonals in 
town will likewise co-operate as re- 
nucsted with the theati*cs during 
the NVA wrck, - f>xi^lii.<-i vo of thc 
lone midnight pfiforniaiicf for the 
NVA. 

In the majur cities a .siiih'lc big 
benefit show will be held In one 
downtown hou.se and it will not in- 
trrfcTC with the regular thf-Dtro rou- 
tine.

Costumes are oke, 
nothing gaudy or flashy, and the chorus is great Especially one little 
girl. Cast Is good, as also the dances and the girls, especially one little 
girl. 

I have a sister-in-law by the name of Mary who Is a good looker, fine 
worker, and a swell kid to have with any show. She is my slgter-ln- 
lawV Honest, you can ask my wife. In fact she's her sister. Well, 
Mary; when she's laying off, liyes with us* And she's got a pretty good 
appetltle. I'm not kicking, it's only a case of three extra chops, an extra 
chicken, or a few more steaks. I don't mind that, so much, but when a 
feller has got to make fresh gin every other day, well,,It adds up. But 
Mary is a swell worker and a good looker and she should never be out- 
of work. In fact, I hope she'll work from now on. Not- that I'm kicking, 
mind you. I realize what relatives are for, but I hope "Sari" runs for- 
ever. On the road. You know the old gag, "Absence makes the heart 
grow fonder — and the gin last longer." 

Mary Is certainly great In this show. She Isn't a principal, jiist one 
of the chorus. Glad she isn't a principal 'cause she'd lay off more than 
she does now. But the show Is good — everyone in It Is fine. Guess I'd 
better put a^"bop&t In for the stage manager, too. "Sari" should clean 
up, especially: in the far wisst. " '- - ." " --^^ -~. ... . 

If this is what columnists call "log-rolling," that's O., with me. 
I'll roll a log, In fact a couple of 'em, to keep Mary working. The Rasc"h 
girls In the show are doing the best stuff they've done In years, a fine 
troupe and the scenery Is adequate (critic lingo). Ajii If I want to I 
ca-n tell you that Boyd Marshall, the leading man, 9,nd Mitzl are that 
way about each other. And why not? . They're husband and wife. That 
beautiful voice you hear ffom the wings when the girls sing off stage Is 
not Mary. 

The wife Just poked her head over my shoulder and said, "I wish 
you'd say something about Mary. Give the kid a break." Well, I will 
She may cop herself a rich husband who'll back my play, "The Show- 
man." But what I'm trying to get at Is that Mitzl and "Sari" are a 
great road bet, and they've never seen a chorus girl like Mary .in the

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KEITH AGENTS' 
LOYALTY PACT 



Recent violations of the. rigid rule 
against booking with outside oppo- 
sition has caused Keith's to re- 
mind all agents of the restrictions 
in an extremely severe manner. An 
order went out last week warning 
the agents to discontinue dealing 
with other vaudeville booking of- 
fices on penalty of immediately los- 
ing their Keith franchise. At the 
same time Keith artists' i-eps w6re 
asked to sign pledges of loyalty. 
Any breaking of the pledge will re- 
sult In uncompromising dismissal of 
an agent from the booking floor. 

Numerous recent outside book- 
ings were mentioned by the booking 
office when the agents were placed 
on the carpet. One agent . in par- 
ticular was mentioned in th » warn- 
ings Issued. A short time ago he 
booked a popular radio ^orchestra 
with Fox for theatres considered 
direct opposition to Keith houses. 

Offices under Keith's ban are Fox, 
Loew, Publlx, "Warner and all Indies 
booking theatres considered opposi- 
tion to Keith's. No restrictions 
agSinst Keith agents placing - acts 
for pictures, legit and radio. The 
formerly totally restrictive Keith 
agency franchises were stretched to 
exclude all fields but ~opBx>sltion 
vaudeville and presentations a year 
ago. Since then several agents' 
film, legit ai)d radio booking.^)' have 
equalled their Keith vaudeville 
placements in commissions. 



Keith's- Two-Man Limit 
On Selected 14 Agencies 

Not only will the Keith agency 
list tfe reduced to 14 by March 1, 
but, according to reliable reports, 
every agency then left will be re- 
stricted to one assistant. This will 
throw scores of agency boys on the 
outside,' most of the franchised of- 
fices now having at least two and 
several of them three. " ^ 

Limitation of agencies to one as- 
sistant will impose on the heads the 
necessity of spending more time 
around the booking office, and also 
In theatres. This is wanted by the 
circuit, which for years h^ com- 
plained about saddling of almost all 
agency work on the assistants. 

Less confusion In the booking of- 
fice is likewise expected. 

The 20 odd franchises passing 
out Mai'ch 1 will carry at least 40 
agents with them. 

Order on restrictions of booking 
fioor assistants will likely not be 
issued until it has been decided 
who will comprise the remaining 14.

Mid-season survey of the Inde- 
pendent vaudeville booking field In 
New York reveals 39 theatres book- 
ed in the open and playing vaude- 
ville one or more days weekly as a 
regular policy. Total is about 50% 
of the indie business as it stood at 
this time last year. General de- 
pression and further Inroads by 
talkers brought about the huge de- 
crease. 

These 39 are the remaining New 
Tork-booked vaudeville houses buy- 
ing their acts outside the Keith, 
Loew, Fox and Warner ofllces. 

At the present time there are but 
four theatres within the Kew York 
City limits playing indie vaudeville 
— Grand Opera House, New York* 
and Tivoli, Brooklyn, both split 
weeks, booked by Alec Hanlon; St. 
George, Staten Island, split, and 
Queens (Saturday and Sunday), 
booked by Ai'thur Fisher. 

Fisher is the undisputed leader ot 
the met indie field, title gained 
through Fally Markus' retirement. 
Fisher at the time Fally blew had 
the, second best book. Of the 39 
bona fide indie stands now active 
the Fisher oflice is booking 20. A 
part was contributed by Bill Cloo 
nan, heir to- the Markus time that 
remained when Fally withdrew and 
who Joined Fisher with his houses 
a short time ago. 

Of the 39, 18 are split weeks, two 
are fulls and the rest one, two or 
three-dayers. Fisher's 20 are com 
posed of seven splits and the bal 
ance in the one, two and three cate 
gory. A. & B. Dow office takes the 
deuce with seven stands, one full, 
four splits, a Sunday and Perth 
Amboy, which plays acts on odd 
days, in accordance with its pic 
tures.

The amusement park of the future 
will include no'ii only an auto park 
Ing lot- of considerable size, but also 
a toui'Ist camp and, as In the case 
of the more progressive parks such 
as the one opened in the past couple 
seasons at Pittsburgh, Pa. called 
Burk's Glen, a golf course. Burk's 
Glen had a 9-hole course last sea- 
son and this is being Increased to an 
18-hole course for the coming sea- 
son. And don't be surprised If 
■the aviation field makes Its bow 



in conjunctl6n with- a"n amusement 
park somewhere. It may sound 
like a fancifbl thought, but It Js 
being, considered seriously by some 
operators this 'season. 

Consider the Flap 
The establishishlng of a gas sta- 
tion and an auto accessory store 
on the lot where gas and acces- 
sories may be bought at city prices 
and not at an advance over city 
prices. The 1930 flapper has to be 
considered too. It seems. Park men 
will tell you she has |20 tied 
up In a pair of shoes and a 
pair of hose and ..the parking lot 
must b© so placed that she can hop 
from the boy friend's flivver right 
onto th6 dance floor without ruin- 
ing those shoes and hose on gravel 
or cinders or else she won't come 
back to that park a second time. 

Realty . .values ajre altering the 
picture considerably in such busy old 
time spots as Coney Island where 
new assessment values and new 
rentals slat)ped on operators with 
the expiration of long-time favorable 
leases has brought about the passing 
of some w;hQ , have been In spots 
for years.. Thio, original operators 
of one of the oldest roller coasters 
at Coney Island had to give up . the 
ghost within the past few years 
because of this situation. 

The amusement park of the future 
will be a glg3,ntic operation not on 
the outskirts .of towns where there 
is enough population in the sur- 
rounding territory to draw from, 
but the park will be miles out from 
the center'of activity and there will 
be entertainment for ev6ry memher 
of the fatnlly. ' ■ 

Parkmen feel the worst years are 
over and the tide Is about to. turn 
and are laying plans accordingly.

"The agent said nothing about the full salary, the actor said, 
because "it would only have rhlxed up matters." 

So the picture man left New York for the trek back to Hollywood, 
ompletely disgusted.

Okay anywhere. It's 30 minutes 
of snappy hoke -and slapstick, and 
Morrlssey's' name is still good bill- 
ing. Plugged hat comic is assisted 
by Mldgle Miller and three males. 
One plays a roller skating Bnglish 
dude and the other two are blank 
comic and soft shoe dancer. Closed 
seven -act bill to excellent returns. 

Nothing original, Morrlssey even 
using his old film making bit and 
dumb dog who doesn't do anything. 
Act opens in "one," goes to "two" 
and finales in "one" when the quin- 
tet trots out with paper bats, chant- 
ing gags and swatting Miss Miller 
and the pit band all over the place. 

Opener sends Morrlssey into the 
orchestra. He backslaps the cus- 
tomers and pit band. Second comic 
enters from front to stop him, say- 
Jng he's a,, censor. Ho goes Into a 
^hox~ to -watch the turn, getting his 
bit In In a "later spot when the dog 
comfs on. 



Frank MASTERS and Co. (13) 
Band, Specialties 
24 Mins.; Full (Special) 
Jefferson (V-P) 

Not enough clicking material here 
lor the 24 minutes' running time 
congumed. At least six or eight 
minutes could be lopped off, some of 
the numbers cut and the remainder 
tightened up, act now havlngi a 
tendency to set a rather slow pace. 
Changes should rig up offering as 
very worth while for better neigh- 
borhoods. 

, Masters as a sailor leads a band 
of eight dressed 'as Parisian artists. 
An average band. Masters ' arid his 
lour specialty artists lifting act out 
of small-time rating. Sister team 
(Anita Twins) score in an acrobatic 
dance and In other numbers and 
comedian early in act, doubling for 
solo, registers In a. semi-spiritual 
though having a weak tenor voice. 

Specialty girl doing the Helen 
Kane stuff, and only fair at It, does 
two. numbers, slowing act up badly. 
One would ^e plenty, and Masters 
could easily and effectively chop 
down the comedy attempt at the be- 
ginning, even to tossing away the 
crossfire by one of the specialty art- 
ists for laughs. Talk old and not 
especially funny. 

..^ Dance by Masters at the finish 
saves offering from what might 
have happened If pace had not sud- 
denly increased.

Male team, pianist and baritone- 
tenor that rates pop houses only. 
Man sings In alternating throaty 
tones and monotone low. Pianist 
pulls a nifty by reciting what he's 
going to do and then with an old 
man's mask plays ''Dance of Ma- 
cawbre" in dramatic lights, etc., to 
goal this please-easy. Then he 
proves he'^s not much of a pianist in 
tttempting what he called "The Doll 
Dance." 

Just the same the pair got the 
audience here for an encore and 
the only act on a five-turn bill that 
received that compliment.

Risley 

9 Mins.; Full (Special) 
B8th Street (V-P) 

Oke closer or opener. Two Jap 
boys do a bit of acrobatics but 
BUpply mostly pedal Juggling. 

One of the chap.s, on his back, 
twists and turns with his feet a 
Jarge tub. which the other boy later 
mounts for a few feats. Major por- 
tion of the turn is taken up with the 
Jjnderstander's manipulations, with 
his feet, of parasol. 



RICARDO CORTEZ (4) 
"Wanted" " 
Dramatic Playlet 
20 Mins. Full (Special) 
58th Street (V-P) 

A highly melodramatic under- 
world skit is this in which Cortez 
is making his debut In vaudeville 
and one that will probably go as a 
hit anywhere. It is from the pen 
of Edwin Buxke,,who has yrjtten 
for Cortez a miniature part not un- 
like those Cortez has done in pic- 
tures. 

Interest Is worked up for Steve's 
entrance by two "dicks," and a 
"moll," formerly the sweetheart of 
a gangster caught by one of the 
dicks and "burned." One of the 
dicks bears a grudge against the 
other and persuades the gal, now 
the moll of a gunman, both dicks 
are seeking, to squeal to him alone. 
He discoyers that the murderer 
under an alias, is a brother to the 
hated dick and determines to send 
brother to get brother. Without tell- 
ing the other flatfoot that the mur- 
derer is his brother, he tells him 
where they can find him. 

Meantime the gal goes back to the 
murderer's room, disclosing the fu- 
gitive as Cortez. After the girl paci- 
fies the man's uneasiness and takes 
his gun away, his brother, the dick, 
enters. When the detective dis- 
covers that the accused is bis 
brother, he Is in a quandary, but 
spun-ed on by the jibes of the other 
detective, determines to arrest him, 
asking for a few minutes alone with 
his brother. Thereupon both grow 
sobby recalling old times, the dick 
determines to let his brother escape 
and. gives him a pistol. Cortez 
'mo'ves as though for the window but 
instead gets behind a screen and 
shoots himself. Curtain falls after 
Cortez' brother makes the other 
dick promise he will not divulge the 
right name of the dead criminal. 

Cortez does very well with his 
part. Leslie Adams is the detective 
brother of the criminal and Tom 
McGulre the other dick. Doris 
Kemper Is the girl. All three give 
neat support" with Leslie Adams 
doing especially good work. 



Bee and Ray GOMAN and Co. (6) 
Songs .and Dances 
20 Mins.; One and Full Stage 
Hamilton (V-P) 

■ Bee _ and Ray Gonian feature 
dancing, doing very w'eir Vith' itT 
The man has an inning with a Ted 
Lewis imitation that ,was w^ll re- 
ceived. Work of the Harmonir Sis- 
ters and four hardworking dancing 
femmes helped greatly. Act is ani- 
mated and pleasing. 

The Gomans carry a. musical di- 
rector, "a blond woman who works 
as 'hard as the principals, doing her 
stuff in the pit, and a helpful part 
of the turn. 

Songs by the Harmony girls got 
over; they change for each number 
and are aided by the dancing four- 
some. The Gpn^ans show good team 
work, especially with . their opening 
number as the toy soldiers. The 
gym number by the girls was a 
standout and well done. 

.Act has speed and animation..

Just routine stuff with 
good costumes and setting. Act 
opens in one for introductory song 
and dance and then changes to full. 

Twin girls and boy do opener 
after which chorus does the famil- 
iar dance routine only so-so style.

needing to compress his stuff to the 
minimum requirements oi! picture 
house units. His performance, 
caught on the first day, was below 
his average, but his applause was 
too great to. admit any question- of 
the place he holds with the theatre- 
going public. 

When finding himself in this, his 
new restricted orbit, Leonard should 
click far more strongly than he did 
on this early showing. Practically 
all performers finding their orches- 
tra behind instead of in front of 
them for the first time experience 
this same difficulty.

needed. Preview nights from time, 
t-o time will be a further Induce- 
ment.

which several o£ the distributors are 
showing to coinplete this yoar s re- 
quirement, they can show a strong 
case. 

British Association of Film Dis- 
tributor^ taking a hand witli a com-, 
plaint tp. Board of Trade Advi.sory 
Committee and demands for mini- 
mum of $50,000 as negative cost be- 
fore a film can qualify. And .eohie 
of this association's mcinbers 
couldn't make a snappy box ofhce 
picture if they had a Stroheini bank- 
roll 10 spend. 

Past presidents of tlie B. A. F. D. 
are Percy Xasli and Cicorge Pear- 
Son. Since tlie iilm act was passed 
Nash has been director of produc- 
tions for British Lion, who made, 
among other world-beating supers, 
"Clue of the New Pin" for P. D. C. 
A film, which was a black eye for 
anyone. And George Pearson's 
Quota-floated company has made 
"Huntingtower" and "Auld Lang 
Syne" for Par. The former w.as 
nothing to rave over, but the latter 
was the reverse way. 

This association has passed a 
resolution "that no member will un- 
dertake to direct^ film for whlcli 
the facilities are msulllcient' to as- 
sure production of rtrst-Class tech- 
nical standard (having regard to the 
story concerned) or which is obvi- 
ously designed to supply cheap 
Quo.ta." Very nice. And what hap- 
pens to their own companies? That 
resolution is something most of 
them would find it hard to laugh off. 

You should have .seen "Yellow 
Stockings," which Welsh-Pearson 
Company made for Par., and Par. 
has just' had to show or .go to the 
mat for shortage. The ' producers 
had all the facilities for that, and 
Percy Marmont for lead with Ko- 
misarjewskl, Russian art-brow di- 
rector, megaphoning. So how come? 

There's no defense for some of 
the dlstrlbs who have gone right 
out to buy Junk for Quota, except 
that they're foreigners and are 
obligated to do no more than carry 
out the letter of the law. That they 
are shortsighted, fools to risk ruin- 
ing their own best foreign market 
by acting this spoiled -child way is 
another matter. 

But they've got a hard job, any- 
way. United Artists wanted a couple 
of Quota films not so long ago. They 
went to tne of the larger producers 
here and said "Or what have you?" 
And werV tolcl the-y-cbuld -ha'Vfe ■twKJ-, 
at $62,500 each. The two were b1- 
lents which the producing concern 
won't put out because there's no 
market here for them. 

Asking how United Artists could 
be expected to pay $125,000 for two 
films which were hardly bookable, 
U; A. got the reply that was the 
tribute they would have to pay for 
the privilege of trading here. 

This Is at any rate perfectly frank, 
and expresses the attitude of the 
major native producers. 

Result Is some of the American 
dlstrlbs are finding means within 
the act of financing their own Quota 
product, while others have bought 
junk. Additional difficulty has been 
that most all the Quota-floated com- 
panies were only equipped for sllents 
and by the time they had shot their 
dough making these films the mar- 
ket f05 silents had blown and they 
were without a bankroll and not 
equipped for talkers. And as they 
had been making quickies, with 
about as much talent and technical 
staff as would make a fair news reel, 
the hangover of their silents (whicli 
were all there was for distribs. 
Quota) was what the exhibitor is 
now calling it — a pain In the neck. 

Board of Trade's Advisory Com- 
mittee has met to consider the com- 
plaint from the Exhibitors' Associa- 
tion General Council both as to 
quality and quantity, and John 
Maxwell, sitting for the first time 
as Federation of British Industries' 
nominee in '-lace of Colonel A. C. 
Bromhead, said a mouthful about 
American dlstrlbs., raking the ash 
cans for junk. 

Maybe John has some films he'd 
like to sell In place of what, say. 
Fox and Universal are handling for 
Quota. 

Fox .showed two In December. 
One was "Over the Sticks," horse 
opera made by G. ' B. Samuelson. 
Cast made un of small part folk and 
footage had old news reels aplenty. 
Film was only 335 feet over the legal 
minimum for a feature (which is 
3,000 feet), and is a disgraceful 
waste of all the $300 it must have 
cost to produce. Other was "Pride 
of Donegal," also a horse song and 
dance, not made by anyone tra^ce- 
. hpi-e. and looks like It may 
have come from an amateur stable 
in Ireland. One of the .lousiest 
pieces of junk shown for Quota dur- 
irig the year, and that's saying a 
mouthful. 

Universal, having picked many 
Quota lemons, recently showed a 
thing called "Durgesh Nandl.". In- 
dian scenic mainly, 12,372 feet long. 
Little story, less acting and direc- 
tion. After which another jewel 
of Asia, "Anarkall," 10,500 feet of 
nothing. 

This same week also .'=aw Par- 
amount show "Yellow Stooklnc,'.<-;," 
which even the trade papers admit 
Is bad. And Kox has .shown "My 
Lord the Chauffeur,'? •which, was 
made as i>ropaganda for t.li'^ AiT^i'-nt 
Ordfr of Frothblowers and looiis 



like someone had blown the frotto 
well off. 

So as it stands there Is a bright* 
and lively sclileniozzle working up 
about this Quota, which will be 
used politically by everybody — ^espe- 
cially the derelict native director* 
and the financially bustedji Quota- 
promoted companies looking for an 
alibi to stall stockholders squawk- 
ing about the swindle into which 
they've put their dough.

"You see?" said the customers' 
man triumphantly. 

"There is one funny thing about 
the speculators who were recently 
hit," he,ajj^ed, "and that is that the 
women "have come back for more 
much more readily than the men. 
Of course most of them didn't lose 
. as much as the pien, and what they 
-.dld-lose was usually not their ovfii 
money or at any rate not many of 
them had worked hard to earn it 
and Eftock speculation is an excit- 
ing pastime to them. While many 
"of the men, who hal anything left, 
closed out their accounts the women 
did not. 

. "They are attempting, and are 
very hopeful of getting it all back." 

The men it seeois are all at work 
trying to earn more money. 

"It may seem strange," he con- 
tinued, "but women who can afford 
to dabble in stocks always. seem to 
have , more ready cash thjin the 
average man.

Saunders was sentenced to a term 
not to exceed three years in the 
Penitentiary but Mrs. St. Clair was 
tried by a Jury as an habitual 
criminal. The Jury- decided she had 
been convicted of three prior 
felonies and Judge Levlne was com- 
pelled under the law to sor.d her 
away for life.

Judge TeHs Jury to 
Acquit Greene of Murder 



Trial of Charles Greene, alias En- 
tratta, for the murder of William 
Cadsldy, who was fatally shot In a 
fight In the Hotsy Totsy night club, 
last July, ended suddenly on Mon- 
day when. Judge Rosalsky, in Gen- 
eral Sessions, directed ' the Jury to 
acquit Greene. Trial lasted less 
than a week. 

Simon Walker was Instantly 
killed during the fight in the club. 
Greene is Jolnly Indicted with Jack 
"Legs" Diamond, gangster, for 
Walker's death. Diamond is a 
fugitive from Justice. 

In giving his verdict Judge 
Rosalsky declared the State had 
failed completely to make out a 
case against the defendant; that 
there had been no evidence to show 
even that Greene hid taken part in 
the fight at anytime. Only evidence 
adduced, the Judge said, was in the 
defendant's favor. 

After he was freed of the charge 
Greene was rearrested on a warrant 
to be returned to Sing Sing where 
he owes the State 11 years on a 
previous conviction. He had vio- 
lated his par-ole. 

In view of the decision It is 
doubtful If either Greene or Dia- 
mond will be put to trial for the 
murder of Walker.

And, a few blocks up from the 
Chatham is the Bome. Up and 
down the thoroughfare this spot 
has the reputation "for caterTrig -to 
the Bowery's pansles. 

A peep into the Borne finds a lot 
of men sleeping on each other's 
shoulders. When the villain with 
the fasle mustache in the reissue of 
"Dynamite Dan," an Anthony 
Xydias presentation, loses said wool, 
soprano .voices pipe into hilarity 
among various of the 365 seats. 
Careful scrutiny through the din 
raised by the nickelodeon piano 
didn't reveal a single woman. 

Between this site and the next, 
the Universal, on the corner of Hes- 
ter street, is the real theatre of the 
Bowery. When the push carts go 
in with the sun, that's the time the 
playboys of pan handle alley dis- 
port themselves. The games and 
conversations can be classified by 
the hunCreds. Altogether, though, 
it's like some big fraternity having 
its national conventlo: . Everyone 
knows the other, as Is soon learned 
by the stranger who gets bids tq 
shell out for coffee until compassion 
would relieve him of enough cash 
to open a chain of pots of his own. 
Newspaperv.-iae 
A lot of the raggedy lads arc, 
strangely enough, newspaperwise. 
They lamp every stranger with a 
slouched hat as story bent. It's Im 
possible to reach the Universal 
without having been offered serial 
rights by at least four or five of the 
better spoken boys. And there are 
some with some well groomed vo- 
cabularies. 

"How'd you like it, pal" to a red 
lidded denizen from the Universal 
got a good review for Dux Film, 
Inc's "The Mask of the Devil" star 
ring Flora Vanol This place caters 
to the spaghetti eaters. 

Just before 14th street, with all 
of Its deluxe houses, can be found the 
Comet, a first class dump and the 
Variety, a little better. After that 
the lane takes on the dignified title 
of Thoid Avenue. 

The more you see of the Bowery's 
theatre now the more you think of 
Mazle's. "God punished the big 
shots of Wall Street for passing 
up the poor. That's why they took 
that fiop. He'll help them, though, 
if they'll give some of these poor 
guys a few crumbs its they whirl 
along here in their cars."

Adelaide Hall's costumes are well 
chosen In the bright shades that 
suit her dueky and husky voice.

Katherine Cornell, since that shin- 
ing performance of the flapper in 
"The Bill of Divorcement," has been 
the essence of dishonored, but gal- 
lant ladles. Scripts which rob her 
of virtue alVays have given her a 
supreme sacrifice to raise her above 
her righteous sisters. 

"Dishonored Lady" runs true to 
form. Miss Cornell plays a conniv- 
Tng murdress— a'^realljrlrorrible pei;- 
son who redeems herself only by 
giving up the man sh^ loves. She 
sits surveying the broken pieces of 
her life and the blank future as 
the play ends. It is here that the 
playwright has given her the grand- 
est gesture of all. "Ah well," she 
says softly as the curtain falls, 
summing up In those two words 
poignant sorrow for all that has 
gone before and a thoroughbred, 
unwhimperlng attitude for what is 
to come. Never before has an au- 
thor been kinder to a completely 
dishonored lady. 

Her performance is unwaveringly 
true, etching In the motives that 
detei'mlne action In the simple way 
that engages audience sympathy. To 
hear her, in the presence of her 
victim, arguing herself Into poison- 
ing him. Is to witness one of the 
most flesh creeping scenes iever en- 
acted. Some In the audience . may 
forgive her on grounds that the vic- 
tim is a tenor. 

Gowns fashioned by Mrs, Pem- 
berton's Studio at Saks have the 
glamor that should go with dis- 
honored ladles. One is a gorgeous 
ensemble in heavy canary satin.

In one city the promoter gave out paper 
for the Jolson show to sooth local minor creditors, in another town 
when Morris was absent Jolson refused to appear until 9:40 and the 
dough appeared. The money was in shoe box, jammed full, with the 
promoter saying it was all there. 'While Jolson was on, Bill Grady, for 
Morris with the show, counted up, finding It was all one dollar bills, 
amounting to $1,200, less than one-fourth of the guarantee, with the gross 
In, the house for the night $8,500. 

Morris was helpless and Grady also, as the local men had complete 
charge under their contracts. All the Morris bunch could do wais to 
burn. 

Bill Morris accepted the guarantees initially to convince Jolson there 
were others besides himself with faith enough in his concert drawing 
powfer to give a staggering guarantee per evening. Now that Al's draw 
has been tested and approved, Morris has sworn off the fly by nifehts 
of the sticks for Jolson or any other star. 

Jolson's share of the tour of eight evening performances was over 
$32,000. Morris about broke even, not counting the annoyances. Al 
wanted to share equally with Morris, but Bill said he was satisfied.

When students go to the theatre, 
they're out for a good time, and If 
the screen or the stage can't give 
It to them, they'll make it them- 
selves. Consequently a sour line In 
a dialog, a touch of bum acting or 
a piece of amateur promotion eli- 
cits a crop, of cat-calls, tremendous 
aipplause and the blubbering bold. 
Nothing can be done about It. 

A year ago one manager opened 
a campaign against penny-tossers, 
a peculiar form of animal life that 
squats in the balcony and heaves 
coppers at the hoofers. The cam- 
paign was short-lived. The bouncer 
threw out the wrong pair of of- 
fenders and the lads retaliated with 
a suit for many bucks for public 
ridicule. 

The night of a football victory 
has been, up to this season, an 
evening for possession of every 
house in town by the students. 
Snake-dancers thumbed noses at the 
box-offlce, marched past the door- 
man and whooped down the aisles.

FEB. 19; SPECIAL JURY 



The trial of Mae West and' 53 
other performers for participating 
In an alleged obscene play has been 
definitely set for Feb. 19 beforfe 
Judge Bertinl and a Jury selected 
from a special panel in General 
Sessions. All the defendants are 
free under bail. Miss West has beeii 
appearing around New York In 
'Diamond LIl." The other defend- 
ants are scattered over the country. 
The indictment charges a misde- 
meanor, and the defendants do not 
necessarily have to appear in person 
at the trial, but must be represented 
by counsel. 

The indictment against the 64 al- 
leged offenders followed shortly 
after their arrest for participation 
In "The Pleasure Man" at the Bllt- 
more theatre in October, 1928. Miss 
West did not appear in the show, 
but helped to -write and produce it. 

The trial has been delayed sev- 
eral times owing to the various mo- 
tions made both In General Sessions 
and the Supreme Court by Nathan 
Burkan, counsel for the. group. Last 
Wednesday James G. Wallace, as- 
sistant district attorney, moved for 
the selection of a blue ribbon jury 
on the ground that the case had 
attracted considerable attention 
throughout the country and that the 
trial may take two or three weeks. 
He said he did not wish to take up^ 
the time of the regular monthly 
petty Jury. Burkan vigorously op- 
posed the motion, but Judge Ber- 
tinl granted Wallace's request. 

This is the second time Miss West 
must stand trial during the past few 
years on the same offense.^ On the 
first occasion she was found guilty 
and sentenced to 10 days in the 
workhouse, which she served. 

A motion for a severance of trial 
for Carl Reld, producer of "Plea-sure 
Man," was denied by Judge Bertinl. 
Reld's counsel argued his client 
would be prejudiced before a Jury 
If tried with Miss West. 

The first reason, he said, was the 
record and unfavorable reputation 
brMIss'West In her comiectlon with 
the plays "Sex," for which she 
served a term in Jail, and her show, 
"The Drag," which was banned in 
this city. 

Reld contends that he signed a 
contrsct to produce "Pleasure Man" 
when only a mere outline of the 
play had been written.

Tfce manager argueo fallacy of 
the government's admission tatx 
schedule. At $3.86 the government 
gets 35 cents and the house 50 
cents over the $3 line, meaning the 
federal portion is 70% of the excess 
over $3. "But at $4.40 the govern- 
ment gets but 40 cents, while the 
house and the attraction which 
shares, g^ts $1 of the excess. The 
government's share at the high 
price Is 40%. 

Few of" the other managers ap- 
pear to have figured that out. So 
far as the public Is concerned, the 
actual box office price m^ans little 
If the show Is a hit. 

It Is planned to again seek the 
removal of admission tax from all 
priced tickets. Managerial . repre- 
sentation' is' expecfed Tto' renew the 
tax exemption before the congres- 
sional Ways and Means Committee

time. It Is virtually sure the ticket 
control system will not begin by 
March 1 (two weeks away) and 
March 15 thei newly, suggested start- 
ing point, appears quite Indefinite 
also. 

ZiegfelS has'^ arranged a buy of 
20 weeks for "Simple Simon." which 
arrives next week. There Is a stip- 
ulation In the agreement the agen- 
cies will not charge more than 76 
cents premium. Whether the man- 
ager will be able to control the 
premlun» Is another matter. The 
fact that It is a "buy-out," with 
the agencies permitted only a per- 
centage return privilege (usually 
10% of the allotment) Is counter to 
the new basic rule eliminating buys. 

There Is a 12 weeks' buy on 
"Ripples" which opened this week. 
George White Is seeking a 20 weeks' 
buy on "Flying High," due soon, 
with a 10 % return , privilege. An 
added 12 weeks to that buy would 
permit A 20% return during the lat- 
ter period. 

Shubert Deals 

The Shuberts have arranged & 
four weeks' buy on "Topaze," which 
opens this week, and ""The Infinite 
Shoeblack" due next week. Simi- 
lar buy goes for "Ritzy," which 
started Monday. 

Gilbert Miller, one of the leaders 
in the proposed ticket reform, has 
a buy In "Dishonored Lady" until 
March 1, but It Is to extend until 
March 29 unless the new plan be- 
comes oper-^tlve before that time. 
"Rebound," which also opened, last 
week, - has a— buy- imtil- the end of - 
the month, but may extend along 
similar lines. 

In the meantime the auxiliary 
committee representing managers, 
authors. Equity and the agencies 
continues its almost dally sessions. 
One idea proposed last week is un- 
likely to hold water. 

The question of how tickets 
bought at box offices could be pre- 
vented from falling Into the hand.s 
of gyps was considered (the plan 
calls for approximately half the 
tickets for each house being placed 
on sale at the box office direct). It 
was proposed that slips be given In- 
stead of tickets, which could then 
be picked up 24 hours prior to a 
performance. It was pointed out, 
however, that such a rule would 
make It harder for patrons to secure 
possession of tickets, rather than 
easier. That same Idea was talked 
about when the central ticket of- 
flco was proposed. The centralized 
ticket office plan wa.s always con- 
sidered the best ticket control plnn 
yet brought forth, but It never ma- 
terlaUzed» bjicame the managers 
could not l^e entirely sold on' the 
scheme. 

Complain of Agencies 
The license of the Adelphla 
agency was rescinded by Now York 
State last week upon complaint of 
misrepresentation. One of the com- 
plaints was from a patron who was 
told tickets for a football game were 
on the 40-yard line, but called for 
the five-yard line. New York re- 
quires ticket agencies to be licensed, 
but cannot control prices. The law 
originally set a 60 cent premium 
limit which was ruled Illegal be- 
cause it was price fixing. 

U. S. Attorney Tuttle stepped 
Into the ticket picture agtiln, charg- 
ing the Ticket Library agency con- 
trolled by David A. Warfield with 
failure to pay the government Its 
legal C0% share on excess pre- 
miums. The law requires that If 
a broker charges more than 75 
cents over the box office price, one- 
half of the total excess mu.st be 
paid the government. 

The ca.tje In point was made by 
E. Lane of 489 Park avip.nue, who 
showed a bill for two tickets for 
"Strictly Dishonorable" at ' $13.20 
each. Tuttle contf-nds the agency 
did not pay the rightful share to 
the tax collector. The federal at- 
torney sent the complaint to A. O. 
Mf'Nulty, deputy secretary of New 
Ytirk State In charge of the licenses.

"Dishonored Lady'* is melpdrama 
and in spit6 of the manner of its 
preseiitation and performance, quite 
lurid. Miss Cornell played a mur- 
deress in "The Letter" and now she 
must ply her lover 'with the lethal 
cup and under conditions that 
would indicate a diseased -brain. T'iiu 
authoi-s -cefer.. to. a ..Madeline.. Smith 
of Glasgow, "whose public and pri- 
vate life suggested this play." 

Madeleine Cary Is an attractive 
woman of about 31. She-ie an im- 
passioned soul rather* than passion- 
ate, given to lusts now and then, as 
Some men go on sprees. She is liv- 
ing w.ith her father in Washington 
Square and conducts some sort of 
little shop further uptown. The 
place is ■ ratlier a' ■ blind, since she 
has been accepting stocks . and 
money from Lawrence Brennan, 
hearty oil man from the west. His 
status Is that of a friend of the fam- 
ily and certainly hers, though she 
no longer iised the key to his apart- 
ment. 

;AbTOBCd— she-had met a sort-of 
gigolo cabaret singer, an Argentine, 
whom she had had several dances 
with and who became smitten with 
her. At 4 one morning ^he tele- 
phones him at his flat in West 49th 
street and surprises him with' one 
of those quick love affairs'. This 
Jose Mareno had kicked out his lit- 
tle blond mistress, Rosle, as soon 
as Madeleine phoned. 

Several months later Madeleine ac- 
cepts the marriage proposal of Lord 
Farnsborough, who has been- mad 
about her, and it is announced in 
the papers. Jose comes to her homo 
in high anger, demanding she stick 
to him, siricie-she is his woman. He 
socks her Jn the face yhen she calls 
him a vulgar South American rat 
or something like that. But she 
goes to his apartment that night — 
,with a ■vial of strychnine in her 
handbog. 

' Jose and Madeline make It up ap- 
parently. In any event they spend 
the night together. As the dawn 
breaks she poisons his coffee and 
writes a letter to her Englishman 
to break off the engagement at 
Jose's demand, the while watching 
the drug take effect. 

Wtth gloved hands this murder- 
ous vampire removes all trace of 
finger prints, "jut a clue is left and 
the next evening one of her friends, 
an assistant district attorney, cross 
examlnos Madeleine, and she is sent 
to the Tombs. Her alibi is that she 
had been in Brennan's apartment at 
the time of the murder. Despite- 
the identification by Rosle and Jose'a 
colored man, Madeleine is acquitted 
because Brennan and her father lied 
for her on the stand. 

Th6 English lad is still for taking 
Madeleine as his wife, but when she 
desperately tells him just what had 
happened, Farnsborough could do 
nothing 'but walk out. She really 
sends her fiance away, telling him 
the same sort of thing might hapf- 
pen again. She believes she has thb 
taint of hei* mother, who had 
skipped out with a lover when 
Madeleine was a ))abe. Her confes- 
sion to Farnl)orough is the climax of 
the play and one of the big mo- 
ments. Brennan had gone to the 
coast to square things with his wife. 
He expresses cnc human note when 
telling Madeleine he could have had 
.the old lover bumped off for a 
couple of hundred. Her father goes 
abroad, so Madeleine's acquittal 
speni.s empty. SIic is just a thor- 
oughly a))andoned woman. 

As indicated. Miss Cornell niake.s 
"Dishonored Lady"' worth while. 
I'aul Harvey as the westerner, For- 
tunlo Hoiianava, who.'se dialect was 
more like Italian than Argentine; 
Ruth Fallows, -wlio made Rosie 
stand out; Francis Lister a.? the 
.Britisher and Harvey Steplions the 
district attorney iirovided very able 
support. 

Gilbert Miller ha-s not tried melo- 
drama btfore, but despite its lurid - 
ness, the .new sliow should b.e profit- 
able. Ibc.e. ■

Audience reaction to the first per- 
formance may be eloquently surii- 
marized by tlie circumstance that 
the crowd 'went blah for the second 
act curtain which held the one de- 
liberate theatrical situation of the 
three acts. When, Ott6 Kruger can't 
make ar stage situation click, there's 
pretty sure to, be something the 
matter with the situation. 

Play is made out»of the npt-so-very 
intricate dtbry of a ' poet with a 
Gypsy temperament failing in love 
with a thoroughly practical and 
rather selfisli woman and feeling 
badly about it when the paradise he 
dreamed of develops Into a rather 
hum-drum, even If ' moderately 
swanky, home In the country. 

The whole confilct of ideals is 
symbolized in a fence tlie wife wants 
to build along their brook in disre- 
gard of a neigliboring farmer who 
claims a right of way and is dis- 
posed to defend it to the last ex- 
treme. Her idea is that the fence 
is something that helps define the 
security of her position. Husband's 
view is that "if you -draw a line 
around yourself, you have to live 
within it." Undercurrciit of domes- 
tic war crystalli/.os on tlie issue. . 

A city lawyer falls in Ipve with 
the iioot's wife and takes hcv side, 
agreeing to defend he" property 
rights In court and the poet hus- 
band lets the situation go on, puz- 
zled, but hoping that the situation 



,the end will break him,. And h« 
comes at last to tdke that view him- 
self, bpwing out of the iriangle in 
the end and leaving the A.lfe to di- 
vorce him and marry the lawyer 
who, he realizes. Is the man to fall 
into her pattern and give her happi- 
ness arid contentment. 

All this Is set. forth tiirough the 
medium of mucii talk and no action. 
It Isn't even bright diajog for the 
most part, although there Is a cer- 
tain crisp humor in the social chit- 
chat of the cpmmunity neighbors. 
But motives and meanings ai-e oh- 
scui-e. It may , be that the author 
himself has erred in taking on the 
job of dlrectipn. Another with a 
more distant view of the work migh^ 
have done much to clarify it for the 
stage. 

You get the idea that the author 
has something unusual and inter- 
esting to say, but he doesn't make 
himself understood. You feel that 
these people are making a vast fuss 
about something that doesn't par- 
ticularly matter, with a tantalizing 
huncli that it might be Important, 
after all, if you oould only get hold 
of the essence of the thing. 

Kruger doesn't make his poet un- 
derstandable, which is so unusual as 
to suspect that It isn't his acting 
but the play that is at fault.. Kath- 
erlne Alexandei' brings her' extraor- 
dinary formal beauty to' a part that 
is rather pale and lacking in shad- 
ing of character, -while the role of 
casual interlocutbr, apportioned to 
Winifred Lenlhan, gave her' small 
elbow room for delineation. 
' Prodiictlon has two .beautiful set- 
tings, one a country house living, 
room that is articulate of modest ' 
elegance and' a 'very unusdal exte- 
rior, a grove of wliite birches with 
suggestion of the unseen brpok 
among the trees. nusli.

The book is quiet, two or three 
changes In cast are Imperative, and 
ever since opening night the blue 
gags have been gradually deleted, 
as it became more and more ap- 
parent that the hope for the show 
was speed, humor that was rough 
but not raw, and a featuring of a 
great chorus and a wow of a score.

Bert Lahr Is the backbone of the 
ehow, with Kate Smith a supporting 
surprise. This huge comedienne, 
galumphing around the stage 
in a low comedy part, but with 
a voice that loosens the win- 
dow-panes, and doing some endur- 
ance dancing that brings down the 
house, will probably prove an ideal 
foil lor Lahr's equally robust com 
«dy. 

The story opens like a straight 
■ comedy, with two girls on a rooftop 
of an apartment house. Overhead is 
a mail plane which bursts Into flame 
and the pilot lands on the roof in a 
parachute. Thus starts the love 
theme, with the first comedy being 
the return of Pearl Osgood with 
epsom salts Instead of smelling 
salts. From here the plot moves 
to the Newark airport, where the 
hero and the vllllan are to com- 
pete for a solo endurance flight for 
a fat side bet. Ultimately the com- 
. .edy mechania_(Lahr)_^ea up_alone, 
when the plane starts by accident 
and he breaks the world record 
, without refuelling. It's that kind 
of a book. He crashes when he 
lands and the hero has no plane for 
the contest. The sweetheart then- 
raises $18,000 from some vague 
sugar daddy (Just like that!), buys 
the hero a new plane, and he wins 
the bet for' the flnale ensemble. 

Pearl Osgood, a soubret ''with 
gorgeous flgure,' Is turning In a 
smart performance that establishes 
her as a real comedienne. Th'e .Gale 
Quadruplets are a novelty that will 
stand exploiting, and they certainly 
look the part; also they can really 
dance. Grace Brlnkley is the hero- 
ine, and John Barker the heroic 
aviator, neither being outstanding, 
Show Is using 32 girls and 24 boys, 
with the medium weight girls not 
•xtremely undressed but unhar- 
nessed to an extent that may indi- 
cate an attempt to start a new 
vogue in dance costuming. It cer 
tainly doesn't look accidental. Cos- 
tumes are good aTid scenery lavish 
although White hasn't cashed- in for 
the maximum possibilities for trick 
effects such as the burning aero 
plane and the final race between the 
two planes. Connolly's dances are 
all set but not as climaxy at pres 
ent as they will -be after awther 
week's drilllrig. 

The score is right, with "I'll Know 
Him" being plugged for the theme, 
"Red .Hot Chicago" the jazz shout- 
ing feature, and "Without Love" the 
big ensemble number and probably 
the best all-around bit of the show 
The ticket office men have been 
over twice and are at present In the 
mood for a heavy^buy, despite apa- 
thetic Boston business. They base 
their judgment on lobby chatter. 

Lahr Is finding tnat he can be 
Just as funny without the rough 
stuff, and it looks at this writing 
as if "Flying High" will land in New 
Tork reasonably clean and with 
enough added speed of performance 
to carry it over for a long-pull sue 
cess — although not a smash prob 
Ably.

Broadcasting organizAtions, which 
are under government supervision 
but indei)endently managed, are 
entirely dependent on the revenue 
derived from advertising on the air 
as in America. 

Advertising and plugging are 
done In. such crude fashion they 
often cause unpleasant reaction in 
the listening public. Instead of an- 
nouncing that, for Instance the 
XYZ Soap Company is broadcast- 
ing a certain number, all the soap 
company arranges to have broad - 
castjjetween numbers is some such 
ahnounceriient as "Buy XYiZ Soap." 
As such advertising announcements 
are more and more encroaching on 
the broadcastin;; schedule, and since 
the entertainment Is only given as_ 
a- bait for such advertising and 
cost reduced to a minimum, the 
listening public, whenever possible, 
tunes in London or Daventry 
(England) for jazz music; or Vienna 
and Prague £o.' classics. 

To shave • brpadcasting costs 
gramophone records are frequently 
used. When real performers get 
on the air, cut salary Is c.ompen 
sated by the oft repeated announce 
, ment of their name. 

■ "2,000,000" Listeners- — 

In spite of such broadcasting, the 
French are" exceedingly fond of 
radio. There are fully 2,000,000 lis 
teners-in In France among 40,000, 
000 Inhabitants. Equipment may be 
obtained for as little as $40, and it 
ia possible to tune in on neighbor- 
ing countries wltli a |120 set. 
Price range up to $800. 
French, broadcasting, using vaH- 
, ous wave-lengihs,- is not very 
powerful. No station In Paris ex 
ceeds 1,500 kilowatts. The. most 
powerful In France, at Bordeaux, 
Is 3,000 kilos, considerly under the 
new Rome station (RCA-Italb), 
. This Rome station, under Italian 
Government control in alliance with 
RCA, will be one of the spokes jot 
a gigantic commercial broadcast 
ing network in Europe in which 
RCA Is interesting itself now. 

In Russia, two more such sta 
tlons are being readied for . open- 
ing, this, probably coinciding with 
a $1,000,000 blanket hook-up be 
tween'the Soviet film Industry and 
RCA Photophone for the use of 
RCA sound-recording and repro- 
duction equipment. Elmer E 
Bucher, a vice-president of RCA 
Photophone and chiefly a commer 
cial merchandlzer. Is currently 
"surveying" the field here. 

RCA "Casting Eyes" 
RCA, through its National Broad 
casting Co. In America, has . long 
cast eyes at Europe as a field for 
commercial expansion. Last sum 
mer both David Sarnoff, now the 
president of RCA, and Merlin Hall 
Aylesworth, president of the NBC 
came to Europe for a personal study 
of radio, with a frank eye to It^ 
commercial possibilities, not alone 
In England for English products 
but generally on the Continent 

Same condition as In France was 
found by the radio experts: the 
kilowattage weakness and variance 
of wave-lengths calls Xor complete 
reorganization. From that came 
the Idea of building new key sta- 
tions at points north, east, south 
and west. In that wise blanketing 
the Continent. ' 



Chicago, Feb. 11. 
Peculiar early spring radio situa- 
tion has caused one station, WLS, 
to order 500 seats which will be 
sold for 25c to visitors who come 
to watch the show. 

Idea was put in effect last week 
when it was discovered that the 
spring horde of visitors were out- 
of-towners who, passing up the- 
atres, came to visit the radio sta- 
tion and once-over the folks they 
had listened to, during the cold 
months. Other stations • report as 
high as 1,000 visitors on Aveek-ends 
with plenty of folks standing in 
line to get a peep at the ether acts.

Radio stations broadcasting by 
remote control in the future will 
have a minimum of 10 musicians, 
following threats of a walkout on 
the part of the local musicians' 
union. This applies, to class A sta- 
tions. Stations in class B will only 
have to employ six men. The salary 
for 10 men will cost this station $550 
weekly. 

The threat of a strike was made 
after a number of stations had dis- 
charged their orchestras to cash In 
Tjy using hotel orchestras via re- 
mote control and getting the pro- 
gran) free for plugging the hotel. 
Most of these programs have been 
sponsored by national oil compa- 
nies, who pay the station heavy for 
the broadcast. Until this time^re- 
mote control broadcasts have oeen 
all profit for the station.

Holds Up Sale of Cecil 
Arnold's Sonji 

Hollywood, Feb. 11. 

Cecil Arnold, composer of a song 
called "Beautiful Sweetheart," ob- 
tained a temporary Injunction here, 
restraining Joe Seitman, lyric writer 
with Universal, from interfering 
with the sale of the number and 
f -m claiming 60% royalty on it. 

Miss Arnold alleges that she first 
submitted the song to U, which took 
it under option and proceeded to 
change the title and lyrics. It was 
twice altered. Miss Arnold claims, 
winding up with Seitman, who called 
It "You Told Me.'! 

U eventually decided not to use 
thi song and returned It She then 
took It to Metro, where It underwent 
more changes, but when Metro was 
ready to buy, Seitman stepped In 
and claimed he was in one-half be 
cause of his work on the song. 

Meanwhile Metro is holding off 
buying the number until the matter 
Is straightened out. 



DEPT. JUSTICE LEARNS 
OF RCA'S 3,500 PATENTS 

Washington, Feb. 11. 
Department of Justice has at least 
found out one thing concerning al- 
leged monopoly by RCA in the radio 
Industry. Something Is that RCA 
still owns or controls about 3,600 
patents. 

This information was given Con- 
gress via the Interstate Commerce 
Committee of the Senate by John 
Lord O'Brien, assistant to the At- 
torney General. Throughout the 
hearings on the Couzens' bill before 
this committee on a proposal to 
have all communications under a 
new commission, whenever there 
was a lull in the proceedings some 
one would go after the "radio 
trust," with RCA named as being It. 

Finally, 'the committee wanted 
something on It from the depart- 
ment, so O'Brien submitted a rather 
lengthy letter stating that the de- 
partment was still investigating. He 
described the case as one of the 
"most complicated ever undertaken 
by the department." 

O'Brien also claimed that though 
the Federal Trade Commission had 
certified the results of Its five-year 
delve into the same alleged trust, 
this "complicated" condition still 
exists. 

Department has tried to influence 
RCA In several ways to let go, but 
to each such attempt the answer has 
come back that the corporation was 
acting strictly within Its rights un- 
der the privileges granted by the 
patent laws. 

O'Brien expects to file a detailed 
report with the committee within 
three or four weeks, as he believes 
the case will then be in such shape 
as to Justify some sort of action — 
either to drop It or bring suit ,Gen. 
James G. Harbord, -chairman of the 
board of RCA, appeared before ths. 
committee on the same day, 
O'Brien's letter arrived. He said 
nothing on It, confining his testi- 
mony 'to the proposed merger of 
British and American communica- 
tion systems.

Engineer Edmund Laporte- of the 
Radio Corp, of America, built the 
Rome station for the Rome Broad- 
casting Co. 

Station is on 441 meters and Is 
heard all over Europe. A new short- 
wave station Is shortly to be in- 
augurated near Rome which will 
duplicate the concerts and programs 



of the 60 -kilowatt station on a 
short wave of about 76 meters. 
This station, with 12 kilowatt pow- 
er is expected to be heard prac- 
tically all over the world. 

Inaugui'ation Is expected about 
February 1. Station was built by 
the Marconi Co. 



Washington, Feb, 11. 

Radio manufacturers are stepping 
out for foreign business, Figures 
compiled by the Commerce Depart- 
ment disclose that total exports of 
last year ran to over $23,000,000, as 
against the previous year's total of 
about $10,000,000. 

Biggest competitors are England 
and Germany. Canada's American 
pui'chases alone are about $10,500,- 
000.

HERB BROWS son JOB 
AND RADIO CONTRACT 



First attempt at prosecuting 
sources of the song sheet supply 
was taken by the M. P. P. A. last 
•week when Morris Shapiro and 
Samuel A. Cohen, owners of the 
Darby Press, and Harry B. Paul, 
owner of the Hexall Press, were ar- 
raigned before U. S. Judge Thomas 
and held In |6,000 bail. Indictments 
were presented against the men by 
District Attorney Charles TUttle. 
Trial will be held tomorrow (Thurs- 
day) in the U. S. District Court 

If the men are found guilty. Judge 
Thomas pointed out during the ar- 
raignment, it would be of a federal 
misdemeanor, which carries penalty 
of $1,000 fine and one year in jail. 
Song sheets containing from 60 to 
100 lyrics are sold for 5c and 10c. 

The song sheet racket has reached 
a more serious and troublesome 
proportion than the publishers and 
protective society originally feared. 
Of late the racketeers have been 
making threats against anyone try- 
ing to Interfere. 

John G. Paine, chairman of the 
M. P. P. A. board, last week re- 
ceived an- anonymous communica- 
tion calling his attention to the fact 
that a meddler had been stabbed in 
Brooklyn. Letter warned him to lay 
off, on threat of the same treatment. 
Similar warnings were sent to 
Commissioner Whalen and District 
Attorney Tuttle. 

Chicago racketeers are acting 
even tougher than those in New 
York. A private detective engaged 
to run down the printing plants by 
the M. P. P. A. wks told by a gang 
of guerrillas. "There are two kinds 
of weather In Chicago — ^hot and 
cold. Which do you want?" 

Milton Weil, Chicago publisher 
and memeber of the M. P. P. A., 
started actioji to tid Chicago streets 
of tte hawkers and caused them" "to 
lose approximately ?7,000 through 
the proceedings. Shortly thereafter 
three gangsters, claimed by the 
M. P. P. A. to be members of the 
Capone clan, ordered Weil at the 
point of a gun to make good their 
losses or take a ride. Weil replied 
that he had no money. The gUnmen 
forced him to sign an agreement 
giving them permission to use all 
his songs for their sheets. Later 
Mayor Thompson Issued an execu- 
tive order classing sellers of the 
song sheets as public nuisances, and 
instructed the police department to 
arrest any of the pirated song sales- 
men. 

National Coverage 

In New York, states Paine of the 
M. P. P. A., the racket Is apparently 
controlled • by two gangs, one of 
which has a national coverage. Evi- 
dence of rivalry is seen in many 
street brawls occurring in various 
sections of the city. Paine claims 
that- Paul of the Rexall Press, now 
under indictment, Is responsible for 
the nation-wide distribution. 

The headquarters of the other 
gang is not known. Authorities in. 
Pittsburgh have advised the M. P. 
P. A. that a Philadelphia group is 
supplying New York territory with 
the sheets. It is stated the Philly 
group Is composed of carnival men 
and circus racketeers. 

No doubt that the lyric sheet 
racket has made potent inroads In 
the sale of legitimate sheet music. 

Legit sales have dropped more 
than 25 per cent. Composer., are 
also hit, with smaller bulk royalties 

Radio created the market for thestf 
song sheets. The melody is learned 
via air, and from 60 to 100 lyrics 
may be purchased from the vendorft 
for 5 and 10c. 

In New York the song sheets are 
sold fpr 5c. Same sheet is sold for 
10c In other territory. 



Hollywood, Feb. 11. 
Nacio Herb Brown has just re- 
turned from New York where he 
made a contract with Radio Music. 
It breaks up the Brown-Arthur Fried 
combination in existence at M-G-M 
for a year. The Radio term is for 
two years at a high weekly guaran- 
tee against his royalty account, with 
distribution likely by Feist's. 

Brown Is to have his own publish- 
ing company by the deal. He will 
be privileged to choose any lyric 
writer for collaboration. Brown is 
also permitted to write for any pic- 
ture company and release his songs 
through his own publishing concern 
to any distributor or itself. 

The deal was made by Rufus Le 
Maire, who accompanied Brown to 
New York. 

Edward EUscu, who recently col- 
laborated with Vincent Youmans, 
has been engaged by Radio Music to 
work with Brown in the' imme'diate 
future. 

Arthur Freid, teamed by M-G-M 
with Brown, has a new tworyear 
contract with M-G-M. 



Music by Mail 



Milwaukee, Feb. 11, 
Many Milwaukee dimes have been 
handed over for song sheets brought 
to tliis city by Chicago racketeers 
a week ago. 
• Three Chicagoans blew into town 
with 5,000 copies to start things off 
and sold out In a hurry. They re 
turned with 10,000 more and sold 
them to local newsboys for two cents 
a sheet. Sales were great until po- 
lice slopped the outsiders from sell- 
ing without street trade permits 
>Jewsboys wore instructed that sales 
would be permitted provided th* 
Song sheets were not displayed or 
Dushod. 

Restriction made sales drop and 
Hie Chicago boys blew, urged by tlie 
police department. 



Foreign Musicians in 
France Carry New Cards 



Paris, Feb. 2. 

Prefecture de Police hits issued 
new orders to theatrical managers 
that all foreign musicians must hold 
a "worker's card," like any other 
foreign laborer. Any alien not al- 
ready In possession of such an of- 
ficial permit to work -in France, Is- 
sued by the Department of Labor, 
must not be employed. Those al 
ready engaged in any orchestra 
must obtain the card immediately, 
or be discharged. 

This regulation applies to all 
bands and managers, latter being 
subject to a fine if employing a 
worker without the card, which Is 
not the ordinary identity . card 
Many foreign, rnusicians are. engaged 
here In bands without this, work 
er's card and the French Musicians' 
Union, in view of the large number 
of French members now without 
employment, has taken the matter 
up with the authorities.

Publlx managers and assistants in 
the art of song plugging for exploit- 
ation of all songs used In Para- 
mount films.

Staff of the Famous Music Co., 
jointly owned by Paramount and 
Warners', but operating solely as an 
outlet for Paramount songs, will be 
kept at a minimum, with barely any 
additions made to the present staff.

catching all new pictures and with 
consensus of others arriving at the 
selections. Theatres will be notified 
of the songs prior to general release 
of the jjlctures, this advance bally- 
hoo to plug the songs being designed 
to push them as hlts._ ■■ 

Also planned is a catalog of Pub- 
lix records as a give-away to pa- 
trons, purchasing music (sheet form 
or on wax) In the lobbies. This will 
list numbers recorded by Publix. 

Special numbers from stage shows, 
for exploitation In the unit houses, 
are to be furnished as a part of the 
general plan in the Publix music 
merchandising sqheme. 

Sheet music and record dealers 
ai-e also being urged by pub- 
lishers and record companies to 
make the most of all music from 
talkers through special exploitation 
and tie-ups with theatres. Advance 
record and music lists to dealers 
everywhere emphasize Importance 
of merchandising music from pic- 
tures in the most effective manner, 
with as heavy a plug behind prod- 
uct as can be arranged.

Jolson Dictates 



Washington, Fob. 11. 
A new bill has been introduced in 
the House {1U< flC39) by Chairniian 
V.ostal of. the patents committee to' 
repeal the mechanical clau.se of the 
present copyright law. 

Measure as now presented does 
away entirely with every previous 
attempt to placate the mechanic 
manufacturers, dropping the provi- 
sions of the previous bills which 
brought In the Copyright Office as 
place to record transactions be- 
tween cojjU'i'Ight owners and the re- 
producing' companies. 

Under tUe told bill of last session 
(HR 13452), if the copyright owner 
entered Intp an agreement as to 
price for reproduction, that was to 
be recorded hero In Washington. 
All other reproducers were then 
automatically . granted the right to 
manufacture under the same terms 
as the first agreement. This Is now 
out entirely. 

In the old form the bill was favor- 
ably reported by the committee, but 
was blocked on every occasion when 
It was reached on the calendar. In 
spite of all the efforts to get It 
through. An appeal was even made 
to the Rules Committee, but noth- 
ing was ever done. 

Now, It Is evidently the attitude 
of Mr. Vestal and the American So- 
ciety of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers, behind the • measure, to 
thi'ow all compromising overboard. 
The new bill kills the present two 
cents royalty clause plus the right 
for all to reproduce when one man- 
ufacturer Is granted that right. 

New measure consists of but two 
sections, the only move at compro- 
mise being that an extra proviso is 
added making the new proposal, if 
enacted Into law, to only affect mu- 
sical works written and copyrighted 
after the proposed effective date, 
.July 1, 1930. 

Gene Buck, president of tho 
An\erlcin Sbciefy, was here Satur- 
day and'wais very ehthusfaistlc as to 
the chances of getting Iftlu-ough 
before adjournment now scheduled 
for June. 

Buck expects that the bill will be 
Introduced In. the Senate by Sena- 
or George Moses, Republican leader. 
With the new proposal enacted 
Into law, the copyright owner would 
be given the right to bargain for his 
royalties and to also, have exclusive 
control of reproduction. ~ 

Incidentally, the present law Is 
the only statute wherein price' fix- 
ing Is resorted to* in the arbitrary 
2-cent clause.

Other agents are but hap- 
hazardly represented at best in 
Paris, and London isn't much bet- 
ter, although Americans prefer to 
arrange foreign dates through Lon- 
don connections rather than here. 

If notr'unrellable, the local agent's 
outlets are meagre and certainly not 
of any scope to permit a practical 
hook-up with a progressive Ameri- 
can agent. For the main, the local 
agents Jiaye but one or two spots as 
a basic means for sustenance, such 
a.s booking a theatre In the prov- 
inces or -in another country. What 
happens to acts after the fortnight 
or month they play at this house, or 
two' houses, ) Isn't their concern. 
There's no .regard about the acts.' 
welfare thereafter, and as a general 
things agents take "it for granted 
that acts shift around from one 
agency to the otlier and seek en- 
gagements wheirever possible. 

Through the Morris-Sayag hook- 
VP.. SeelJ^. found out Jthat the Ri-: 
viera is vlrtualiy closed. t"p"'ariy 'out- 
sider, Lartigue selling everything' 
for Monte Carlo> where Sayag Is In 
control. And through the Sayag 
partnership with Andree, the casino 
king in Ostcnde at the Kursaal, An- 
dree's own Riviera venture at the 
near-by Cannes also gives Lartigue- 
Morris an ^ilmost exclusive inside 
track. • - ■ • : 

Seelig also, found that any. other 
tie-up with the sundry local igents 
is unsatisfactory.

Projection of stage scenery in 
light and shade, Instead of its simu- 
lation with actnal ■wood, cardboard, 
and expensive scene painting and 
carpentry, is a scenic invention 
over here. 

Professor Geyling and Engineer 
Paul Planer, both of Vienna, after 
working on this device since 1920, 
haye practically perfected it. Max 
Keinhardt has approved at his Vien- 
na, theatre, and the Viennese State 
playhouse, the Burgtheater, and the 
Vienna Opera House are also using 
itj' wlth savings of $16,000 on two 
productions alone. 

. At the Burgtheater, where "F?er 
Gynt" was mounted, this projected 
scenery saved the house $6,000 and 
"Reingold," at the Opera House, was 
staged at a cost of $10,000 below 
normal, due to the new lighting. 

stead of freighting heavy scen- 
ery en tour, all that is necessary 
witli the Planer- Gey ling device are 
sets of five by seven inch glass 
slides an* the special projector. 
In Line of Focus 

[H'incipal difficulty, as explained 
by Planer, is to keep the actors from 
setting in line of focus with the pro- 
jector. This results in blotting out 
part of the background. Inventors 
think they have solved this by plac- 
ing the projector at a very steep 
angle. This means that the scene 
as painted on the glass slide is nec- 
essarily . designed a bit out of per- 
spective so that it comes out right 
when projected at the steep angle. 
Planer now uses arc illumination, 
but hopes to have a successful bulb 
projector. 

With economy its prime objective, 
adaptability for fake (but more 
realistic than the present Scheme of 
painted backdrop) scenery for pic- 
tures is stressed by Planer, who 
' foresees th<e"greHtBst beneHts In that 
field'. Local demonstration ■• to an- 
Invitation audience at the Viennese 
State theatre evidenced that some 
further development is still neces- 
sary. Color and' plasticity are al- 
most perfect and, especially for fan- 
tastic backgrounds, . the shadow 
■scenery proved better than the real 
thing. But in some cases it looked 
unreal and immaterial. 

Its ultimate theatre benefit, when 
perfected, is obvious for general 
economy.

One curious detail of the flop is 
that Hartman, decorator of the Rus- 
sian Eagle, has accepted in part 
settlement credit In due bills for 
more than $3,000 in food and drink.

For years, says Canty, the Ger- 
man government has worked to 
bring about a plan that would be 
"fool proof." When the new figure 
was set for 1929, starting last 
August,, thought _Av'a3 that just 
enough foreign fllm.s would be per- 
mitted to come in to stimulate the 
home producers. Plan would have 
had 420 features with 210 of them 
foreign. However, instead of it 
working out that way, the German's 
produced 12% less films than thS 
year preceding and a shortage re- 
sulted. ' Exhibitors are left with, 
dates for 26 features and no place to 
get them, says the American offi- 
cial. Foreign productions cannot be 
admitted and there are no domestics 
to be had. 

To make It tougher, present regu- 
lations stopped any calrrylng over 
from the year preceding which ac- 
tually creates a 60% production 
shortage to - be faced. Then came 
sound to further complicate it,

London, Feb. 7. 

Checking up on Board of Trade 
registration returns for last year 
shows some curious results. Periods 
overlap to some extent, but until re- 
turns are published there is no 
means of dissecting them compara- 
ble with the result. 

From the end of November, 1928, 
to Dec. ], 1929— actually 13 months' 
survey — 495 features were regis- 
tered. This compares 'with 778 from 
Jan. 1, 1928, to Dec. 31 of the same 
year, and a reference to figures pre- 
viously given, in this department 
will show how the fall in numbers 
of features was mainly in the last 
quarter of the year. Subsequent 
figures now given reveal how this 
drop continued. 

Of the.se 495 features registered 
over the 13 months, 334 were Ameri- 
can, 80 British (60 of these being 
sllents), 58 German, 16 French, four 
Russian and two each Swedish and 
Italian. In the Jan. -Dec. period pre- 
viously surveyed, the American av- 
erage was- 46H features a month; 
in the period now covered It aver- 



ages only 25 9-13 a month. Briti.ili 
feature averages over the same pe- 
riods were 8 1-6 again.st 6 1-6, a vei-y 
small reduction in quantity com- 
pared with the American, but actu- 
ally a very much- greater drop in 
terms of booking gross. 

Reasons for the fewer number of 
features are simple to define. Thoy 
do not include any smaller con- 
sumption of American product in 
terms of money or any effect of the. 
quota. They are entirely produced 
by the greatly increased length of 
play period — a change created en- 
tirely by the talker. In the silent 
days almost every theatre, including 
the first-run houses but excluding 
Ihe l(oy theatres, which were very 
few, ran two features to a program 
and changed over mid-week. Fea- 
tures con.'<umption was thus foui- 
fcature.s a -week per ihoalre. 

But with the talkers coming, this 
changed not merely. to one feattn-o 
a program, but to runs of anything 
from one to four weeks in the first- 
run houses, and produced a condi-

Latter shows any- 
thing it pleases, and usually runs 
apything (or months, averaging 
four new films per year on a a-e- 
served seat basis, The Paramount, 
with a weekly change, does ditto In 
unloading Par's last year's and even 
the 1927-28 product — and packing 
them in regardless. 

This house gives them the usual 
Publix trimmings In the ^ appr.oved 
Publlx manner — no charge for pro- 
grams (a local graft) or charge .for 
coatroom service, or any tipping. 
They Jam 'em in on a 10:30 to 1 :30 
grind, . including five de luxe shows. 

What They. Get Away With 

For the rest, the. Pathe-Natan or 
Aubert-Franco Film . houses must 
take anything and still do trade. 
It's not that Paris is espScIally un- 
der seated as that they can get 
away with more murder on Inferior 
product than any other metropolis 
in the world. Odd for a city that 
rates as the third largest in the 
"World and" as one of-^the -foremost - 
cultural and artistic centei-s. Vet, 
such is , the case. 

If Aubert gets a- good picture, as 
"The Jazz Singer," which ran for 
11 months, and currently "Singing 
Fool," at the Aubert-Palace, he can 
play It until unconscious. By a 
process of elimination, since there's 
nothing else good .to go to, the 
natives wait their turn on a le- 
served seat booking and thus 
patronize only what's worthy. 

Tiffany has a boulevard show- 
case, the Capucines, but couldn't 
click with some of 'em It's tried to 
unload here, where It might have 
been wiser to throw In a good pic- 
ture and thus carry the rest of the 
product. 

Same . tiling goes for Wai ners 
despite the Jolson successes. They 
tried to unload "Noah's Ark" at the 
Max Llnder, also a boulevard house, 
playing it on percentage, and py^blio 
disinterest eased it out pronto.

Gaumont-Franco has called a 
general stockholders' meeting for 
March 25, at which time the stock- 
holders will be invited to ratify the 
merger of the two leading French 
concerns and also to elect officers. 

Reason why the Tobis deal is not 
closed right away is that there Is no 
properly qualified officer of the 
French concern to sign the con- 
tracts, although Albert Kohan, 
banker who Is engineering the 
Gaumont merger, has carried on ne- 
gotiations up to the point of signing 
on the dotted line.

Tliey have retained a lawyer 
named Smalhout— from— The Hague 
who 'has already • made gestures 
against American sound people In 
that country. Trl-Ergon people ap- • 
pear to have In mind a system, of 
making Western Electric take but 
licenses under Its patents to operate 
in'^SwItzerland. . 

Move comes unexpectedly since 
the Swiss courts have already ruled 
against native concerns In parallel 
cases. One explanation Is offered 
that the . legal maneuver was In- 
spired by the Tobis people,, which 
Smalhout had openly declared Is the 
only system which Is not In con- 
flict with the Trl-Ergon patents. 

Clifford Smith, European agent 
for the Western Electric company 
scoffs at the gesture. He says West- 
ern Electric will back exhibitors 
who use W,. E. equipment to the.. 
Jlmlt with all its resources.

Budapest Plays 



Budapest, Feb. 7. , 
Walter Hasenclever's new satiri- 
cal comedy, "Napoleon Interferes," 
was the .first presented here in Hun- 
garian previous to Its presentation 
In Germany. It Is very amusing, not 
so much for its political satire, but 
rather for the naturally comic sit- 
uations. 

Wax image of Napoleon, in -a 
Paris waxworks, come to life. The 
wax figure of Landru, the man who 
murdered 11 women and who was 
guillotined, tries to convince him 
that he had best not meddle with 
this period, but Napoleon won't let 
himself, bo dissuaded and goes forth 
into present-day Paris. He tries to 
Interfere with the League of Na- 
tions, Is just going to sell Europe 
to the United States and big money, 
represented by a multi-miUionaire; 
supposed to be a typical American^ 
but to no avail. Then he falls into 
the throes of an, actress named 
Josephine, who makes him act the 
part of. Napoleon in a motion pic- 
ture. In the course of this he finds 
out that a hundred-odd years ago 
Josephine, his wife — acted in the 
pictui-e by Josephine/ the actress — 
deceived him, a historical fact ig- 
nored only by Napoleon himself. He 
Is so upset at the information that 
he strangles the actress and after a 
short stay at a lunatic asylum re- 
pairs again to the waxworks, con- 
tent to stay on a pedestal to be 
stared at for the rest of his life. 

The play, produced at the Belva- 
rosl theatre with Somlay and Mar-' 
git Makayvln the principal parts, 
had much success. At least It must 
be considered ao in these days that 
are so hard upon' theatres.

"With the bankers now vitally 
mixed' up In pictures, the best avail- 
able talent will not be permitted to 
go to America apparently for any 
French versions to be made In Hol- 
lywood. French producers are In- 
tent on keeping everything pos- 
sible, appreciating the need for 

• showmen which currently figures 
as the gravest situation in . the 

' French business. 

They lack showmen over here 

' who appreciate what it takes to 
handle production, theatres and dis- 
tribution. So far,- everybody has 
mixed up in more than one of these 
branches. But wliile the French 
field is not as big as America, the 
same conditions are applicable; 
more bo now that things are ex- 
panding and developing. The| bank- 
ers, although not showmen, are now 
endeavoring to accomplish this very 
differentiation of Interests. 

With an eye to the necessity for 
showmen, Jean de Limur is being 
retained by' Pathe-Natan at a fig- 
ure Jie couldn't refuse, although .the 
ex-Paramount director had bids 
from Amei'ica. His contract also 
calls for a six weeks' annual vaca- 
tion with all expenses paid to per- 
mit him visiting his favored Cali- 
fornia, although he recognizes that 
the bankers appreciate his trip to 
the studios would not be without 
beneficial qualities as to the new 
developments there. 

De Limur has just finished

Stuck with a flock of silents be- 
cause of the quota wrangle, Metro 
plied up some good non-sound Alms 
with the sudden advent of sound, 
and Allen Byre, Metro's chief In 
France, found himself holding a cel- 
luloid bag. However, Byre now sees 
a ray of hope with Jacques Haik's 
Olympla opening with "Trail of 
•98," then "Student Prince" and the 
rest of M-G-M's silent product on 
week stand changes Instead of runs. 

Byre is anxious to unlQ.ad his si- 
lents as fast as possible. Having a 
boulevard showcase, the Olympla, he 
believes the rest will be easy and 
that there are enough provincial 
houses which can play silents. Byre, 
Just back from a tour taking him to 
Egypt, Morocco and Tunis, where 
French pictures are played, found 
that; "Dancing Daughters" (silent 
version) topped ""White Shadows," 
an especially popular M-G-M re- 
lease, by over 30,000 francs in 
Tunisia. 

Haik's Wire 

Haik is wiring his Olympla with 
his own Radlo-Clnema equipment, 
he states, but also confides that It 
wouldnlt . surprise /him- . if .h.6. jnlght 
use Western Electric ultimately. 

The Olympla will be a 2,000-seater 
on the Boulevard Capuclnes, practi- 
cally around the comer from the 
Hotel Scribe\ind right In the heart 
of things. House has been expe- 
riencing considerable difficulties with 
labor, plus delay on a cooling sys- 
tem and acoustics, American fea- 
tures of Haik's venture. 

With the Olympla becoming the 
showcase for Metro's silents, Haik 
also exhibiting some of his own 
talking shorts. Byre counts on un- 
loading Metro silents in style. A,s 
the pictures will have been shown 
almost everywhere else in the world 
but France, notoriously late in get- 
ting decent American film product. 
It wouldn't be worth while sounding 
these silents just for the lYench 
market, hence the urgency to unload 
pronto. 

Arthur Loew has advised • Byre 
that Metro will have at least 30 
French-dlaloged or sound synchro- 
nnlzed features suitable for this 
market by next fall. Already "The 
Duke Steps Out" is being French- 
dubbed. Laurel-Hardy comedies, 
popular here, are also being French- 
dubbed. As part of the general 
scheme, Hearst-Metrotone News 
will Issue a French edition. 



Francaise May Try to 
Stop Luguet in Pictures 



Paris, Feb. 9. 
Andre Luguet, French com-:dian, 
imported by Metro to work under 
Jacques Feyder, is likely to be the 
cause of another lawsuit. Manage- 
ment of the Coniedie Francnlse 
wants to prevent Luguet from doing 
talkers and threatens injunction 
proceedings to prevent Metro from 
screening them.

Figure Rome Meetings 
As Good Film Propaganda 

Paris, Feb. 9. 

Harold Smith, Will Hays' local 
representative, is now in Rome act- 
ing for the industry at the executive 
sessions of the Educational Cine- 
matographic Institute, the ofllclal 
Italian-endowed cine unit which 
Mussolini endorses for film educa- 
tional purposes. 

Chief reconimcndatlon is the abo- 
lition of all taxes on educational 
films. While it means nothing to 
the commercial film manufacturers 
this added interest In the screen, via 
the educationals and non-commer- 
cials, Is favorably regarded for prop- 
aganda purposes. 

Western Electric has donated a 
complete outfit to the Institute to 
be used In conjunction with the Ital- 
ian unit's educational film library, 
one of the most complete of Its kind 
in the world. 

An imposing array of educators 
and intellects are attending the 
congress. The resolution for the 
taxation abolition will be presented 
to the League of Nations next May 
for ratification, whereafter It will be 
a matter for Individual nationalis- 
tic ruling to creat the necessary 
regulations governing each particu- 
lar country. 



Brussels, Feb. 8. 

Film censoring methods here are 
curious. And maybe more than that. 

Films here are djvlded In two 
classes: Those which can be 
screened before children under 16, 
strictly censored and those- which 
can be shown to adults only, liberal- 
ly censored. j " 

Admission of a film to the first 
named class carries possibilities of 
heavier receipts, many people giv- 
ing up a show if they (^nnot take 
children along with them. Allowing 
children to enter a theatre when' a 
film Is fop adults only is a crime 
which can easily entail the tempor- 
ary closing down of the house. 

Liberality of the censors for films 
Intended tor adults Is illustrated by 
the first Belgian talker, "Family 
Clubkins," at the Coliseum, Para- 
mount's local showcase. Film Is a 
story of a Belgian family visiting 
Paris on a trip. Their adventures 
would certainly never pass a censor 
in the States. As the first Belgian 
talker, the film played to big busi- 
ness, in spite of heavily increased 
prices. They got IB Belgian francs 
(45 cents), which is high hero. 



Rome, Feb. 5. 

Since Mussolini's decision a few 
weeks ago forbidding the projec- 
tion of any talkers in Italy, where- 
of the dialog is in a foreign lan- 
guage, American firms with agen- 
cies in Italy, principally Paramount 
and United Artists, are beginning 
to find themselves in a difficult 
position. There are a number of 
American dialog films still being 
shown in Italy . in provincial cen- 
ters, but these were already on the 
road before the Italian censorship 
board stepped in as a result of the 
Duce's dictum. 

Work facing the Rome offices of 
the American producing firms Is 
rather a thankless one, they say. 
As the great majority "of all films 
now being made in America • are 
talkers, the Rome branch labora- 
tories of the American producers 
are obliged to resort to cutting 
and slicing, suppressing all dialog 
and keeping in only the sound ef- 
fects. This is a complicated matter 
and hardly satisfactory. It was 
pointed out, as dialog films are one 
thing and silents another. But at 
present it's the only thing that can 
be done. 

Fascist policy is dead-set against 
the subtle form of propaganda that

It Isn't going to be an easy job to 
solve the problem of interchange - 
ability in Budapest. 



A year ago, a limited company 
wis formed, under the name of 
Hunnla Films, to exploit the studios 
of the extinct Corvln and Star pro- 
ducing companies. The money came 
from the government, derived from 
contingents paid for import of for- 
eign made pictures. Only thing 
Hunnla has done so far is to back 
Gorman productions dealing with 
Hungarian subjects, some of the 
pictures being taken in this country 
and many Hungarians being em- 
ployed on them. 

Now, Hunnla is to go Into part- 
nership with Paedagoglcal Film 
Studios, a concern belonging to the 
city of Budapest, and start the pro- 
duction of talkers on a big scale. 
Scitoveky, Minister of Interior Af- 
fairs, and Rlpka, Lord Mayor of 
Budapest, are negotiating the mat- 
ter and there has been talk of 
Scltovaky being president of the 
united concern If it comes to a 
clinch. 

The money question, however, is 
.still the principal difficulty. It is 
planned that all Hungarian picture 
houses win be obliged to devote five 
per cent of all pictures shown to 
Hungarian productions* Another 
plan Is to give foreign producers 
who finance Hungarian pictures, 40 
contingent tickets Instead of the 20 
they now receive for every Hun- 
garian made picture which they 
bafk financially. 
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Par s Own Arbitration Clause Ready, 
Will Use the Am. Arbitration Society; 
Claims Individual Right-Others FoUow 



With the proposed eet-together 
of the . distributors with the M. P. 
T. O. A. and Allied States for a new 
exhibition contract and return of 
arbitration still only a possibility, 
producer-distributors are well along 
on formulating plans to have com- 
pulsory arbitration as individuals 
rather than as a collective body. 
The best picture and legal minds 
in the business claim this is legal 
so long as there is no concerted 
agrecinent on the shaping of con- 
tracts. 

This means, in effect, that the ex- 
hibitor will have compulsory arbi- 
tration depending on the nature of 
the clauses chosen singly by the 
various distributors. 

The attitude is • that so long as 
the distributor frames his own con- 
tract. It can contain anything within 
constitutional boundaries that the 
company wishes to include. If the 
exhlb is not content with purchas- 
ing that company's product under 
tfee stipulations of its contract,, even 
if it demands compulsory arbitra- 
tion, the legal viewpoint is that he 
(the exhib) la free to go to any 
others. 

According to reliable Inside in- 
formation, distributors do not see 
a favorable "cut" from the Thacher 
decree in optional arbitration 
clauses, with deposits -on product 
the alternative when the buyer of 
film refuses to- agree to arbitral 
proceedings on any and all claims. 

Paramount'* Clause 

Paramount, first to try the op- 
tional arbitration clause, has 
junked this for a stiff compulsory 
arbitration clauss which places that 
company ln_ virtually^ the same posi- 
tion in its dealing with 'exTrib ac- 
. counts as before Issuance of the 
Thatcher dictum. 

Other producer-distributors V® 
reported framing similar clauses of 
thelf own, in their own legal 
phraseology, to give to them similar 
rights and protection as enjoyed un- 
der Film Board rules and arbitra- 
tion. 

Paramount's new contract, to be 
used in the future and' supplanting 
the experimental optional arbltra- 
*tion clause, reads as follows: 
"Clause 15 — Arbitration" 
"All claims or controversies aris- 
ing hereunder by arbitration as fol- 
lows: . 

"The arbitration shall be held In 
the city wherein is situated the ex- 
change out of which the exhibitor 
is served, unless the parties shall 
mutually agree on another place. 
Three arbitrators shall be selected. 
One shall be appointed by, each 
party (distrlb and exhib), and the 
two so chosen shall designate the 
third. If either party fails or 
neglects within a period of three 
days after written notice by the 
other to select- an arbitrator on its 
part, or if the two selected by the 
parties do not agree upon a third 
within three days after they have 
been chosen, the arbitration com- 
mittee of the American Arbitration 
Association, upon the request of 
either party, shall appoint such ar- 
bitrator or arbitrators from Its na- 
tional panel and fix a date of hear- 
ing within a period of five days. 

"The parties hereto hereby waive 
a trial by jury of any issue arising 
under this contract and agree to 
accept as conclusive the award of 
the arbitrators or a majority of 
them, and further agree that a judg- 
ment on such award may be en- 
tered in any court, State or Fedr 
eral, having competent jurisdiction. 
The oath of the arbitrators is here- 
by waived. 

AI-G-M, which was planning an 
'optional arbitration clause. Is now 
working on a new contract, but the 
manner in which this company will 
circumvent the end of the old arbi- 
tration plan is not known. The legal 
department has not yet divulged 
what course It will take In framing 
its individual contract, and other 
producer-distributors are likewise 
guarding activities with seerecy. 

That all will eventually have their 
own arbitration clause, no matter 
what nature it a.ssumes or stipula- 
tions it makes, is regarded as afore- 
gone conclusion in inner arbitriition 
circles.

Formulation of individual con- 
tracts, under constitutional rights 
endowed to the companies individu- 
ally, together with whatever move- 
ments are set on foot to get the 
ma.Jority of exhibs or representative 
organizations to approve compulsory 
arbitration, will eventually reverse 
the present situation, it is predicted. 

Sidney R. Kent, general manager 
of Paramount, the first to decide 
on compulsory arbitration as an in- 
dividual proposition for his com- 
pany, is me€tin^^ with Abram F. 
Meyers, head of Allied, today (Wed- 
nesday), but plans for the delayed 
conference to weld AlUed and the 
MPTOA are admitted, to be consid- 
erably indefinite. 

No date for a general meeting has 
been set, but Kent hppes, through 
continued conferences with Meyers" 
and other exhib leaders, to arrange 
a general conference as soon as pos- 
sible. 

In the meantime many exhibitors 
favoring compulsory arbitration are 
going on record with the Film 
Boards by wi'iting in to decry the 
end of the old arbil^ral system.

With the success of color photog- 
raphy and the publicity it has 
gained in the past few months, 
every gyp producer is trying to pro- 
mote a system for photographing 
color. 

Out of some 67 companies claim- 
ing to have color pat, Technicolor, 
Multicolor and Harrlscolor, former- 
ly Kellycolor, are the only ones that 
have gone into production. The oth- 
ers are in the process of financing or 
perfecting. 

Those perfecting their process are 
saying nothing about what they 
have. The financing gang yell their 
wares from the house tops and are 
taking the chumps right and left. 

Most of the gyp producers, who 
formerly took nickels and dimes out 
of Poverty Row, have switched to 
color. They allege color photography 
for about the same price as black 
and white. Their samples are, as 
a rule, short ends from color pic- 
tures made by one of the recognized 
color outfits. 

"Picture money" has been silways 
easy picking around here, but of late 
the public has been wised up by 
the Chamber of Commerce and oth- 
er agencies.

13 iiearing in Justice 'F. j. "Cole- 
man's chambers. And despite warn- 
ing by the court at the previous 
hearing (Feb. 11) that William Fox 
had indicated he would consider 
no other plan. 

A special meeting of Fox stock- 
holders will be held March 5 with 
all shareholders of record at the 
close of business March 1 entitled 
to vote on the hanking plans up 
for approval on that date. The 10 
days' notice in advance of the 
stockholders' meeting, required un- 
der the by-laws, was sent out yes- 
terday (Tuesday). 

Fox Film stockholders will meet 
at 11 a. m. on March 6 and the Fox 
Theatre stockholders at 3'p. m. the 
same day. 

As a result of new developments 
In which Halsey^etuart & Co., 
Electrical Research Products, Inc., 
and stockholders gain a point, the 
date for the next hearing will not 
be set until after a special "A" 
stockholders', meeting has been held 
March 5, at which time these holders 
will approye or reject the financing 
propositions. As a 10 days' notice 
of the meeting Is necessary to 
stockholders under the by-laws, and 
as Judge Coleman has indicated he 
will call the next court hearing 10 
days after that, March IB seems to 
be the date for whether a receiver- 
ship win be avoided.

Two men, formerly employed as 
film salesmen by several producers, 
are reported at the Hays headquar- 
ters to be the chief agitators for a 
new Texas anti-chain bill which 
would Include theatres. The men, 
Preston Reynolds, who worked re- 
cently for Paramount and Metro, 
and. E. B, Reden, whose previous 
employments were with RKO, Fox 
and Worldwide, are claimed to have 
Inspired a semi-monthly publication 
called the "An ti- Chain World." 

In the first issue is published 
what is purported to be a telegram 
from Senator Brookhart endorsing 
the movement. This reads: 

"Your movement just inaugurated 
Is the most effective method of 
fighting these combinations I have 
ever heard of. Will put your teie^ 
gram in the Congressional Record

No Mention Church Bodies Behind Act 



Washington, Feb. 18. 
Representative Grant M. Hudson 
(R'), Mich., one of the reform lead- 
ers of the- House, has Introduced 
hi.s new motion . picture censorship 
bill. 

Just a few weeks ago the con-, 
gressmah stated he didn't know 
whether he would introduce such 
a measure this session or not. He 
then denied ir.eetings were in prog- 
ress with reform groups tending 
toward the creation of such a bill. 
But now it comes and though Mr. 
Hudson doesn't like the word "cen- 
Eorship," stating that he had omit- 
ted entire paragraphs from his pre- 
vious bill because of stressing that 
phase too strongly, the new bill 
cover.s every jjossible phase' of the 
Industry which he sets up as a pub- 
lic utility. 

Ho starts with the scenario and 
goes through to the advertising. In 
the bill's 28 pages nothlrig Is over- 
loolcefl. It Is titled': . / 

"A hill to protect the motion pic- 
ture Industry from unfair trade 
pr.nctices and monopoly; to provide 
just settlements from unfair deal; 
Ings; to provide for the^manufac- 
ture of wholesome motion pictures, 
both silent and talking, at the 
source of production; to create a 
Federal motion picture commission, 
to define Its powers and for other 
purposes." 

For a groundwork Hudson has 
gone back- to :-the original - Brookr, 
hart bill In the Senate. Last ses- 
sion hei revised that bill. This Is 
another revision and In contrast to 
Senator Brookhart's plan to place 
.control -under the Federal Trade 
Commission, Mr. Hudson falls in 
line with the original Canoti Chase 
proposal of a separate commission. 

There -would be nine members, 
four of them required to be women. 
Salaries are $9,000 a year with 
$10,000 to the chairman. Unusual 
six, four and three-year terms are 
set down for their stay In office. 
This proposed commission would be 
required to know nothing of the 
motion 1 Icture Industry. 

Must Submit Everything 

Kvery scenario. Its dialog. Its sets, 
fn fact everything pertaining to the 
picture would ^flrst have to be sub- 
mitted to the commission In order 
to secure a license to go ahead with 
production. 

To follow this through the com- 
mission would appoint Inspectors

At this session the producers also 
ratified the new contractual agree- 
ment made with players for «n 
eight hour working day for all call 
actors and a twelve hour rest for all 
players between calls, it was pointed 
out that already over 250 actors 
were ready to sign and work under 
the standard contract aipproved by 
the Academy of Motion Picture Arts 
and Sciences and that some 360 
more .-representative. -.players . were 
prepared to join the., ranks of the 
Academy to enable them to approve 
the new agreement. 

■Jhe new regulations give studio 
production managers the privilege 
to obtain information as to the 
probable reception of stories or the 
manner in which they should be 
treated from the Association, and 
allows the production manager to 
submit a copy of any script he de- 
sires to the Association. In turn, 
the Association will give such ad- 
vice and suggestions as figure nec- 
essary so that the script does not 
get away from any 6f the rules 
and regulations established so that 
no objections will be taken to the 
finished product by censors In any 
part of the world. 

Producers, according to the new 
rules, are required to submit to the 
Association every picture they pro- 
duce before the negative goes to the 
laboratory for final printing. If 
the picture does not conform to 
the rules laid down the association 
will notify the producer what is 
wrong and corrections to ■ conform 
must be made before the picture can 
be released. 

Should the production head of the 
studio feel that the ruling of the 
association is not fair he can ap- 
peal to the production committee 
of the association and should this 
committee uphold the findings oi 
the assoQlatlon, the Individual pro- 
ducer then has further recourse of 
appeal to the board of directors of 
the Motion Picture Producers and 
Distributors of America, which Is 
the Hays" organization in New 
York. The decision of thi.s body 
is to be final and must be abided 
by. 

There are to be 1!> members on 
the production committee and the 
secretary of tlie Association may 
select any three to hear the api)eal 
as long as none is afllliatf-d with 
the applicant.

Hays' Film Regulations 

Hollywood, Feb. IS. 

CSENERAL PRINCIPLES 

"Xo picture shall be produced which will lower the moral standards of 
those who se(? it. Hence the sympathy of the audience should never be 
thrown to the side of crime, wi;pngdoing, evil or sin. 

"Correct standards of life, subject only to the requirements of drama 
and entertainment, shall be presented. 

"Law, natural or human, shall not be ridiculed, nor shall sympathy be 
created for its violation." 

PARTICULAR APPLICATIONS 

CRIMES AGAINST THE LAW: 

"These shall never be presented In such a way as to throw sympathy 
with the crime as against law and justice or to inspire others with a 
desire for imitation." 

MURDER: 

The technique of murder must be presented in a way that will not in- 
spire imitation. 

"Brutal killings are not to be presented in detail. 
"Revenge in modern times shall not be. justified." 

METHODS OF CRIME SHOULD NOT BE EXPLICITLY PRE- 
SENTED: 

"Theft, robbery, safecracking, and dynamiting of trains, mines, build- 
ings, etc., should' not be detailed in method. Arson must be subject to 
the same safeguards." 

"Use of firearms should be restricted to essentials. Methods of smug- 
gling should not be presented. Illegal drug traffic must never be pre- 
sented. 

"The use of liquor in American life, when not' requU'ed by the plot or 
for proper characterization, will not be showh." 
SEX: 

"The sanctity of the Institution of marriage and the home shall be up- 
held. Pictures shall not Infer that low forms of sex relationship are the 
accepted or common thing. 

"Adultery, sometimes necessary plot material, must hot be expllcity 
treated, or justified, or presented attractively." 

SCENES OF PASSION: 

"They should not be Introduced when not essential to the plot. Ex- 
cessive and lustful kissing, lustful embraces, suggestive postures and 
gestures are not to be shown. 

,"In general passion should so be' treated that these scenes do not 
stimulate the lower and baser element." 

SEDUCTION OR RAPE: 

"They should never be more than suggested, and only when essential 
.for the . plot, and _even then, ne.vjer. shown by. explicit method. They are_ 
never the proper subject for comedy. 
"Sex perversion or any Inference to It Is forbidden. 
"White slavery shall not be treated. 
"Miscegenation is forbidden. 

"Sex hygiene and veneral diseases are not subjects for motion pictures. 
"Scenes of actual child birth, In fact or in silhouette, are never to be 
presented. 

"Children's organs are n-fever to be exposed." 
VULGARITY: 

"The treatment of low. disgusting, Unpleasant, though not necessarily 
evil, subjects should be subject always to the dictate of good taste and 
a regard for the sensibilities of the audience." 

OBSCENITY: . ' 

"Obscenity In word, gesture, reference, song, joke, or by suggestion 
(even when likely. to be understood only by part of the audience) Is for- 
bidden." 

PROFANITY: ' ' 

"Pointed profanity and other profane or vulgar expression, however 
used, is forbidden.'; 
COSTUME: 

"Complete nuUltS^r'fs- never permitted. This includes nudity In fact 
or In silhouette, or any lecherous or licentious notice thereof by other 
characters in the picture. 

"Undressing scenes should be avoided, and never used save where 
essential to the plot. 

"Indecent or undue exposure Is forbidden. 

"Dancing costumes Intended to permit undue exposure or indecent 
movements in the dance are forbidden. 
DANCES: 

"Dances suggesting or representing sexual actions or indecent passion 
are forbidden. 

"Dances which emphasize Indecent movements are to be regarded as 
obscene." 
RELIGION: 

"No film or episode may throw ridicule on any religious faith. Ministers 
of religion in their character as ministers of religion should not be used 
as comic characters or as villains. Ceremonies of any definite religion 
Should be carefully and respectfully handled,"" 

LOCATIONS: 

"The treatment of bedrooms mu.st be governed by good taste and 
delicacy." 

NATIONAL FEELING. S: 

"The use of the flag sliull be consistently respectful. The history, 
institutions, prominent people and . citizenry of other nations shall be 
represented fairly." 

TITLES: ; 

"Salacluus, indecent, or obscene titles shall not be used." 

REPELLIONT SUBJECTS : 

The following subjects must be treated within the careful limits of 
good ta.ste: 

"Actual hangings or electrocutions as legal punishments for crime. 
"Third degree methods. Brutality and possible gruesomeness. Branding 
of people or animals. Apparent cruelty to children or animals. The sale 
i of women, or a woman selling her virtue. Surgical operations."

The quietest camera found in the 
sound tests was 5 db (decibels) 
above the normal whisper. The 
most efUciertt blimp reduced camera 
noise 19 decibels.

The silence standards to be 
striven for were determined upon 
Thursday by a selected group of 
cameramen and sound engineers, 
after ..studying an analysis of the 
efficiency of 16 types of silencing 
devices as determined in sound 
tests conducted by ERPI and RCA 
technicians.

For outdoor shots, crowd se- 
quences, musical sequences and 
most scenes whero the camera i.s 
some distance from the microphone, 
only a moderate degree of sound in- 
sulation is required. 

Measurements of normal speech 
and of whispering at the same dis- 
tance from the microphone (6 ft.) 
as the cameras were placed in the

Table indicates wide variation in efllciency of the silencii'.g devices 
now being applied to cameras. Some studios, while having less ef- 
fective sound-insulating equipment, apparently took greater pains in 
maintenance and care of camera and drive mechanism. 

Figures quoted are decibels. The. decibel is the ofRcial engineering 
term designating the loudness unit. Loudness of reproduced sound in 
flie average talker Is about 60 decibels. The net results of silencing 
devices shown in the final column are indicated In decibels above 
or below a zero, representing the normal whisper. 

It will be noted that while Studio A attains the most efficiency 
with 11 db below zero, tho camera used makes more noise than do 
three others tested. Most silent camera listed, for Studio K, regis- 
ters only 5 db of noise above whispering, but as the silencing device 
used Is only 2 db efficient in practical results it Is one of the three 
noisiest equipments. 




HOLLYWOOD CHATTER 



Bultation were four who had de- 
veloped the most iefflclcnt silent de- 
vices discoverptl- in the laboratory 
tests. 

Because of me non-competitive 
nature of the research work in 
■which the major studios are co<- 
©pcratlng, the Identity of individuals 
and studios Involved Is concealed 
by letters, with the key In the pos- 
session of Irving Thalberg, chair- 
man of the Producers-Technicians 
joint committee. 

Recommendatloijs made Thurs- 
day are now in the hands of H. G. 
Knox, of ERPI, and F. M. Sammis, 
of RCA, comprising the sub-com- 
mittee on camera-silencing. 

"Ice boxes," or sound booths large 
enough to hold both camera aind 
operator, were not included in the 
tests. Only blimps, bungalows, 
blankets and bags were measured 
for their degree of efficiency. Tests 
■wore made in a sound-proof room 
at the ERPI laboratory. 

Among preliminary recommenda- 
tions following the tests are: 

Motors should be mounted as an 
Integral part of the camera so that 
any external silencing device will 
be effective for both. 

Devices coupling motors to 
cameras should be improved to 
provide quieter operation. 

The type of camera tripod u.scd. 
does not seem to have much effect 
or) the noise. Use of a heavy steel 
tripod seems unnecessary so far as 
sound Insulation Is concerned. 
Covering the tripod legs with 



many of the better-silenced cameras 
had a sound intensity of the same 
order of magnitude as a loud 
whisper. They could not therefore 
be used for very quiet scenes un 
less the camera is some distance 
from the mike. Many of tho 
cameras tested must be used at 
least 10 tt) 15 feet from the mike if 
camera noise is not to be objection- 
ably loud. 

Amplifier gains and volume In- 
dicator readings were kept constant 
throughout the series of tests. The 
sound irsulatlon value' of the de- 
voice under test was therefore the 
difference between the attenuator 
readings for the camera and motor 
without and with the silencing de- 
vice. 

Room noise during the tests was 
in all cases 5 to 10 db below the 
quietest camera condition" • meas 
ured.

In all producing quarters where 
color pictures ai'e part of the year's 
product, there is much concern over 
the drawback occasioned by the in- 
ability to get sufficient prints. With- 
in the past two months, when a 
large number of color talkers have 
been released, the competition to 
get color prints has been unusually 
keen. 

Several studios are being forced 
to hold back play-dates on color 
product owing to the limited lab 
capacities and the care that must 
taken in the printing of tinted 
pictures, , 

'Paramount, with its first all-color 
talker, "Vagabond King," opening 
tonight (Wednesday) at the Cri- 
terion, is reported experiencing dif- 
ficulty in getting the number of 
prints it wants to shoot into the 
field without unnecessary delay, 
even while it is in its $2 run in 
Kew York. This condition, also 
applying to other producer-distri- 
butors, means a slower return on 
investment and an inability to set 
playdatcs as soon after the New 
York opening a.s desired. 

Even though $2 pictures achieve 
or are forced on Broadway runs, 
producers no longer hold back the 
films general release. Radio had 
30 dates set on "Hit the Deck" im- 
mediately after the picture opened 
at the Carroll. It could have set 
double ' this' number within two 
■weeks had Uie supply of color prints 
been sufficient according to report. 
-~ Competition- bcihg extremely keen 
now, producer-distributors with 
color pictures face the handicap 
that competitors with black and 
whites beat them to wider terri- 
tories. Although producers are kick- 
ing no%y, it is believed that .color 
prints will be available next season 
in as great a number and as fast as 
black and whites" are at present.

An actor has to admit he's 
wrong before he'll mend his ways. 
No self-respecting actor will admit 
to Sophrona McAllister Glutta, of 
the Whatnot School of Elocution, 
that she knows more about voice 
placing or expression than he does. 

Edeson, Tucker and Cowan seek 
diplomatic means of calling the 
actor's attention to his fallln'gs 
without calling him for them, and 
of persuading him to correct them 
of his own volition. 

He is going to be able to stydy 
his voice and correct his defects in 
tne privacy of his own home, ac- 
cording to the plans in formation. 
It will cost no money. 

Disc- Teaching 

The disc method will be used. 
After a few tips by technicians on 
the reactions of mikes' and talks 
by notables of the legit on deliv- 
ery and placing, each member of 
the school will be invited to re- 
cite a standard verse that con- 
tains the necessary sibilants, gut- 
teral-s, high and lows, etc. This is 
recorded and he Is given th6 disc 
to take home. 

With it he receives a disc on 
which the verso Is recited as It 
should be by an expert. Also a 
set of horrible example dlgcs In 
which each type of vocal defect Is 
demon.strated by an expert culled 
fi-om the foot of the class in 
elocution schools. 

The actor can play these over on 
his phonograph. He can listen to 
the perfect delivery, then to his 
own delivery. Then if ho ron't de- 
tect what's wrong, he plays the 
horrible examples until he . dis- 
covers- tow.ard which of them he 
tends. 

When recognizing his defect he 
la expected to eliminate it, nuiT. lo 
be humble enough to reciuost oil- 
vlco if he can't maMMtrf It aloiio.

Film companies have been com- 
peting with each other in the matr 
ter of splurges by bulb. iJign mak- 
ers, of course, clean up oh the pre- 
mieres, particularly where pig^tures 
fall to hold up and are replaced 
every few weeks. 

Iij some . cases signs are only 
leased to theatres. . In others the 
theatre buys the sign. A minimum 
sign cost for one of the houses men- 
tioned is said to be $7,000. Second- 
hand value of th6 15 -foot letters Is 
I>ractlcally nil, as the sign compa-.r 
riles allow only a trifling rebate or 
assume that the letters revert to 
them ^t the end of a run. 

Each letter in a giant electrical 
display costs from $200 up. Lengthy 
titles are a luxury. Electrical item 
Is often about 50% of the pre-open- 
ing nut of a $2 film, except where 
special newspaper campaigns are 
conducted. 

The Winter. Garden has had the 
most pretentious displays, having a 
sign expanse running an entire 
block on Broadway and three stories 
high. For "Noah's Ark" a curtain 
of steam was added to the electric 
effects, bringing the cost up to 
around- -$i)0,000,- That remains— the... 
pinnacle of the. electrical splurges 
tc> date.

Policy of holding midnight shows 
on Saturday ' hlght, which the 
Broadway theatres started about a 
monvh ago, has today spread to al- 
most a majority of tlie theatres In 
Greater New York.

HOUSE STAFF FOURSOME 
IS PROLOG FOR "FUN" 



Agitation for the abolishment of 
the Film Boards of Trade, long rec- 
ognized as one of the strongest bul- 
warks of the Hays organization, has 
been started within the M. P. P. D. 
A. Fireworks In this dir'ectlon com- 
menced at the Hays meeting called 
to consider the 1930 budget for the 
maintenance of the 32 boards. 

While the appropriation, the same 
as In 1929 despite that this year the 
boards are lessened of -their admin- 
istrative hand In arbitriation through 
the Thacher ruling, was approved 
it Is known that at least two pic- 
ture company members intend to 
bring the matter to Issue at the 
next directors' meeting. This will 
be held within a few weeks, or 
shortly after Will Hay^ return from 
the Coast. ^ 

That the boards have outlived 
their usefulness with . the. end of 
compulsory ' arbifratTon^ and thai 
the present contractural situation 
could be better met by repllaclng 
them with a system similar to that 
used by retailers to handle their 
credit accounts In other trades Is 
the position being taken by one of. 
the oldest companies in the field. 
This contention. It Is learned, has 
already been offlcially submitted to 
Hays. 

Two Objections 

When this stand was, presented 
at the recent meeting it was quiokly 
snuffed out by Paramount's repre- 
sentativie who is quoted as stating 
that niatters within the Industry ^.re 
in too . chaotic a state for such a 
solution to be entertained at this 
time.' 

Warners opppsed the total of the 
1930 budget, demanding a cut In 
view of the elimination of the arbi- 
tral function. This .was also tabled 
by other companies on ^ the same 
premise. 

It was explained that defending 
Government suits has been largely 
responsible for the board's ex- 
penditures last year being In excess 
of the previous year. About $100,- 
000 was spent by the industry for 
this purpose, of "which a $20,000 item 
was necessitated by bringing to and 
housing In New York for a period 
of two weeks the 32 secretary wl- 
nesses. 

When Interviewed, the repre- 
sentative of another Hays com- 
pany said that Its individual ap- 
portionment for Film Board's main- 
tenance had increased "enormously"; 
that this service from Hays Is cost- 
ing In the neighborhood of $1,000 
a week. His company, this exe- 
cutive said, will also oppose the 
power of a.ttorney Idea advanced 
by Hays officials close to the 
arbitration situation as the best way 
to bring arbitration and a uniform 
contract back into the industrj'.

Attitude of the Hays office con- 
cerning various producers squawks, 
especially numerous since the 
Thacher decree.

And so far as assessments are 
concerned, it is countered by the 
proponents for the Boards that no 
producing company member pays a 
weekly toll in excess of $800. Some 
of the smaller , members donate a? 
low as $100, thf: minimum. 

"At the Hays office it Is dcflarod 
that within the next two weeks, at 
the latf-st, every company will have 
its own distributive contractual 
form in elocution.

The 
picture about which Columbia has been 
throwing raves. So much so, in fact, that 
it became difficult to imagine any one 
production could be as good as its pro- 
ducer claimed. 

No other course was open then but to 
find out what the shouts were all about.. 
We took a peek and this is what we saw : 

K beautifully tempoed production, 
charmingly acted, and a vast, but never 
overplayed, sentimental appeal. , 
f A slight enough 3tory of a Viennese 
musician whose rhapsody leads to his ar- 
rest for the murder of the man who 
wrecked his home, while, at the same , 
time, it brings happiness to his daughter 
and her sweetheart. 

Adroitly directed; and handled always 
with appreciation, "The Melody Man" de- 
serves a widespread play. Far removed 
from silly musical comedies and stories 
of backstage life, it further disproves an 
industry adage that a picture to get by 
must be loaded down with unfunny aiid 
unnecessary wisecracks.

G HARMING in tempo, appreciative in treat- 
ment an^^ dignified' in perfor^^ Add to 
these fundamentais in picture-making, a dra- 
matic story bolstered by a high-grade of di- 
rection and the answer is an approximation of 
"The Melody Man." 

Here is the picture which represents -a high 
mark in Columbians long career as a producer. 
Its motif revoi^jes around a rhapsody and how 
its loyely melody leads the Viennese police to 
the composer charged with murdering the inter- 
loper wha^ wrecked his early family life.

Nothing hot or jazzy in "The Melody Man," 
but, despite that, a fine motion picture.

"Moana"), and other bits of novelty 
and fast danclngr. 

Performance -then goes Into spe- 
cialty and revue ensembles. First 
rate novelty song by Janet Gaynor 
and Charles Farrell ; called "Little 
World All Our Own," iwith the sing- 
ers building up a miniature cottage 
as they sing the love lyrics. 

One of the most .elaborate song 
and dance numbers probably ever 
screened Is "Crazy Feet" with Dixie 
Lee singing and 32 girls doing tap 
and Jazz routines. Song melody 
is great as a dance tune candidate 
for the best sellers and the staging 
Is superlatively striking, getting 
shows a gigantic pair of shoes and 
two trouser legs stretching upward 
to what would be the wearer's 
knees. Trouser legs are drawn up 
and the shoes are revealed as two 
stages each holding groups of eight 
girls doing tap routines. What 
would be the shoelaces tyrn out to 
be stairways. Main body of dancers 
works in front of the shoe plat- 
forms on the floor. 

Another similar number earlier 
also has a snappy jazz lilt and is 
called "Snake Hips," sung by Sharon 
Lynn, with Ann Pennington as 
wriggling — and how! — lead. While 
the elaborate finale Is "Happy 
Days," sung by "Whisperfng" Jack 
Smith before one of those wedding 
cake scenic backgrounds like the 
finale of a Roxy presentation, every- 
body dancing and the whole star 
cast brought down front for a frag- 
ment of their numbers by way of 
reprise. 

Outside of these high lights there 
is a succession of capital sequences, 
gags -and smart surprises. One of 
them involves Will Rogers, Collier, 
George Jessel and Catlett In spar- 
kling banter; another is a moment 
of joshing with Tom Patrlcola and 
El Brendel over a pool game in the 
Stage and Screen club; a third has 
McLagleit and Lowe in one of those 
"dame copping" episodes reminis- 
cent of "Cockeyed World." Audi- 
ence responded to the last-named 
promptly. 

Reproduction on the wide screen 
is extra-gQod (explanation is a 
wider sound track). One minor flaw 
In the enlarged image technique is 
that fast action in closeups — such 
as fast eccentric dancing — is in- 
clined to flutter or flicker. One of 
the remarkable things about the 
- bigger screen, hpK^eyer, is that view 
from short range (4th row); and as 
far to the side as it is' possible to 
get at the Roxy, brings very little 
distortion. Images seem closer to 
normal than in a standard screen 
from the same angle. Another de- 
tail Is that even from the most dis- 
tant point in the Roxy the separate 
screen figures have much the ap- 
pearance of a standard screen image 
frpm the middle of the house. How- 
ever, from the high point (balcony 
top) the screen angle does bring on 
some distortion. 

The big camera (70 mm) is 
moved around to flash a few angles, 
a 45 -degree slant at an exiting line 
of girls being a pip. And amongf the 
"news" shots included must also be 
mentioned a night flash of Times 
Square which practically takes in 
everything from 43d to 47th streets, 
looking up and downtown, in close- 
up. 

Picture -seems to be running a 
trifle long, due to a couple of super- 
flijous Inclusions. McLaglen and 
Lowe are permitted too many chor- 
uses in their comedy duet, taking 
the edge off It, and there doesn't 
seem any particular reason for the 
comedy follow-up on the Gaynor- 
Farrell number after^ perhaps, one 
full chorus flash at the stars as 
bonneted tots li> a baby carriage 
for a laugh. Brendel's breakaway 
suit item, following a minuet Intro 
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ductlon, also meant little here, al- 
though smaller town audiences may 
go for It. 

House Is not spreading the screen 
entirely across the opening but 
has allowed It two-thirds of the stage 
width. It is also to be noted that 
the Roxy's projection throw is from 
the front of the balcony, possibly 
saving a lighting problem. , Hom' 
much light houses using Grandeur 
from rear balcony booths will need 
is .something to mull over. Another 
angle is that Grandeur's oblong 
shape permitted a full view of the 
screen irom the rear of both lower 
floor and loge section, balcony sight 
lines not interfering to cut oft the 
top of the picture, at least at the 
Roxy. • 

The new sized screen and its spas- 
modic spectacle flashes had the 
audience talking it over throughout 
the picture, and the general impres- 
sion is th%t all class A and B houses 
will havQ''to go to the big screen 
sooner or l atgr . That's surefire 
when the boys turji loose color in 
conjunction with the big film which, 
incidentally, isn't so far away. 
Studio heads, however, will likely 
hold this back until at least the 
key centers become accustomed to 
the big camera's results. And what 
Grandeur, means abroad Is still 
something else. Just about the time 
they get straightened out on sound 
across t^je Atlantic, they'll have to 
readjust again. But maybe they'll 
permit one Grandeur print to count 
for two normal films on the various 
quotas. Rush.

Three" the sort of picture to send 
highly laudatory telegrams to dis- 
tributor about, but chances are^ 
slim there'll be any squawks. Back- 
ground, with 11th U. S. Cavalry seen 
in action, and unusually fine com- 
edyr are this talker's-savlng- graces.. 
It's nice program material, espe- 
cially promising for the smaller 
centers. 

Arthur Guy Empey, famed for his 
"Over the Top," done years ago 
as a silent, wrote and supervised 
this latest special from the Tiff 
workshop. His is an ordinary stqry. 
It tells of three hams tossed otri ^ 
a vaude theatre who figure the best 
bet for chow and flop security is 
the army. Rex Lease goes on the 
make for Dorothy Gulliver, ^ven be- 
fore he gets Into uniform, and saves 
her favorite mount from a fire to 
cap hia long conquest, once upset 
by a jealous officer suitor. . Situa- 
tion that would make it appear the 
rookie hid, squealed on the officer 
puta him on the snubbed list by 
brother soldiers, but apparently the 
stigma is removed. Picture is badly 
^edited toward finish, ostensibly to 
keen down running time, but im- 
pression is that ther ignominy has 
be6n lifted. Fast close, inclined to 
leave matters a trifle hastily, has 
also edged out the usual flnal clinch. 

Despite the clumsily handled 
scenes in last reel, picture has suf- 
ficient comedy, In most cases ex- 
pertly applied, to give it good en- 
tertainment rating for masses. 
Slim Summerville, gawky, hick type 
and one of the trio tabooed in 
vaude, almost cops the .picture. A 
perfect comedy type, Summerville 
has a smart chance to step ahead. 

Very likely that "Troopers 
Three" will roll up decent business 
in the sticks. Besides the appeal 
it has for the smaller centers, It's 
the sort of entertainment kids will 
get a kick out of. At the opening 
performance (matinee) young 'uns 
in the audience seemed to enjoy 
It most, particularly the comedy 
and the thrilling cavalry sequences. 
Besides a drill and a stunt riding 
exhibition, there's as flne a sham 
battle staged as ever screened, 
either In features or newsr.eels. All 
cavalry stuff is enhanced in effect 
by being projected in the Gaiety 
on a large screen with a magnify- 
ing projection lens on the pro- 
jector. 

Pleasantly Interwoven In story 
are several songs. "As Long as Tou 



Love Me," theme piece, is an infec- 
tious tune, and "Please Be Good to 
Me" is a fair melody featured by 
Rex Lease and no dubbing, either. 
Another, "The Girl from Oscaloosa," 
is a good chorus number with comic 
lyrics and a swing. 

Lease and Miss Gulliver, as the 
rpmantic leads, impart what's nec- 
essary. Voices record satisfactorily 
throughout and in the love scenes 
the directorial touches have meant 
much. Completing the three act 
looking to Broadway laurels, Roscoe 
Karns aids Summerville nicely.

Photography good on the whole, 
only the cavalry scenes suffering 
from dullness . and this perhaps 
partly due to a magnified negative.

One other fault with trying to 
shove ovefr Spanish versions of 
American made pictures Is lack of 
actors. In this version the cast Is 
way below par. ^Uslng foreign casta 
leaves other loopholes, such as giv- 
ing the picture American atmos- 
phere:"' In 6ne~spot-ln .the film- the 
American hero who speaks In Span- 
ish, is asked to sing an "American" 
song, and he sings it In "English." 
Jumbled continuity Immediately 
threw the film off gear and audience 
noticed it by laughing. 

Story runs similar to the English 
version, 

Sobs, sniffles, a kid posing with 
bowed head and anguished eyes^, a 
couple of lawyers tlrlag a jury, and 
the prisoner fainting, all tend to get 
a verdict of acquittal and every- 
thing ends happily.

Loa Angeles, Feb 18. 

Advisability of taking on picture 
^tora for vaude la proving quite a 
problem to eastern circuits. They 
find it almost Imposalble to deal 
with the screen folk. The R-K-O 
office more than any other eastern 
booking office, has been and still is 
after picture names, but finds sal- 
aries so prohibitive there isn't a 
chance to do business. 

The average picture name, when 
Approached out here direct or by 
an agent, starts, off with $3,000. 
Many ask more. That three grand 
price is getting to be a gag. Most 
of the Ins/stent "three granders" 
get no more than $500 to $1,000 a 
week in pictures. 

On the side of the picture actor's 
argument they mention ' being fa- 
miUar with the disappointments en- 
countered by some of the stars who 
have gone into va^ide in the past. 
£ome are willing to admit they have 
neither the experience nor ability 
to put on a desirable act and sug- 
g9Bt that the same method as used 
'by the studios in selecting a name 
should be used by vaiide. 

As an example, -it Is felt that 
"taking a" name "Of Potential -box" of- 
flce appeal, gfv'ing him or her a con- 
tract for 10 weelcs or as many more 
as can be guaranteed by the book- 
ing office, wliich adiould take the 
responsibility of building an act for 
the name, would be a feasible plaji 
and perhaps solution. It's believed 
that the booking office would not 
be taking much of a gamble^ as a 
clause in the contract covers an act 
flopping. 

Ducking Worry 
In the opinion of showmen out 
here a picture actor asking $3,000 
for vaude, knowing of the pitfalls in 
getting a good act together, would 
t4k«.le3.S than,_half that amount if 
assured of work and relieved of the 
worry connected with producing an 
act of his own. The big bugaboo 
of vaude to a picture star is when 
finding out about, paying his own 
fares, b^-ggage, members of the 
cast, commission and incidentals, 
besides the worry of producing the 
act. 

Another thing scaring the picture 
lustor away from vaude Is that any 
number of mediocre screen people 
have attempted and flopped In vaude 
j»nd arc now disgusted. They have 
spread unfavorable . propaganda 
.iChrough the picture colony. Another 
ilactor they consider Is the fadeaway 
•f two-a-day vaude. 

Many of them would still be will- 
ing to plajr If vaude assured them 
assistance and guaranteed con- 
tracts; - Otherwise the picture ac- 
tor figures it's a waste of time, with 
chances scant of being successful 
tn' vaude.

He ha<> been sued for this 
amount, but had settled privately on 
a note basis calling for tCO monthly 
until liquidated. He defaulted in 
payments and later filed pleas of in- 
aolvency. Markua retained Abra- 
ham M. Parlser to look into Nazar- . 
ro's assets. 

Purchase by Markus of the Buck 
and Bubbles contract does not affect 
the 11,100 debt still owlpg the Hotel 
Stanley.

The mechanical age in theatricals 
la developing with eiuch startling 
rapidity, along with the art of 
fakery, that nothing seems an Im- 
possibility. Next off shot of sound 
may be the use of talker wiring in 
theatres to_ reproduce a bong, instru- 
mental number,' dancing, even dia-" 
log, with the artist on the stage 
who's supposed to be doing all this 
remaining dumb.. 

Wiring may thus make sensations 
of sixth-rate performera in vaude, 
picture houses or anywhere else. All 
that the artist will have to 4o is 
learn the movements he should go 
through to be the big hit. 

Revelations and ext>crlments in- 
dicating what can be done with wlr-^ 
ing In and out of pictures already 
have showmen anticipating the day 
of puppet actors. . Near perfection 
of fakery, stronger Fide-llne of pic- 
tures than ever before, is bringing 
that dayviearer, thfi prophets claim. 

An actor who has no voice at all 
can be , placed on the stage .to do a 
number. A record of that number, 
perhaps sung by a Caruso, Is or- 
dered and run from the projection 
booth over the theatre's wiring, with 
horns concealed on the stage near 
tvhere the artist will perform. It's 
simply a matter of "dubbing" for 
the stage. The artist's Up move- 
ments or even a very small, weak- 
ling voiue accompanies, the talker 
reproduction doing ihe rest. 

It's done In pictures. Why not In 
vaude or anywhere else, claim the 
showmen looking ahead. 

Publix has already gone for some 
of the faking stuff and ia reported 
now dickering with a mechanical 
genius who is working on the theory 
of "wiring up" for anything by bor- 
rowing from the talker science. Kn- 
sembles in new Publlx units are 
using faked banjos ajid harmonicas. 

Mechanical engineers In all fields 
are reported experimenting on all 
sorts of methods by Which music, 
singing, dancing;, everything, can be 
faked for the theatre. The way 
talkers are advancing with mechan- 
ics and technique l.y driving invr-n- 
tlvc minds toward applying the 
".system" to everything else. What 
has bofn po.ssible In picture, It is 
maintained, ought to be pos.slbfe in 
other llelds atid directions. 

The camera :Tils«es nothing, hut 
itlll dubbing fa freely done. It's 
getting down t^i such a fine point 
that . only experts can detect the 
fakpry In many instances, whether 
it'.s In .talking, singing, dancing or 
instrumental n.-aterlal. 

Why not dub for the stage, arguo 
tlio.se who look to the future. It's 
jcHSifT to coVf-r i.p lip or other mwvc- 
mfjnts on a stage, with lighting, 
.shadows, mul\f;up, etc., to do the 
trick. Also, it's pointed out, there 
are no faniera close-ups as in pic- 
tures to give things away. 



National Broadcasting Co. has 
decided to take legal st(^ps against 
numerous theatres throughout the 
country, mainly In the cast, using 
the NBC radio broadcasts of "Amos 
'n' Andy," blackface team, as a 
regular part of their programs flv« 
nights a week. NBC's legal .depart- 
ment has>notlfled all theatres known 
to be making use of the ether en- 
tertainment to desist. Charge is In- 
fringement of copyright. 

Among theatre circuits ordered 
by NBC to discontinue the Amos 
n' Andy reception is RICO, Joint 
subsidiary with NBC of Radio. Im 
its blanket action against all al- 
leged offenders the NBC apparent- 
ly decided against discrimination. 

Motive behind NBC's ultimatum 
is i-eported to be an effort to pro- 
tect theatres playing and paying 
heavy for the blackface team In 
the flesh. "Anios 'n' Andy" (Cor- 
rell and Gosden) Ju.st llnished sev- 
eral weeks for Publix at a salary 
of $6,500. NBC Artists" Burean, 
which does the booking for the 
team, Is reported negotiating with 
Publix for additional time. Publix 
Qutbid RKO (Keith's) for the at- 
traction and got it despite NBCs 
affiliation with the vaudeville cir- 
cuit. 

In this particular case is seen an 
, attempt by NBC to stop piracy af 
all broadcaatfl for commercial um, 
such as the use of "Amos 'n' Andy" 
programs by theatres for box ofBM- 
purposes. 

The Amos 'n' Andy theatre broad- 
casts apparently started in Wash- 
ington. A manager noticed a aud- 
den decided drop in average at- 
tendance around 7 p. m. regularly, 
at which time "Amos 'n' Andy"' ai^. 
on the air for 15 minutes, paid for 
by a toothpaste concern. Decrease 
in attendance at that hour was 
traced directly to the radio team's 
popularity. The theatre rigged up 
sets and amplifying apparatus for 
lis" own iise and billed' the '"Amos ' 
'n' Andy" broadcast as "added at- 
traction." Shortly thereafter nu- 
merous houses outside of New 
York City adopted the idea, 

RKO was said to be planning tha 
theatre radio programs as a regu- 
lar policy for theatres in and out 
of New Tork when served with the 
notice of infringement. Several 
tle-upa with radio stores In New 
York had been arranged. 

"Amos 'n' Andy" are generally 
conceded to be the most popular 
radio act In the country today. 
Their weekly Inconie when playing 
theatres in addition to broadcast- 
ing la said to be in the neighbor- 
hood of $12,000. 

Last fall the NBC paid $100,000 
to an Independent station in Chl- 
cagOi -WMAQ, for the team's con- 
tract. Prevloiis to ^hat the team 
had worked on the Chicago "Trib- 
une's" station WGN. At that time 
they were known on the air as 
"Sam 'n' Henry." The boys started 
together In vaude under their own 
names, Correll and Gosden.

Tom Gallery, manager 
and matchmaker, stepped into the 
job of running the club without 
(Experience in promotion. Previous- 
ly he had been a picture actor. To- 
day the Legion's Is the most con- 
sistent money-maker of the country 
in the way of fight clubs. 

The Olympic, operated by Jack 
Doyle, has been In the red for four 
years. In the last six months it 
has broken even and shows signs 
of making money. With a capacity 
of 16,000 it has had about three 
sellouts since opening. 

All the other clubs are neighbor- 
hood affairs with a capacity of from, 
3,00|p to *4,500. They , make enough 
money to pay salaries with nothing 
left over. There are also about six 
bootleg clubs operating sis ama- 
teur outfits. They grab what little 
Is left over after the legit clubs 
get theirs.

Belief of actors and producers In 
the burlesque field as the wheel 
season is about to close Is that 
Mutual's next season will call for 
drastic changes. 

Numerous ideas have been ad- 
vanced to the wheel heads and 
some are said to have made an 
impression. 

One suggestion aims at a policy 
whereby the chorus remains sta- 
tionarj' and only the principals 
travel. Thoatres would maintain 
their own stock choruses and sup- 
ply the scenery while the seven 
or eight principals travel as a 
vaudeville act. Elimination of three 
traveling stage hands,- railroad fares 
and transportation expenses In gen- 
eral, with cheaper chorus buys pos- 
sible under the stock system are 
the economical features of this pol- 
icy which was used for a time on 
the old American wheel. 

The strip, which - supplanted the 
cooch as the punch of practically 
all burlesque leading women, is def- 
initely through. Audience response 
has been sadly off lately. 

With the stripping on the skids 
.recently the comedians of burlesque 
have, received their first chance at 
gaining prominence, but general 
failure hints there Is something rad- 
ically wrong in that ■ quarter. Al- 
most unanimous thought Is that-the 
comics cannot be funny for $75 a 
week and will not until a way Is 
found to raise the ante. 

Salaries paid burlesque feature 
people this season would daze any- 
one. In this day of .huge salaries in 
Ather branches. of_ show, .business, 
the highest sum mentioned in a 
Mutual contract this year Is $226. 
Contracts for that amount were Is- 
sued to two well known comedians, 
both conceded to have a following 
in the wheel towhs — and neither 
of them got It. Cuts Imposed on 
almost all wheel people reduced the 
two salary toppers' weekly figure 
to an average of around $175.

Not only that, but he slap- 
ped the westerner so hard to the 
ehort ribs that the blond from 
Omaha was turned half way around 
many times. Some of the smart 
money took the short end on the 
Ace's rep for winning In the east, 
and their bank -rolls were dented. 

The so-called "Nebraska wild cat" 
was wild all right. From the 
seventh round on he wa.s Infuriated 
at his Inability to land on the elusive 
and always punching Rosenbloom. 
He talked to Maxie, calling him 
names, while Rosie would pepper 
him with both hands and none too 
gently. Hudklns tried to counter 
with those funny half circle punches 
that never landed. 

Max's Elusive Chin 

There was a time when Rosen- 
bloom and K. O. Phil Kaplan used 
to fight a round- robin. Phil was 
a hard socker and wished he could 
get a clean sock to Maxle's chin, 
but never could. Everytlme he 
would get_ set to shoot- a haymaker 
across, pop would come Maxie's left 
hook, smack on the mouth or nose, 
with the result that Kaplan was 
tilted off balance. Hudkins did 
manage to land his., right a couple 
of times to Maxie's map but without 
damage. 

It was the first showing In New 
York for Ace for a year or so. The 
boxing solons never liked his style 
and said so. No doubt about Hud- 
klns being a tough baby. He land- 
ed low at least twice and was warn- 
ed for "heeling" half a dozen times. 
Hudklns abandoned his crouch ex- 
cept when In close quarters when 
he would plant his head on Rosen- 
bloom^s chest and flail away. ■ Maxie 
would bob his head from side to 
side, som^lmes pushing away Ace's 
left mitt which seemed to grasp 
hinj by the throat. It could have 
led to thumbing. Masie paid no 
attention to Ace's taps to the kid- 
neys while infighting. Often he 
fought himself out of a clinch and 
Invariably had the best of It. 

How the boxing commission now 
rates Rosenbloom is- their own 
worry. Early last week Jimmy 
Slattfery fought a Buffalo boy for 
the vacated light heavyweight 
•crown. Slats won, but few in the 
fight game take the matter seriously, 
Slattery must defeat Rosenbloom- to 
get a clear title and It is doubtful 
he can\turn that trick, for Maxie has 
outpointed nearly every other good 
man In th5"aiei«iQ,n, and Slats hasn't 
Always In Condition 

It was a hard, fast fight. Once 
again It proved that Rosenbloom is 
an exceptional fekpw. Maxie is ac- 
cused of unorthodo^tcaiJifrig, yet he 
always appears to be in condition 
and frequent ring battles appear to 
be his meat. During rest periods 
the man sits calmly as he. did last 
Friday, never taking a long breath. 
., Fred Lenhart, who was recently 
stopped here by Larry Johnson, was 
awarded the decision over Rosy 
Resales, the Cleveland Indian, who 
is credited with a wiii from John- 
son. The decision did not meet with 
favor from ringsiders by any mciWE. 
Lenhart went' down but without a 
count In the second round from a 
hard stomach punch. Seemed to oe 
woozy later on too, but the judges 
figured Lenhart's forcing and show- 
ing the last five rounds gave him 
an edge. That certainly could not 
have included the .ninth session In 
which he took a proper trimming. 
Vincent Sirecl, former amateur 
knockerout, won that way from 
Stuffy Mclhnes, of Scotland, who 
went out cold In the fourth round.-

A lot of wheel shows are using it, 
but they don't know the difference 
on Eighth Avenue. 

Femme contingent is there 40 
ways. Ann Paulsonr Ingenue, • haii-- 
dies several numbers and never goes 
for the semi-strips. BIlHe Shaw- 
smacks across plenty of hot stuff in 
her numbers and manipulates teas- 
ers to perfection, making them prac- 
tically beg for the strip, and how 
they go for it! Mable White Is an- 
other who knows her onions as 
number leader and teaser manip- 
ulator, with Miss Collette also giv- 
ing them everything they want in 
a visual way. 

For a stock show the current lay- 
out rates with any and has all in- 
gredients of a typical burlesque 
show. The choristers deserve a 
great big hand for the animation 
they show In the musical Interrup- 
tions, all working as though they 
enjoyed- it which is Jn. contrast to. 
the dead pan girls In most wheel 
shows. 

Biz at the American has been 
.steadily pjlcklng up since the house 
went stock burlesque and w:ltli a 
good house In Monday ni.ght. The 
shows are not too rough, and with 
less double entendre stuff than most 
wheel shows, seem to click with the 
customers. 

Rube Bernstein, In charge, ig an 
astute burlesque showman and litis 
been lining up good stock shows 
without going overboard on blue 
stuff, and has built up business con- 
siderably since taking charge after 
.Joe Hurtig vamped to Passaic, N. J. 

Despite the near Broadway loca- 
tion the American Is holding its 
shows within bounds as far as bur- 
lesque suggestlveness goes and prov- 
ing there's still a clientele for that 
sort of entertainment.

They had their work cut out for 
them staging this week's show on 
tho Boxy stage. Idea was to get 
a wallop In It that Would steal 
some attention away froni the In- 
troduction of the heralded Grandeur 
screen. Maybe they didn't try for 
competition with the epochal event, 
concentrating Instead on making 
a presentation typically Roxy in Its 
linished showmanship. 

"Happy Days" (Fox) with, its 
score or so of "names" and its 
sumptuous spectacle held enough 
gasps for anybody's show, and for 
once threw the stage proceedings 
into the shadow. Rostrum feature 
is an intricate and very lovely bal- 
let, "La Grande Jardiniere," and the 
supporting novelty is the return of 
Von Grona and his dancers In a 
bizarre dance episode called "Rhap- 
sody," a fine bit of staging, but one 
of those interpretive dance things 
that suggests it ought to be full 
of meaning. If you could only grasp 
the significance. 

Wide film monopolizes the flicker 
portion' of the show. First there's 
"Niagara Falls," the last word in 
pictorial scenlcs and a punch by 
Itself Included In the overture. Idea 
apparently was to pave the way 
. for the wide screen feature to let 
the patrons become accustomed to 
the new dimensions. About i reel 
of it and a treat. Not less Impres- 
sive than the picture itself was the 
musical, background supplied by the 
orchestra, Niagara being a theme 
upon which the big organization 
could spread itself with plenty of 
■^elbow room for effects. -Overture 
worked through ponderous chords, 
to a dashing brass and everything- 
else climax. Percussion trio at the 
Capitol would have enjoyed the 
devastating musical climax. 

' Rhapsody" had Von Grona sur- 
rounded by the Roxy chorus work- 
ing in silhouette against a flaming 
red drop, pleated in vertical folds 
th.ls time instead of flat. What the 
pantomime means was anybody's 
£uess, but It was a striking per- 
formance whether it conveyed a 
meaning or not, the girls In those 
jerky maneuvers and Von Grona ex- 
pressing whatever he was express- 
ing In his own peculiar style of 
Btralned contortions. 
—.. UsuaL mal©._oliQlii_episode. .was a. 
picturesque staging of "The Two 
.Grenadiers," opening down front 
before the much used Roxy scrim 
with Harold Von Duzee and Jose 
Santiago singing the Schumann 
duet In character of the wounded 
■soldiers and the picture lighting 
from behind to reveal a posed group 
of Napoleon surrounded by his Old 
Guard and the chorus finale. Fine 
tableau for a big musical drama. 

Into the newsreel, all Grandeur, 
brought In for the new week and 
eliminating the standard size screen 
from the entire program. Gran- 
deur shots were not particularly 
Impressive. There's better material 
on the shelf flashed at the Gaiety 
last, summer. This had mostly bits 
that have been made familiar on 
the small screen many times — 
Naval Cadets in review on their 
own parade ground; big guns of the 
Coast Guard; cavalry drill of rough 
riding by the troops at Fort Myer 
and a semi- comedy shot at the big 
elephant In the Bronx Zoo. Novelty 
•f the big screen carried these, but 
they'll have to do better if It's go- 
ing to stick. Light artillery flrlng 
took the edge off the big gun clips. 
Maybe they're holding back Tilden, 
Babe Ruth, the West Point flash 
and the Leviathaji. It's one of the 
few times this house has missed 
with its news. 

Then into the main ballet and 
a spectacle of abundant charm. 
Beatrice Belkin, soprano, introduces 
the episode with a coloratura num- 
ber, the drop flying to reveal the 
ballet posed on a tiered series of 
platforms, girls' skirts held up in 
front forming a tight bouquet of 
flowers. Ballet comes down front 
Xor a formal routine on the toes, 
giving way to tho jazz steppers for 
one of those precision bits that 
never fail to pull applause and de- 
eervedly. Beautifully done here. 
Girls fall back Into their oi-iglnal 
pose and ballet corps returns to 
their earlier flower tableau for a 
■low curtain, while Miss Belkin fin- 
ishes her song. Incidental to the 
dance staging Patricia Bowman and 
Leonide Masslne, as an idyllic gar- 
dener and country lass, do a trim 
dance duet. Tdinh.

Messrs. Shaw and Lee, buffoons 
of the stiff stance school, and in 
a couple of musicals, are featured 
In this newest and quite pleasant 
Loew picture house unit. Three 
supporting acts are of suflScient va 
riety to make the entertainment 
diverting, and production activity 
of Arthur Knorr is expended in one 
attractive full stage set. 

Of prime financial Import to the 
Capitol currently Is "Devil May 
Care" (M-G), which has its first 
popular priced showing In New 
York after a two berry run at the 
Astor. Business was strong 
throughout Friday. 

"Pearls' " full stage set is an elab- 
orate stage band terrace .on which 
musicians are partially concealed 
behind a pyramid of glittering blue, 
and white upright shells. Hang-" 
ing from the files Is a set of un- 
original, but appropriate, electric- 
ally lighted balloons. The com- 
posite picture is refreshing as a 
mother-in-law packing her grip.

Italy and U. S. Films

talking films In a foreign language 
might Introduce here, and a revoca- 
tion of the prohibition is^^ very un- 
likely. So much so that It °is leai-ned 
from the American agencies here 
that the tendency generally In 
Italy is to make things more dim- 
cult for American films. 

Censorship board puts down its 
foot whenever it gets the chance. 
As one American film man said; 
"They are quite ready to handicap 
us when they get the chance." 
Case of "The Letter" 
A notabe exampe of the change 
over to place American films on 
the market Is the case of Para- 
mount's "The Letter." Entire film 
was based on Its dialog appeal, and 
the cutting and suppression of 
speech, that has had to be resorted 
to to get the thing past the 
censors proved very difficult, . and 
the film Is to be released here 
shortly. Nobody knows how the 
remedy Is going to be accomplished 
for this feature. 

Suggestions are being made for 
some compromise. It's doubtful if 
It would pay American producers 
to turn out Italian versions, by 
Italian actors for Italy's 42,000,000 
population. But there Is a tenta- 
tive suggestion that something 
might be done on the following 
lines: American producers to shoot 
a part, at least, of their Italian 
language tallters here, thereby giv- 
ing employment to Itali^^s, and at 
the same time contract Italian ar- 
tists to work on films especially In- 
tended for Italy. 

Pittaluga 

IMean while, there is the Italian 
viewpoint to the question, expressed 
by Signer Stefano Pittaluga, the 
biggest man In the local picture In- 
dustry. Pittaluga Is going to make 
Italian talkers In Italian soon. In 
March, his big studio outside the 
Lateran gate In Rome will start 
worlting. Contracts have already 
been signed with Fi-ench, German, 
and English firms for productions 
made her© -In these four- -languages, 
so that Pittaluga has already se- 
cured himself against a good pro- 
portion of the high expenses of in- 
stalling sound equipment. The ac- 
tors have been contracted, and the 
machines" supplied by RCA . are 
here. Four or five American elec- 
trical engineers have been In Rome 
for some weeks putting things In 
shape. 

Pittaluga owns six of the largest 
picture houses In Rome, Including 
the Super Cinema, Volturno, Modr 
ernlssimo, and the Cola dl Rlenzo. 
The newly Inaugurated Augustus 
In Naples also belongs to his com- 
pany. He contemplates producing 
at least three talkers this year In 
Italian. There ca;n be little doubt 
any decent native job will sweep 
the market, as native productions 
have been doing in France, and have 
a good outlet In South America, 
where the Italian colonies are nu- 
merous, especially In Argentina and 
Brazil. 

Pittaluga Is also wiring his own' 
houses with RCA,

At tables, when the nlte 
lifers dodge the champagne, the nick 
is $1.60 a copy for a Scotch-and. 
Anyway, the chief consolation is Its 
authenticity. Champagne, at $10 a 
quart for the McCoy, compared to 
the $20 and $25 for the California 
grape, seems a better buy relatively 
but that 10 Is murder for a country 
where they make it in their back- 
yards. 

The Prize Gyp 

The prize gyp joints are the Prus- 
sian cabarets. The French don't 
like 'em to begin with. With right- 
eous Indignation, should a vodka 
joint essay a gyp on a Frenchman, 
they have a stock threat that makes 
the alleged ex-Romanoff nobles be- 
have, to wit: "You're not French, 
you don't belong here; you're giving 
us a bad reputation as a take-'em 
natiop when you're the real gyps," 
and words to that effect. A native 
tested It out on a Russian gyp joint 
knd had the maitre d'hotel bending 
himself Into knots ti'ylng to square 
a threat of local publicity. The 
French are very patriotic and a 
People's Voice squawk like that 
would' become alinost a national is.^ 
sue- 
In line with this, at the Casanova, 
one of the stiffest joints of 'em all, 
they tilted the Xmas scale for wine 
to 360 francs plus 150 francs "war 
tax" — maybe for some ancient Rus- 
sian war, nobody knows what — -plus 
the Governmental "timbre" (stamp) 
tax of another IjO francs. Makes It 
20 bucks a bottle and led to the 
suspicion this might be bootleg 
stuff or that there's Prohibition 4n 
France. Only American umpchays, 
of course, would take such a bill 
and settle without squawk but with 
the silent determination not to con 
tinue patronage or encourage It 
thrcrcrgh u-wide 'and-freely-spendihg- 
group that goes out regularly. 

Some of the "commissionaires" 
are your best friends. They're the 
commission-merchants who take 
the toui'lst-shopper around to the 
most accessible shops or pseudo- 
"wholesale" places And get things 
at a cut and, on top of that, get 
their commissions from the shops or 
merchants direct. No extra charge 
to the shopper. Which gives an 
idea of the margin of profit when 
customer A. can go Into a shop and 
If commissionaire ' B happens to 
know of It, B can tell the shop 
keeper, days aftei*, "I sent A In to 
see you and here am I for my com- 
mish." He gets It without a squawk 
regardless of whether or not. A was 
directed by the commissionaire to 
go there. There are others who are 
terrible gyps, working with certain 
jolnts.^but If you'-re not a too quick 
tourist, and get to know the ropes a 
bit, they know the ropes even bet- 
ter on your behalf. They like to 
deal with Americans best as they 
spend best and they treat the aver- 
age tourist with an eye to the fu- 
ture, for ."recommendations" to 
other tourist friends. They found 
out. One commissionaire, upon 
hearing from tourists that there ex- 
isted a trend to fprego tho' Paris 
gyp-and-take and play Berlin and 
Vienna Instead, said he'd take up 
his business headquarters where the 
Americans went. 

30,000 American* 

There aren't so many Americans. 
Only 30,000 in actual number, but 
because these -.re usually the 
mooneyed group they are more 
omnipotent due to their prominence 
in the social life at the prominent 
hotels and cabaret.s. Actually the 
Poles and Italians in Paris are 15 
to 20 to one over the Yanks, but be- 
ing inconspleuo\in in the highlights 
of the city, their presence is not us 
much felt. 

They have the fastest taxifj and 
the cheapest. Even with the in- 
creased rates the day scale is only 
rivaled by Detroit's five cent per 
quarter (20c a mile) straight. But 
wlio would dare to give an Ameri- 
can cabbio a four cent tip? It's 
enough here, however, up' to a 10 
franc rldo. As for speed they put a 
1'imes ,«quare "cowboy" in slow mo- 
tion. In char.'ieterlstic continental 
faslilon moJ't ears are small in 
build, especially designed for .speed 
and ready extrication from tniflic 
tangles, and the way they shoot in 
and out of ti'aflic Is enough to m.akc 
any hardened cab rider's stomach 
do aerobatics. Just to make it cer- 
tain, tJiey have no speed laws. Yet 
the percentage of accidents In sur- 
prisingly low. One hates to lliii.k 



what would happen If a big Uipso 
(and. they're lou.sy with 'em here) 
would do to one of those toy taxis 
If they ever smacked. Talking of 
Ilispano-Suizas, being a continental 
brand, they're still expensive but 
much more common on the boule- 
vards than home. A Buick and even 
a Ford being In the same category 
of a "foreign" car as a Minerva, 
Rolls, Hisso, Mercedes, etc., is In 
America, gets more attention. Aa 
for a Packard limousine they cost 
more here than a Hlsso does in 
New York. 

The Cops 

They have the most genial and 
yet the most efficient police force 
In the world. In characteristic 
French manner a temperamental 
cabbie may argue blue-blazes- with 
a cop to forcefully, explain how he 
came to do this or that upon which 
the gendarme frowned. It makes 
you wonder what would happen to 
the bozo who argued with a west 
47th street bull thataway; but while, 
like as not, they talk 'em out of It 
too, proving the policemen's gen- 
eral geniality, just try and do any- 
thing really wrong here. Yon can't 
bribe or Influence a local cop with* 
anything. There's a seml-miUtary 
dignity about them that removes 
them from that sort of thing. And 
another item — you can use all the 
words In the lexicon you want to 
and there won't be much protest 
for abusive, language,- but If you're, 
ever indiscreet enough to engage In 
a street fight, or any fisticuffs, they 
throw the keys away on you. 

There must be more bicycle riders 
than any place else in the world. 
Everybody velocipedes. It's a popu- 
lar means of getting around and In 
the suburbs as many women as 
stags pedal. 

There are two prices In many 
places tot natives and tourists, 
especially Americans. Two or three ' 
of the highest class restaurants, 
which means the highest-priced, are 
only so to Americans. In one spot 
where a couple went for $24 for a 
meal that was really nothing. It's 
•notorlous-tha t- they havfr -the sanio - 
menu for natives but don't exercise 
It, They just size up the customer 
and charge accordingly below pub- 
lished scale. 

Check All Che»ks 
. You must read every check they 
give you. And "read" It. Looks 
klnda small at first to the New 
Yorker but nobody, waiter or maitre 
d'hotel nor your femme vls-a-vls 
thinks anything wrong of that here. 
From experience It's gotten to be 
so that it becomes a customary pro- 
cedure because of the way they "err" 
— In tho house's favor, A native 
took this reporter on a tour of 
three spots, proposing this check- 
up as a gaJg and, as if framed, the 
batting aiverage was 1,000 on the 
attempted gyp. If It occurred once, 
It could have been an accident; 
twice even, but^three out a>f-^hree, 
a paralyzer. 

Even nlte clubs give you an "In- 
side" cut on your check of 25%. 
Natives get It chiefly and are not 
bashf.ul to ask for it, nor even the 
10% cut 'some restaurants accord 
the regulars. A certain favored 
few are even urged to partake of 
tho restaurants' best for some ridic- 
ulous flat sum such as 55 francs. 

You can never be lonely. You 
can safely walk up to any girl In 
a cafe and converse as chattily and 
unconcernedly as If knowing each 
other for years. Or ask for a dance 
(and get it) in any dance spot. If 
unescorted, or even If with another 
■couple. Being the odd girl, the as- 
sumption Is she wants to drag the 
body around the arena, and there's 
no objection.

Merchants, storekeepers and vir- 
tually all- other business people 
depen-dent on the winter infliix, are 
singing the blues in high G. Qrders 
for clamping on the lid issued from 
the governor, raiders on the lookout 
in every spot. Up until last Friday 
play was wide open. Only the 
Embassy club casino in Mi.ami 
closed voluntarily two weeks ftg". 
Thursday night Edward T. White, 
Miami lawyer, and son of the Rev. 
J. L. "White, pistor of the Baptist 
church, raided the Roman Pools 
casino, closing the place and con- 
fiscating alleged gamblirtg equip- 
ment valued at $86,000. 

All the other big time casinos 
locked doors. White announced that 
he had been employed "by local 
ijusiness men to see" tTiaf the' law, 
reference to gambling, was- 
strlctlj' enforced in Dade county." 

The ultimatum includes horse 
racing and dog racing wagers, al- 
though books were not bothered at 
Hialeah this last week-ejid, while 
they were stopped cold at the dog 
tracks. 

Night c'.ubs were immediately af- 
fected insomuch as most of the 
profits are derived from the casinos. 
jThe present situation is the most in- 
tensive campaign in , years. Last 
year there, was a two-day shutdown 
on all the casinos, but orders to 
shut shop were telephoned. The 
raiders are personally on the scene 
this time. 

It Is understood that many com- 
plaints were made to Gov. Doyle 
Carlton regarding alleged gambling 
conditions,, and addresses of the 
gambling halls were 'published by 
the "Herald." Subsequently the 
difficulty ■ of- closing one form of 
gambling and permitting another 
became evident. 

While Miami Beach and nearby 
resorts are silently bearing the pain 
of a season now so tardy the prof- 
Its at best would be short, this last 
blow seems decisive in ruining the 
year. 

Many of "the boys" are scraping 
railroad fare to lam. Numerous in- 
stances of parties arriving by train, 
boat and motor, turned back on ar- 
rival oj:, departed immediately for 
Havana.

A number went as far as build- 
ing club houses, but the members 
found that It cost money to belong 
to a club and the boys who bought 
memberships at so much per month 
lack the so-called "club spirit."

These, too, have hit the low spot 
when the members found that the 
club meant nothln? but a come- 
on for the sale of lots.

Austin, who had to stand on a 
chair to be seen, produced evidence 
showing that he had obtained jobs 
for a number of girls. H© had sev- 
en girls in court with him to testify 
that they were satisfied with the 
instrucilon they received and some 
testified they had obtained positions 
through him.

Colorful Charity 

All types of philanthropl.sts pour 
money Into the coffers of organiza- 
tions for the protection of young 
women who constitute the most ap- 
pealing and colorful charity In the 
World. They Just must be and they 
are saved from the world and them- 
selves. Newspapers, feature writ- 
ers, never cease writing about them 
and their perils. Newspaper read- 
ers never cease being horrlfled at 
th© dangers that may overtake 
thfem. " With the constant and over- 
whelming" amount of publicity that 
Is always centered upon the young 
girl, she cannot go to perdition Jn 
obscurity. She Is more than pro- 
tected even against her own incli- 
nations.

And there are many more boys 
than girls. I^ast month of them 
cam© Into the Pennsylvania station 
alone. Most of the boys run away 
In search of adventure or romance. 
They have usually had some trouble 
at home or In school and are look- 
ing for a new break. 

Girls usually run away to New 
York because their home conditions 
are not pleasant and becaugo they 
have not pretty clotjies. They com© 
to New York with little more than 
th© vagua intention of somehow 
getting pretty things.

Havlne Its curtain delayed until 
9:15 pre-supposes a fashionable au- 
dience of late diners and a smart 
tone that is not; lived up to by the 
entertainment In the "Nlne-flfteen 
Bevue." Its humor has a frequent 
barroom flavor and a coarseness of 
delivery. There Is a way, for in- 
stance, of saying the word "lousy" 
and making It sound like an ultra- 
fashionable expression; there is 
another way of saying "lousy" that 
makes it sound like nothing more or 
less than lousy. Nine-fifteen utter- 
ances achieve the latter inflection. 

An Indefatigable chorus — hoofing, 
marching, nianoeuverlhg Zouave 
formations and doing everything but 
climbing the highest mountain— is 
responsible for some of the revue's 
gayest moments^ Costumes in •every 
case ' heighten the effect of precise 
routines.'- 

The chorus is seen first in musical 
comedy Versions of street-wear 
made of" sleek cire satin. Stripping 
to flesh and black lace undies, "Ruth 
Selwyn's Specialty Girls" add trans- 
parent tuUe skirts to emerge from 
their dressing room for the" opening 
number.

A con- 
stable was called In by the players to attach Breedlove's belongings, but 
the scenery and wardrobe were not his. The two girls, unable to pay 
for their room any longer, asked to sleep In the theatre (The Stroud). 
Manager, they said, refused because of the Are laws so the girls finally 
slept In a doorway for the night. The next morning they alone of the 
players (the rest were deterred by the freezing weather) set out for New 
York. They hiked and occasionally got lifts. In Hacketatown they 
begged a bowl of soup and In Newark begged a cup of coffee, but 
had nothing else on the trip.

The other day her mother called on me with a cable from some stranger 
In New York saying, "Your daughter is dead. What shall we do with 
the remains?" 

I cabled them.

Some met that night for the first time since 
they had shown in the States, many years before.

ia part of the agreement when he 
takes them on. As soon as they re- 
vive su-fficiently to secure personal 
publicity, they know they are auto- 
matically out.

When 
assured that his name, those of his 
men and those of his corporations 
would be withheld, he presented his 
reasons as follows:

Not a $5 Bill 

Mentioning a dozen names of 
men, ail one time holders of Execu- 
tive posts in different film com- 
panies and organizations, the speak- 
er continued:

In its endeavors to gain 
recognition In the motion picture 
industry. This pledge of allegiance 
to the producers for a five-year 
period was obtained at a meeting of 
the players- held in the Academy 
rooms last Thursday night and ac- 
cepted by the Producers' Associa- 
tion at their annual meeting held 
on Monday night. 

The majority of the players who 
signed the pledge are Equity mem 
bers and sided with their society 
during the strike last June. 

Though the agreement has no 
reference to Equity or . allegiance 
-to that organization there is an ob- 
vious impression that the power 
and strength of Equity, In the film 
industry, will wane and disappear, 
with its members possibly allowih 
their membership to lapse or with- 
drawing .until such .time as they 
might come • under Its jurisdiction 
for stage work. Under those cir- 
cumstances it Is said the actors 
might be willing to pay up back 
dues or apply for reinstatement in 
Equity. These players, or a ma- 
jority who signed the agreement 
which runs for five years with the 
producers, feel that there Is little 
likelihood of returning to the 
speaking rostrum In the near fu- 
ture or before the agreement with 
the producers will have expired. 
Double Dues 
It is possible the majority of the 
other players who joined the east- 
ern organization last summer may 
also take the same measures, as 
none w' .'.i to pay membership dues 
in two organizations, with the 
major players, or those steadily em- 
ployed figuring that the terms of 
the agreement will be enforced by 
their coast organization and that 
their rights will be fully protected. 

The agreement, approved at both 
meetings. Is specific in binding the 
studio actors from Interfering In 
any labor dispute or strike, even 
though an obligation they took In 
joining Equity compels them 
obey any order tha,t the Council of 
Equity might Issue with respect to 
entanglements of that body or any 
other labor organization.

The most helpless figures on 
Broadway are the many dramatic 
school graduates'who wander about 
from agency to agency Ignorantly 
and vainly seeking a job and seldom 
finding any. Their chances are 
slighter than anyope else's. They 
are inexperienced, unfamiliar with 
show customs and fresh from dra- 
matic schooL The inside of show 
business is a complete surprise to 
them. 

In- school they iearn nothing of 
the conditions of show business and 
year after year the schools turn 
hundreds of them out, to end their 
dreams of achievement In merely 
hopelessly seeking a Job. 

There is no place for them to get 
a Job. Stocks which were once a 
refuge are gone practically, and they 
must remain inexperienced with the 
dramatic school tag to them. 

Many of them have spent hun- 
dreds of dollars and several years' 
work to try for something. 

Many of them are from out of 
town and stay around looking for a 
Job until their money is gone, when 
they must return home. 

There are any number of dra- 
matic school graduates of last year 
who have never "had even a small 
part during the year they have been 
searching, and there are more pour- 
ing out from schools each season to 
Join the throng. /

It was 
known that outside financial aid was 
required prior to the show's en- 
trance with the result that net 
enough nioney to pay off the com- 
pany remained Saturday.

Fred Stone musicals are a persist- 
ing phenomena. It's taken for 
granted always that they will stick 
at least tw« of the four weather 
chianges of any year. If they failed 
to click editorials would be written 
and the Times would probably de-' 
plore the decadence of tradition. All 
of which prefaces the observation 
that commercial prediction on a 
Stone show Is superfluous. 

"Ripples" Is pretty good enter- 
tainment for general consuriiption. 
It shares with the whole pack of 
so'ng and dance .diversions a plot 
evaporation following intermission. 
And It shares another weakness 
more recently typical of Broadway 
musicals, an absence of outstanding 
tunes. On the positive side there's 
a production of exceptional pretti^ 
ness and a fairly smooth and swift 
pace. 

Paula Stone, the second of the 
three daughters, joins the family on 
the boards with this season. She Is 
surprisingly easy for a beginner, 
suggesting she must have picked up 
a lot of miscellaneous footllght ex- 
perience as she grew up. She can 
stand contrast with many of the 
Broadway Ingenues below the estab- 
lished feature billing group. Her 
part Is much the better of the two 
girl roles In "Ripples," her better- 
known sister being subordinated, or 
at least not highlighted. 

Two. of the girls when dancing 
with their father are sure-fire. That 
faithful and far-flung congregation 
of Fred Stone adherents will bark 
In sentimental enthusiasm at the 
.spectacJfi,._.There_ISi In fact, some- 
thing peculiarly heartening about a 
theatrical family with tradition be- 
hind it. Mrs. Fred Stone drawing 
and deserving applause on her 
splendid appearance adds to the 
three cheers feeling. 

"And I want," said Stone In his 
curtain speech, "to thank William 
Anthony McGuIre for writing me a 
clean show." 

After a moment's perplexity the 
audience decided to Ignore this 
cpening to endorse the higher purity. 
As a matter of fact McGulre's com- 
edy employs certain wheezes of a 
slightly indigo hue. In the service 
of anyone else these detours into 
innuendo wouldn't be noticed at all. 
But In a Fred Stone musical the 
Broadway slant on many things 
seems strangely incongruous. 
..Not, let It be recorded, that 
"Ripples" Is In any way similar to 
a French farce or a Shubert revue. 
It holds pretty close to the Fred 
Stone pattern. 

Eddie Foy, Jr., sewed his insignia 
on a personal success. This young 
man goes on the roster of those who 
are on their way. He handles him- 
self smartly, and being eligible both 
as light comedian and juvenile, 
makes It twice as auspicious. 

Kathryn Hereford, newcomer, ex- 
cited interest and shares with An- 
drew Tombes, 'Tm a Little Bit 
Fonder of Tou," the sho>((r's sole 
song possibility. Miss Hereford Is 
of tlie English type of beauty and 
still more of a looker than an ac- 
■ tress, yet showing Indications that 
her ability may catch up to her 
comeliness. 

Charles Collins, English juvenile, 
neat on his feet and singing nicely, 
managed before the evening was out 
to arouse curiosity to the point of 
consulting the program. He, too, 
may be enrolled on the special scru 
tiny list. 

ExceptionaHy good is the work of 
the dancing chorus throughout the 
play. William Holbrook and Mary 
Read are jointly responsible. Let 
the bouquet be apportioned equally 
for Imagination In conception and 
finesse in execution. Ensembles are 
one of the really strong points of 
the show. 

Late In the evening Fred Stone 
does a time dance with crutches 
which Is his own Individual high- 
light. Entirely mended from his 
aeroplane mishap. Stone gets 
around with his usual nimbleness 
His Initial entrance is a flying spill 
Into a bed of tulips. 

Charles LeMaire's costuming and 
Joseph Urban's settings collaborate 
In making the production register 
quality and optical glamour, vital 
Ingredients. If It matters, the plot 
Is about a lazy fellow named Rip 
claiming descent from the legendary 
Van Winkle of the Cat.sklUs. His 
disreputable mode of living and 
knack for prevarication Imperil his 
daughter's marriage Into the local 
gentry. A gang of dwarfs In the 
mountains turn out to be members 
of a bootleg gang and along about 
11.15 everything Is definitely put In 
place. ,

This adaptation from the French 
has many delightful aspects from 
the fine acting to the smartness of 
most of the dialog and consummate 
cleverness of execution, but it also 
bears features that place the minus 
marks against It. The keen edge 
that might have been is dulled prin- 
cipally by states of lethargy into 
which the play frequently falls, the 
unconvincing turns it takes toward 
the last and the tendency of the 
adaptor now and then to overwrite. 
Because it has been so well done, 
the play escapes being a bore, but, 
due to its shortcomings. It also 
misses being anything more than 
mildly amu.sing entertainment. 
Chances for a run look slender. This 
is partly due to appeal being direct- 
ed strictly to the most sophisticated 
of audiences. 

"Topaze" .Is typically French In 
plot, treatment and atmosphere.

The action never misses a suggest- 
ive spot, but the dialog, which Is 
this play's backbone, takes care of 
that. 

Complaint of police that Al- 
bert Topaze's stenographer has been 
on the make from the office window 
Would be burlesque of extreme 
crudity in different atmosphere, and 
even here goes a little too far, but 
another scene Is meat for the so- 
phisticates. Here the corrupt mem- 
ber of the city council, writing con- 
tracts to himself through a dummy 
agency, explains to the stupid Albert 
Topaze how 10,000 francs can be col- 
lected from several restaurants a 
year by removing a distasteful but 
very essential memorial to public 
service from Iij front of one cafe to 
anotliec.-. This, scene Is so cleverly 
written and so ingeniously "played 
that it stands as one of the most 
delectable moments of the play. 

Topaze Is a school teacher In the 
first act and a pillar of honesty. His 
adherence to the truth Is only sur- 
passed by his stupidity, with the 
result he's fired by th.e schoolmaster 
for not playing politics In the mat- 
ter of examination marks for a 
baroness' son. The second act 
finds the meek school teacher . In- 
veigled Into -acting as the dummy 
for the scheming city council boss 
and his mistress. He Is still so hon- 
est and so dumb that he fails to 
grasp the significance of politics 
until the beginning of the third act, 
when his character Is startlingly 
changed. How lie not only places 
the council member In his power, but 
grabs the gal as well, this causing 
Frank Morgan to so step out of 
character that the effect of his per- 
formance is badly lessened. Is re- 
sponsible for blunting most of the 
play's edge. . 

First act Is a pip. In the second 
the lapses from perfection begin to 
show, with some scenes of clumsy 
dialog and direction. 

Without Levy's satiric lines, the 
frequent delicacy of the farce ele- 
ments and the able cast, "Topaze" 
couldn't stand up. Morgan Is un- 
questionably one of the finest actors 
In legit, and here as a humble school 
teacher he's at his best. Clarence 
Derwent as the gesticulating coun- 
cil member, Is also superb, and a 
fine bit Is offered by Alf Helton, a 
blackmailing "gentleman." 
• Miss Foster, Miss Mitchell and 
others are merely fair, excepting 
Catherine Doucet as the sensitive 
baroness.

the chair. He had killed his sweet- 
heart, a 16-year-old girl whom he 
wanted to marry^ As he tells the 
story to reporters just before he 
goes through the door — the last mile 
— his case was manslaughter, cer- 
tainly not premeditated murder. 
Another man in the. death house of 
this Oklahoma prison attracts at- 
tention, too, In a more or. less sym- 
pathetic way . and more because of 
his humor. The man is a big col- 
ored fellow, convicted of garroting 
his mistress. 

The single scene is the row of 
cells In the death house. Richard 
Walters Is to be electrocuted for 
killing his girl. The hour ap- 
proaches midnight. The boy Is vis- 
ited several times by the ijrKson 
priest, and as time wears on the 
chance ■ for' a reprieve grows less. 
Guards shave the temples, head and 
legs of the condemned man. Lights 
grow dim. as the generators hum In 
the distance, the executioner testing 
the voltage. The man Is led through 
the door of the death chamber, and 
the dimming lights Indicate he has 
paid the penalty. 

Two weeks later. Another man is 
due for the chair that night. John 
"Killer" Mears, former lieutenant of 
a Chicago gang, grips the throat of 
the guard through the bars, takes 
his keys and opens the cells. They 
take possession of the death house, 
raiding the near-by office to obtain 
guns. They lead in the principal 
keeper, the chaplain and the guards, 
who are locked up. 

The balance Is the story of an 
outbreak In a New . York state 
prison. State troopers line the 
prison walls. Machine guns are 
brought Into action (simulation of 
the machine gun rattle not well 
done), the siren blows and search- 
lights sweep the cell block. 

Word is sent the warden that if 
he does not free the condemned men 
and furnish a high-powered car for 
a getaway the guards and the other 
hostages W-IU be shot. The Chicago 
ganster first kills a guard. When no 
sign comes from the warden he 
shoots down the keeper. Both 
bodies are heaved through the win- 
dow. He Is for putting a bullet into 
the priest's head, but desists at the 
pleading of other felons. He, too, 
kills a wounded convict to put him 
out of his misery. There are but 
two shots left for three remaining 
convicts. It having been planned for 
each to commit suicide. The killer 
gives his gun to one of the others 
.when there Is no hope of winning, 
then walks out info the atreain of 
machine gun bullets spraying the 
prison yard. 

Realism in "The Last Mile" 
seemed to be u point of view. The 
shootings were visual. Perhaps they 
would look more sensational and 
Startling If similar murders had not 
been committed at Auburn. Killer 
Mears used an oath or two, but the 
language could ' not approach the 
vicious speech of thugs In such a 
stress of excitement. A cement floor 
was laid to further create Illusion, 
but without the effect desired. In- 
mates of the death house wear felt 
slippers and oflftclals tred lightly. 

Spencer Tracy Is Killer Mears, not 
so tdugh in speech as he should 
have been, but a quiet, vicious fel- 
low, and nobody to shake hands 
with. James Bell, very good as the 
youth sent to the chair In the first 
act. Hale Norcross excellent as Red 
KIrby, who had been reprieved; 
Ernest Whitman ditto as the col- 
ored convict; Ralph Theadore, the 
principal keeper; Henry O'Neill, the 
priest; Joseph Spurln-Callela, an 
Italian murderer, and several others 
play well. 

But most people of 'The Last 
Mile" are, after all, the dregs of the 
toughest class of society, sordid 
men who are an aversion rather 
than diversion. May get stag au- 
dience, and without feminine pat- 
ronage does not figure to land.

An all-male cast, convicted mur- 
derers doomed to the electric chair, 
make this new melodrama doubtful 
of box-offlce appeal. 

"The Last Mile" Is an American 
Grand Gulgnol thriller, but Instead 
of 15 minutes Its enactment takes 
two and a half hours. The matter 
of audience sympathy Is conjectural 
and may be likened to public feeling 
for the convicts In the outbreaks at 
Auburn, Sing Sing and other jails 
within recent months. 

Audience sympathy Is won in a 
measure by a youth about to go to 



with the final act iiuiet and ending 
in tragedy. 

"The Infinite Shoeblack" action 
takes place In E<linburRh, Cairo, and 
back in Edinburgh. Andrew Ber- 
wick, a hard-hoaded, asplrljig 
Scotchman, Is studying for an ex- 
amination that will make him an 
Insurance actuary and tlie hope of 
a job with better pay. He is living 
in lodgings that cost him but four 
shillings a week, on the attic floor 
of a house of pro.stltutlon. 

Into Andrew's life comes Mary, 
a, girl found fainted on the .door 
steps. He carried her to his rooms, 
sends her to bed and fetches the 
doctor the next day. Mary tells 
part of her story. She had had 
many lovers, but Andrew would not 
believe her, thinking the girl 111. The 
girl had been steeped In the lore of 
ancient Greece, the result of which 
being a passion for loving and liv- 
ing as she chose. Now in a neuro- 
tic condition the case Is considered 
grave by the doctor, who advises a 
long rest in Spain. 

Andrew raises the necessary 
money by putting the name of an- 
other youth on his own examination 
papers, Mai-y never knows of the 
sacrifice until the end. The war 
breaks out. They meet again in 
Cairo. Her maiden aunt had died 
leaving her $20,000 a year. She had 
a fine home and loved to live in the 
sun. Andrew (with one arm lost), 
learns she Is the mistress of the 
geheral, and It burns. But he had 
loved Mary from the first. He pro- 
poses marriage, demands she give 
up her .money as well as her lovers, 
and become the hard working wife 
of a poor man. She protests, but 
consents to his conditions. Andrew 
always amused her, and she was 
stiing with the thought that after all. 
his Idea of life was right. Anyway 
she loved him. 

A few years later, Mary and An- 
drew are in their meagre Edinburgh 
rooms. A son had been- born four 
weeks. Mary has been abed, but 
seems better. Andrew Is again 
studying for the examination which 
he could have easily passed before 
the war. The transition from a life 
of luxury and love, appears to have 
made Mary a' different woman. ]Sut 
she Is slipping Into the shadows 
from some unexplained cause. 

The author creates, a premise that 
did not seem to be carried out logi- 
cally. It did not seem the right end- 
ing to a story that at times had 
lofty aspects, ending as It does in 

drabness Carlyle's J'Sajtor Resar-; 

tus"- was the Indicated Inspiration. 
In the program Is a quotation, "Will 
the whole Finance Ministers and 
tJpholsterers and Confectioners of 
modern Europe undertake in joint- 
stock company, to make 6ne Shoe- 
black happy? They cannot accom- 
plish It above an hour or two; for 
the Shoeblack also has a soul quite 
other than his stomach." At one 
time Mary tells Andrew he loved 
sadness. He reclaims a woman, so 
he thinks, and yet it is all some- 
what puzzling to the average ob- 
server. 

Helen Menken, the tltlan of "Sev- 
enth Heaven" Is the blonde and 
neurotic Mary, surely an appealing 
figure, the more so through her ex- 
perience prior to meeting Andrew. 
Leslie Banks makes his Andrew a 
doughty Scot, a man with a way 
about him and never uncertain 
Nearly all other characters are bits

.seemed to take a long while to get 
going, with the third act In a way 
ringing the bell.

"Joseph," which was earlier known 
a.s ''Even in Egypt," further aids the 
reviving the slogan: "Let George Do 
It." meaning George S. Kaufman, 
playwright, director, script fixer and 
.so forth. During the try-out show- 
ings those interested noticed . th.at 
eff(>ctive. curtains were lacking. Ber- 
tram Bloch who wrote the play 
Unally assented to l^rlnglng In Kauf- 
man, who said he'd take off hig coat 
for a piece of the show rather than 
royalty. 

George apparently did consider- 
alile fixing. No doubt about first 
iiighters generallj' liking ".Toseph," 
yet whether the story Is as humor- 
ous as It sounds is open to doubt. 
Tf is the biblical Joseph, he of the 
many colored coat nnd 'Pptlphar's 
wife Neris, who gets that way about 
him that supplies the basis of the 
play. His brothei-i cross Joseph, 
who is aired from his native Canaan 
and is sold as a slave to Potlphar. 
The Jewish lad Is smart and is soon 
made overseer of Potlphar's planta- 
tion on the Nile. 

He is hard at digging Irrigation 
ditches, the first of their kind, when 
Nerls takes a fancy to Joseph. The 
fact that she Is Pharaoh's sweetie, 
too. Isn't to the point; because the 
king didn't come around often 
enpugh. 

Joseph Is minded that the only 



answer to an affair with Potlphar's 
wife would be his death — they used 
to throw victims to the crocodiles in 
those days. When Joseph ducks the 
issue Nerls yells cop, claiming Jo- 
seph tried to attack her. He Is 
thrown In jail, with the promise of 
hanging. But before long Joseph is 
business manager of the jafl, putting 
it on a paying basis. 

Comes a time when Pharaoh has 
a dream that no one can interpret. 
Joseph is sent for, knowing that if 
his explanation is not accepted by 
the high priests, he cannot escape 
the gallows a second time. But the 
lad convinces the holy men and 
shows how there will be profit for 
all through his scheme of irrigating 
the land and storing the wheat 
against the years of famine. Joseph 
is made a noble, and Is back in the 
good graces of the Potlphars, Neris 
again bent upon trying her luck 
with the young man. 

The gaudy trappings of the char- 
acters lent pictorial splendor to the 
locale of Egypt In the days of the 
Pharaohs. George Jessel with his 
jet black hair and in ancient cos- 
tume heightened the picture. He 
had a way about him in addressing 
those above him, and it was no trick 
for Joseph to convince them he was 
a smart boy. Even though his peo- 
ple had given him the works, he 
was arranging at the close to fix up 
his brothers with a good job in 
the Potlphar menage. 

Jiessel Is amusing. His Joseph Is 
distinctly Jewioh, but the burlesque 
is accomplished with occasional ges- 
tures and minus a dialect Ara 
Gerald impressed as the Cleo-like 



Nerls. Douglas Dumbrllle pla;yed 
Pharaoh, whose dignity was lost 
when Joseph "sold" himself. Fer- 
dinand Gottschalk was Potlphar, 
whose wife couldn't be blamed for 
having other ambitions. The pro- 
gram lists many others but the three 
leads told most of the story, with 
Jessel on the stage most of the time.

ture colony but a scattered 'few 
were present. 

The title "Samurai and Geisha" 
is really only one of a group of 
three dramatic playlets, with Inci- 
dental music. From a standpoint 
of expressive dramatic art the 
Japanese have accomplished a good 
deal. Particularly with pantomime. 
Only for American consumption it's 
doubtful, even aside from all the 
action and conversation going on In 
native tongue. 

For the premiere here Prof. 
Nagazawa, teacher of drama and 
history at the U. S. C, offered an 
Introductory speech and timely 
translations from time to time. 
Program notes contain brief synop- 
sis In English besides. Whether it's 
intended to have a similar trans- 
lator along in the east Is not known. 

There Is no line of comparison 
between the Japanese and Chinese 
mode of dramatic presentation. One 
Is as far removed from the , other 
as Hong-Kong from Hoboken'; with 
the Nipponese way ahead. About 
the only shade of similarity Is the 
continual weird cacaphony of mu- 
sical Instruments. The Chinese mu- 
sicians are not seen at all here. 

In "Samurai and Geisha" is a: de- 
cidedly artistic strain, beautifully 
done, but slow moving. It tells the 
story of a poor artist who falls in 
love with an Oiran (probably the 
Japanese idea of a flapper). When 
realizing the futility of It he molds 
an image that later comes to life 
and entertains him.

ERPI Distributes $250,000 
Among Music Publishers 



The first payment by ERPI to 
American publishers who entered 
into the foreign copyright agree- 
ment with them was distributed 
among the publishers last week. It 
was reported to be Jn excess of a 
quarter of a million dollars. 

About three months ago ERPI en- 
tered Into a contract with John 
Paine, of the M. P. P. A^ who acted 
as agent and trustee to all pub- 
lishers who were party to the 
agreement, to protect American 
copyrighted songs which were 
played in all foreign theatres 
equipped with ERPI sound equip- 
ment. 

Contract is for five years, with 
ERPI to distribute the royalties 
quarterly. 



Movris Shapiro and Samuel A,. 
Cohen, owners of the Darby Press, 
and Harry B. Paul, owner of the 
Rexall Pres.s, indlotod on complaint 
of the M. P. P. A. last week for 
illegally printing and distributing 
song sheets, received a probation- 
ary sentence of one year in the 
Federal Detention House in New 
York. They will not have to serve 
the sentence pending good beh'avior. 

The three were tried Monday In 
U. S. District Court before Judge 
Isaac Meeklna and pleaded guilty. 
Judge Meeklna then pronounced the 
sentence and stated that in view 
of the lack of legal precedent in 
connection with prosecuting under 
section 28 of the U. S. Copyright 
act he would place them all on pro- 
bation. He directed that they re- 
port to the court once a month. 

Judge Meekins further announced 
that hereafter any individual, 
whether printer, distributor or ven- 
dor of these bootleg song sheets, if 
convicted, will go to jail. 

Henry Gerson, ass't U. S. district 
attorney, presented the case for the 
M. P. P. A. 

Song sheets Involved are those " 
carrying the lyrics of 100 or more 
popular songs and being sold for 
five and" 10 cents througliout the 
country. 

New York Assembly Is now con- 
sidering a bill which classes all 
who print copyrighted songs with- - 
out the consent of the publishers 
guilty of a State misdemeanor. -Bill 
was Introduced before the Assembly 
last week by Assemblyman Meyer 
Alterman, at the request of J. C. 
Rosenthal of the American Society 
of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers. 

The bill Is to amend the penal 
law by Inserting a new section 
which reads as follows: 

"Printing, publishing, or selling 
copyrighted musical compositions 
-without - the-- consent -of- - owner. 
Whoever prints, publishes, sells, 
distributes or circulates, or causes 
to be printed, published, sold, dis- 
tributed or circulated for profit any 
circular, pamphlet,- card, handbill, 
advertisement, printed paper, book, 
newspaper or other document con- 
taining the words or musical scorp 
of any musical 'composition which 
or any part of which is copyrighted 
under the laws of the United 
States, without first having obtained 
the consent of the owner or 
proprietor of such copyrighted mu- 
sical composition, Is guilty of a 
misdemeanor." 

The American Society hopes to. 
have this bill enacted into law Im- 
mediately. It also Intends to have 
similar bill Introduced In other 
States.

Formerly its- catalog was included- 
with that of Harms. . 

F«w Standout Sellers 
During the past month there were 
not as many songs standing out dis- 
tlnctively-.in sales as heretofore. 
Sales appeared to be neck and neck 
throughout, for which reason the 
runners- up will be mentioned here. 

Witn\ark's "Tip Toe," from "Gold 
Diggers," still holds the top rung, 
for the fourth consecutive month. 
It was closely pressed for honors by

Chicago, Feb. 18. 
January was a disappointing 
month, with the off business in 
sheet sales..attrlbuted to lyric boot- 
leggers. 

Before publishers' representatives 
united,, and with the A. S. C. A. P. 
partially stopped the racket, about- 
lOO.Oao sheets bearing 100 lyrics and 
retailing for 10 cents had been dis- 
posed of by street venders. 

Kresge's,.Lyon & Healy and Mid- 
west felt a sharp slump of lyric 
sales the third week of the month, 
after a normal start. Three num- 
bers ran about equal. Bobbins' 
"Chant," which started rising late 
in December, continued Its climb to 
edge Witmark's "Tiptoe" from the 
top. Tl^ese two were closely fol- 
lowed by De Sylva Brown & Hen- 
derson's "I'm A Dreamer," which 
showed a sensational spurt the last 
two weeks because of Loop show- 
ing of "Sunny Side Up" (Fox). 

"Painting the Clouds," another 
'GQjd Diggers", number, was sent 
down to fourth place but held its 
trench there without trouble. Fifth 
was Robbins' "Wonderful Something 
Called Bove." Feist's "Funny Dear 
What Love Can Do" was sixth, with 
Bei'Jin's "I'm Following You" sev- 
enth and showing coming stren.qth. 
I'.TaUdng .PictwreJ'.. and_;;Sunny; Side 
Up" finished among the lirst 10. 

Disc sales were normal for the 
month, with Victor following the 
theme song advantage best among 
the mechanicals. The Victor list 
was led, however, by another nov- 
elty number, "Man From the South" 
played by Ted Weems' orchestra. 

"Tiptoe" is off the first Victor 
half dozen, but still remains on the 
Brunswick list. It was below peak 
in December as far as Columbia was 
concerned. "Chant of the Jungle" 
not only led the sheets, but also was 
strongest among the mechanicals 
third with Brunswick, second with 
Victor and fifth with Columbia. In 
December it was doing well with 
Brunswick and Col., but not on the 
Vic. roster. 

As usual, Guy Lombardo's band 
hit a two-month streak with one, 
this ^ime "Singing in the Bathtub." 
For the second month, this number 
remained second oh Columbia's list 
Ted Lewis, a big. Chicago favorite, 
CQpped first with "You've Got That 
Thing." 

Excepting "I'm A Dreamer" the 
"Sunny Side Up" numbers seem to be 
waning. "I'm a Dreamev" backed by 
"Talking Picture" is sixth on Bruns 
wick, same as December, but the 
same pair, sixth on Columbia in De- 
cember, have dropped from the list. 
Victor changed its tactics bv shoot 
Ing a Johnny Hamp "Sunnyside Up" 
into third place and plugging "Turn 
on the Heat," as done by Horace 
Heldt's lads, for fifth. 

Columbia's sensation of the month 
was a disc with "Why?" backed by

Radio on Decline 
In Spain -Poor 
Programs Blamed 



Madrid, Feb. 7. 

Complete disintegration of public 
interest in radio Is' threatened In 
Spain by the inferior quality of 
programs and attendant diminu- 
tion of apparatus sales, combined 
with the rather high price of re- 
ceiving equipment. 

No exact statlstlcis on apparatus 
is available, excepting that there 
are 300,000 ear-phone sets In use 
in Spain and only 10.000 of the 
loud speaker or horn type, deemed 
quite a luxury. Ear-phone radio 
reception has been obsolete in 
America for years, and furnishes 
an Idea of Spain's radio status. 

Inferior quality of programs Is 
chiefly to blame. The change In 
Spanish politics may prove of some 
help in furthering radio through 
a monthly quota collection of fees 
for ether service under national 
supervision. There is only one so- 
ciety In Ma;drid, called the Radio 
Union, which collects voluntary 
fees for the furtherance of choicer 
radio entertainment. Subscribers 
are few in numbers, hence nothing 
substantial along this line has ma- 
terialized. Advertisements and re 
lays are the principal items on the 
air, even unto etherizing gramo- 
phone -disks w-itii.-important-.conv- 
mercial hookups. 

Good music or other entertain- 
ment features are further hindered 
by authors' and composers' con- 
certed opposition to use of their 
material without some remunera- 
tion. 

Tliere are four stations operating 
in all Spain, and the Spanish Radio 
System at present is In preparation. 
Madrid Union Radio has a hook-up 
In Barcelona. Seville and Catalan 
Radio (Barcelona) complete the 
broadcast centrals. .

That old stage adage, "The show 
must go on," has its duplicate in 
radio, where "the program must 
go on." Broadcasting ofllcials re- 
late many instances of performance 
despite serious Illness or tragic 
news. • 

An example is the late John B. 
Daniel, former announcer fpr NBC. 
Several months ago Daniel was 
working witli a commei'cial pro- 
gram when he was suddenly grip- 
ped with a severe attack of ap- 
pendicitis. Instead of leaving the 
stiiditf Immediat^l^ivhe persisted In 
continuing his work until the end 
of the program. Later he was 
rushed to the hospital, an.d four 
days ia.ter he died. 

There is also the experience of 
Nathaniel Shilkret, who directs the 
Victor-RCA program. A short time 
before the program was to start 
he had a few teeth extracted. The 
dentist kept him under gas much 
longer than originally Intended, and 
when Shilkret came to he had but 
12 minutes to reach the studio. 
With the bib tucked under his 
chin, he dashed for the street 
and grabbed a cab. Later In 
the studio the blood was still 
streaming from his mouth, and the 
musicians thought It was a hemor- 
rhage. He had to be supported 
on the platform by two men 
throughout the program. 

Anothei; example of professional 
per.se vcrance Is that of Yachob 
Zayde, one of NBC's studio vio- 
linists. Zayde, as a result of par- 
ticipation in the Ru.ssian revolu- 
tion, was subject to frequent and 
violent stomach trouble. Once while 
doing a solo he was stricken nut 
continued with the solo. Later he 
returned to his seat and continued 
with the rest of the orchestra. At 
the end of the program, he toppled 
from his seat. 

Death ' of a Brother 
I'hfM-e is the story of Al Ricli, 



violinist with the same musical 
aggregation. During a rehearsal Moe 
collapsed and was rushed to NBC's 
first aid room, where ho passed 
away. Al later learned of his 
brother's death, but went on the air 
In the rehearsed opera, 

Louis Mason Is another who up- 
held the ether tradition. He was 
Informed by telegram, a few minutes 
before going on with a commercial- 
hour that his mother was critically 
ill In Lexington, Ky. Nevertheles.^, 
he went on with the program and at 
the flni.sh dashed away without bag 
or baggage. His mother later re- 
covered. 

Soprano's Woe 

At NBC they tell a story, which 
they swear to b© true, of the 
hefty soprano who sang with a 
broken heart. The gal had gone 
on a diet and refused to look at 
the scales for a month. Before 
going on one night, she decided 
to weigh herself. Scale showed that 
she had gained .six pounds during her 
dieting period. Dragging herself to 
the mike she gave voice to her 
customary love carol in mournful 
tempo. 

CBS reports how Zenaida Nlco- 
bina, otherwise La Pallna, in- 
jured herself one Saturday while 
alighting from a cab. She was con- 
fined to her bed but the next day, 
against express orders of the doc- 
tor, aro.se and went to the studio 
for performance. Freddy Rich, 
band leader, was'Informed 30 minutes 
before getting In front of the rnlke, 
that his brother was severely 11.1. 
He continued with the program.

• Salacious advertising of pictures 
la blamed by the Hays organization 
for what it describes as one of the 
worst epidemics in state censorship 
bills ever to confront the industry. 

Claiming that "shovellers of print 
filth" are making more money than 
many executives with high titles, 
Hays officials in New York lay the 
chief blame to individual exploita- 
tion efforts, including the house 
managers. 
• Hand in hand with censorship are 
additional tax measures. Nine 
states, believed last Christmas to 
have been quieted, are among those 
named by the Hays body as headed 
for censor practices this year. These 
are: Kentucky, Louisiana, Missis - 
sippii New Jersey, New York, Rhode 
Island, South Carolina and Virginia. 
In the latter, where censorship now 
exists, amendments have been or. 
are being presented to make it 
drastic. Tax committees to con- 
sider ways and means of increasing 
govermental revenue from film dur- 
ing 1931 have already been named In 
the following: Ohio, Iowa, Missouri, 
Nebraska, Illinois, Wisconsin, Ore- 
gon, Utah, Colorado and Idaho. 

Seen as willing allies to censor 
moves throughout the natldn, es- 
pecially In small country towns, 
are a number of clerics, -'i-nlmosity 
Is being engendered by the success 
of boxofllces. These are being 
blamed for the cut-Ins experienced 
In many otherwise paying congre- 
gations; also the slap at preacher 
vanity by having to address a hand- 
ful of parishioners while knowing 
that many of the flock have paid 
In at the local theatre. 

High Pressure Ideas 

Used in its original advertising 
form little or no trouble would en- 
sue. It Is when Interpolations are 
made and the manager tries his 
■ "hand.'at ""subtlety" " that the" battles 
start and censor wars begin, It Is 
maintained. 

Meteoric possession of theatres 
and collective boxofflce expansion 
has resulted In a condition which 
In several cases. Hays men say, has 
caused a flock of "sleek-haired 
young fellows with no idea of the 
trade except that of ballyhooing 
their charge Into success" being 
rushed out by some of the com- 
panies. These men, In many In- 
stances, put In the advertising what 
is not in the picture. Some thea- 
tres, and a town In Jersey is cited, 
go in for extreme exploitation until 
they attract people from out of town 
to their city by describing pictures 
shown there a.3 being "naturals" 
exhibits as they were made in 
Hollywood. 

Some of the biggest dispensers of 
copy are blamed. Salaries cire named 
and compared. In the case of one 
press man the remuneration Is 
claimed to be $5,000 a month while 
an executive holding one of the 
Jobs nearest the top In the same 
company Is getting but |1,000 more, 

In St. Louis 

Illustrative of how far reaching 
advertising is becoming, and how 
It Is already commencing to assume 
far more material form than Just 
the presentation of various writings 
and drawing to the different assem 
biles by bluebeards, the St. liouls 
situation Is presented. In this city, 
admitted liberal, will be launched 
a movement a week from Friday 
which will Include advertising as 
well as pictures and vaudeville with- 
in the power of a city editing group, 
This, it Is pol ed out. Is tlie first 
time In the history of any state or 
city where film advertising had been 
Included In a censorious issue. 

In view of the fact that practically 
all of the film for the state of Mls- 
•ourl passes through St. L/ouIs, 
^ibout 64 miles of It each week, it 
is estimated), the ordinance! would 
be as effective as a statute. Hays 
execs leave for the city within a 
° few days. It Is reiterated, however, 
that constant repetition of loose 
advertising methods will reach the 
stage where it cannot be counter- 
acted.

"to co-operate with the producers 
In the studios." 

That idea isn't new. Canon Chase 
had, it first in his bill. Many of 
the Canon's pet Ideas are carried 
over In this proposal In spite of 
the assertion of Mr. Hudson that 
"whole paragraphs had been omit- 
ted" to get away from that angle. 

As to what constitutes a. "whole-, 
some" picture Mr. Hudson Informed 
Variety's reporter that he had taken 
the "very words spoken by the 
producers themselves." 

Also in connection with the pre- 
viously denied secret sessions Mr. 
Hudson now states that from eight 
to 10 church bodies worked with 
him in drav/ing up th bill. He says 
the Canon wasn't there, although 
admitting there might have been 
a representative of the Canon's or- 
ganization sitting in. 

Reverting to what the producers 
said was a wholesome picture Mr. 
Hudson has incorporated this in 
section 14 which section would have 
to be met in every way before the 
applied for Federal license would 
be forthcoming. Hudson's "must 
nots" are completely covered by the 
Hays' "Don'ts" given on page 9. 

Many of the bill's features Mr. 
Hudson has carried over from bills 
preceding. He make^ block book- 
ing Illegal with the same corrective 
measures as incorporated In the 
Brookhart bill. He Includes pro- 
visions to prohibit manufacturers 
of wired equipment from Issuing 
licenses that would stop Inter- 
changeability. He requires that all 
such dealers be registered with the 
commission. 

He exempts the newsreels from 
the provisions but causes their 
makers to operate under a blanket 
permit with a $50,000 bond de- 
posited • to guarantee they will do 
just that._ 

Would -Revoke on Ads 
Licenses will be revoked if the 
advertising doesn't meet with the 
approval of the commission or Its 
agents. 

For enforcement Mr. Hudson 
would not do away with the local 
state boards now existent but would 
look to them to carry out the rules 
of the Federal body with the local 
District Attorney having the Job 
of appearing for the commission to 
enforce Its rules and regulations. 

Appeals from the commission's 
ruling would be taken only to the 
Court of Appeals or the U. S. Su- 
preme Court, 

Penalties run from six months 
to five years in Jail and with, or, 
fines of $500 to $10,000, 

All of which leads back to those 
behind Congressman Hudson. He 
says eight or 10 organizations 
helped him draw up the bill. He 
couldn't recall the names of these 
organizations or their representa- 
tives. A checkup discloses them 
to be the most powerful of the 
church reforming bodies.

In competition 
with Dillon, Reid, Bancamer.ica 
Blair a/nd Lehman Bros.; are not 
willing to lay business on the silver 
platter for the new group. 

Stockholders' counsel has l}|pTf- 
ered over the apparent unwilling- 
ness of Mr. Fox to personally con- 
sider any other plan, claiming the 
present so-called Lehman plan en- 
tails a cost of 200,000 ' shares of 
stock as well as $976,000 to the 
banking combine favored by Mr. 
Fox. 

An angle In the- formulation of a 
second plan, cried for by Halsey- 
Stuart, is developed with stock- 
holders having already made a con- 
tact with a big banking house to 
propose a plan. Berenson & Beren- 
son, attorneys representing 620 
shares of Class A stock, say they 
have a banking house of as great 
a financial magnitude as Mr. Fox's 
favored group, and ready to submit 
a plan for $65,000,000 or more, at 
better terms. ^ 

Clarence Berenson went on the 
record as agreeing that his clients 
stand ready to aid Halsey- Stuart 
rather than oppose the bankers be- 
cause of the 15 -year agreement that 
exists for option on all Fox financ- 
ing. Just how the banking house 
under cover would have a hand 
In a plan with Halsey-Stuart and 
whether the latter will permit them 
or any other bankers to put a finger 
in their piie Is* not explained. 

M. G. Boge, counsel for Halsey- 
Stuart, claims that his client was 
not given an opportunity to sub- 
mit a plan, denying the understand- 
ing of Justice Coleman that H.-3. 
had had a chance to do so before 
Lehman and associate bankers were 
called in. ' 

Up To Fox 

After stockholders have chosen 
the banking plan they want, it Is 
then up to Mr. Fox to approve or 
reject It The latter means, as Jus- 
tice Coleman has pointed out many 
times, Immediate receivership. In- 
ference of the court ls_that If stock- 
holders chose a "ijlain' bt than 
the one already approved by Mr. Fox 
and his board, it is likely no other 
way out than appointment of re- 
ceivers Is possible. 

Outside of extension of the time 
limit within which stockholders may 
subscribe to the new bonds, no 
changes have been made In the 
original Fox banking proposal. 
Justice Coleman ruled that the 
period for subscription should be 
extended from a week to 10 days. 

In passing a resolution approving 
the banking plan, six of the eight 
members on the Fox board voted 
for It, Who the two dissenters 
were was not divulged for the re- 
cord 

In permitting others to prepare 
their own banking plan the Lehman 
proposal goes to the stoclcholders 
without recommendation by the 
court. Justice Coleman's attitude, 
however. Is summed up In his state- 
ment: 

"I win avoid receiverrfiip if I 
possibly can," 

It seems evident that Halsey, 
Stuart & Co, and John E. Otterson 
of Western JElectrlc with Harry 
Stuart and Otterson, co-trustees 
with William Pox for Fox, are op- 
posed to the proposed refinancing 
plan submitted to the court. Action 
of court in the matter may even- 
tually dispose of the trustee end, 
although Stuart claims the court 
has no Jurisdiction over his con- 
tract with Fox as such trustee. 

Financing plan to go before the 
Fox stockholders provides for issu- 
ance of $66,000,000 securities for the 
film corporation, according to Sam- 
uel Untermyer, attorney for William 
Fox. 

Financing PJan Detail 

This financing, Mr. Untermyer 
said, provides f-r issuance of $40,- 
000,000 7% debenture bonds with 
warrant attached, which give hold- 
ers right to subscribe to shares of 
common stock curing first three 
years at not less than $20 a share, 
the fo^owlng three years at $26 a 
share and following four at $30 a 
share. This debenture redeemable 
at $110 for the first period, $107.60 
second period and $105 for third pe- 
riod. It also provides lor the estab- 
lishment of a sinking fund of 20% 
of .the net profit of the corporation, 
which must be set aside for the re- 
tirement of the bonds. Remaining 
$25,000,000 would be in 7% cumu- 
lative preferred stock with warrant 
privileges similar to the debenture 
privileges.

tion in wliich airoynd one-fourth of 
the qiiantlty of features was sup- 
plying the first runs and actually 
producing a larger gross for the dis- 
tributor. - 

In part this Is now working away, 
and most of the first-run houses are 
changing programs weekly. More 
wiring and consequently most close- 
ly defined release dates for talkers, 
with- a closer attention to barring. 
Is now beginning to operate, which 
calls for a larger quantity of prod-, 
duct, thQ effect of which will be to 
Increase materially the number of 
American feature registrations from 
Oct. 1 last on. And as wiring brings 
in weekly more theatres for talker 
bookings, the tendency (already ob- 
servable in London) for first-run 
houses to run two feature programs 
with a weekly change will still fur- 
ther consume product. Even a fea- 
ture like "Bulldog Di-ummond," 
which had some 20 simultaneous 
first runs in central London, is being 
backed up at the StoU Kings way 
house with another talker, "Salute." 

Despite this, it Is difficult to the 
point of Impossible to make the. 
small Independent exhibitor grasp 
the present and future situation. As 
a mass -he -Insists . tliere . ajfe ..some 
2,000 unwired theatres in this mar- 
ket, knows ther« are some 12,000 in 
America; and refuses to believe 
American producers will not make 
silents for these. 

Sidney Kent happened to say, 
when he was luei-e, that th^re was a- 
divided public,- part of which still 
preferred silents, and the small men 
have seized this without reference 
to Kent's further explanation of 
economics. They seem mentally in- 
capable of un'aierstanding that talk- 
ers produce around 90% of the 
gross, despite their minority in num- 
bers, and will not get the Idea how 
impossible it is' for producers to 
make product for a 10% market as 
represented by the still unwired 
small houses.

Pictures and Politics 

A strong wave of anti-American- 
ism is awash right now. Maybe It 
is better described as pro-British, 
but as your films dominate this 
market it actually resolves itself 
Into the former. 

Every angle for a slam Is actively 
explored, but most of the attack 
comes at the language question. So 
large a percentage of talkers seen 
here so far have been bafkstage 
or other wisecracking films, the 
air has been full of slang and a 
Broadway accent. That Is causing 
the kicks. 

. Behind the attacks Is the desire 
to depopularize the American talker 
in favor of the native, as well as to 
fly .kites for coming promotions In 
which some of the more active 
writers of antl-Amerlcan propa- 
ganda are believed to have been 
promised Jobs. This week, this lan- 
guage thing got as far as a ques- 
tion being asked in the House of 
Commons, when Sir Alfred Knox 
asked William Graham, president of 
the Board of Trade, if. he would take 
steps to limit the import of Ameri- 
can talkers in order to protect the 
English language and encourage the 
production of British films, Mr. Gra- 
ham said he wouldn't. 

I're.^ident of the Board of Trade,

On top of Wali-'Street, the Hatrj' 
embezzlement in London has put a 
dent in British pocketbooks. Inci- 
dentally in France they believe that 
it was the Hatry crash that brewght 
on the debacle In New York. • 
Sayag's Campaign 

Edmund Sayag Is doing heroic 
work to restore Monte Carlo to Its 
old 'place under the world spotlight, 
bringing Into play every possible 
device of constructive showmanship. 
Right now he Is paying Horace 
Heidt and his American band $3,000 
a week, an extraordinary figure for 
Europe, 

Another move by Sayag' is to 
stage a world beauty contest In 
Monte Carlo in 1931. Event Is taking 
place in Rio de Janeiro this year. 

Roulette is legal In Monte Carlo, 
but Is strictly banned by law in 
France. The big monej' play now 
is on bacara and chemin de fer, with 
Cannes getting the only heavy 
money plunge on the Riviera, The 
Andre casinos in the resorts take 
down a 5% cut on all play and 
this is enormously profitable, even 
after -the local governments take 
away about 75% in taxes. 

Frank Jay Gould's $5,000,000 
Palais de.la Mediteranee at Nice Is 
also flopping badly. It's a gaudy 
casino and the last word in archi- 
tectural splendor, but it doesn't 
draw the big gambling play as 
Cannes docs, Zagraphos is head- 
ing the Greek syndicate that backs 
the Cannes games, 

Monte Carlo is beautiful beyond 
words, its picturesqueness keeping 
the ordinary tourists on the go, ex- 
claiming at the loveliness of its 
gardens and Its lights. When they 
visit the casino they merely chisel 
around the roulette wheels, 
Cannes' Smart Crowd 

It's different at Cannes which 
draws a smart crowd. The casino 
there utilizes showmanship and the 
money people from this side of the 
world prefer its exclusive palace of 
chance. The old time myth of 
"breaking the bank at Monte Carlo" 
brings many people there, but none 
go in for heavy spending. 

Besides the attractions he plans 
for this year-and next, Sayag has in 
mind the building of a toreador 
arena as a feature to lure the Jaded 
of Europe. Andre's Cisino is cm- 
ploying a clever twist in catering 
to women bridge fans for heavy 
slakes. 

This season, it is flgured, will be 
worth a good five weeks, which 
is pretty bad, considering that last 
year, when there was snow on the 
Riviera for the first time in 30 
year.s, figured out a rich 10-weok 
season.

ing back to stage entertainment. 

Advent of talkers brought a tilt 
In box office scale until cinemas were 
getting a top of six pesetas or a 
range from .75 to 90 cents. 

Now they have been forced to go 
back to a price list <£ half that rate 
or the same as formerly obtained 
for the silent pictures. It Is believed 
that if Spanish dialo© pictures were 
available, the public -would respond 
readily, but they will not flock to 
foreign language features. 

Managers were encouraged to go 
for sound with the Idea it would 
eliminate the annual cost of orches- 
tras averaging about $5,400 a house. 
Now, however, they find themselves 
obligated to pay 200,000 pesetas for 
each equipment, of which 150,000 
pesetas is payable in the first two 
years.

Look to Spain 

The Americans have a keen eye 
on the Spanish market in develop- 
ment of the French Independent 
product, being anxious to have 
material available In the late Spring 
and Summer, expecting that by that 
time Spain aM South Anierica will 
have a great many more wired 
houses ready for booking. ^ 

.Paris is favored as the world 
center of multi-tongue pictures 
Bince it has available people for 
French, Spanish and German casts. 

It&,ly Is not being considered at 
this time as a potentially great 
market due to the fewness of wired 
theatres and to the Mussolini edict 
which bans foreign languages on 
the national screen. 

Production in Italy is at a stand 
jjtill.slnc.e.the. crash of Ave or six 
years ago, following the Golden age 
of Latin cinema creation, which 
produced "Cablria." The big epoch 
Is still fresh In the national mind, 
but so is the crash and Italian 
capitalist^ still refuse to invest in 
native production. 

Gov't Help Urged 

State of the Industry is an Im 
portant topic of discussion. Italy 
Is at a standstill while the rest of 
the world goes ahead in screen art. 
The lay press is urging govern- 
mept backing to. encourage Italian 
picture makers who are motion 
less with the single exception of the 
Pittaluga people. This concern Is 
proceeding secretly with three 
talkers recording on RCA Photo 
phone, but it is said to be experl 
©ncing technical difBcultles. 

What is called the picture in 
dustry In Italy is principally a 
eroup operating as Importers and 
handling material in about the fol- 
lowing proportions: American, 60%; 
German, 20%; remaining 20% made 
up of Italian, British, French and 
Russian. 

Meanwhile the bankers seem dls 
I>osed to lend money freely for 
financing theatres or backing im 
port operatlorts, but back away 
from any project to make native 
pictures.

If 
attractions clicked, however, they 
ofteii worked between Australia and 
New Zealand for 50 or more weeks, 
■playing return date?.. The New York 
offices ..pf .Unitjn- Theatres, Ltd., 
strictly a picture chain, also until 
recently was booking acts from 
the U, S. for short tours In the Anti- 
podes, with fares provided both ways. 
Both ■Williamson-Tait and Union 
are now entirely inactive so far as 
booking talent from here is con- 
cerned.

Suicide Pact Fails, 
Vet Actor Told 
He Must Hai^ 



London, Feb. 16. 

Court of Criminal Appeal has re- 
fused to allow the appeal of Janies 
Starr against a sentence of death 
for murder. Sentence was passed 
by Justice Avery -after Starr and 
Sarah da Costa, housekeeper, had 
been found gassed In a Bayswater 
boarding housie. 

Under English law if two people 
agree to commit suicide and one 
survives, th© survivor is Indictable 
for murder. But it is not too clear 
whether this was the case or wheth- 
er Starr, in a fit of insanity, turned 
on the gas. 

Starr, whose actual name Is 
Achew, Is a Cherokee Indian, and 
with his wife teamed some years 
ago, as Starr and Leslie in a comedy 
juggling act. They were close to 
being headliners over the Moss and 
other principal tours for year.s. Starr 
was a violently jealous man. His 
wife quit the act. He took other 
partners for a while, but the turn 
iCaded. ' 

Later he broke into the film' busi- 
ness in a small way. This failed, 
and he was then seldom seen 
around. Ultimately he bobbed up 
again around the Bayswater dis- 
trict in very poor circumstances, ap- 
parently connected with an unsuc- 
cessful rooming house. He was in 
this venture with Sarah da Costa 
when both were found one morning 
toward the end of last year with the 
gas turned on, the woman dead. 

Starr has -been examined by a 
leading alienist at the request of the 
American embassy. At the Appeal 
Court bis counshel mentioned the 
question of sanity was a matter for 
the Home Office after conviction, 
and did not call any evidence, 
though experts say Starr is insane 
and has been for some time. 

It is practically certain the Home 
Secretary will review the sentence 
in the light of Insanity and Starr 
will not hang, but go to Broadmoor 
asylum for the rest of his life. 



PALLADIUM EASING OFF 
POLICY IHAT REVIVED IT 



London, Feb. 16. 
It's just over 18 months since the 
Palladium reverted to vaudeville. 
Management's decision to once 
more give vaude a break was after 
it flopped v/lth films. House turned 
down the proposal for a musical 
show as it had advanced top far 
with its scheme to make a specialty 
of Imported acts. And It certainly 
lived up to its billing, "The house 
where new acts are seen." 

Several opposition managers 
laughed when the Palladium an- 
nounced Its policy. Even when the 
theatre began to pack them In, de- 
spite the talkers and a particularly 
hot summer, the die-hards persisted 
that although the Palladium had 
proved more than a nine days' won- 
der, it would come to a sticky finish. 

The Palladium has survived all 
that. Just last January Sir Alfred 
Butt, in giving reasons for the de- 
crease in Victoria Palace profits, 
gave as one reason: "Other variety 
houses in London, with greater seat- 
ing capacities, which have gone out 
on a policy of very costly pro- 
grams to attract their public." Ac- 
tual downfall of the Vic has been 
caused by the Palladium. Instead 
of the Vic Palace fighting with bet- 
ter bills, .it Just threw . up the 
sponge and embarked ' upon a mu- 
sical comedy career. This without 
much confidence as can be seen 
by the open statement Butt made 
that he was prepared to dispose 
of the house if a good bid were 
forthcoming. 

Like Unknowns 
The Palladium policy of import- 
ing, headliners yielded a tidy net 
last year. This plan has had a 
peculiar effect on vaudeville. It has 
destroyed the old argument that 
unknown acts have no box office 
value. The Palladium has now cre- 
ated a clientele which looks for- 
ward to unknown nanies, figuring 
that if -lihese haVe established a 
name somewhere they are worth at- 
tention here in London. With few 
exceptions, the unknowns have come 
up to the audiences' expectations. 

But strange to tell, the Palladium 
has undergone a - change recently. 
There Is a noticeable lack of new 
names and noveltieo. The cry from 
Inside quarters has been that im- 
portations want too much, though 
the house paid them last year. 



Fine Lazy Playwright 

Paris, Feb. 25. 
Jacques Thery, the lazy play- 
wright,' has been ordered by the 
court to jpay one franc damages to 
Lucien Rosenberg, manager of the 
Athenee theatre, for. failure to de- 
liver a play to the manager who 
had brought suit.

ond grand opera house In Moscow — 
scenes are flashed on a screen In 
the beginning and at the end of the 
performance. Since the opera devils 
with a military subject the t>ictui'es 
show bits of scenery and mas9 
fighting which could not otherwise 
be conveyed on the' stage. 

""The Breach," incidentally, marks 
an important milepost In the histp)*y 
of gi'and opera over here. It Is a 
distinct effort to get away from 
the elaborate classic forms arid to 
bring the subject matter closer to 
modern life. It Is also an effort 
to overcome the widespread oppo- 
sition to the management on the 
ground that it is "reactionary." In. 
other words the company seeks to 
introduce mbdern Bolshevik themes 
In an art form which In the past 
concerned Itself chiefly with the 
amours .o* royalty and aristocracy. 
• The libretto is based on incidents 
in the civil wars which followed 
the revolution in this country. A 
Cossack regiment, fighting against 
the Communists, is shown through 
a series of victories and set-backs 
ending, of course, in their eventual 
defeat and the triumph of the work- 
ers and peasants — that's Form 38 
for all Soviet plays In the land of 
the Soviets. Final scene, a pageant 
like triumphal occasion Avhen the 
enemy is driven out. Is a splendid 
example of the propaganda ending 
dear to .Soviet . hearts... . Red ...ft^gs 
are hurled to the winds and the 
visage of Lenin emerges like a sun. 

All of this, of course, is a long 
way from the cut and dried grand 
opera to which the public, even 
here, is " accustomed. If composers 
and librettists follow the lead, as 
they likely will, it means a new 
lease of life for the local opera.

It keeps moving 
with almost the freedom of a silent 
film. On the other hand, the dialog 
Is nowhere near as clear and plas- 
tic as in the first long Tobls ven- 
ture, "Because I Love Tou." 

Voices of the players also are not 
always suitable to the mike. Char- 
lotte Ander, femme lead talks in 
squeaks and scrapes. Also Otto 
Wallburg, the comedian, depends 
for much of his hupior on a stut- 
tering, slobbering form of speech 
which is hard enough to follow Qn 
the stage but becomes so much 
mush through the milce. A Teutonic 
Stepln Fetchit. It's an amusing 
fact that a major proportion of the 
best liked legit actors here depend 
on eccentric methods of speech to 
get over their Individuality, and this 
will probably make them wrong for 
sound. 

Karl Proelich, the director, has 
been in the silent game since the 
very beginning, but still has things 
to learn as regards sound. Prob- 
ably, however, the investment was 
a good one, as returns from France 
and Germany alone ought to cover 
the production costs and give a sat- 
isfactory profit. J

Leading figure is a Caucasian 
Cossack leader called the "white 
devil." He captures a troop of Rus- 
sian sol|<Jlers and, because he re- 
fuses to have them shot, 4s called 
a traitor by the chieftain of his 
clan. Infuriated, he attacks the old 
man and has to flee for his life with 
two or three faithful followers. He 
gives himself up to the Czar, but 
with the idea of starting an insur- 
rection within the ruler's domains. 
This fails and he is forced to flee 
again. He takes with him a young 
Caucasian girl who ' has been kid- 
naped and placed -lo-the royal bal- 
let. He has Just rescued her from 
the unwelcome attention's of the 
Czar and married her. But he ' Is 
closely followed by Russian troops 
end, in trying to hold them ott to 
give his young wife a chance to es- 
cape, he is mortally wounded after 
a lengthy encounter. At the last 
moment the Cossacks drive off the 
Russians and he Is brought home to 
die in his native village, rehabili- 
tated 'as a hero. 

The director, Wolkoff, gets all 
there Is out of the spectacular bat- 
tle scenes and the pomp of the 
court. But he Is less successful 
With the principals. Betty Amann, 
as the dancer, is somewhat color- 
less; Fritz Albert! does nothing 
more than fill In the outer contours 
of the Czar NIcolal I, and Lll 
Dagover, as a countess, does noth- 
ing more than deliver her usual 
charm. However, Iwan Mosjukin, 
starred, is splendid in the title part. 
He has gotten away from the rather 
crude Barrymoreism of his early 
pictures and discloses power. Par- 
ticularly his death is masterly, 
especially If you consider that it Is 
protracted over almost two reels. 

A splendid synchronized score, re- 
corded by Klangfilm, should help 
the picture in America. The chorus 
work of the Don Cossacks is mag- 
nificent and exceptionally recofded. 



. "Because I Love You" ("Dich 
habe ich geliebt"). Afa Film, sound 
recorded by Tobis. Director, Ru- 
dolf Walther-Fein. Mady Christians 
starred. At the Capitol theatre. . 

Despite the weakness of its story, 
this is the best German talker to 
date. Mady Christian's voice re- 
cords splendidly, is always true and 
sympathetic in quality. There is 
no question that she is definitely 
established as a sound star, espe- 
cially as her singing voice also suf- 
fices. 

A musical comedy star is marry- 
ing a biff business man and leaving 
the- stage. On the night of her fare- 
well party, the leading man, a tenor, 
takes her. home as the fiance can't 
■ get to the affair. The pair are both 
a trifle intoxicated, and after sing- 
ing tho theme song, he spends the 
remainder of the night with her. 
Next scene shows the girl happily 
married for some years with a little 
daughter. The husband is still In 
love with her, but is so taken up 
with business that he Is neglectful. 
A company In which the. tenor Is 
singing visits the city and the 



player meets the girl In a restau- 
rant and sings the former song for 
her benefit. He slips her a note say- 
ing that she must meet him that 
night in the park or he will disclose 
everything. A jealous singer In- 
forms the husband of the meeting, 
and, without listening to her ex- 
planations, he turns her out and 
gets a divorce. She does, not have 
her former success on the stage, 
«,nd some years later returns to the 
city where her husband lives, now 
playing minor roles. She comes to 
the house and entering by the win- 
dow, stands by her child's crib. 
The husband enters and all Is for- 
given. 

Not a great work nor handled 
with any particular novelty. How- 
ever, it. strikes a pleasant note by 
the simplicity of the dialog and the 
reality with which it Is spoken. The 
settings are simple and the picture, 
made only in a German version, 
should nevertheless prove a satis- 
factory Investment. 

"Kean" ("Die Koenigsloge"). War- 
ner- Vltaphone). Directed by Bryan 
Foy. Alexander Molssi starred. At 
the TitanIa Palast. 

This picture did nothing here. 
The scenario is childish, founded on 
a silly old stage play. On top of 
that the star, MoissI, proved quite 
unsulted to the talkers with his 
ridiculous affections of speech -and 
gesture. Somebody erred when t^ey 
thought he was still a favorite here. 

Direction seemed to be entirely 
non-existent. Impression was that 
Foy didn't understand German and 
simply let the players do whatever 
they liked. Most of them, including 
Molssi, mug and rant in the worst 
legit style. Camilla Horn proved 
amateurish, and on top of all this 
the recording was bad, breaking 
continually and being very often 
completely indistinct. If American 
producers Intend to make German 
versions they will need German di- 
rectors, actors, and technical men.

It is' unfortunate "that. -United 
Artists chose this picture as its first 
German experiment. Story is un- 
sulted to Germany. It seems merely 
so much long-drawn pathos with a 
happy end added as an afterthought. 
It is heavy-handed and ridiculously 
melodramatic. 

No concealing the fact that the 
audience amused themselves at this 
so-called serious picture. It Is 
therefore impossible to give any 
final judgment on the method of 
dubbing which Zelnik- has here at- 
tempted. Off hand it would_ seem 
useful .-for th.e smaller countries, 
where the making of a special ver- 
sion ddes not come Into the ques- 
tion, but for the important Interna- 
tional languages It looks as though 
special versions will have to be 
cranked.

He charges that 
he has a contract for the foreign 
rights to these films and that while 
the first film, "'In Old California," 
was delivered to him last fall, and 
the $10,000 payment required was 
made, Audible now refuses to de- 
liver the other two pictures which 
have been completed-. 

David J. Mountan, who says he 
made' the contract with the defend 
ant on behalf of Levy,, said In an 
affidavit that the defendant has de- 
cided that $10,000 Is insufficient ad- 
vance for the foreign rights on Its 
films and Is now demanding $17,- 
500. He pointed out that the ad- 
vance represents merely a part of 
the 60% of the foreign proceeds 
which the plaintiff has agreed to 
pay the defendant for Its film.

Paris Dailies Tarm' Friday's Film Page; 
One Agency Has Town Sewn Up on Ads 



Paris, Feb. 16. 

Friday, which Is the day all pic- 
ture theatres change programs In 
France, practically all French 
dallies run a special picture page. 
To the average reader this may 
seem a desire to keep the public 
Informed of the new films. It com- 
prises usually a special story by the 
picture expert of the paper, some 
film revlew-g, some not so fresh news 
anC last but not least a lot of ads. 

Often as not the picture page Is 
farmed out to some concern or indi- 
vidual, whose business It Is to make 
it pay. This is done in the follow- 
ing manner: 

Theatrical advertising, along with 
most commercial advertising In a 
majority of papers, is controlled in 
France by the Agence Havas, both' 
a news and an advertising concern. 
So practically all ads are inserted 
through the Agence Havas or on 
space bought from this agency. On 
the other hand, the advertising 
budget of most firms and theatres 
Is in the hands of some so-called 
specialist, whose Income Is mostly 
derived from commissions he re- 
ceives for such advertising as he 
places with Agence Havas. 

It follows that the Agence Havas 
strongly Influences the choice of the 
medium where advertising Is In- 
serted, apart from class of readers, 
circulation, etc. And also the clients 
who hand out m'ost advertising get 
the best treatment In the way of 
reviews, publicity stories and, gen- 
erally speaking, anything they want. 

Systen\ appears to work okay, and 
It will continue so In Palrls until 
such a day as some paper separates 
entirely Its news and advertising 
departments. It will be tough, work, 
as one or two, of the more powerful 
advertising agencies are in position 
to deprive a newspaper of other 
advertising reve'nua outside "of 
amusements. " ' ' 

Coty's Daily 

It took Coty, the perfumer and 
publisher of "L'Ami du Peuple" 
("Friend of the People"), Paris' 
cheapest dally, selling for 10 cen- 
times (two-flfths of an American 
cent), a long time and considerable 
resources to obtain some picture ad- 
vertising. Strong was the fear of 
the doughty advertiser who might 
have wanted to favor Coty's sheet 
that the other and more Important 
dallies might reject his copy. - This 
Is an arbitrary power with French 
newspapers. 

The advertiser couldn't have in- 
structed Havas to place the ad with 



"L'Aml du Peuple" because that 
agency at that time, and still In a 
milder measure, wouldn't do busi- 
ness on behalf of Coty's "Friend of 
the People" paper. Its low price 
made It practically a throwaway 
and Agence Havas, allied with the 
papers whose lowest selling price 
is 25 centimes (one cent), was also 
interested therefore in the circu- 
latlon phase, not so much "circula- 
tion" In the sense of its advertising 
power, but the distribution end. 

To this day, with some of the 
suits and counter suits still pend- 
ing between Coty and Havas, and 
also involving other newspaper 
publishers and newspaper distribu- 
tors and agencies, notably Hach- 
ette's, "L'Aml du Peuple" Isn't sold 
on any kiosks. Coty has his own 
army of news vendors to sell 
"L'Aml" and has' also allied many 
small shopkeepers to handle his 
sheet. 

While Coty is still a belligerent 
publisher, throwing his perfumed 
millions into his publishing venture, 
he is getting more and more copy 
for his "L'Ami." He also publishes 
"Figaro," but this latter dally, sell- 
ing for a bit more than the other 
papers, Is not In any way affected/ 
being deemed a good conservative 
advertising medium for ultra mer- 
chandising. 

Such Is th^ general picture of 
the Parisian newfspapers In regard 
to theatrical advertising. Theatre 
and picture ads are about half the 
regular -commercial rate. Reason 
for this Is not so much that cin- 
emas are the most consistent dally 
advertisers but because the the- 
atres take the position the regular 
high rates aren't Worth the spaca 
value, and told the newspapers as 
much, stating If full rates were 
Insisted on they'd favor devoting 
that money to- billboards, ballyhooa, 

etc, 

Almost a Guarantee 

From the theatrical advertiser's 
viewpoint he gets double value for 
half the Investment since he is also 
given ■ not alone considerable fre« 
space to boot, but an almost guar- 
antee of critical favoritism for his 
product, be It a show or picture. 

For the same reason as with 
"L'Aml," Coty's other sheet, the 
pseudo-highbrow "Figaro," mani- 
fests a frank unconcern about ltd 
theatrical advertising, being fear- 
less? and perhaps in a-measure care» 
less one way or the other, sines 
"Figaro's" circulation Is limited 
and Its amount of advertising pro- 
portionately so. (

guessing the direction of a Labor

When a Labor Government was 
previously In power, some of the 
McKenna duties were taken off. In- 
cluding those on imported film.

Developments in the Fox Film 
affair center In the race for proxies 
with which to. swing the vote at 
next Wednesday's (March 5) meet- 
ing for or against the Lehman - 
Bandamerica-DlUon-Reade financ- 
ing plan. 

Wall Street anticipates the matter 
being settled with the acceptance of 
the Lehman proposal, and prelim- 
inaries have already been under- 
taken looking to Inviting syndicate 
participation by private bankers 
and other underwriters. This might 
indicate certainty on the part of 
the Fox bankers that they will carry 
the day. 

One story in circulation was that 
the original Lehman plan may be 
modified to eliminate flotiatlon of 
$25,000,000 In preferred stock (this is 
in addition to the *40,000,000 in 
deTjenture bonds), and to substitute 
an additional issue of common 
stock amounting to the same figure 
in money and to be taken up by 
the bankers and offered to present 
stockholders. This would indicate 
that the Lehman side Is willing to 
concede something to the Halsey- 
Stuart faction whose plan Is said 
to. comprise tlie common stock sub- 
stitute for a senior Issue. 

A third party appeared in the 
proxy race when a new Class "A" 
stockholders' committee was form- 
ed headed by Morton F'. Stern of 
J. S. Bach & Co., and with Emory 
R. Buckner as counsel, and broad- 
cast a plea for proxies. This di-> 
vision expressed the opinion that the 
Bankers' plan "is the only method 
available to avert a receivership," 
the committee "reserves full liberty 
to act in such manner as may seem 
best calculated, to protect the stock- 
holders." 

The four possibilities are: 

Acceptance of _ the_ Lehmaa or. 

Halsey-Stuart proposals; receiver-' 
ship or, as has been mentioned be- 
fore, that an outside interest may 
buy out William Fox's personal in-' 
terest In, the whole property in 
which case Fox would retire from 
the situation and the new interest 
would negotiate one of the plans 
already in sight or present a new 
one. Fox has several times refused 
to consider a sale, but the offer is 
believed to be standing and it pre- 
sents a possibility. 

WillIam Fox,-In- his appeal" by let- 
ter to the stockholders of both the 
Film Corp. and the Theatres com- 
pany, urged the superiority of the 
Lehman plan and renewed his 
charges against Halsey-Stuart 
whose plan he has been quoted as 
rejecting unconditionally," even to 
the extent of preferring a receiver- 
ship. Halsey-Stuart Is allied with 
Western Electric and a faction 
within the Fox directorate. This 
group will also present a plan at 
the coming showdown meeting. 

The letter declares that net earn- 
ings for Jan., 1930, exceeded by 50% 
those of the previous January, 
which were the highest in the com- 
pany's history.

RCA Plans Licensing Owner-Operators 
On Portable Machines in Small Towns 



BCA's portable sound reproducer 
tor schools, churches, auditoriums, 
etc., -with $1,600 as the minimum 
price, presents a problem In mer- 
chandising that may be approached 
by RCA's sales department from the 
Idea of creating licensed local owner- 
operators.li 

Plans for organizing this depart- 
ment have not advanced with any 
rapidity, partly due to the absence 
of a definite plan and, also to a 
scarcity of the required type of 
manpower. 

Licensing of owner-operators is 
deemed a practical method of getting 
into small towns and villages where 
Individual schools, churches, etc., 
cannot finance even the minimum 
cost of sound equipment, but could 
and presumably would pay a rental 
fee for use of siich equipment-. This 
suggests having an individual own 
the apparatus as a business Invest- 
ment to yield revenue through local 
bookings. 

In many towns individuals, some- 
times connected with an electrical 
shop or supply house, have main- 
tained both standard size and 16mm. 
projection machines which they rent 
out, including their own service as 
projectionists, for around $10 per 
showing. This has proved a lucra- 
tive side line and it is thought that 
such an arrangement is the most 
feasible way of getting wide sales 
coverage of the RCA portable. 

Proba-bly the local jobber would 
iiave to be assureff'agairist compe- 
tition where the town was very 
small, and that's where the licensing 
angle makes its point.

Several big business houses have 
already made several shorts. The 
rate of manufacture practically set 
by the firms themselves is a mini- 
mum of. $10,000 per reel. At this 
figure commercial men feel they 
can't miss and are after the best 
performers. A recent example is of 
a wholesale drug company negoti- 
ating for Ruth St. Dennis and Ted 
Shawn. Another is making a sports 
short with Vincent Richards. 

Indirectly. - ■ 

Idea behind everything, of course, 
Is advertising. But the way the In- 
dustrials do It the plug takea ;i 
back seat, with quality riding 'm 
front. In making the shorts the 
Industrials avoid all clear deduc- 
tion as to the purpose of the film, 
or Its source of creation,, because 
the big firms believe that to do 
otherwise would strain the good will 
value of the film and its quality. 
So they use the Indirect method 
which- tempers down to- a mere pres- 
entation line that bears only the 
name of a company executive, who 
might, or might not, be known to 
the theatre audiences. 

However, In the regular action of 
the film as It progresses, the firm's 
product is given pictorial display In 
,a tasteful way. Another thing that 
prompts the firms to do this is the 
feeling that they are big enough 
and well enough known not to have 
to stoop to a direct ballyhoo of 
the name. 

By using such methods one In- 
dustrial was able to. book Its short 
in at least 50 theatres • of one big 
chain. Arrangement with the the- 
atres often is free, but there is at 
least one case where the short was 
considered good enough for the the- 
atre to pay. That was In the sports 
short previously mentioned. 

Just the Symbot 

Another industrial firm now plan- 
ning a talking short isn't even go- 
ing to have a credit line. In- 
stead, it's merely going to use its 
trade symbol on the assumption that 
it's well enough known. Subject Is 
to comprise music and dancing by 
several of the foremost players of 
the .«;tfiBe. 

Psychology behind the plan of 
this company, which Is a $CO,O0O,00n 
wholesale firm, is that even IC the 
public doesn't recognize Its symbol 
the pictures, being of general inter- 
est, will be noticed by those who 
buy the company's product for re- 
tail firms. 

TlVe value of free advertising and 
publicity which the companies get 
by tlic.se means, as compared to the 
cost, is eayily gleaned in that the 
shorts can cost hardly more than 
??0,000 at the outside, plus an addi- 
•tloiial $3,000 outlay* for 50 pi'iritf. 
If the shorts can be -booked in an 
■iver,igp of 50 theatres a wwk, the 
firms arc more than satisfied.

American Society of Arbitration Is 
not "out" for producers, it is de- 
clared in the Hays office. This 
society during 1529, while arbitra- 
tion and the uniform contract were 
.valid, stepped into approximately 25 
disputes, it is claimed. Then It 
named the seventh arbitrator. To- 
day, Hays men contend, the old sys- 
tem and contract formula are on 
file with the society, and cases 
where yojuntiary arbitral terms are 
agreed " upon between individuals,' 
will be disposed of in the former 
wa/. 

All companies until Thacher is 
given the necessary proof to. amend 
his decrees, or until the U. S. Su- 
preme Court reaches Its opinion, 
will have to have two forms of 
contracts.

Herbert Kalmus, head of Techni-

will not start builcling cameras for 
grandeur or wide film until the pro- 
ducers decide what is to be the 
standard width. 

Once standardization is set, 
KTalmus states Technicolor will have 
color cameras ready within three 
or four monlj^hs. 



Eastern Reports 

A strong report in New York per-, 
sists that Warners, when it starts 
. on wide film, will swing over to 
adopt the Fox measurement of 
70mm. If tliis is true, it means a 
split in the ranks of those com- 
panies which have advocated the 
65mm. width and which lined up as 
Paramount, Radio, and Warners. 
That Warners supposedly has ' a 
projection machine device by which 
special projector heads malve 70mm. 
and 35lnm. interchange'able on the 
same machine lends , added weight 
to. the reported swing of WB to the 
full double width. 

The decided undercurrent in the 
east favoring 70mm. also mentions 
Universal as seriously cpnsidering 
the double negative. U admits being 
'oi\e ' oir tlie cbinpahles"" offered a 
Grandeur license and to giving that 
method serious consideration. To 
date Universal has been slowly 
feeling its way in the wide film in- 
cubator. 

Metro, because of the Fox afflli.a- 
tion, has become unofficially toutci 
as a 70mm. candidate, although any 
plans in the wide film field are 
ofRcially denied. 

Entire situation appears to have 
been brought about by the Fox ag- 
gressiveness and pioneering in the 
extra width field which, it is be- 
lieved, will force the issue of stand- 
ardization upon the various film 
producing companies. 

Radio Wavering? 

Radio, on this end. Is said/ to have 
Indicated it will be guided in the 
matter by the dimension establish- 
ed as standard by the majority, 
which leaves Paramount as the 
champion of the 65mm. cause. Par- 
amount lias been the most careful 
of all the companies in guarding 
its wide film plans other than to re- 
peatedly point out the practicability 
of five millimeters less than the 
Fox width. 

One of tlie veteran New York ex- 
hiibtors claims that his negotia- 
tions with Warner and Metro and, 
of course. Fox, revealed to him that 
tliese companies are going ahead on 
the 70mm. idea. This exhib expects 
to have one of his houses as the 
first neighborhood equipped for 
Grandeur in the country. It's a 
1,000-seater. 

In the case of Warners the Coast 
dispatch mentions "Lifd of the 
Party" as this firm's initial wide 
film release. On the Atlantic Coast 
"Viennese Nights" is mentioned as 
marking the launching 6f WB wide 
film, and in color. Angle here is 
that Warners Is very anxious to be 
the first on the giant film with 
color. It is believed here that one 
purpose of H. M. Warner's trip to 
the Coast is to give the new under- 
taking impetus. 

The producing companies stand 
agreed thnt the industi-y will only 
tolerate one standard width as to 
giant film, and that thi,'! matter re- 
mains unsettled has been cited as 
the reason for delay on Radio's first 
wide film effort, "Dixlana." 

St.mdardization meetings among 
producers, numerous . In the Hays 
office aruund Christmas, saw - the 
subject pas.scd to the Society of 
Motion Picture Engineers wlio. In 
turn, apparently passed the buck to 
a t>))ocial committee which was to 
mull over tlie benefits and disad- 
vnnfnges of both the 70mm. and 
Cjuim, widths.

TRIM SILENTS 
TO THE BONE 



Unless one pr two distributors of 
national standing, together with 
whatever indies are left, want to 
struggle along with existing un- 
wircd accounts, there will be few, If 
any, silent pictures, either originals 
or dumb versions of talkers, on the 
market next season. The move to 
limit silent films to the very mini- 
mum is definitely on. 

Unwired accounts are now suffer- 
ing from lack of silent material, ac- 
cording to report, with the produc- 
ers so cutting down on silent ver- 
sions that the unwired exhib must 
now "shop" for attractions and 
pass up those, usually the biggest, 
that are not being- dotic outside of 
sound. 

Columbia has already eliminated 
silent versions of its current pic- 
tures altogether, while larger com- 
panies have got the subtitled ver- 
sions to a minlrhurn. Among recent 
Par pictures without benefit of si- 
lent prints are. "Pointed Heels," 
"Battle of Paris," "Darkened 
Rooms," "The Lady Lies" and 
"Jealousy." The only silent ver- 
sions now being prepared by this 
producer- distributor are "Vaga- 
bond King," "Only the Brave" and 
"ipiightly Scarlet." 

Because ,the unwired theatres In 
the United States and Canada, 
mostly small and out-of-the-way 
houses, now represent only pin 
money in distribution returns, if not 
losses, it is regarded as almost cer- 
tain that the big producers will 
practically eliminate the silents on 
the new program. 

In eliminating silents it Is Par's 
contention, outside of whatever 
angles It may have so far as rental 
return is concerned, that the silents 
do not help to strengthen the position 
of the unwired exhib, and as long as 
he (the exhib) refuses to wire, his 
business is liable to be precarious. 
Tiffany and LTniversal may have to 
continue silent versions beyond this 
season owing to the franchise of 
these two companies with the 
small exhib. Under these fran- 
chises botli companies are obligated 
to furnish the exhibs, whether 
talking or silent. 



Many Outdoors 



Hollywood, Feb. 25, 
Tiffany Is following the lines of 
other producers by going In for out- 
door pictures. It has temporarily 
transferred Richaf^d Thorpe from 
"Paradise Island" to direct "Down 
by the Rio Grande," original by J.

The 
four-pager Is also mall-delivered to Variety subscribers throughout Cali- 
fornia, but is not newsstand distributed other than In the stuffed manner 
in the li. A. section. 

The small bulletin is a giveaway, going with the regular paper. Its 
purpose is to pick up the interval in the picture colony of four days from 
Wednesday to Saturday required for Variety to reach the coast. Most 
o£ the matter is wholly local. Anything of national interest printed in 
L. A. Saturday is rewritten for the Los Angeles News of the dailies in 
the weekly Variety the following Wednesday. Seldom is anything dupli- 
cated by heads from the Bulletin to the "vveekly.

RCA, DeFbrest and 
Pacent, among the biggest, will render totals only In confidence. This 
has been so since the advent of talker popularity. 

From what can be gleaned on the inside DeForest seems to be running 
eecond, according to the calculations. RCA, until it commenced con- 
centrating on its $3,000 equlpnient for houses of 600 seats and under, 
admittedly fell behind largely because of its program to make equip- 
ments of about as many sizes and grades as there are letters In the 
alphabet.

Only Chicago film critic not to accept the gratis Paramount-Publix 
trip to New York was Mae Tinee of the "Tribune.-' Prevented from 
joining her contemporaries by the paper's poliry. 



Film version of "Journey's End" will open April 1, or later, at the 
Gaiety, but in no case, althtough ready, will. It make its. bow before that 
daite. Contract with Gfilbert Miller, producer of the play, prohibits show- 
ing o£ Tiffany's screen ada:ptation until then, either in New York or 
elsewhere. In view of the April 1 date, It is probable the play will close 
its legit run by that time. 

There is nothing in the contract to compel Miller to close "Journey's 
End" as a play, either in New York or on the road, by April 1 or to keep 
the picture out of any town In which the show Is playing, as with U's 
"Show Boat" arrangement with Ziegfeld.

Chicago, Feb. 25. ; 
A three-cornered deal evolved bjl' 
Publlx has been rejected by RKO. 

In return for certain concession^ 
on contracts to Radio Pictures! 
Publlx wanted its Great States cir- 
cuit to control Champaign, Rock- 
ford and Springfield, and its B. 
& K division to .take over three 
Chicago houses now being shared 
with RKO. The Chicago deal would ■ 
have given B & K nearly absoluti 
rule in the neighborhoods by the^ 
acquisition of the Tower, Norshore 
and Belmont. At present the flrs^; 
two are being operated by B & K 
with RKO holding an interest, while 
RKO operates the Belmont, which 
has been built up with a vaudfllm 
policy. For the ownership of th© 
Belmont RKO offexed its Interest 
in the other two, but was turned 
down by B & K. 

At Springfield, 111., RKO operates 
the Majestic and Orpheum, but 
Great States has an Interest In both 
and warits an outright buy. RKO 
has one house, the Orpheum, in 
Champaign, college town, and 
Great States none, so the circuit 
wanted to buy that one. In Rock- 
ford, Great States wants to ^sontrol 
things conpletely by buying RKO's 
Palace, G. S. now having two other 
houses there, the Coronada and Or- 
pheum. 

RKO's refusal Is based on 1936 
expansion plans and business in all 
these houses. In Chicago, If the 
deal were closed as outlined, RKO'$ 
only neighborhood spot would be 
the Englewood, south sidj^ theatre 
with lease having only three years 
to run.

After some slap- 
stick rampaging winds up in a truce. 



Unleashing the bankroll in techni- 
color Paramount here has an ornate 
operetta, a pageant of bright fabrics, 
big sets and milling mobs. On 
brocaded gold-tasseled pi-oduction 
values alone it is certain to impress 
film audiences. And by that token 
it's a money picture. 

It Is founded upon "If I Were 
King," a story which has been done 
three or four times in pictures, each 
version differing according to the 
personality of its star. Latest pro- 
tagonist of Francois Villon Is Den- 
nis King, who did the operetta ort 
Broadway, and it Is that sort of a 
Villon — a dramatic tenor. 

It's legitimate to mention for the- 
atres that Dennis King, on voice, 
will do- much better personally when 
procieding rather than following 
Lawrence Tibbett. Unfortunate, 
and perhaps unfair, that King 
should have to stand this compari- 
son, but it's a comparison that is 
being and will continue to be made. 
It can neither be denied nor ignored. 
As a production, however, "Vaga- 
bond King" can stand upon its own 
and In full confidence. 

Musically, only the one number, 
"Song of the Vagabonds," stands 
out. This has been staged to punch 
the opening sequences. In fact, the 
picture does not start to click until 
the tempo accelerates and the ten- 
sion Increases with this stirring war 
chant adopted by West Point as Its 
main football hymn. 

Necessarily, there is some loss of 
illusion and effectiveness when com- 
bining within one production diverse 
techniques. "Vagaljond King," as 
an operetta, retards itself as a melo- 
drama. Touches of grim Tealism 
are sapped of their power by girls 
In tights as pages In the royal court 
and dwarfs turning cartwheels. 

Of magnificent dramatic concep- 
tion is a sequence "picturing the ar- 
rival of the three heralds of the 
Duke of iSturgundy calling upon 
Paris to surrender. Burgundlans, 
all In .black, powerful military 
giants, aire followed from behind by 
the camera as they progressively 
pass through the palace corridors, 
enoi-mous portals opening before 
their heavy strided advance. Force 
of this sequence is «nervated by 
the entrance of Dennis King into 
the throne ' room, musical comedy 
fashion over a wall arid still palpi- 
tating from love sighs. Captious or 
not, such mixing of oil and water 
detracts from what, for want of 
other description, may be called ar- 
tistic continuity. 

At least one case of miscasting 
is also a handicap to a completely 
satisfying impression. Lillian Roth 
has neither the necessary age nor 
emotional maturity to play the pas- 
sionate Huguette, a role of great po- 
tential appeal handed to an 18-year- 
old blues singer from New York 
night clubs. Miss Roth is a clever 
girl and a looker, but needs discre- 
tion In casting. 

Despite its weaknesses, "Vaga- 
bond King" is always Interesting, 
It's a treat for the optics with some 
of the color effects of arresting 
beauty, and a picture capable of 
sustaining special billing. Of Den- 
nis King's possible popularity it Is 
difficult to foretell. This English- 
man is a new type, deeply dimpled, 
pompadoured, never less than com- 
petent and frequently distinguished. 
His cinematic fate rests, of course, 
with the women for whom no one 
may presume to speak. 

Jeannette MacDonald, featured. Is 
extremely beautiful in the clinging 
satins of the period. Her perform- 
ance supplies the requisite aroma of 
glamour. But unquestionably cast 
lienors go to O. P. Heggrie; whose in- 
terpretation of Louis XI is an in- 
telllgent plece of trouplng. Louis XI 
is one of the most diversely-inter- 
preted kings of dramatic literature. 
History, particularly recent re- 
search, fails to confirm the low 
choracter which the literati have 
given him, but that's irrelevant to 
the believable characterization Heg- 
gle presents, "... 

In all departments of actual pro- 
duction "Vagabond King" Is top- 
notch costume picture. What it 
lacks in comedy and consistency It 
makes up In strong or unusual se- 
quences, great photography and 
general splendor.

This British screen version of 
"White Cargo," an outstanding 
stage hit a few seasons ago, has an 
exceptionally fine cast. Thanks to 
that, the picture can be rated as 
Intermediate house fare if the cen- 
sors leave It alone. Technically, 
especially in lighting and parts of 
the recording, the production Is 
sometimes amiss. A few strips of 
foreign matter, edited In for atnfios- 
pherlc flashes, show by the 
scratches long repose In the vault.s. 
Inter-raclal marital angle is the one 
which censors In many parts are 
apt to pounce upon. But as a 
pretty fair effort from abroad. 

These technical inferiorities weigh 
against It going into the de luxe 
houses. Other first and second runs 
can doubtless project it for com- 
parative gain. 

Transitions often bring about 
contrary audience reactions. "White 
Cargo," as a talker, is no excep- 
tion. Where the climax of Tonde- 
leyo's conquest of the Englishnian, 
Langford, commanded a tensity 
among legitimate auditors, the same 
produced laughter from picked wit- 
nesses at the Cohan. It came when 
the African Circe, after much emot- 
ing over the heartstricken and sex- 
hungry Englishman, was questioned 
by hjm: 

"What do you want of me?" 

Picture is also considerably slow- 
er than the play. Tet the audience 
only twice proved restless and then 
after lulls in the beaded conversa- 
tions of Weston, the rubber planta- 
tion supervisor, and the Doctor, a 
liquor-sodden creature always con- 
scious of his weakness. Both of 
these interims could be eliminated 
with slight re-editing. . Just 10 
minutes out of the current running 
time, vvould do much to help. 

Leslie Faber'? characterization of 
Weston Is an exceptional piece of 
acting. The boom of his voice is 
too voluminous either for recording 
or else the Cohan booth let it ride. 
Others In the cast also give lauda- 
tory performances. Gypsy Rhouma 
is a beautiful Tondeleyo physically, 
although at times her acting Is 
slightly stiff and her English a lit- 
tle too perfect for the lithesome 
halfbreed. 

Langford's marriage to Tondeleyo 
Is stressed as more a matter of 
vengeance — to outwit the sarcastic 
Weston — than one of physical gain. 
And the poisoning which she at- 
tempts reverts to her in the picture 
as In the play. Weston Is never 
Interested in her, and It is he who 
forces her to flnish the phial which 
she was preparing for her white 
husband. "White Cargo" was barred 
frohi film production in the States 
by the Hays organization. V.'aly-

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Indies Who Sold to Fox Now 
Seek Theatres to Resunie-N Y. 
Neighhorhoods Ride a B. 0. Wave 



Film boxoffices In Greater New 
York, especially neighborhoods, are 
at the height of what authorities 
term their greatest prosperity. 
Fox's . Metropolitan group is of- 
ficially said to be cleaning up $100,- 
000 weekly in profits. So unex- 
pected has been the success of the 
Indies that the Fox organization, 
even prior to the settlement of the 
financial issue, has opened three 
new houses during the past week. 
By the end of 1930, if the readjust- 
ment Is favorable, local film men 
state thdt the Greater New York 
Fox chain will include over 200 the- 
atres. 

Indies who sold out to Fox are 
now getting back in the fleldl as fast 
as they can. While a number of the 
major ones agreed at the time of 
sale not to re-enter as competitors 
of Fox, it is learned that a horde of 
the smaller ones not so restricted 
are returning to their old territories. 
Among the sellers to Fox who have 
already returned are: Ben Noble, 
with the Bedford theatre; Hyman 
Rachmil, the Windsor, Brooklyn; C. 
Rosenswelg, the Rugby, Brooklyn. 

At the Theatre Owners'. Chamber 
of Commerce numerous deals are 
being negotiated. Many of the ex- 
hibitors who figured the Fox buy a 
miracle, and who were stampeded

into other trades and occupations by 
the chaotic state of the Industry, 
are now openly clamoring for a site. 
S.ome are even scouring New York 
for groups of small houses that 
could be worked into a chain. 
Market Is tight 
Theatre market in most parts of 
the city, even the lowliest, Is tight. 
Theatre owners who retained their 
properties, mainly because they 
could get no buyer, now refuse 
pointblank to let go. 

Fox has sent Harry Goldberg up- 
state to take charge of houses in 
the Metropolitan group there and 
look for others. During the past 
week added ■ to Fox holdings the 
Park and Fifth Ave., Brooklyn; 
Rockland, Nyack, and the Ozone, 
Ozone Park, L. I. 

At the same time Fox. Is unload- 
ing its smallest houses. Even 
though doing a capacity business, 
th^se are not deemed worthwhile 
to operate. Ten of these have been 
sub-let, two being the Cumberland 
and Irving. In fact, it is gleaned 
authoritatively, houses of 600 seats 
and under will be given the go-by 
under Fox's new theatre policy. 
Fox's original investment in 152 
indie houses here represents a total 
of $12,000,00a. 

Although William Fox owns 49% 
of General Theatres Equipment 
Corp., controlling manufacturing and 
distribution. rights to Grandeux-, wide 
film will hot be shown In any of the 
Metropolitan's neighborhood houses 
off the island for another six 
months. This Is authoritative. All 
of the bigger houses at the time of 
their renovation last fall had their 
booths widened to accommodate the 
Grandeur projection equipment.

Hollyy^ood, Feb. 25. 
With picture agents about to be 
franchlsed and the studio casting 
directors told In no uncertain terms 
as to how they must administer 
their work "In the future, the Asso- 
ciation of Motion picture Produc- 
ers expects shortly to have every- 
thing running In business fashion so 
far as treatment and handling of 
studio talent is concerned for the 
future. 

First move on the part of the pro- 
ducers to straighten out the bad 
agent conditions existing here was 
appoint J. J, Murdock, former 
Keith executive, as chairman ex- 
offlcio of a committee. It includes 
Irving Thalberg, M. C. Levee, Jack 
Warner and Carl Laemmle, Jr., and 
will make a thorough investigation 
of all the alleged unethical methods 
with a view of controlling the 
agents through speakeasies. 

It is understood that these fran-. 
chises will only be granted to 
agents who com© thi'ough the, in- 
vestigation of past record with a 
clean slate. There are about 60 li- 
censed agents here and some 100 
others who are illegally operating 
s agents. 

Talks to Casters 

The 17 casting directors were 
called together by Fred W. Beetson, 
executive vice president of the pro- 
ducers' organization, and told that 
In the future they must toe the 
mark. He told them that practi- 
cally all had made errors in the 
past, but that this would not be 
held against them. But In the fu- 
ture mistakes will not be counten- 
anced. 

Beetson Informed them that they 
wo'uld have to live up to the terms 
and conditions of the new minimum 
wage conti-act, and also that they 
must not disregard the Call Bureau 
when wanting free lance players. In 
the past he claimed a number would 
call the player direct and then no- 
tify the call bureau. 

The agents were also told, that a 
certain set of working rules would 
be set up for them to be guided by 
and that they must be followed to 
the letter. These rules will prob- 
ably become effective March 1, or 
as soon as they have been approved 
of by the executive committee of 
the Producers' Association.

But the material is old where it 
is not amateurish.

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Call Off RKO Eastern Unit Bookings 
As Flops-Western Project Qicks 



RKO has decided to di:3ponse al- 
toKothei' with the intact vaudeville 
"bill policy in its eastern theatres as 
a result of Inability of the eastern 
booking department to prove the 
\init system's superiority over spot 
booking. Decision to discard the 
unit bills immediately in the east 
was reached Monday following the 
return to New York of Hiram S. 
Brown from a coast trip. 

Eastern toss-out of Intact bills 
■will have no bearing on the western 
policy of Keith's, with the western 
department finding the unit plan en- 
tirely successful. 

Whether the unit idea may be re- 
vived in the east at some later date 
Is not known. It Is reported the 
plan is out for the balance of this 
season, at least. 

. Keith's eastern bookers, under 
George Godfrey's supervision and 
with Godfrey doing practically all 
the unit booking, have been trying 
to get set with traveling units since 
the beginning of the current season 
At no time have the eastern Keith 
experiments with the unitized bills 
reached a definite stage. 

Less than a month ago Godfrey 
announced a route of 13 weeks, com- 
posed of 17 theatres located in New 
York city and other eastern points, 
had been formed as a definite trip 
for the units. It was intended at 
that time to have the route in oper- 
ation within two weeks, and the 
books filled for approximately a 
month in advance. The 17 were 
selected as all among the 45 eastern 
RKO theati'es in the east fl-ancially 
able to play and pay the intact bills, 
which would cost $3,500 on an aver- 
age. 

Unfulfilled Predictions 

Difficulties confrontin.r Godfrey in 
the \mit bookings were mainly in 
the New York houses, where pre- 
mature repeating of acts and short 
budgets blocked the way. First ob- 
jections to the earljj unit bills were 
entered by house managers and the 
operating department. Predictions 
were periodically made that the 
eastern booking, department would 
shortly be set with the unit bills, 
but the settlement failed to arrive. 

Under the unit system, from ac 
counts, Godfrey claimed it was not 
possible to . land money lieadllners 
when available for the New York 
theatres wanting them as attrac- 
tions and willing to pay tK6~'high 
salaries. Names, Godfrey is said to 
have claimed, could not be routed 
without breaking up the units. 

Mr. Brown has voiced his belief 
In unit bills as a general policy for 
the circuit ever since taking office. 
Successful institution of units by 
Keith's western booking division as 
the policy for the entire western 
RKO theatre territory, in contrast 
to the eastern booking department's 
failure with the same policy, was re 
ported to have been considered by 
the RKO president as a severe set 
back in his plans for reconstructing 
the RKO circuit and vaudeville.

From two to five auditions at 
Paramount headquarters on Long 
Island are now necessary for all 
but standard or headline applicants 
for bookings in Publix stage units. 
All acts excepting well knowns or 
those who have worked for Publix 
a short time previously must be 
seen in auditions by a majority of 
Publix presentation producers and 
members of the producing and 
booking departments before they 
are accepted and booked. 

Publix stage department now 
looks at between 150 and 250 acts 
a week in the audition ' rooms on 
Long Island. Low average is 23 
audltlonq a day. Highest number of 
acts viewed by the Publix staff 
members in a single day was 68, a 
record established a short time ago. 

Acts that rate star classification 
and heavy salaries or that are 
familiar to the Publix staff through 
past performances are the only ones 
immune f rem the numerous audi- 
tions. All others. Including many 
line girls, must exhibit under re- 
hearsal conditions. 

Reason seems to be the huge list 
of applications always on hand at 
the Publix casting bureau. The big 
list is weeded out carefully, and 
those who finally land know there 
was plenty of competition. 

The picture house system as ,em- 
ployed by Publix is in bold con- 
trast to the methods in vaudeville, 
where -one favorably impressed 
booker and sometimes even a good 
managers' report paves the way for 
an opening. 

Number of picture house specialty 
people whose routines are confined 
to brief stage band turns is, how- 
ever, far greater than the compara- 
tive handful of talented vairety 
acts. 



RiYerside, Champ Policy 
Changer, Changes Again 



After trying a combination of 
vaude and film shorts Riverside has 
now started a regular vaudfilm 
policy, with features. Keith's will 
operate it along the same lines as 
the 8l3t Street. 

Because both houses are on 
.Broadway and only 15 blocks apart, 
different features will be used at 
the Riverside. The 81st Street, con- 
sidered a more important stand, 
will get the break on screen prod- 
uct. It is understood. Five acts on 
a split will continue on the stage.

It 
tried a vaudefilm policy last season, 
went back to two-a-day straight 
vaude at the start of the current 
show year, and recently ditched that 
for a pop split-week, policy, with 
film shorts to fill out a two-hour 
show.

Report that the lease prohibits 
Keith's from using features in the 
house because of nearness to B'ox's 
Japanese Gardens Is untrue.

Not all the grief In ahow business 
occurs in the rehearsal halls of pro- 
ducers, In the dressing rooms of 
actors nor in the infested booking 
haunts of agents. Take the word 
of Eddie Pilcer,. head of the Cus- 
toms House department and steam- 
ship bureau of the Times Square 
Trust Co. 

According to Pilcer, until you 
have tried to get a troupe of per- 
forming alligators into America 
you haven't the slightest idea of 
what a theatrical headache can be. 
To get the troupe of 15 live alliga- 
tors Into the country, Pilcer had to 
put up a bond — and bonds come 
high at so much per alligator. With 
the reptiles safely off the ship and 
booked to open in Jersey City, 
their bondsman promptly forgot all 
about them. 

He was dismayed to hear a week 
later that their German groom, the 
©niy one who understood the proper 
care and training of alligators, had 
been hauled ofC by the Immigration 
department and booked back to his 
homeland via the Ellis Island route. 
Speaking little English and con- 
fused by Immigration red-tape, he 
had forgotten all about his pets 
languishing in the freight depot at 
23rd St. 

Having eight crates °of alligators 
in their cSre was naturally a novel 
experience for freight officials. What 
does one feed an alligator? How 
does one keep him happy? One well 
meaning individual . Anally decided 
that alligators needed lots of water, 
so he dumped one of the crates into 
a large tank. This automatically 
ended life's problem for one crate 
of alligators. 

In desperation, the officials finally 
appealed to the S. P. C. A. which 
in turn traced the bonding of the 
alligators to Pilcer.

Now Pilcer Is having a hard time 
trying to figure out how to get 
money back on the deceased alli- 
gators.

Loew's, in its vaudeville and pic- 
ture houses, has commenced to 
play ra number of -former Keith 
headliners at large salaries. This on 
the theory that for a once-around 
swing on the Loew time the 
"names" carry reputations gained 
elsewhere and at the same time are 
new faces in the Loew theatres. 

Group of ex-Keith standards 
switched to Loew upon finding their 
high salaries available from that 
quarter after Keith's had refused to 
pay salaries asked. 

Keith's, throiigh its inability to 
combat opposition, was originally 
responsible for the lifting of sal- 
aries to the present level, and has 
since declined to pay the salaries 
once set out of necessity. Reported 
Loew belief is that the salaries are 
justified and will be. returned by 
Loew patrons who are familiar with 
the former Keith headliners by 
name. This applies to many Loew 
theatres drawing their own audi- 
ences. 

List of name and money acts re- 
cently placed on the Loew books is 
the largest for any one time in the 
Loew circuit's records and includes, 
among others.

Reported deal on between Moss 
and a New York legitimate pro- 
ducer for sub-leasing the Colony 
has not advanced far enough to 
spike rumors that Moss is consid- 
ering the Colony as the "ace" house 
for his own proposed chain. An- 
other piece of theatre property said 
to hold interest for Moss is the 
Bronx Opera House, owned by the 
Vincent Astor estate. 

Further information is that Moss 
has informed possible business as- 
sociates that modern theatres of 
around 3,800-seat capacity and fa- 
vorably located are the type de- 
sired. Boundary line reported 
drawn for Moss' contemplated ac- 
quisitions is said' to take in the 
boroughs of Manhattan, Brooklyn, 
Bronx and Queens, omitting Staten 
Island and confining' all activity to 
New York City.

This Leo Reisman no'W, he's 
one of those genius chaps. There 
are fiddlers and violinists, there 
are musicians and there are 
"eight dollar mugs," as the ver- 
nacular has It. But for about the 
first time we heard this so-called 
jazTSsturned into honest-to-good- 
ness music yesterday at ' the 
Kelth-Albee. 

This department might go on 
for columns of discussion about 
jazz and drag in the opinions of 
any number of authoritative per- 
sons. Suffice It to say, jazz has 
as many versions as Hydrla had 
heads. Because It has a certain 
ambiguity of form, it has been 
subjected to an unreasonable 
amount, of mutilation. 

At times jazz appears to us as 
little more than noise. Properly 
syncopation is the shifting of ac- 
cent, and that has been . used as 
the excuse for taking wild lib- 
erties with form and technique 
by some players. The result has 
been so discordant and so un- 
pleasant that, for the most part, 
•we are annoyed by the jazz 
music. 

The test of music, In Its orig- 
inal form, is its effect upon the 
human emotions. One might be 
a master of the technicalities of 
music and yet have nothing ipiore 
than a set of terms. The charm 
of symphonic music Is Its appeal 
to the senses. Deems Taylor, as 
we remember, made the remark 
that you can't think your way 
out of an operatic plot, but that 
the music must carry the theme 
by Its effect, on the emotions. 

The primary structure of music 
Is essentially rhythm. Jazz 
started from the simple, rhythmic 
folk tunes, and its strongest ap- 
peal lies In Ito adherence to that 
form. Frequently jazz Is given 
a glittering background— it seems 
to be the fallacy of exponents of 
Jazz to lean toward glaring 
lights, Bhiny instruments and or- 
nate-settings. Nothing could be 
more Incongruous. 

All this preamble Is by way of 
saying that Leo Reisman, to our 
way of thinking-, has found the 
Ideal In Jazz expression. Not 
only has his music the mesmeric 



euphony of rhythm, but its effec- 
tiveness Is vastly heightened by 
his use of subdued backgrounds, 
muted tones and soft lighting 
effects, 

Reisman's program is decid- 
edly unique, an example of the 
individuality of the virtuoso. It 
is far better than . that of any 
other Jazz band, and we say that 
sincerely. No one or two, or 
even three numbers may be men- 
tioned as outstanding; the whole 
program Is outstanding. 

Gershwin's "Rhapsody in Blue" 
arid "St. Louis Blues" are 
played with tantalizing, haunting 
rhythm. Hearing them one can 
readily understand the impas- 
sioned dancing of the exalted to 
the beat of the jungle drum. 

Reisman uses a black back- 
ground for his act, with his 
musicians In black. He has made 
clever use of changes in the stage 
lighting to catch the changing 
moods of the music. 

Adding Immensely to his pro- 
gram are two dancers. Ernestine 
Day gives a brilliant interpreta- 
tion of a Spanish dance and a 
waltz. Louise Cooke does the 
sort of rhythmic dancing so ef- 
fectively demonstrated by Jacques 
Cartler In his recitals last year. 
Both of these dancers are un- 
usual treats for a vaudeville 
program. 
. And for the information of 
those.-who have 'wondefed at the 
echo effect in some of the num- 
bers, we report that there is a 
trumpet player concealed in the 
auditorium. It Is one of the 
many ingenius tricks M. Reisman 
has up his sleeve. 

Make no mistake, Reisman Is 
good.

New York, Feb. 22. 
Parading 600 Boy Scouts around 
the block served as the street over- 
ture for the openine of Loew's 175th 
St. At noontime, about an hour 
later, all of the 3,445 seats were 

filled, the lobby roped off, and the 
cops called. 

From a distant perspective this 
Loew emporium looks like a pai-t of 
the White House gi-afted with a 
Turkish mosque. Close up Its exte- 
rior is curly-cued until it resembles 
a charlotte russe. Inside its gilt is 
so dazzling that the Immediate im- 
pression is that the team of Alladin 
and Midas must have done the job. 
Further observation reveals not a 
corner or crevice without some 
knick-knack, dold is abetted by 
celling and side walls veiled for blue 
and red lighting effects. The elec- 
tricity is kept on all during the 
show. The 175th Street is, in the 
final analysis, probably gilded with 
more gilt and red than any theatre 
in the world. Chicago's Oriental Is 
pallid compared with it. 

But that's what the people up in 
this territory want. There's no 
question about that. It was wit- 
nessed when they commenced 
swarming in. Stalwart ushers had 
their arms full keeping delighted 
payees from sciratching at this and 
feeling that. The wear and tear is 
bound to be expensive. 

It's going to be a job when the 
grind gets into the regular swing to 
keep some susceptible fingers from 
grabbing a peacock or so, or a junior 
Buddha. A lot o'f them are editions 
that would look nice on any mantle- 
piece. 

No two- employees could agree on 
a definition of the Interior decora- 
tion motif. Some said Chinese, 
others claimed the Turks had a 
hand In, while the last, pointing to 
the crescent and star gaerets dan 
gling from some of the chandelieVs 
and hall lights, expressed the be- 
lief that fraternal organizations did 
their share.

New York, Feb. 20. 

Over 15,000 seats In a generous 
square mile, and 76% of them think 
nothing of SRO'ing at least three 
nights out of- seven; 

That's Fordham, universe unto 
Itself after sundown. Where stores 
elsewhere observe only Saturday 
nights, this capitol of the Bronx 
was ablaze with buyers and cash 
jafter 10 o'clock of a Thursday night 

It's the one place in the world 
where exhibitors ax-e happy, par 
ticularly the indies. From the 
smallest to the biggest, including 
the palatial Loew's Paradise, they 
were doing a Coney Island rush 
" The pictures were well and little 
known. It made no difference. Be- 
tween 8 and 11 this night there 
was more traffic than is usually 
found in Times Square. The con- 
gestion for a time equalled the big 
auto jam downtown at theatre hour 

A peep into five or six of the the- 
atres frinjglng the Concourse sub- 
stantlatedrmanagers' statements. In 
most of them people were standing, 
Especially noteworthy was the 
crowd at Fox's Valentine, showing 
"Sunnyslde Up" (Fox). Standees in 
this 1,500-seat house were packed 
into 18 distinct rows. There was 
a line In the lobby virtually fighting 
to get in, so that a couple of strong 
boys had to back the rope and 
doors.

J. De Rosa, who 
has a duplex managerial offlce, with 
a balcony and fake oranges adorn- 
ing It, claims his draw goes as far 
north as White Plains and eastward 
to City Island. It's an expertly con- 
ducted house. For all of its big- 
ness, there's a soothing atmosphere 
induced b.y military orderliness. 

Paradise gets its stage shows as 
soon as they leave the downtown 
Capitol. For anyone who. has vis- 
ited atmofiplieric houses throughout 
the country, this Paradise is easily 
outstanding. One little detail, lobby 
display frames, gives an idea of 
^vhat's in its make-up. The.'^e are 
liand-hammered bronze and cost 
J5.000 each.

FRANKLIN 

(Showing Bills) 
Keith's Franklih, in the Bronx, 
and the Prospect, Brooklyn, now 
play seven acts both halves, the 
bills composed partly of standard 
stuff, but mainly of new acts or 
turns unfamiliar to the booking 
office. 

This "showing" system, under 
which the unknowns are played and 
paid in the regular manner — at 
"showing" salaries — was considered 
superior to and supplanted the one- 
night weekly audition bills of four 
or five acts, for carfare coin, for- 
merly conducted at the same thea- 
tres. 

A way to correct the present 
scarcity of showing grounds for new 
people wanting to be seen and old- 
t)eopl6 with new material wishing 
to be caught by the bookers, is 
being seriously sought by Keith's. 
So far the Franklin and Prospect 
theatres "look" bills have been the 
nearest approach to a solution. 

In the Franklin's, last half last 
week very little was noteworthy in 
the new talent. Either a bad break 
or meaning the better vaudevillians 
prefer to lay off than play this sort 
of time. It really isn't so bad that 
anyone should dodge it. Keith's is 
keeping its promise to l^old confi- 
dential the "showing" salaries ac- 
cepted, and the audiences here are 
no different than any neighborhood 
audience anywhere. 

Five of the seven turns might be 
New Acts, and aire reviewed indi- 
vidually as such. Of the bunch 
Paul.TIsen's name Is most familiar, 
with this fiddling band leader back 
in an obviously untried flash. Rest, 
were Hazel Lee, colored dancer, 
with four Negro boys, also dancers;

Complete absence of the fre- 
quent razzing that greeted the one- 
night weekly auditions. Under the 
previous system the customers were 
on and demonstrated their opinions. 

Bill was caught Thursday night. 
Business light on the warmest eve- 
ning, of the winter. "Behind the 
Makeup" (Par) feature.

Remainder of bill 
also okay, offering diversity and 
class in the seven act stage layout, 
"Cameo Kirby" (Fox), screen fea- 
ture. Sellout Saturday night, with 
plenty In line for midnight showing 
of the picture. 

"Enchanted Forest," seven people 
flash act enlisting four men and 
three girls, proved a likeable pace- 
maker with a potpourri of classical 
songs, instrumentals and dancing. 
Triple adagio was the standout.

Johnny Downs will need plenty of 
exploitation to hit the draw class. 
Sentimental songs, chatter and a 
dance make up his routine.

The 
Theremin was demonstrated, suc- 
cessfully here, w^Ith several num- 
bers played. It's purely conjecture 
how far its manufacture will go. 

Announcer and demonstrator told 
persons in the lobby, where another 
Theremin cabinet was installed, 
that any person with a musical ear 
can learn to play the instrument. 

On the stage were two Theremins. 
They resemble the ordinary radio, 
or phonograph cabinet, with two 
controls in each— one for pitch and 
the other for control. A young lady 
was Introduced by Rudolph Wawra, 
announcer, and with her right hand 
before the upright rod at the corner 
of the cabinet and the other on the 
left side of the Instrument, played 
"Love, Tour Spell Is Everywhere." 
Instrument was connected to a loud 
speaker upstage. 

To the audience it seemed as 
though the young woman were 
humming without moving her lips; 
again, it sounded like a subdued 
violin solo. Later greater volume 
was displayed when a young man 
worked the other instrument. 

The players, 'announced as Miss 
Elbert and Mr. Henry, played a 
duet, "Tales of Hoffman."

The other says his 
companion Is deaf, and he, not 
to break faith,, keeps up the 
deception, while the woman 
criticizes his deportment and 
etiquette. The sketch has many 
.amusing incidents. 

Mr. Brenon Is excellent and 
a very good light comedian. 
Miss Downing and Mr, Clure 
appeared to good advantage. It 
gives many reasons for laugh- _ 
ter. 



Despite Its rather foggy de- 
scription, this act plainly re- 
lied for much of Its hilarity 
upon a light comedian named 
Herbert Brenon. Mr. Brenon is 
now a well known picture di- 
rector and Is no longer men- 
tioned as one of two other fel- 
lows.

England Now Has No Yiddish Theatre; 
After 48 Years, Back Where It Started 



London, Feb. 16. 

London, 'which boasts of histories 
upon any and every subject con- 
ceivable, has sadly neglected the 
history of the "iTiddlsh theatre. 
Cynics 'Will say the Yiddish theatre 
In London has no history. They're 
wrong. The Yiddish theatre has a 
history, but i\-hether it is in Its 
favor or not is a matter for In- 
dividual opinion. 

First Yiddish theatre came into 
beine some 48 years ago, and, 
strange enough, was located in a 
non-Jewish district. A company 
comprising Mr. and Mrs, Jacob P. 
Adler, Mr. and :Mr3. Jacob Grad- 
ner, Mr. and Mrs. Chalmovltch, 
Freedman and Jacobovitch came 
over from Odessa, rented a small 
hall in Holborn and called it a Yid- 
dish theatre. Their program^ was 
primarily composed of Jewish folk 
songs and was more In the nature 
of a Yiddish vaudeville house. 

With Jewish people always hav- 
ing a preference for heavy drama 
this light fare did not appeal and 
in a couple of months they closed 
and went to America. There they 
stayed for a few years, but returned 
here where they formed an asso- 
ciation with Max Rubinstein. Lat- 
ter found a building for them in 
the eastside. This was opened as 
a sort of Yiddish Theatre Guild, 
where plays were performed for 
members only, with, supposedly, no 
money to be taken at the doors. 

This was don? in order to avoid 
the supervision of the Lord Cham- 
berlain, and lasted for three years 
until the police paid a surprise visit 
and found money was being taken. 
Being without any regular hall they 
went from pillar to post, always 
hunted by the police, .'for another 
two years. 

Butcher's Dramatic Club 

In 1888 Abraham Smith, a Jew- 
ish butcher, became Interested in 
the Yiddish theatre idea and formed 
a Hebrew Dramatic, importing ar- 
tists from all over Europe. Some 
of these artists, who afterwards 
made history on the American Yid- 
dish stage, were Bernard Bornstein, 
Jacob Katzman, Rudolph Nadolskl, 
Mr. and Mrs. Jacob Manny, Adolf 
Shengold, Max Rosenthal and Anna 
Held. 

Together with some of the actors 
who had been In previous Yiddish 
ventures, Smith formed a stock 
company which ran successfully for 
several years, but ended rather 
tragically. In January, 1894, while 
an operetta by J. Leytner, "The 
Spanish Gipsy," was being per- 
formed before a capacity house of 
over 600, someone yelled "fire." 
There was a stampede in which 17 
people, including several children, 
were killed. There was no fire, and 
it is still said it was done ma- 
liciously by someone who had been 
running in opposition and ^^•as Jeal- 
ous of Smith's success. The alarm- 
ist was never traced. And this 
temporarily ended the Yiddish the- 
atre in London. The company then 
toured a few of the provincial cities 
and some European capitals. 

After two years some of the com- 
pany returned and were presented 
under the management of Yara- 
chofsky and Flush, Yatachofsky 
was T*ormerly the orchestra leader 
of the Smith theatre. They took

promises off Whitechapel, now a 
synagog. iMiIs lasted four years, 
the police again Interfering and re- 
sulting in most of the company go- 
ing to America. Soon after Charles 
Nathanson, who came from America, 
approached Andrew Melville, father 
Of Walter and Frederick Melville, 
present owners of the Lyceum and 
Princes' theatres. Melville was then 
running blood and thunder dramas 
at the old Standard, Choredltch. 
They asked him to lease the the- 
atre for Saturday matinees for Yid- 
dish plays. . Nathanson formed a 
local company, with himself as star, 
and opened at the Standard, cre- 
ating such a rush that trafflc was 
suspended In the locality for nearly 
two hours. Opening show was "The 
Fall of Jerusalem." 

A New Beginning 

This marked ' the beginning o£ 
Yiddish plays in a licensed theatre. 
They became a regular feature at 
the house for nearly two years. 
Then the people from the Ghetto 
proper began to complain that the 
theatre was too f£tr out of their 
way, resulting in regular diminu- 
tion of attendance. Nathanson saw 
failure and went home. 

By that time the Pavilion theatre, 
Whitechapel, was playing English 
dramas under the management of 
Isaac Cohen, a persona,! friend of 
the late Sir Augustus Harris of 
Drury Lane, in direct opposition to 
the old Standard. The Pavilion waa 
known as "Drury Lane of the East," 
without anyone bothering to dis- 
claim its right to the title. It was 
then that a local band of actors, 
under the management of J, W. 
Rosenthal, approached . Cohen and 
arranged with him to stage Yid- 
dish plays on Saturday afternoons. 
This marked the real beginning '&f 
a Yiddish -theatre in tHe heart of 
the Ghetto, the theatre playing Eng- 
lish dramas all week. 

•This didn't help the Pavilion and 
It soon went into voluntary liquida- 
tion with the Law Guaranty So- 
ciety, the mortgagees, taking pos- 
session. Rosenthal came to an ar- 
rangement with the Society to run 
the place solely as a Yiddish the- 
atre and brought over Sljjmond and 
Dina FIneman, who played there for 
three seasons, starting in 1905.- Jacob 
Nathanson also returned and was 
starred, as were Jacob P. Adlet and 
David Kessler. 

$60,000 Failur* 

When Fineman died in 1910 a 
movement was started by several of 
his followers to inaugurate a the- 
atre in his name. Money was sub- 
scribed by the Jewish public, and 
a theatre named the Temple waa 
erected In Commercial Road at a 
cost of 160,000. It was opened with 
a flotirlsh, with Maurice Mosco- 
vitch and Sam Goldenberg brought 
over from America. But It did not 
succeed although It managed to kill 
the Pavilion's business. After 18 
months the bank foreclosed and the 
property, then owned, was sold by 
auction for $30,000. It la now a pic- 
ture theatre. 

With the demise of the Temple, 
the Pavilion took on a new lease 
of life and Moscovitcb became a 
a regular feature there. He played 
on and off .until 1917, when he trans- 
ferred his allegiance to the English 
stage, with no regrets. 

Although Moscovitcb was liked 
at the Pavilion, he encountered 
plenty of trouble and used to hurl 
a regular speech of abuse at the 
audience during every performance 
as follows: "Why Is It that when- 
ever I go through a dying scene. 
Just at the crucial monent a bottle 
of lemonade comes hurtling from 
the gallery into the circle?" which 
remark always received a big hand 
from his satellites. 

With the departure of Moscovitcb, 
Rosenthal once again went to 
America and prevailed upon Adler 
to return. Adler came accompanied 
by Cella, Frances, Stella and Sarah 
Adler, and played for several 
months. 

In 1918 Ro.qenthal received 
tempting offer for the theatre, about 
$130,000 from an English syndicate, 
and the house once again began 
to ^tagc English dramas. A Joke 
for Whitrichapel, and it la«tcd but 
a few montli.s. Pictures were then 
trlort by the same management with 
equally. tliH(i.sti:o.iii5 .re.5.ujts and, .a.ft.er.. 
18 month.s, ' Ito.scnthal bought the 
th<;atro back for about $85,000 and 
onff! aKain the hou.se revertf.-d to 
Yiddish dtatnas, with Joseph Kess- 
l*'r as the now ntar.

KILL ALL GAME COCKS AS 
INCORRIGIBLE CRIMINALS 



When the S. P. C. A. raids a cock 
fight, it arrests the humans involved 
and confiscates the cocks. 

The birds are then promptly put 
into a gas chamber and killed. Why 
can't the S. P. C. A. make a stew 
of the birds? This is a question 
which Interests a number of people. 
Including the owners of confiscated 
cocks. 

The owners — -a. 'Variety reporter 
talked to a couple whose fighting 
birds were seized — insist that they 
would feel much better about things 
if their cocks were made Into a 
stew. 

As they argue, fighting cocks are 
the best cared for fowl in the world; 
they are better fed, housed and are 
usually younger than any chicken 
that can b^ bought In a market. So 
why destroy them In an Ignominious 
and wasteful manner? Let them 
Wring the necks of the birds and 
give them to hospitals or orphan 
asylums, say the owners. 

The S. P. C. A., when faced Vith 
this question, had quite a definite 
answer. It seems that when cocks 
are confiscated as parties to the 
misdemeanor that cock fighting Is, 
they are subsequently brought to 
trial with their owners. The own- 
ers are fined $10, but the' cocks are 
condemned to death by the judge. 
There is a lengthy law on the sub- 
ject, which the S. P. C. A. will read 
to you, to the effect that all imple- 
ments to the misdemeanor must be 
destroyed. 

. S. P. C. A.'s Side 

So what can the S. P. C. A. do 
about the matter? The cocks are 
legally condemned to death, and 
criminals are never made into stews. 

The S. P. C. A. says It must pro- 
ceed in the proper manner. Tlie 
birds are destroyed by carbon mon- 
oxide^ gas which renders them In-' 
edible, and the bodies are then 
turned over to the Board of Health 
for disposal. 

However, the S. P. C. A. said that 
on one occasion some place in -New 
York state, a sheriff who confiscated 
some fighting cocks did wring their 
necks and distribute the birds 
to the neighbors. This was the 
only instance on record, although 
there were no objections to the 
procedure in the case. And this 
case may be the answer to the whole 
agitating question. 

The S. P. C. A. and cock owners 
have other differences on the sub- 
ject of cocks and cock fighting. 

Breeders of fighting cocks argue 
that when the birds are allowed to 
fight they are doing the thing they 
most prefer In the world. A cock, 
say breeders, is the only known ani- 
mal that will leave food or a hand- 
some hen and scrap. 

There are, says the S. P. C. A,, 
about 3,000 fighting cocks in New 
York state at present; tha,t the sport 
is extensive and has taken the place 
of dog fights which have fallen from 
favor because such matches were 
never on the level. Either one or 
the other of fighting dogs usually 
had poison rubbed on its coat.

These will be 
at 38th-40th, 44th-45th, 50th-52d and 
5Sth to _61st streets. The opening 
of the new subway, however, will 
not be for another year'. 

Eighth avenue has been under- ■ 
going changes. Sixth avenue is the 
Main Stem's paradox — ^^but old 
Eighth Is its secret side. Here off 
the long road thtit's Broadway — 
along the side streets east and west 
and up and down Eighth avenue 
are the heartaches and the rain- 
bows, of Madza Lane. 

Dressing Up Lane 

What the new subway will do to 
it is but a hazard. Already, how- 
ever, the street Is beginning to look 
different. It's beginning to dress 
up. All Its theatres are wired and 
Its shops are taking on the Broad- 
way air. 

Eighth avenue, street of. Broad- 
way's rooming' houses, fiop joints 
and cafeterias, now boasts impos- 
ing hosteh'ics on its corners and 
apartment houses of splendor. It 
Is believed that with the addition of 
the new subway the theatre district 
will take^ its biggest leap toward 
linking the middle 50's with 42d 
street. Inkling of this is the new- 
Hollywood theatre built by War- 
ners at 51st street and Broadway, 
with the side ftwitage extending 
half way to Eighth avenue. 

An Idea of the change tn the 
street that lias so long been looked 
down upon by Broad wayfarers Is that 
real estate has jumped in value 300 
percent, with a greater rise prophe- 
sied by landowners when' the sub- 
way opens. 

Peculiarly enough a great percen- 
tage of this Increased valuation will 
go to a film theatre company that 
owns practically every theatre on 
Eighth avenue from Columbua Cir- 
cle to the Village line. It's the Coh- 
solldated Theatres. They're grinds 
with wired equipment, but In the 
past year atmosphered and redeco- 
rated, making rather natty neigh- 
borhood houses. AH are on the 
west side of Eighth avenue. Be- 
tween 40th and, 59th streets there 
are five of them? all doing a whale 
biz. 

Real Chinese Chop 

There are some new haberdashery 
stores and restaurant.% but Eighth 
avenue's greatest oddity Js a place 
little known to Broadway. It'o a 
Chinese restaurant that serves Chi- 
nese food only for Chinese. 

Beyond this It Is the biggest "cut- 
rate" street In the world— not even 
Canal street or Delancey street sur- 
:-issing It. 

Cut-rating on Eighth avenue Is a 
gag. .A guy decides to go out of biz 
and hangs out a red paper sign .j 
12 months before he really intends 
to go out, if he even does, and keeps 
on selling. The funny thing about 
It Is that the prices never change 
—but the guy who hunts for bar- 
gains here is usually the goat. He 
can buy better quality stuff at the 
same prices on Broadway or the 
big department stores, but falls for 
the "going out of biz" signs and the 
"bankruptcy" tags on the windows 
and gets nicked. From Inveetlga- 
tlo;i there are at least a dozen shops 
between 40th and 50th streets that 
have had the same signs hanging 
for nine months — and they're still 
"selling out." 

Most of Broadway's speaks line the 
side streets bet\veen the Main Stem 
and Eighth, while at 40th street Is 
the Greek cafe centre, where prob- 
ably 20 or more Greek restaurants 
and clubs provide a lower Elghtfr'C 
avenue'.q night life. There's only 
one regular Broadway hangout on 
Eighth avenue, and that'.s Chez 
FJorenco on 58th street, an after 
midnight rendezvous of the Main 
Stem.

A "Simon-' Delirium 
'•Simple Simon" calls for a rave. 
TiUTf in.'V(.'i- h;i3 been a more beau- 
tiful production — lavish, tasteful, 
done with originality and imagina- 
tion. CoHiment up and down Broad- 
way infers that there is too much 
of Ed Wynn in It. It might have 
been better for Mr. Wynn if he has 
mas.fed newer laughs in fewer ap- 
pearances, but no true Ed Wynn fan 
is going to complain about sucli un- 
important faults. 

Production is grand. The book, 
which has the childish quality of 
English pantomime, doesn't matter 
in the least. It is merely an excuse 
for scene after scene of breath- 
taking beauty. Joseph Urban lias 
cut loose from the somewhat stodgy 
style that marks his Metropolitan 
work and has contributed effects 
gay, delicate and distinguished.. 

It is hard to be coherent about the 
John Harkrider costumes, they're so 
lovely. Unhampered by a desire to 
economize on production, the de- 
signer has spread himself on rich 
effects. But he also knows how to 
use simplicity, evidenced In beauti- 
fully draped gowns of monotone 
satin, and In a simple ingenue frock 
with plain bodice of heavy satin. 
Its sheer skirt is so full It can be 
held out at arm's length- and still 
fall gracefully to the ankles. An- 
other dress for Harriet Hoctor's ex- 
quisite toe-work Is a tJrincess white 
chiffon, with fullness introduced at 
the sides, and a comet of tiny sequins 
splashing across the front. Even 
without Seymour Felix's noteworthy 
direction of a Hunting Ballet and the 
precise beauty of Miss ' Hoctor's 
dancing, the costumes would make 
It outstanding. The fairytale cos- 
tumes are as imaginative as any- 
thing that could ever have been 
"Written into a fairytale. 

As carefully worked out as a plot, 
the costumes have dramatic conti- 
nuity as they work from a quiet 
opening to the climax of a gorgeous 
finale. They ease the show into 
opening with simple little organdies, 
combining white and a delicate 
shade of yellow. They add humor 
to a Magic Music number with 
simple circular skirts of moussellne 
de 30lre, bordered with musical 
notes and topped with little velvet 
jackets nipped in at the waistline 
and dotted with red ties that change 
in a twinkling to magicians' com- 
plimentary green.

Inside Stuif-Music 



Weak sales of sheet music are still partially attributed by many pub- 
li.shers to last year's market flop. 

Throiigh this reaction, thny say, sales of pianos Jiave fallen off, which, 
in turn, reacts upon the sale of sheet music. 



Songwriters and other music employees are faced with cuts and dis- 
missals, with picture companies in control of the music publishing busi- 
ness reported determined to lop off overhead wherever possible. 

Within a year, according to insiders, there will be a definite diminish- 
ing of the ranks in the publishing companies. 



Friml and Romberg are receiving $200,000, jointly, from United Artists 
for three pictures they will set-the songs to. 

Romberg is I'eported particularly insistent upon all terms of his agree- 
ment being lived up to, regardless of whetlier the picture men know best. 
To ensure it, Romberg cairies the conti-act in his pocket at all times. 



Congressman Sol Bloom's first move as associate director of the cele- 
bration to honor the 200th anniversary of Washington's birth, 1932, was 
to Invite John Philip Sousa to write a special march for the occasion. 

The Congressman Is receiving many offers of co-operation from every 
phase of amuserhents, the Government turning to show business to put 
over the nation-wide celebration. 



"Minnie the Mermaid," novelty number being re- plugged by Feist's, 
was first published seven years ago. At that time Feist's couldn't do 
anything with it. Song was written by Buddy. DeSylva, now of De- 
Sylva, Brown & Henderson. 

A month ago Bemie Cummins and Rudy Vallee played It over the air. 
Resulting In i-equests from many bands for the number prompted Feist 
to start plugging it anew. 



During the RKO hours over NBC no picture tunes associated with 
any comp^any other than Radio are permitted. It Is reported Rosalie 
Stewart has been ordered to prepare the programs with songs only fi*om 
Radio, pops, or productions. 

Many publishers, with various other picture afllliatlons have futllely 
attempted to crash the hour for a plug, with reason given that It is 
against orders. 



A married couple, separated, -were on the verge of a reconciliation. To 
bury the- hatchet they took their four-year-old daughter, living with the 
mother, to see a picture, In which Rudy Vallee appears. 

The child, a radio fan, turned and said: "Mamma, you'd be better off 
if you were married to Rudy."

Because the bootleg song sheet vendors In New York are now being 
fined $5 or five days, instead of the fdrmer $1 or |2 fine, all are now 
pleading not guilty when brought before the court. Previously they 
pleaded guilty, payed the small fine and walked. 

The |5 or five days Is being Imposed by the city magistrates through 
the pressure of Chief Magistrate McAdoo, who called attention to the 
seriousness of the offense. He stated the peddlers were evading a city 
ordinance and a U. S. statute. 

Their "not guilty" please are causing the publishers and the societies 
more trouble and expense than heretofore, as to convict the peddler they 
have to bring proof of his guilt. 



Herman Gantvoort will pay only |375 Instead of $1,650 to Shapiro, 
Bernstein & Co., Inc., by an order In the City Court vacating a default 
judgment for the latter sum and directing judgment for the smaller, 
because of his failure to. produce the musical play, "Black-Eyed Susan," 
for which the music was to be written by Nonette Lyle and the book 
by Alonzo Price. 

Under the contract, made In 1926, the music bouse paid $1,500 for the 
publishing rights of the ihuslc, but the piece wasn't produced, and suit 
was filed against all three to collect the advance. 

Gantvoort, In asserting that he should pay only $375, said he got only 
this sum out of the advance and that he gave the rest to Price and Lyle 
who also received $500 additional from Gantvoort. The order of the 
City Court directing Gantvoort to pay $375, permits the publishers to 
sue the Prices for tlie balance. 



Apparently, the days when a song's sheet sales reached 1,000,000 is dead 
and burled. About the last song hit In the million class was "Ramona." 
yCarolina Moon" fell just a bit below that level. » 

Before the advent of the radio In the home, million-copy sellers were 
much more common than now. Among some the songs which hit In and 
above the million class were "Dardanella," "Beautiful Ohio," "Yes, We 
Have No Bananas," "Last Night on the Back Porch" and "When You 
Were a Tulip." Also the old-time number "Missouri Waltz." Some of 
these were 10c sellers, but the majority sold for the customary price. 

"The publishers of one of the biggest sellers today, "Cryin' for the Caro- 
linas," place as an estimate for the future total sales of the song 500,000 
copies at the most, and admit that the song will be doing well It It hits 
that much. 

The decrease in the sales and u-se of the piano today is the reason 
given by publishers for the general decrease Jn sales. 



Despite Warners controls more than half of the popular music copy- 
rights and an equal number of old standard copyrights. It does not utilize 
Its property to advantage over Its own radio station KFWB in Holly- 
wood. According to a number of agents representing music publishing 
houses allied with the Warner faction, the number of Warner songs 
broadcast over this station for one week sliowed 69.2% competitive music 
and 30.8% from the Warner group of catalogs. 

A greater portion of competitors percentage consisted of current 
popular picture songs which automatically plug competitive pictures. 
Argument might be propounded by the operators of this station to the 
effect that the sponsors of the programs are entitled to select material 
for their own programs, would be destroyed as the programs by First 
National pictures have included hit picture songs from competitive lilm 
producers. Yet the purpose of the First Na,tional hour is to advertise 
its own product.

In a case involving the question of whether or not a fatal accident had

a trap-door Into an ash removal pit in the alley, about 60 feet from his 
tlcket-taldng station. Decision rendered In re Lasher v. Primo Produc- 
ing Company. 

Lasher was employed as a ticket taker and doorman by Primo Produc- 
ing Company. Theatre operated by latter opened its doors to the public 
at 8 p. m. Lasher was found In ash-removal pit in the alley, pai-t of 
premises, running alongside the building, between 7:30 and 7:45 p, m- ' 
of an evening, having fallen through a trap-door which someone left 
open. He died eighteen days later of injuries due to the accident. The 
Industrial Board awarded benefits to his widow. 

Upon appeal by Insurance carrier for Primo Producing Company, ap- 
pellant claimed that Lasher's duties did not begin until about 7:50 p. m., 
that nothing required him to go down the dark alley, and that he had 
done so to smoke. Deputy Attorney General arguing case for Industrial 
Board contended that testimony showed deceased's duties required hlnx 
to begin at 7:30 p. m.. that he had his uniform on when hurt, and that 
he was oii his way, as part of his duties, to close a gate at the far end 
of the alley, when he fell Into the hole. 

Appellate Division, two justices dissenting, afllrmed compensation 
award, without written opinion, but upon authority of two New York 
court and one U. S. court decisions. Insurance carrier bad appealed.

Law also provides that all employees under the manager must be In- 
structed in the use and practice of all auxiliary appliances. Further, 
a detailed record of each Inspection is to be kept oh the theatre pr'emlses 
for examination by a representative of the fire iepartmnt.

. Actors have to sneak up on a job 
these days. 

There are 100 people for every 
job, and producers are not anxious 
to have a mob of actors storm their 
doors. Therefore they keep their 
activities more or less sub rosa. So 
if actors can only And out where 
things are belngr done, and then 
park themselves on the premises 
to hope for a break that is all they 
ask. 

However, information as to what 
is doing is hard to obtain. Old 
hands at the game know the hard- 
ships and have acquired, some skill 
at maneuvering a job, but actors 
new to Broadway are handicapped 
by their Inexperience. ' 

Recently a young woman from 
a stock company in this West has 
been making the Broadway rounds. 
She has been here for three months 
now, and nothing has happened. She 
doesn't know. what to make of it. 

It seems she has asked Belasco, 
Ziegfeld, Al Woods and others for 
auditions, and It seems she has- al- 
ways been put off. "They don't 
even seem to care to And out what 
you can do," she . said plaintively" 
I can't understand how you get a 
job In New Tork," That's just It, 
but some of the actors who tramp 
around town- could tell how you 
try to get a job and fail. 

Actors today are regular sleuths; 
always trying to get the low down 
on what Is happening. There are 
sort of underground channels of 
information among themselves. 
"They relay information one to the 
other as though they were giving 
away state secrets. 

"Hop over to the Bond building" 
they whisper out of the side of the 
mouth. So and So Is casting on the 
fourteenth floor," or "listen" they 
whisper buttonholing a friend, 
"Arthur Hopkins wants two French 
waiters, but don't tell too many 
people about It. 

Agencies No Help 

What should be their rightful' 
knowledge has to be dug up, and 
wrested from people, and the mere 
knowledge of where a job might 
be obtained Is a prized secret. 

Agencies are no help even when 
actors are on their list. Actors get 
bitter on the subject of agencies. 
If possible, the agencies keep all 
information from them, the actors 
complain. On occasion when ac- 
tors have found out where a show 
is being done, and have gone to the 
producer's office, they are told that 
such and such an agency Is ca^sting 
the show. Knowing that they are 
on this 'agent's list the actors rush 
to the agent's office only to be told 
that there Is ^lothing In the show 
for them, and to. find that they, 
can't even get Into the agent's of- 
fice. 

Or again an actor may have gone 
to a producer's office and have 
found favor and then because an 
agency which has this actor on Its 
list Is doing some of the casting for 
the show, the actor will receive a 
call from the agency, just because 
the agency knows that he Is al- 
ready all set, the actors say. Of 
course, too, there Is always talk 
among the actors about favoritism 
in the agencies. But as far as com- 
missions are concerned the actor Is 
willing enough to pay if he can only 
>e kept working. However, pier- 
Bonal representatives are the only 
agents who will even try to do this 
and they can't always succeed un- 
less there Is a name to work with. 

Also, like the young stock actress 
from the 'V\>'est, some of. the hard- 
ened campaigners say that they can 
never really show what they can do 
as the producer seeks a type, and 
the agencies catalogue actors as 
types without bothering to know if 
they can play varied roles.

LAYOFF HAVEN 

Radio's offer of three hours of 
actual work a week for as much 
money as could be had for six 
night shows and two matinees a 
week in the drama, has proved a 
haven for about 600 legit actors. 
Many ex-legits who are now doing 
radio work almost exclusively are 
not unwilling to admit that the 
ether salvation saved them from 
starvation or another occupation. 

The NjB.C. booking bureau alone 
has approximately 1,000 names oh 
its legitimate artists' call list, an 
increase of close to 75% over the 
number a year ago. 

Standard dramatic and comedy 
line readers for the radio now re- 
ceive as high as ^50 per program, 
each participating in a minimum of 
three programs a week, with ' the 
broadcasts consuming hardly more 
than an hour. For the three hours 
or thereabouts of actual labor a 
week the standards on the .air are 
receiving $150 and higher, as miich, 
or even more, ' than most of them 
formerly were paid for hours of re- 
hearsals and more hours of stage 
work in legit. 

Besides which there are no 
chances of sudden closings for 
capable players because the show 
happens to be a bust. There are 
no busts on the radio.

MGRS. ADJOURN AGAIN 
ON TICKET PROBLEM 



Managers branch of the auxiliary 
conmiittee that has been at work 
drafting plans to curb .he ticket evil 
met Monday at the Empire and sub- 
mitted a working plan. After a 
reading of the initial draft the meet- 
ing was adjourned without adoption 
due to the ironing out of several 
technicalities deemed necessary by 
the majority to make it bullet proof. 

Meeting had been temporarily ad- 
journed over night but nothing fur- 
ther happened yesterday (Tuesday) 
with the committee announcing that 
the group may again get together 
later in the week. 

Plan as outlined provides for - the 
forming of a managers' league, of 
which only theatre managers shall 
be members, and the sole objeo.t of 
which is the correction of ticket 
abuses. 

"Each member of the league shall 
have one vote, even though he be 
interested in more than one theatre. 

"The members oC the league shall 
grant the league supervision over 
the distribution of tickets to brokers 
and assign no tickets to brokers not 
licensed by the league, will perniit 
no buys, will accept no bonuses or 
rebates from agents, will pay no 
bonuses or rebates to agents, and 
will at ail times keep a substantival 
number of seats on sale at the bdx 
office." 

The league, according to the rec- 
ommendations, is to license theatj-e 
ticket brokers under the following, 
conditions: 

That the broker will make no 
"buys" for any theatrical attraction. 

That the broker will make no 
charge In excess of 75 cents over 
box-offlce price. 

That the broker shall make no 
loans, advances or gifts directly or 
indirectly to any theatre manage- 
ment or employee. 

It is further recommended by the 
committee that any theatre violat- 
ing the basic aims of the plan shall 
have its tickets removed from all 
licensed agencies for a period of one 
year — that any ticket broker violat- 
ing the basic aims of the plan shall 
have all tickets withdrawn from his 
agency for the period of one year. 

The above draft in more volu- 
minous form and covering 30 pages 
was submitted to the manager group 
Monday and with most reported ac- 
cepting favorably basically but 
hinting tightening up In spots. . 

Managers attending Monday were 
Arthur Hopkins, Brock Pemberton, 
members of the managers' com- 
mittee; Ludwig Vroom, represent- 
ing Gilbert Miller, also on the com- 
mittee but now abroad; Joseph 
Bickerton, Jr., Tttilght Deere Wl- 
man, Kenneth MacGowan, Alexah- 
der McKaigg, 

A. L. Erlangcr and C. B. Dilling- 
ham still remain holdouts on the 
plan, although 40 other manager.s 
have signed In favor. , 

Invocation of the present plan, if 
adopted,, was to have become effec.- 
tlve March 1, but unless Jammed 
through in midweek is hardly pos- 
sible.

Business 
was so good the troupe is being 
held in for a third week, the first 
time that such a thing has hap- 
pened for a Shakespearean star 
here in recent times. The balcony 
and gallery went clean for the ma- 
jority of the week's performances. 

"Blossom Time," with cut-rate 
as. bait, completed one of the most 
satisfactory weeks it has ever en- 
joyed here. Last season's engage- 
ment at the Chestnut was more or 
less of a flop, but this year's fort- 
night at the Forrest should be a 
windfall for the Shuberts, consider- 
ing the inexpensive , production and 
cast. 

"Dracula" completed a highly suc- 
cessful two weeks' return engage- 
ment at the Broad Street, with 
around . $28,000. It could have re- 
mained for a month without any 
trouble and even now is good for 
a second return. 

"Hot Chocolates" wound up three 
weeks at the Garrlck around 
$12,000. This was the lowest figure 
of the engagement which must have 
spelled plenty of profit. > ■ 

. "The Matriarch," fifth of the 
plays offered under the auspices of 
the professional players at the 
Adelphi, did not show the strength 
of "Death Takes a Holiday," "Dear

.Shoeblack." But It was by no 
means the flop that "Thunder in 
the Air" turned out. Gross esti- 
mated at around $8,600 which con- 
sidering long cast and heavy pro- 
duction, was probably riot profit- 
able. Indications, however, point to 
a distinct gain this week. It will 
be held In for four weeks.

"Simple Simon," ZlegCeld's latest 
production, Is off to a standee start. 
It is good entertainment, somewhat 
different from the Zieggy style and 
will pull down big money for a time. 
That it will measure up to some of 
the other shows in the length of 
run at this house is questionable. 

There is no'velty in the numbers, 
an abundance of thanks to the di- 
rectional' work of Seymour Felix. 
The score .has two or three stand- 
out numbers. But above all, "Si- 
mon" has Ed Wynn, who again bills 
himself as "The Perfect Fool." 
Wynn is . funny. He has a comic 
like Hugh Cameron doing straight 
for him, but all is as it should be 
because the laughs are there. 

Wynn and his bum riddles, using 
a boy to very good effect, started 
the gigglers early. Came thereafter 
some of his new "inventions," which 
planted Wynn so strongly as a buf- 
foon several years ago. For one 
thing he has a nightgown that won't 
. wrinkle up. Wynn again uses his 
prop horse which seemed as funny 
as ever, especially when he used 
an auto jack to elevate the hind 
^cgs. 

Every time Wynn was on the go- 
ing was enjoyable. He worked one 
bit with Ruth Ettlng, accompany- 
ing her on a pony piano which he 
pedalled on on a tricycle device. 
Miss Ettiiig was brought into the 
oast on short notice, jumping from 
the "Nine Fifteen Revue," which 
closed the Saturday before "Simon" 
opened (Tuesday last week) — 

Miss Ettihg is surely welcome in 
this cast, by far the best of the 
vocal contingent. Without her the 
ditties could not have sounded so 
well. She used ono published num- 
ber but there were two production 
songs, scoring best with "10 Cents a 
Dance," the plaint of a dance hall 
hostess. Miss Eitlng also did ".' 
Still Believe You." Additional war 
bling by Miss Enting would not have 
been hard to take. 

Bobby Arnst for some reason did 
not stand out as she should have. 
It may have been her song allot- 
ments, but she did lead "Magic Mu- 
sic," principal fiiiiction of which was 
to introduce a chorus magic number, 
one of the novelties and a pippin. 
The girls do little tricks in ensemble 
and do them well. It was reported 
the number included a disappearing 
bird and cage bit, but that was not 
BO of this premiere, nor was there 
any such bit In the show's routine, 
according to those around it. Miss 
Arnst scored In a roughhouse num- 
ber with Will Ahcrn. It is called 
"Sweetenheart" Ahern did his rop- 
ing bit in the second part, Wynn 
chattering away almost throughout. 

Best of the dance production num- 
bers came with the "Hunting Bal- 
let," led by Harriet Hoctor, essence 
of grace. Aiding Miss Hoctor were 
20 girls, doing most of the work 
on their toes. The movements over 
little hurdles attracted attention and 
the evolutions in general brought no 
little credit to tl»e ever clever Felix. 
Costuming for the number was ad- 
talrable. 

The hit number of "Simon" is 
"Send For Me." Pretty melody was 
u.sed In the short lived "Chee Chee" 
two seasons ago. Rogers and Hart 
wrote that score, too. However, It 
has a new lyric and new title. The 
Introduction of the number had a 
counterpart in the use of "I Can't 
Give You Anything' By Love" in 
"Blackbirds." It was the hit of the 
show, but had been used previously 
In Harry Dclniar's "Revels," where 
It got nowhere. Composers appear 
to be running short of melodies for 
this season. Kalmar and Ruby in- 
serted one of their numbers from a 
previous show Into "Top Speed." 

There is plenty of the fairy tale 
In "Simon," who conducts a news- 
stand and book store and is addicted 
to reading kids' fairy stories. He 
falls asleep and dreams of Cin- 
derella and two kingdoms, one ruled 
by a ^rpuch and the other by happy 
King Cole. Bluebeard trios to cap- 
ture Cinderella for his own. but 
Prince Charming wins out, with the 
aid of the classic wooden horse of 
Troy, which disgorges a multitude. 
"Fairyland," which starts as a comic 
episode, "I Love The Woods." by 
Wynn, develops into an extended 
number in which the characters in 
familiar fairy stories appear. One 
o£ the most effective of the wood- 
land scenes Is "The Kissing Forest" 
ballet, with Miss Hoctor again con- 
jti-lbuting. Another bit of lore is 



Aladdin's lamp which Simon uses 
but loses at the wrong time. 

Doree Leslie is the attractive Cin- 
derella, Allan Edwards playing the 
prince. Mastor George Offcrmann, 
very good as a crying kid who tells 
Simon all the answers. Joseph 
Schrode and I'cte La Delia work 
the prop horse, which is wliy it is 
good. The woodland scene is a break 
for William J. Forry who.se contor- 
tlonistic frog has been around In 
vaudcvillt? thc.«c many years. 

There Is an unusual angle In 
"Simple Simon" in that it is quite 
an entertainment for youngstci's, 
which is surely strange for a Zleg- 
feld show. Not. however, that it 
Isn't adult as well. Zieggy is using 
a $5.50 top, sayiqg it is a more 
standard rate, rather than $6.60. At 
the established scale he should make 
plenty with "Simon." Ibee.

Very good theatre is Philip Dun- 
ning's managerial debut attraction, 
"Those We Love." It has a definite 
appefil, especially to the feminine, 
and. Indications are for a successful 
engagement. 

"Those We Love" brings together 
again the team of Philip Dunning 
and George Abbott, whose "Broad- 
way" was a sensational hit. Abbott 
collaborated witjii S. K. Lauren in 
the authorship of the new comedy, 
staged it and is acting tlie lead. To- 
gether they selected one of the best 
playing casts of the season. 

A youth figures In the chances of 
the show, as another kid player did 
in "Courage" last season. Edwin 
Phillips, 19 years of age, looks the 
14-year-old Rickie WlUlston of 
"Those-'We Love," being developed 
as the key character in saving what 
had been a happy marriage from 
going on the rocks. 

The situation is that of a husband 
who makes a slip In the absence of 
his wife. The affair with the other 
woman is just one of those things, 
explained by the observation that 
"perhaps all men are polygamous." 
The boy is told the facts and learns 
that the divorce story will .appear in 
the papers, with the husband named 
as corespondent. But it makes no 
difference in the lad's affection for 
his father, and the wife comes to a 
realization that she really feels that 
way about it, too. In the second 
act and at the close not a few among 
the first nighters were crying, in 
"eluding the male contingent. 

The Wllllstons live in Westches 
ter. Frederick, the father, is an 
author. May, the mother, is occu 
pied with arrangements for musical 
publications. It is an ideal com- 
panionship, topped by the regard for 
the son who attends boarding school. 

Valerie Parker, who isn't happily 
married and who hadn't met May, 
la on the verge of going for Fred In 
more than a platonic way. May Is 
suspicious upon suddenly returning 
home from a trip and hearing a 
woman's voice. Valerie is In a room 
changing from a riding habit to an 
evening frock, having arranged to 
dine out Kith Fred, who was dolling 
up upstairs. May slips out, going 
back to the station and telephoning 
her arrival. She isn't disturbed, 
feeling that Fred will tell her about 
the matter, as he always did here 
tofore. 

Getting no explanation May de 
cides to take an assignment that 
will keep her away for a month or 
two. When she learns the truth 
about the incident, she hurries back 
but this time Fred and Valerie had 
spent the night together. The proof 
Is supplied by a detective engaged 
by Valerie's husband who had be'en 
trying to get something on her. The 
story from then on Is adroitly 
worked out to a sentimental but 
logical conclusion. . 

Armina Marshall, who In private 
life is the wife of Lawrence Lang 
ner of the Theatre Guild, drew most 
attention through her admirable and 
womanly May WlUiston. The Guild 
for some reason has used Miss Mar 
shall but little. Helen Flint, the 
more or less unhappy Valerie, is just 
as much the woman, and something 
of a thoroughbred, too. Abbott's 
playing of the husband vfus sus 
tained throughout In his quiet, ef 
fective way. and his directl.on seemed 
to make all the others stand out. 
Performance of Elizabeth Taylor as 
a scrawny housemaid and Percy 
Kilbride as a hostler, provided most 
of the show's fun. "jChen there was 
good work by Joseph Crehan as tho 
detective, Charles Waldron the pub 
Usher, and Josephine Hull as May's 
.Ulster. There is, besides, 3'oung Mr 
Phillips.

Bernard Shaw's "The Apple Cart" 
arrived at the Martin Beck Monday 
night via the Theatre Guild. The 
lampoon on England's future po- 
litical situation provides satire In 
the best Shavian manner and Is 
good sophisticated entertainment 
that both Guild subscribers and 
Sl>aw devotees will go wild about. 

"Apple Cart" pokes fun in a terse 
way at the ' labor tabinet of Eng- 
land, delving into the distant fu- 
ture to depict the monarch of to- 
morrow. King Magnus being har- 
rassed by his Prime Minister and 
the latter's followers, mostly labor 
representatives who would vest all 
monarchial powers in their own po- 
litical body and leave their ruler 
little more than a rubber stamp. 
Shaw has drawn a telling caricature 
or rather caricatures of the type 
that will dictate in the future. 

The Prime Minister and his 
group call, to deliver an jiltimatum 
to King Magnus that would prac- 
tically muffle him on all public 
statements and make the group his 
official loud speaker. The remain- 
ing acta are given over to the 
King's manipulation of the mob and 
finally outwitting them by refusing 
to sign the muffling ultimatum even 
at the cost of abdicating. Of 
course his Highness never had any 
idea of abdicating; it was merely a 
shrewed gesture to scare off the 
mob and send them away happy. 

Aside from the affairs of State 
the King must have his moments 
and finds relaxation In the charms 
of Orinthla, lady at court, with am- 
bitions to the Queen's throne, al- 
though Magnus Is perfectly satis- 
fied with his present spouse and 
does not agree with his girl friend 
on ways and means to remove her, 
either by divorce or death as sug- 
gested by the blonde vamp. In fact 
Magnus Is the usual easy going 
type, soft to his friends and caglly 
diplomatic while handling his cabi- 
net. He's a monarch with a sense 
of humor albeit laconically sarcas- 
tic. The best the paramour gets is 
participation In a rough and tumble 
roll-around the floor when trying 
to restraain his Highness from the 
Queen's cM to tea. This piece oi 
business is handled with high com- 
edy senrfe and brought howls. 

America also came in for some 
of the tompooning when the Ameri- 
can Ambassador hopped in without 
audience and suggested a merger of 
England with America. The King 
couldn't refuse to see him'*^n ac- 
count of England's debts. 

The play is .flawlessly cast and 
well directed. Tom Powers does 
well as King Magnus, handling lines 
and situations with subtlety. Vio- 
let Kemble Cooper is superb as the 
blonde enticer. Ernest Cossart, who 
has previously registered in Guild 
productions, chalks up another 
corking caricature as president oi 
the Board of Trade with Claude 
Rains also registering as prime 
minister. Helen Westley, Eva 
Leonard-Boyne, Marjorle Marquis 
and Frederick Truesdell are others 
giving standout performances. 

"Apple Cart" bubbles throughout 
with Shavian wit and satire and 
should remain long after the usual 
Guild subscription list has been ac- 
commodated. It's sophisticated en- 
tertainment for the sophisticates 
and most of the Guild followers, 
anbserlbers or otherwise, are that, 
or like to be so considered. Edha^

BRONX OPERA HOUSE 

Only commiinlty "opry" house in 
this country actually playing grand 
opera Is the Bronx Opera House. 
A misnomer for some 16 years, dur- 
ing all of which time it served as 
a subway circuit stand, the Bronx 
Opera House at last lives up to Its 
name with the Installation of a 
grand opera troupe for week-end 
and holiday performances. Balance 
of the week the house Is dark. • 

Italian section of the borough 
rapidly encompassing this old play- 
house was responsible for its demise 
is a subway circuit stand, but it is 
this very thing which has made it 
an opera house in fact as well as 
In name. 

George M. Cohan, Sam H. Harris 
and Al Woods built the Bronx 
Opera House, the two first named 
then still partners. Shuberts sub- 
sequently acquired it and have it 
yet. With the house dark and to be 
had for a song, a local Italian res- 
taurateur leased It with a view to 
giving his fellow-countrymen grand 
opera. 

Bronx Opera House Is, of course, 
a far cry from the Metropolitan 
Opera House, but even at a $2 top 
It's worth it to the natives. For $2 
at the Met they can only hear the 
singers, but not see them, and, be- 
sides, there's the trip downtown. 

Pretty good business at the Bronx 
Opera House, with the Saturday 
night performances best patronized. 
They take along plenty of young- 
sters, even though no half-prices 
for children, but they have to. Sat- 
urday night Is the time when the 
older children .step out, and the 
opera-lovers ■ have to take the 
youngsters along or stay home 
themselves, for there Is no one to 
guard them at home. 

Italian operas are presented only, 
from "II Trovatore" to "II Pagllacci." 
Singers all Italian, also, and heavy. 
Sometimes very heavy. 

Patrons, who know their operas 
backward, are extremely critical. A 
singer off form, perhaps due to a 
heavy day's work, for most of them 
are engaged in commercial pursuits 
for a livelihood, gets the bird. Also, 
If they skip a passage or a note, the 
comments are audible and some- 
times thrown excitedly. They can't 
be fooled on their opera. 

Scenic effects are laughable, but 
they don't mind that. It's the opera 
they want, and< It wotild""do just as 
well as If it were sung against a 
brick wall.

He has the best seat 
In the house, and he Ukes opera 
himself. 



ably an attractive buy for Holly* 
wood, "The Plutocrat" as American 
literature is quite definitely "dated." 
It's what novels used to be before 
Prof. Freud sent the literati to the 
i*jsychopathic wards for material. 
It's pre-Babbitt Babbitry treating 
the provincial business man as 
slightly noisy but true-hearted un- 
der his virile vulgarity. 

Of plot there seems to be more 
than, upon examination, there actu- 
ally Is.

Arthur Goodrich's adaptation .Is 
fairly good. Only once or twice does 
the dialog grow redundant. He has 
pointed some, of the lines very 
smartly although a patriotic slur on 
the Hotel . Algonquin dilettanti 
seemed dragged In by the hair. A 
reviewer at this Juncture pointed 
the Index finger of scorn at a col- 
league, who blanched. 

Coburns appear to have a large 
circle of admirers. Their position in 
the theatre Is unique In many re- 
spects, presumably rooting In "The 
Better 'Ole." Without undue pub- 
licity the pair go along season after 
season unsupported by hits yet find 
Ing favor on a. social strata all theif 
own. "The Plutocrat" should serve 
out the season locally and on the 
road. Indeed, for the road It's prob- 
ably better than anything they've 
had. It has an amiable American- 
ism that should strike the provinces 
nearer the heart. 

Production is all right, but minus 
on that Illusive element known as 
class. Fairfax Burgher, wavy- 
haired blonde lead, did nicely and 
Emily Graham was an attractive 
American girl. Suzanne Caubaye 
often came olose to excellence as 
a foreign lady. Her gowning was 
not of uniform charm, which handi- 
capped. One of those priceless 
monocled Englishmen is played up 
to the hilt by Walter Edwin. Seve- 
ral small paj:ts are well done.

Credit- 
ors are making- life a burden and 
topping all, Julia's grandfather ar- 
rives from England. Gulliver has 
a ripping good scene in which he 
stands off the fcreditors. But he is 
unable to stand off Grandfather, 
who threatens trouble if .Julia does 
not start at once for England with 
him. 

And then four years later in the 
green room of the National theatre 
In Washington all is changed. Gul- 
liver's Thespians are about to ap- 
pear before a distinguished audi- 
ence. Julia and her grandfather 
arrive back just In time for Julia 
and nephew of the Draceys to go 
on as Romeo and Juliet when the 
Draceys, very much Inebriated, do 
a walkout. . . ■ 

Miss Taylor la capital as Jtilia.

Georges AnquetU, editor and pub- 
lisher of Paris' yellowest ra&, "La 
Bumeur," ■which, for a time, he 
boosted Into a venomous daily, 
has been given four years in gaol 
by the Paris Court. Of this term 
he hag . already served one year in 
waiting for trial. He has repeated- 
ly" been refused bail despite prison 
life having I'uined his health, caus- 
ing loss of weight. The reason he 
was kept in jail all this time, some 
aver, was because he knew too 
much. 

Anquetil had farmed out part of 
his space for financial publicity to 
a Mme. Hanau, whose "Gazette du 
Franc," a financial daily, would not 
have sufficed to enable her alleged 
swindles of 4,000,000 francs by 
means of asserted' fake bank pools, 
if she had not found help in out- 
side advertising mediums. An- 
quetil's downfall was caused by his 
trying to make Mme. Hanau pay for 
silence besides publicity, thus 
clashing with the important daily, 
"Le Journal," which published a 
story causing the immediate arrest 
of both blackmailer and black- 
mailed. Mme. Hanau and her hus- 
band are still awaiting trial. 

Anquetil, who obtained large pub- 
licity contributions from all sources 
by threats of damaging campaigns, 
was defeated by the show business 
when he entertained the idea of ex- 
posing the picture houses as fire- 
traps. This condition is so frequent 
and well known here that publish- 
ing it did not matter.

His grandfather was Lord Chamberlain to Queen Victoria, and I always 
thought because of Court pressure that his play "Wet Paint," called 
"Red Blinds" in America, was banned by the censor. Because it was 
banned, cowardly critics attacked it, wherea.s had it been passed by the 
censor they would not have dared.. 

Ned Lathom had the misfortune to be born to an earldom and a high 
position in society. He was a mixture of weakness and amiability. 

He despised aristocracy and delighted in the company of stage people, 
to whom ' he gave big parties, till his money was gone, not in any wild 
extravagant way, but In the manner of decent kind hospitality. 

Reputation Killed by a Title 
It was while he was supposed to be dying at Hot Springs, Colorado, 
that he wrote "Wet Paint," and he wrote plays almost to the end. I 
considered them much better than Noel Coward's, but, alas! Ned Lathom 
was an earl, and no one took him seriously. 

He backed Chariot's "A to Z" and "London Calling." which, between 
them, cost him, he told me, over $100,000. He lost a lot over "Georges 
Sand," in which Mrs. Patrick Campbell appeared, and he once lo^st 
$25,000 on five Beecham concerts. No, this was not wildness, but Just 
decent behavior. 

At the end, Maxine Elliott and lots of other stage people befriended 
him, and Gertie Lawrence, when on her last visit to London, sat with 
him by the hour. 

"There was nothing of the stage star about her then," he said. 
We mourn the loss of a good natured, sweet fellow.

Through the co-opera- 
tion of this trio Queen Elizabeth is 
forced to send her beloved Essex to 
the block. This comes about 
through a misunderstanding as to 
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why Es.sex Ignored some of the 
Queen'.s" commands. 

In a characteristic fit of anger 
Elizabeth has ordered that Essex 
remain in Ireland. In spite of this 
he hasten.s to London where his 
eneniie.s are active and for this he 
ultin>alely meets his fate. 

One has the feeling throughout 
that Elizabeth could have solved 
the problem and ended the play at 
any moment by merely giving a 
command. 

The costumes and settings, while 
not unusual, were tasteful and ade- 
auate. . Wrth the exception of one 
or two comparatively mild allusions 
there was none of the tough lan- 
guage commonly ascribed to the es- 
timable ruler. Miss Lawton's play- 
ing is on a level far above the rest 
of the cast.

Several months ago the nucleus 
of this same piece was put on at 
the Beaux Arts theatre under the 
name of "Cherchez la Femme," with 
Blanche Sweet starring. Present 
version is said to have been re- 
written and entirely recast. While 
the names of Ellis and Atkinson are 
on the program as the producers, 
that's purely persona gratis, so to 
speak. Real bankroll behind came 
from a couple of Canadian mining 
millionaires with a yen for show 
biz, it's understood. At that, it 
doesn't look like the angels'- went 
for so inuch. Cast of 12 people ap- 
pears of very nominal salaries, with 
most from stock. Only two recog- 
nizable picture actors in Del Law- 
rence artd Lydia Knott. 

Opening night's audience reaction 
laconic and dull. About the same 
as the play. Seems like the author, 
fllm director of experience, wove in 
every known bit of hokum and ele- 
mentary principle that go to make 
up ' slapstick comedy mystery, of 
wTiich this is least ingenuous in 
type. The only rise in the three 
acts of action is possibly in the 
curtain raiser, where the plot is 
hatched, developed and buried. 

Very little happens. An obvious 
murder is committed. The guy 



For its second production at the 
Music Box the newly reorganized 
Civic Repertory Theatre has a well 
selected, piece. Understood to be 
in for three weeks only, time limit 
on all of. the Repertory theatre's 
plays. Should hold up safely in that 
period, on the merits of the play 
and its featured player, Ian Macla- 
ren, who has some following in 
town. 

While the Repertory theatre an- 
nounces itself as furthering the lit- 
tle theatre or art movement in Hol- 
lywood, response from fllmdom's art 
lovers has not proven so forte.

No doubt the Civic Repertory 
Theatre is a worthy organization 
with non-profit sharing principles, 
but how long it can go on without 
that missing support is a moot 
question.

MacLaren is doing a crafty job of 
the insane man. Ellse Bartlett con- 
tributes some excellent work in 
spots, that offsets her weaker mo- 
ments. Miss Bartlett does best with 
emoting. Her voice is made for 
the sob stuff and very convincing. 
Perliaps the best performance is 



where one was once mistress. 
Action takes place in her home, as 
they call the car. Her daughter is 
a maid. The plot comes around to 
the manor owner proposing to Lady 
Shoreham and his son likewise to 
the daughter. 

The vein of burlesque in the at- 
tempts of the box car bluebloods to 
maintain their former social dignity 
by polite custom rises to cruelly 
comical heights In the second act, 
which is rich in elegantly clumsy 
burlesque. Lord Tottenham nearly 
demolishes the box car of Lady 
Shoreham in his attempts at main- 
taining the savoir faire of a gentle- 
man.- 

This play was a.ssured of a strong 
natural appeal on the Continent, 
but in America lacks the universal- 
ity of appeal to make it a leader. 
It Is amusing enough, however, for 
a moderate run, and probably will 
be appreciated more by the critics 
than by its audiences. 

Gladys Hansen has the leading 
role as Lady Shoreham, and is aris- 
tocratic in appearanpe if her Brit- 
ish accent sometime^, is too Ameri- 
can. Mary Tance' hi'ts off her part 
as Ursula, the blueblooded daughter. 
Lanky Reginald. Carrington was 
made for the part of proud and 
foolish Lord Tottenham, but Ed- 
ward Rigby Is a wow as Mr. Bur- 
rows, the ill-manned but tender- 
hearted owner of the estate.

THE FATAL WOMAN 

»Vtlantilc City, Feb. 24.' 
Alice Brady's newest, "The Fatal 
Woman," bearing! the banner of A. 
H. Woods, had its first performance 
at the Apollo tonight and indicates 
Itself as having a moderate Broad- 
way chance. It is a comedy satire 
on the war of sex by Frederic and 
Fanny Hatton, adapted from the 
French of A. Antoine. Constructed 
of familiar enough material, it 
makes little pretense of originality, 
but not all of it is hackneyed, as 
there are scenes that do escape con- 
ventionality in their bold humor. 

Play is in three acts, each be- 
ginning and ending in a cemetery 
where are three souvenirs of a mor- 
tuary album of a lady whose thirst 
for love goes on unquenched. Occu- 
pants of the three tombs are a boy 
who, 20 years before shot himself 
for love of her, the second is her 
husband who gave her everything 
.but . love,.. .and. the third her lover 
who went to his doom at 30 because 
he thought he could conquer her. 

The three ghosts meet every eve- 
ning to compare notes, and the mid- 
dle scene of each act is a flashback 
showing what happened to them be- 
fore they went to their eternal rest. 

Upshot of their discussions is 
that the next generation will see no 
more husb-ands or : fathers but just 
men, and the final scene shows the 
daughter of the fatal woman refus- 
ing the chauffeur's offer of honor- 
able marriage, and a father for her 
child to prove the truth of their 
assertions. 

In short, the author would say 
that man may enslave woman for a 
time but in the end it's the female 
of the species that devours the 
male. 

■Everything is discussed ^ frankly 
and at too much length in the sec- 
ond and third flashbacks. Also the 
mechanical means of the staging are 
unwieldy, which added to the 
length of this performance. It's a 
condition, however, which can be 
easily remedied when the play gets 
a permanent theatre. 

Miss Brady playing the cruel, pas- 
sionate woman of the world is very 
good. She is much better in her 
later scenes than when she must ap- 
pear as a young girl, as she does at 
the beginning. Robert Williams 
gives another excellent performance 
as the young man and Mark Smith 
as the husband; Clark Gable, the 
lover; Wilton Lackaye, the doctor; 
George Brent, the chauffeur, and 
Glenda Farrell as the young girl, 
each so designated in the program, 
all plav well.

System by Murder Play Broadcast 



Copenhagen, Fob. 12. 

UsIiir; tlie Government-subsidized 
Danish Broadcnstine Corp. as an 
education.j.1 and public- instruction 
medium, with a showmanship teaser 
campaign, is a unique stunt now 
being prepared to properly teach 
Scandinavian citizenry the court 
procedure of trial by jury. 

Jury judgment of guilty or not 
guilty is new In Norway, Sweden 
and Denmark, and from this city 
these three Scandinavian countries 
win be educated on how to properly 
weigh court evidence via a specially 
broadcast play. 

A prominent native playwright 
has written a sort of "Trial of Mary 
Dugan" theme, especially designed 
for radio appeal, with the listeners 
asked to follow a maze of evidence 
in a murder mystery thriller. All 
details, evidence, etc., up to the 
point of the verdict, will be broad- 
cast. 

Here the radlocalsting will be in- 
terrupted and the listeners, as 
members of this Jury of the Air, 
will pronounce their sentence in a 
letter to the Danish Broadcasting 
Corp. Since the author of this play 
is al.so a Danish Justice, It will be 
an effective test of public knowl- 
edge of the jury system, at the 
some time educating the auditors 
into the niceties of prosecuting and 
defense iawyers* pleas for the 
proper adjudication in reality, in a 
court of justice, whenever they are 
called for jury service. j 
Public Vote 
The etherizing will take place si- 
multaneously in all three countries, 
and then repeated once again for 
those who. are undecided or may 
have missed part of it. Thereafter 
the verdict of guilty or not guilty 
will be requested by public vote. 

Purpose also is to uncover any 
contrasting nationalizing Ideas 
amongst Denmark, Norway and 
Sweden concerning their respective 
Interpretations of wrong and right, 
From this a Dapish schoolmaster 
evolved the now familiar American 
Idea of a university of the air for 
radio instruction of provincial stu- 
dents not otherwise accessible. The 
educators, however, score this pro 
posal, insisting a personal contact 
between pupil and master is neces 
sary and cannot be successfully 
substituted by radio.

Philips was aware of Infringe- 
ments in the past, it is said, but 
not until recently, when making 
affiliations with American interests, 
was it prompted to sue, supposedly 
by the American allies.

All of the responsibility for dwin- 
dling disc sales In recent years can't 
be shouldered upon radio. There are 
boundaries even in alibis. Those 
who have ears can figure out what 
else is wrong with phonograph rec- 
ords. 

Too many "dogs" are being waxed. 
An avalanche of new disc hits the 
market weekly with an increasing 
preponderance of melodyless melo- 
dies. Any old hack tune or lyrical 
idea can get itself preserved for 
posterity by the mechanicals. In 
fact, there's no secret that a lot of 
asthmatic hymns are published 
solely because of the wax angle. 

What Is the reaction on the inno- 
cent disc-buyer? He or ^le goes 
into a music shop and either be- 
cause things seem different in a 
store, or because of sales psychol- 
ogy or the customer's diffidence, a 
financial transaction occurs from 
which a little later in his or her 
home the customer acquires a 
rankling sense of being stung, of 
having witlessly purchased the odd 
crumbs ot Tin Pan Alley. 

Take for example the records reg- 
ularly labeled and released as fox- 
trots. Some of the mechanical ex- 
ecutives should try to foxtrot to 
their own releases! ' Customers not 
music-wise, are habitually dis- 
appointed. At 76 cents per blunder 
the advantage of being able to twirl 
a dial and forget it is self-evident. 
Radio, for all the asininity and 
stalling of Its programs, doesn't give 
people that feeling of paying a pen- 
alty for not knowing. 

A little editorial discretion ought 
to be exercised by the mechanicals. 
Better to concentrate on a reduced 
output of higher average quality 
than kill, people's interest in their 
phonographs by making It tough to 
select records, ■ Against the present 
dumping of any and everything the 
shopper needs to make a life's study 
of the situation to spend a modest 
budget intelligently. 

Novelty 

There's a wealth of Interest and 
possible sales angles in "The Farm- 
er's Letter to the President," writ- 
ten by Bob Miller and recorded by 
his Dinky DInkera. Lyrically ex- 
pressing the sentiments of the agri- 
cultural west and south. It's as dis- 
concerting as a Will Rogers' thrust 
during a political campaign. Bruns- 
wick (4636) has taken the sting by 
reversing with "Keep On, Keepln' 
On," another Interesting folksong 
recommending courage to the op- 
pressed. 

Rube Bloom's Bayou Boys .(Co- 
lumbia 2103) toasts "Man Froni the 
South" and scorches "St. Jamea* In- 
firmary." Latter threatens to pass 
into the classic precincts of "St.

This has 
resulted in a condition under which 
song material from talkers has be- 
come 60 common and so expected, 
it Is no longer a novelty , to stress 
a song's picture connection. Radio 
admittedly considers mention of film 
tie-ups as so much free 'publicity.

In writing for the stage, compos- 
ers had a chance to follow weeks of 
rehearsals and revise their work as 
the rehearsals went on. In pictures 
a number Is accepted and after one 
or two rehearsals is recorded before 
the weak spots can be discovered.

when drinks are served until two 
a. m. This privilege is granted to 
both clubs and hotels. 

The position is that a night out 
at a class club or restaurant is not 
much more expensive than if spent 
at a lesser hotel or club, ^ For, al- 
though the price of supper at the 
better places is about 50% 'higher, 
the price of liquor' is about the 
same at both places with the ad- 
vantage that the former place will 
serve the right liquor. 

Peculiar position is that if par- 
ticipants of London's night life were 
asked how many night places there 
are here, very few would be in a 
position to give anything approach- 
ing the right figure. But the list is 
quite long: 

Of the hotels the most exclusive 
are the Savoy, Carlton, Claridge's 
and Mayfair; and Giro's and Em- 
bassy of the clubs. These do not 
advertise their attractions in the 
newspapers, but . have extensive 
mailing lists which are quite suf-- 
ficient to crowd the places nightly. 
They rely mostly on an imported 
band as their chief attraction, with 
an occasional high class American 
or Continental act added. 

Until recently the biggest attrac- 
tions were generally to be found at 
the Kit- Cat, Savoy hotel and Cafe 
de Paris, ".he former two specializ- 
ing in American importations. But 
at such places as the Trocadero, 
Cafe Anglais and Empress Rooms 
you can also occasionally see an 
American act. 

Two comparatively new placus of 
entertainment are the Hotel Splen- 
dlde and Grosvenor House, the la*:- 
ter the only night resort still Ad- 
hering to the chorus idea. 

These about cover the legitimate 
night . rendezvous in London. But 
there are a number whicli are so 
exclusive they secured quite a run 
befor-i the authorities get on their 
track. However, with police super- 
vision very much tightened, and the 
penalty being deportation in the 
case of foreigners, these places are 
gradually fading from the picture.

Romanes Restaurant; Deauvllle 
Restaurant; Piccadilly Hotel;

At one time Jule Delmar of the RKO 
forces w'as to book it but he was 
evidently leary about it from the 
start as the few contracts he had 
issued to performers had ifs, ands, 
and buts in them. Delmar let go 
of it eventually and' it next popped 
up in the Sanders office, but Sanders 
was no more enthusiastic about it 
than Delmar from all appearances, 
for he gave the acts he had con- 
tracted with to understand that if 
the dough wasn't put up as' per con- 
tract there wouldn't be any .show so 
the acts at least weren't left holding 
the bag. 

The newspaper publicity attend- 
ent upon this show, and there was 
plenty of it in all the local dailies, 
announced that "Paly Sanders's 
Mammoth Indoor Circus will arrive 
direct from its long run from the 
Olympia, London.'! The local city 
rooms and Capt. Bertram Mills, di- 
rector of the Olympia Circus, Lon- 
don, might like to know about that.

A booker from one of the smaller 
independent outdoor booking offices 
ranted and raved during the morn 
ing session about the buy-low-and 
sell-high practices In vogue alaiong 
outdoor bookers. He didn't get to 
first base with his complaint. An 
ind,ependent agent from Boston was 
supposed to take up the hammer at 
the afternoon session and rip open 
what he chooses to call the "B. B; B 
system" (blind block booking), but 
they very politely broke up the scs 
sion before the man had a chance to 
air his views. It seems the fair men 
admit they're getting the short end 
of the stick and are paying fancy 
prices for acts, but they aren't anx- 
ious to do anything about it. 

Smaller agents were complaining 
that the Albany meeting is just an 
other session controlled by a big 
Eastern outdbor booking agency, 
and that everything is more or less 
in the bag before they even get to 
the Capitol. There may be an odd 
contract for $1,500 worth of acts ly 
ing around loose for the bookers to 
battle over, the indies say, but that's 
because the big outfit doesn't want 
it; 

Judge Howell on Grift 

Judge Howell of the Mineola fair 
had plenty to say at the afternoon 
session about grift on the lot. He 
placed the blame for it on the fair 
men themselves. The boys grinned 
and took it from the Judge, who 
knows about cooch shows ~ and 
stlng'em stores both " on the fair 
ground, and outside .the> fence. 

One of his squawks was a tough 
one for the booking agencies. Howell 
claimed the free acts in front of the 
grandstand took up too much time 
and maintained they should be spot- 
ted elsewhere on the grounds. And 
that was that. . 

This is one fair meeting where the 
sees don't worry about cutting up 
State appropriations. Each fair in 
the State, receives from a minimum 
of $4,000. to maximum of $6,000 «ach 
year, provided It meets, certain re- 
quirements. 

The department of agriculture 
supervises the fairs, and this year 
decided to select the first 10 fairs 
in the state for a roll of honor. The 
gag didn't go well with the sees, 
who proceeded to bust up the after- 
noon, session, arguing with the State 
Fair Commissioners present over 
these ratings. 

Stormy morning and afternoon 
sessions- were followed by a peace- 
ful banquet in the evening.

Last Year's Money- Getters 
Mechanical golf, football and 
horse-racing at a nickel a throw 
behind glass, with the patron ope- 
rating his ownjtever, went over big 
last year. Baaball cages and Skee 
Ball also wereHeavy money getters. 

Customers have become fed up 
on spotting the spot, wheels, buckets 
and other como-ons.

possible, but It cannot always afford 
to pay first class performfers. 

Financial Problem 

If foreign artists were willing to 
accept payment in rubles, the prob- 
lem would Ije easy. Unfortunately 
for both the artists and the Russian 
public, rubles have absolutely no 
value outside of these borders. In 
fact, it is strictly prohibited to take 
them, out of the country at .all. 
Their value for Internal purposes" 
is regulated by law; for outside 
purposes, as .in Its foreign trade, 
the Soviet authorities use American 
dollars and English pounds. Not 
much of It, If any, can be apaired 
for Importing entertainment. 

The same financial obstacle faces 
all other types of entertainment. 
Thus the local public goes wild over 
some foreign vaudeville and circus 
acts. Indeed, the Russians go In a 
lot for Imitating foreign acts and 
sometimes even adopt foreign names 
to carry out the Impression. But 
the country cannot as yet afford to 
pay. 

Of the concert performers from 
abroad who have been seen and 
heard in Russia in the la^t two or 
three years, few have taken out any 
real money. On the other hand, if 
warm appreciation of their efforts 
is an satisfaction to them, they Ifave 
left amply rewarded. A good many 
famous artists come here season 
after season despite the compara- 
tively small returns. Thus, the ap- 
plause and the satisfaction of being 
understood and appreciated must 
make up to them for the pecuniary 
shortage. 

There exists here an organiz'atlon 
whose special function is to help 
artists abroad establish contacts 
with tlie Soviet Union. It is called 
"The Society for Cultural Relations 
with 'Foreign Countries." The prin- 
cipal symphony orchestra in Mos- 
cow, numbering 100, has had the 
benefit of a series of eminent guest 
conductors in the last three years,, 
some of them this season. They 
have included the well known Ger- 
man master, Otto Klemperer, doubt- 
less the most popular 'guest con- 
ductor in Russia; Pierre Monteaux, 
formerly conductor of the Boston 
Symphony; Oscar Fried; M. Anser- 
met of Paris'; Rhene Baton and Mr. 
Savltch, conductoi" of the Syracuse 
(N.T.) symphony. The last-named. 
Incidentally, has been engaged to 
conduct a cycle here early this 
spring. 

Conductorless Orchestra 

While on the theme of symphony, 
mention of the Perslfans Orchestra 
must be made. This organization 
always works without a conductor. 
Idea seems to have caught on and 
a conductorless orchestra is reported 
to be in the process of formation 
In New York. Here Its concerts 
always draw crowds. 

Foreign vocal concerts have had 
the curious result of acquainting 
Russians with American Negro 
spirituals. The American Negro 
singer, Roland Hayes, sang these 
songs when he was here about two 
years ago. The American tenor, 
Sergei Radamsky of New York, had 
given the Soviet public a few sam- 
ples of this brand even earlier and 
only a few weeks ago included them 
once more on his programs In a 
series of well attended concerts. In 
which he was ably seconded by his 
wife, Marie Willlama of Scotland. 

Perhaps the hardest working of 
the outside concertlsts Is the pianist 
Egon Petri, a German of Dutch 
birth, who is said to have given 
over 500 concerts In all parts of 
Russia in the last two years. Senor 
Iturbl, the Spanish pianist now m 
America, received an appreciative 
reception here, as did Claude Arrau 
of Chile. 

There have also been several 
pretty good foreign quartettes on 
the Soviet concert stage recently. ,

Par got a pretty good one in 
Seymour Hicks' "Sleeping Part- 
ners," talker, with 'W'arners having 
another, "At the Villa Rose," talker, 
also okay. Both stand up to over 
program average for this field. 

But with several more of the 
Films Act promoted companies about 
to go the same way home as White- 
hall Co., and most all the remain- 
ing product being made by -studios 
with their own distribution outlet, 
it looks pretty fierce for American 
distribs in this market next year. 

P.D.C. Is getting over it by mak- 
ing Its own, keeping them down to 
3,500 feet. This enables P.D.C. to 
distribute cheap bookers for second 
features, while also making up the 
feature footage quota needs. It 
doesn't make for good product, but 
It saves the firm from being chiseled 
by shoestring producers and then 
getting panned for handling junk.

Programs out- 
lined by the Various companies, In 
London and provincial centers, sug- 
gest there are regular audiences 
waiting for, the stock company pro- 
grams. 

Increased regard generally paid to 
these little theatres is reflected In 
the fact that some of the leading 
English dramatists hand their new 
stuff oyer to the repertory com'- 
panles before marketing it for the 
London run. Others, such as Shaw, 
move hand In glove with It, and 
many of the leading penmen are ac- 
tive forces behind some particular 
branch of the movement. 

One professional West End slant 
©n the repertory movement is chief- 
ly to comb for possible newcomers. 
Quite a percentage of the best bets 
in town have either :Come out of 
Btock comjpanies or Broadway. Rep- 
ertory generally hasn't had much 
of a showing in England since the 
war, but there's been an upward 
tendency of recent years, and from 
programs announced the little thea- 
tres look like scoring this season.. 

Th the past, except for the big 
companies like the Birmingham, 
most of the stuff produced by the 
semi-pros has been in the nature 
of up-and-up revivals. It took places 
like Sheffleld years to find their folk 
wouldn't fall for the* stuff they turn 
down at the "arties." 

Popular Writers 

Shaw, Barrie and Ibsen, in that 
order, seem the most popular writers 
with the stock company patrons, 
while A. A. Milne, Galsworthy and 
Lonsdale also make the grade. 
American drama, generally, doesn't 
get a look in, O'Neill meaning less 
to the provinces here than Tcheckov. 

Birmingham Repertory theatre, 
under Barry Jackson, is. the leading 
unit of the lot. Through Jackson, 
they're linked up with Shaw, the 
Malvern Festival, and one or two 
London theatres. Starting their 
program Jan. 27, they plan a num- 
ber of new plays during the year, 
with always the chance they'll crash 
^ both play and company ' into Lon- 
don.. "The Five Leverets," which 
has never been staged In England, 
although popular in Germany, opens 
the ball. It's by Julius Pohl, trans- 
lation by the actor, Griffith Humphr 
reys. Murray McClymont's "The 
Clod and the Pebble" will be pro- 
duced for the first time by the 
Birmingham players.

Buenos Aires, Feb. 13. 

The Argentine's supposed white 
slave peril is the bunk. 

A rough draft of the report of 
Mrs. Lightoh Robinson, secretary of 
the National Vigilance Association, 
Argentine branch, practically 
laments that she's taking money 
under false pretenses, as in 1929 one 
lone femme, coming under the head- 
ing of a white slave, arrived, was 
duly nabbed, and sent back to 

France. She was a dressmaker who 
had been lured here. According to 
Mrs. Robinson, the theatre bag was 
nil. 

French Managers to Blame 

Worst offenders in the theatrical 
line are the Paris Impresarios, who 
bring girls out here in reWies at 
terrible s.alarie?. Chorus gets about 
800 francs in Paris, and is offered 
up to 2,000 to come to South 
America. That 2,000 here means 
exactly- 200 pesos, about sufficient' 
for board, and nothing over. But 
the girl in Paris thinks It's a lot 
of money and falls. Btit when girls 
fall here they u.sually do so right 
side up, as in other places. 

Any girl who worries about It all 
can drop a line before arrival to 
Mrs. Robinson, Calle Lavalle, 341. 
and she will be met on arrival and 
taken to decent lodgings. There are 
cases of French show girls being 
motored to pensions where the 
minimum price per room Is $20 per 
day, or three times their salary. 
And yet other cases have also been 
known of little French femmes who 
bear up under the blow and go 
home first class. 

There are few, if any, English or 
American cases, the French Inci- 
dents are mostly acquiescent, and 
perhaps the only genuipe Instances 
concern the Russians and Poles, 
who really are lured and invariably 
by their own countrymen and 
women. Immigration officials aid 
the police all they can, and In turn 
help the National J/lgilance Asso- 
ciation. If a girl slips through, it's 
her own fault. 

Living Cost High 

Of course, the great trouble here 
is the high cost of living, which 
mak-es what looks like a good salary 
abroad » seem little in this town. 
Chorus girl, if from the States, 
should get a minimum of $75 (U.S.> 
per week, and if from England, a 
minimum of £10 per week. The 
Yanks rate higher, because they live 
better at home. On© franc is 10 
centavos here, and 10 centavos 
buys you a trarn ride, or a glass of 
milk, or two rolls, or two boxes of 
matches. It takes 20 francs to buy 
a meal in a third-class restaurant, 
and about 40 francs per day for a 
room in a fair lodging house. 

Cabaret Angle 

French revue companies coming 
here have an arrangement with the 
big cabarets, Armenonville fn sum- 
mer and the Ta-Ba-RIs in winter. 
About 90% of the girls working in 
theatres add to their salaries by the 
hostess stunt in the cabarets, obli- 
gation being to dance with patrons 
when asked. Girls are given $10 or 
$12 per night, and are expected to 
"please" the customer. If the lady 
Is strictly business, she may be told 
to stay at homo after the first week. 

These cabarets run up to half 
dozen third-rate vaudeville turns, 
mostly French or German, or maybe 
an American or English dance team. 

Fashionablo cabarets arc Ta-Ba- 
Ris and Armenonville, same man- 
agement, champagne obligatory at 
$13 pint and $23 magnum, and

Paris, Feb. 16.

ments." 

My face slapping has passed into the language, apparently. 

Londonderry House is the last citadel of high Conservatism. The 
butler, I should think, believes in Queen Anne, at least.

It Is a bitter irony to know that Rutland Boughton, who is a Com-

It was not 
written to hurt anybody, and it was not worth writing. 

Still, Bronson then found that Sybil Thorndike and then Dorothy 
Cheston, who were In his theatres on sharing terms, were missing what 
they considered my valuable support. So, as we are two sensible men, 
we got together and settled the little trouble. 

I Get Too Popular Again 

Why Alfred Butt does not do the same, I cannot understand. Heaven 
knows, he's got enough other worries on without quarreling with me. 
I sympathize with him in his troubles, and it is certainly not my fault, 
although he seems to tljink It is. 

Just now, I am getting dangerously popular. During the last few 
weeks, I have been allowed back in. the Dominion, the New, and the 
Criterion, besides the Globe and the Queen's, which Maurice Browne has 
bought from Alfred Butt with the "Journey's End" fortune, probably 
mei-ely in order that I shall have to go to them. 

Back to the St.James's 

Oh, yes, and I have been to the St. James's, which, of course, is now 
in Gilbert Miller's hanifls. When Du Maurier was there, he would not 
have me, and Gilbert had to give in. Now I am back because Du Maurier 
has gone. 

Another manager who is in a difficulty is Barry Jackson, who, because 
Gladys Cooper does not like me, cannot ask- me to her theatre, which 
he has rented.

The Old, Old Bunk 

The occasion of my visit to the Little theatre was the first perform 
ance of "Frankenstein," dramatized by Peggy Weblipg from Mary Shel- 
ley's century-old novel. You know, the story of a scientist, who gives 
life to a form that he has made and then finds that It strangles him 
because he won't make a female form for the other one to fall In love 
with. 

Critics laughed at it because it was old fashioned, but, of course, we 
must remember that Henry Irving's plays, "The Lyons Mail" and "The 
Bells," we're quite as clumsy as this, quite as gruesome, and quite as 
old-fashioned. 

Hamilton Deane, who played the man monster, put on the show with 
his own money, and was a considerable success," although, so far, I do 
not hear of anybody going. 

It was rather surprising, at the end, to find that this horrible play 
had been written by a dear old lady, for such Peggy Webling proved 
to be, who came on looking like a schoolmarm from a middle west rhain 
street, and made you wonder how on earth she had written it.

Mabel NormanO, 35, screen come- 
dienne, died Feb. 23 of tuberculosis 
in Pottenger Sanitarium at Monro- 
via, Cal., a shadow of her old time 
self and attended only by her secre- 
tary and traveling companion, Mrs. 
Julia , Benson, and a nurse. . Her 
husband. Lew Cody (Louis Coti) 
was away at the- time, visiting at 
the home of Norman Kerry, picture 
actor. 

.Miss Novmand had been reported 
seriously ill for some time, although 
she had shown improvement after 
blood transfusions. She had been 
the subject of considerable news- 
paper attention since the killing of 
William Desmond Taylor, film di- 
rector, Feb. 2, 1922, and had also 
figured in another sensational af- 
fair when her chauffeur, Horace A. 
Greer, was tried for shooting Court- 
land S. Dines, a. wealthy Denver 
clubman. In 1923, She sued Mrs. 
Georgia W. Church for $500,000 
libel in November, 1924, as a result 
of the Litter naming Miss Normand 
in a divorce action. All these mat- 
ters unquestionably undermined her 
health with Miss Normand up to 
the time of her death declaring she 
knew nothing of the Taylor murder 
and had expressed the one wish that 
the murderer be brought to justice 
before sh© died. The murder re- 
mains as much of a mystery as ever. 

In December, 1928, Mlss„ Nor- 
mand's health became impaired to 
the extent that tuberculosis de- 
veloped and she began a brave fight 
to regain her health. "The vivacious 
queen of silent film clowning nevcar 
got a chance to work in the talkers 
although she had signed a contract 
with Hal Roach to appear in come- 
dies, but her health never permitted 
the comeback. Miss Normand was 
bom in Quebec, Nov. 10, 1894, her 
parents moving to Staten Lsland, 
N. Y., when she was very young. 

Her initial screen appearance 
was at the old Vitagraph studio In 
Brooklyn, but her development 
came at the old Biograph where she 
appeared in support of Mary Pick- 
ford in "The Mender of the Nets."
